The following is a conciſe narrative of the facts which gave riſe 
to and iſſued in the formation of this church, on Aug. 29, 1793. a 
| In May 1772, Joſeph Robſon, a member of the Church Hamſterly, 


removed with his family to Wood-hall, four miles from Midlam, and * 


eight from Bedal and Maſſam. This occaſioned Mr. Whitfield's vi- 
ſiting that part of the country once or twice a year, and frequently 


preaching in it. His labours were not wholly unſucceſsful. At differ- 


ent times he baptized about twelve or fourteen perſons, ſome of wham 
are ſince dead. IS | | 
About five years ago, a 2 of the name of William Terry, a 
clock and watch maker, in Bedal, who had been a hearer of the late 
Rev. and celebrated John Weſley, and his connexion, from attention 
to his bible alone, became fully convinced of the truth of the doc- 
trines, commonly denominated Calviniſtic; and having found them a 
ſource of peace and purity to himſelf, made known his ſentiments to 
others. Only one or two of his religious friends received them. Others 
grew very-ſhy, and then oppoſed them. Mr. Terry and his few friends 
met every Lord's Day out of church hours, for prayer and reading the 
ſcriptures. Their number increaſed: they deſired him to make his 
remarks upon the ſcriptures, which he read: he did ſo. His auditors 
increaſed, and he was invited to Snape and Maſſam, where his parents, 


and others, were the firſt fruits of his labours. Nor were they converts 


morely to ſentiment, but to genuine piety and; holineſs. Theſe things 
being noiſed abroad, brought him acquainted with the few Baptiſts in 
thoſe parts. This led on to know their ſentiments. The evidences of 
truth were ſo clear, that he durſt not oppoſe them. And when fully con- 


vinced himſelf, knowing the 2 arity of baptiſm according to the 
r 


ſcriptures, and fearing his weak friends, who were moſtly churchmen 


in principle, though Diſſenters in practice, would be ſtumbled at it, he 


was afraid to embrace it. | 


In the ſummer of 1792, Mr. Whitfield was at Woodhall, ſpent 
the Sabbath day there, preached twice from Matt. xxviii. 19, 20; and 


bad ſeveral of Mr. Terry's friends to hear him. There is reaſon to 


| believe that what they heard and ſaw was inſtructive, convincing and 
edifying. The next morning Mr. Terry preſented himſelf for baptiſm. 

This was Mr. Whitfield's firſt interview with him: By what he heard 
from him, and learned of his character and conduct from others, he 
was fatisfied of his being # proper ſubje& for baptiſm. Nevertheleſs, 


as he thought him not ſo well eſtabliſhed in the principles of noncon- 


formity, had no perſonal knowledge of him, and there being no regular 
church in that place for him to unite with, he adviſed him to conſider 


the matter more fully, and then to come to Hamſterly the firft op- 


portunity, to he baptized, and join the church there, | 
Mr. Terry came over, accompanied by one of his friends, a candi- 
date for baptiſin alſo, on Jan. 3, 1793; that evening they were propoſed

to the church and approved of, and on Lord's Day forenoon, Jan. 5, bap- 


tized with another at Hamſterly, and received into fellowſhip. Mr. Terry 


was requeſted to exerciſe his talent as a ſpeaker in the evening. He 


was approved of, and requeſted to preach among his friends at his 
return. In the month of May following, Mr. Whitfield paid them a 
viſit, and preached at Maſſam, Snape, and Woodhall where he baptized 
eight more. In July,' they addreſſed a letter to the church at Ham- 


ſterly, being now eighteen in number, requeſting liberty to form themſelves 


into a ſeparate church and to have the aſſiſtance of their paſtor and a 
deacon upon the occaſion.” The requeſt was chearfully granted, a letter 


with ſuitable advice returned, and the 24th of Aug. fixed upon for ſo- 


lemn preparation by faſting and prayer, and the 29th for the incorporation. 

On the 28th of Aug. there being three candidates for baptiſm, Mr. 
Whitfield preached upon the ſubject in a barn at Snape, to a very at- 
tentive audience, from Luke, x. 26: next morning at ten o'clock; the 
ordinance of baptiſm was adminiſtered in a rivulet, a mile from the 


village. It was quite a new thing: all the people behaved well, one 


perſon excepted, but he was quite ſilent till all was over. 


The aſſembly met again at two o'clock. The ſervice was conducted 


in the following manner: 


A ſhort introductory prayer---Read Epheſ. 11. Sung and prayed. 


The nature of the ſolemn act was then briefly explained. The congre- 
gation were deſired to fit, and the perſons incorporating to ſtand up, 


Their requeſt was then read, and their diſmiſſion was allo declared. 
Their names being inſerted in a book prepared for that purpoſe, and their 


perſonal concurrence, and chearfully giving up of themſelves to the Lord, 
and each other to walk in the fellowſhip of the goſpel, being declared by 
ſtretching forth the right hand; they were declared to be a church con- 
ſtitued on evangelical principles. Prayer was then offered up to God 
for them: after ſinging, a ſermon was addreſſed to them, from Eph. ii. 


21.22, the Rev. Mr. Cook, an Independent miniſter, concluded that 
ſervice with prayer. The church immediately aſſembled, the right hand. 
of fellowſhip, with congratulation, was given them by the meſſengers 
from Hamfterly ; the three newly baptized were received, and three more 
from other churches : the ſacred ſupper was then adminiſtered, and the 
aſſembly dimiſſed as uſual. Mr. Cook preached, at ſeven in the evening, 
a very ſuitable diſcourſe from Matt. xi. 6. EFF 30 1 
Thus ended the ſervices of a day, which it is hoped will be long re- 


membered with pleaſure by the parties concerned. The inconvenience 


ariſing from the want of a meeting houſe, was amply repaid by the air 
of primitive ſimplicity, which appeared in the whole of theſe tranſactions, 
and eſpccially by the enjoyment of that preſence which is the glory, the 


comfort and the defence of Evangelical churches.

M. Jotin RxTNonps, late paſtor of the Baptiſt Church, 
meeting at Cripplegate, London, was born January the 5th, 
1730, in the pariſh of Farmington, near North Leach, Glou+ 
tefterſhire, of Thomas and Mary Reynolds. His father 
was a farmer; and afterwards lived at Little Riſſington, about 
a mile from Bourton-on=the-Water. His mother was bap- 
tized, and became a member of the Baptiſt church at Bourton, 
when flie was big with child of him. He was brought ac- 
quainted with divine things at 12 years of age; under the 
miniftry of the Rev. Benjamin Beddome, of Bourton, who 
baptized him when he was about 14 years old. He learned 
Latin and Greek of the Rev. Mr. Creed, a clergyman, one 
of the maſters of the ſchool at North Leach; went to the 
Baptiſt Seminary at Briftol at about 18, and preached occa- 
fionally at 20, chiefly at Bromſgrove, Bratton, Cirenceſter, 
and Cheltenham, and more e at Oxford about three 
years and a half. He came to Cripplegate in April 1766, 
and having ſerved the people for ſome time, went into the 
country, but returned to them September 20, following, and 
was next day admitted a member, by diſmiffion from 
the church at Bourton. He was ordained paſtor at Cripple- 
gate the 2d of October, the ſame year. The ſervice was 
conducted in the following manner ny 
Acſter the congregation had ſung, Mr. John Wynn, one of 

the deacons of the church, prayed. Dr. Gill then deſired 
that ſome proper perſon would mention the reaſon of the meet- 
ing: Mr. Wynn; who was on this occaſibn the mouth of

Nothing very remarkable attended Mr. Reynolds's labours 
among his people. His ſermons were orthodox and metho- 
dical: they ſeemed to be principally delivered memoriter, 
with a Mar derable degree of ae, which was gene- 
rally conſpicuous, notwithſtanding the injury his voice had 
received from a peculiar accident. One day ſhirting himſelf, 
he unthinkingly put his ſtudds between his lips; on a ſudden 
his breath drew one of them into his mouth, and down his 
throat. "This ſo affected the organs of his ſpeech, as to render 
his delivery unpopular, particularly ſo if at any time he took 
cold, when it was difficult for him to ſpeak loud enough to 
be underſtood, unleſs by thoſe who were near the pulpit. 
His ſucceſs was far from being equal to his wiſhes, but pro- 


| bahly greater than his own modeſt opinion of it. He has 


been heard in the private circles of his friends to ſpeak with 
a peculiar ſolicitude for the converſion of ſouls—if it were 
but one ſoul under his own miniſtry. Prudence diſtinguiſhed 
him. No man, among his brethren, was more frequently 
conſulted in difficulties than himſelf, and he was deſervedly 


eſteemed by chriſtians of the different denominations who 


knew him, both the miniſters and the people. The college at 
Providence, in Rhode Iſland, conferred on him the degree of 
Maſter of Arts in the year 1770. His name never appeared 
to any thing, as his own publication, except to a diſcourſe 


preached before the Briſtol Education Society, and printed at 


their requeſt, in the year 1782. The text of it is Eph. iti. 8. 
Unto me, who am bel. i than the leaſt of all ſaints, is this grace 


given, that I ſhould preach amon ug the Gentiles the unſearchable 
riches of Chriſt. The ſermon is quite in his own manner, 
unornamented indeed, but 99 5 evangelical, and full of

It is well known that for ſe- 
veral of his laſt years, he appeared to have the proſperity of 
religion infinitely more at heart than his own private intereſt, 
In his happy family, among mankind at large, and in the 
houſe of God, he was undeniably the exemplary and eminent 
chriſtian; but in his office As A DEACON, HE EVEN Ex- 
cEE DED HIMSELF, In the diſcharge of this important truſt, 
all his gifts and graces ſeemed to converge to a ſingle point, 
and ſhine and burn unrivalled.

Diſcriminating grace filled him with wonder and praiſe, 
He ſcarce ever had a firſt interview with a young convert 
but he enquired, ©. Are you not aſtonithed, my friend, that 


the great God ſhould chuſe 90%, and redeem yon, and call 


you, and leave ſo many of your fellow-creatures, and 28 
your own relations, in a ſtate of darknefs and danger???“ 
But though his heart realized the ſentiments of unmerited 
ſalvation, he took not thence a licence to omit good, or to do 
evil. No man was more jealous of the practi pal influence or 
the doctrines of grace on himſelf and others; and nothin 
was more deteſted by him than that repreſentation of the 
goſpel which annihilates the believers obligations to the law. 
He could diſtinguiſh between the remiſſion of the penalty and 


the abolition of the precept ; nor had he fo learned Chriſt as 


to be indifferent to that which his Redeemer came to magni- 
fy and make honourable. His taſte was remarkably changed 
after he received the goſpel. Previous to his converſion, he 


was inordinately fond of the violin; to this idol he ſacri- 


ficed every moment he could redeem from his employ, his 
table, or his bed; but no ſooner did he know the melody of 
the ſongs of Zion, than he flung away the inſtrument of his 
former mirth, and from that moment never felt an inclination 
to amuſe himſelf with it, or hear its ſound again. But he did 


not loſe his pleaſures—he exchanged them for purſuits of a 


nobler kind, and better ſuited to the appetites grace had 


formed in him. Himſelf was the beſt judge, and for forty 


years he never repented the exchange. The principal plea- 


ſure of his life was the public worſhip of his Saviour. No 


part of the ſcriptures more truly repreſented his affection 


than the paſſage he ſelected for his funeral text, “ I have loved 


the habitation of thy houſe, and the place where thine honor 
dwelteth.”

IHE Rev. IEREMIAH DARC AM was born, converted, 
and called to the miniſtry in South Carolina; and removed 


into North Carolina about 1769. At firſt he was united 
with the ſeperate Baptiſte, but afterwards joined the regular 
Baptiſts. Eminent piety and flaming zeal diſtinguiſhed him. 
He ſcarcely ever preached a ſermon without ſhedding tears 
very plentifully, and his ſermons always ſeemed to take 
an uncommon effect upon his auditory. He lived in Bertie 
county, near a little town called Windſor, and continued 
preaching in the county (a place very deſtitute of the goſpel, 
and ſcarcely .a Baptift in thoſe parts when he came thither} 
for about 16 or 17 years; in which time he was a mean in 
God's hand to gather a church of about 200 members ; and, 
after a long affliction of the gravel, he departed this life on 
the 25th of December 1786, with a lively hope of acceptayuce 


through Jeſus Chrift ; and on his death-bed requeſted that 
the Rev. Mr, Lemuel Burkitt, now of Northampton County, 


North Carolina, ſhould officiate at his funeral ſolemnity. 
Mr. Burkitt accordingly preached on the occaſion to a 
crowded auditory from Luke ii. 29, 30. Lord, now letteft 
thou thy ſervant depart in peace, according to thy word; for.

The Rev, SamuEL HARRELL, 
Hertford County, North Carolina. 
THE Rev. SAuuEL HARRELL, Hertford County, North 


Carolina, was the fon of John Harrell, Eſq. of the ſaid coun- 
ty, and a member of the Rev. Jeremiah Dargan's church. 


He poſſeſſed very eminent gifts, and continued preaching 


for ſeveral years, but never took the paſtoral care of any 


church. Being a man of bright intellects, and a good educa- 


tion, he held a ſtation both in the civil and military depart- 


ments. He was clerk of Hertford county court, and occu- 


pied that office for a number of years until his death, and 


was Major of the Militia of that diſtrict; and notwithſtand- 
ing all his worldly incumbrances he was a very zealous, pious 


man, and an ornament to religion. At laſt being taken with 
2 nervous fever he departed this life in January 1791.

conſent or knowledge of his parents. He firſt embraced the

Many years a Deacon of the church at Hamſterly, Durham. 


THis good man, ſon of Henry and Jane Hall, of Ham- 
ſterly, was born in the ſpring of 1712. His parents being 
religious characters, and members of the church, brought 
bim up in the nurture and admonition of the Lord, and 5 — 
bituated him from his infancy to attend upon the public 
worſhip of God. Their houſe was a little ſanctuary to 
which the pious in the village often reſorted for friendly con- 
ference and ſocial prayer; where miniſters were received. 
and ſtrangers who came up to hear the. goſpel were often 
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hoſpitably entertained. any were the prayers offered to 


God, both by themſelves and others, for the ſalvation of their 


children, moſt of whom died in their youth; and the two 


that arrived at matur 2 called early by the grace of 
God.

of the Redeemers glory and excellence, of the greatneſs of 
his loye, and the ſweetneſs of communion. with Gods 
He was called to the Deacon's office about the year 1766 _ 
which he diſcharged to the honour of God, and the comfort * 
and edification of his brethren, Few perſons. ever exems 
plified the power and virtue of real religion more than he 
did, or obtained more generally the eſteem and good will of 
all men. The church highly eſteemed him, the congrega- 
tion revered him, all who knew him reſpected him, and 
even the wicked and profane among men ſpake well of him, 
and have been heard to ſay, F ever there were an honeſt and 
4 good man, John Hall was one. As his whole lite was 
formed upon the ſacred principles of revealed religion, ſo he 
met his death, through the medium of gradual decay, and 
ſome very acute and painful complaints, with fortitude, un- 
ſhaken confidence, and a hope full of immortality. He died 
the laſt day of April, and was buried on the ſecond of May 
1793. His funeral ſermon was preached from Prov. xii, 26. 
The righteous is more excellent than his neighbour. After the 
introduction, explaining the character of the righteous and 
ſhewing that righteouſneſs was the ſupreme excellence of man, 
the miniſter, Rev. Charles Whitfield, proceeded to conſider 
the comparative excellence of the righteous, and here enu- 
merated the following diſtinguiſhing branches of the deceaſed 
man's character: Perfection he aimed at, but never pro- 
feſſed to have attained, though he far exceeded many of 
thoſe who, in modern times have laid claim to it. I cannot 
enumerate his many excellencies, but I beg leave to men- 
tion the following, and appeal to you if he did not poſſeſs 
them in an nal degree, while I entreat you to imitate 
him herein, ; „ e | 
He had a juſt ſenſe both of the truth, nature, deſign, 
and everlaſting importance of religion, This was become 
ſo habitual that he preferred it before all other things, and 
eſteemed its proſperity as his chief joy. _ 5 
He was peculiar for ſpiritual mindedneſs. The word of 
Chriſt dwelt richly in him, and his meditations were in the 
law. of his God both day and night. He ſedulouſly avoided 
whatever would hinder his contemplations. The decay of

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his hearing in the latter part of his life, though attended with 
inconvenience, he eſteemed as a mercy, ſince, when in places 
of. buſineſs, he was not offended with the profane tongues of 
the men of the world, as he had formerly ben. 
© Another of his excellencies was ſpirituality and prudence 
in converſation. No egotiſms, no vain difcourſe dwelt 
upon his tongue; but his ſpeech was always with grace, 
ſeaſoned with ſalt, meet to edify the perſons preſent. "He had- 
an excellent method both of introducing and ſupporting re- 
ligious converſation, with6ut diſguſting the enemies of reli- 
gion, or wounding any of its friends. His unaffected mo- 
_ deſty and ſimplicity rendered him acceptable to all. 1 
« TI muſt not omit to remind you that he was an amiable, 
and in many reſpects, an excellent caſuiſt. How often has 
the awakened finner, the diſconſolate penitent, and the tempt- 
ed chriſtian, reſorted to him for advice, and opened their 
ſecret ſorrows to him when they had not reſolution to adviſe 
with a miniſter? And with what ſound doctrine and ſolid 
fenſe has he adminiſtered the healing balm! = 
His fervent piety, and his excellent talent in prayer, I 
hope you will long remember. His family, his friends, and 
this whole congregation are witneſſes to the ſame, and will 
retain a ſenſe of the many comfortable ſeaſons which you 
have enjoyed with him in this important branch of divine 
worſhip.

mention, becauſe he exceeded moſt men I ever knew in this 
part of the chriſtian temper, I mean His refignation to the 
will of God.

She ſat down 
with us at the Lord's table but two ordinance days; for at 
the latter end of April, her diſorder, (which appeared to be a 
decline,) confined her to the chamber, and in a fortnight af- 
terwards to her bed, on which ſhe lingered till the 14th of 
October, when ſhe died triumphantly in IE sus, juſt eighteen 
years of age. She endured much pain and weakneſs, but was 
patiently reſigned, and in general very comfortable in her 
mind, enjoying much of , the preſence of God, Her faith 
being lively and ſtrong, ſhe frequently talked very familiarly 
of death, and for weeks before ſhe departed, longed to be- 
gone, often crying out, © Come-Lord Jeſus, come quickly:

Doubtleſs you have, ere now, received accounts of the late ca- 
lamity with which our city has been afflicted. It may not be im- 
pertinent for me to ſuperadd a few remarks relative to our ſo- 
Kiety in general, and my own family in particular. © 
Divine providence ſeemed to make it our duty contentedly to 
remain in the city; though a friend had kindly offered to 
Furniſh us with accommodations about 20 miles from town. I. 
felt ſome difficulty in quitting my poſt at ſuch a time; and thus 
delayed until one of my children was taken fick, which ſettled 
me in the perſuaſion that it was the will of Heaven we ſhould 
ſtay where we were. For nine weeks we had ſickneſs in the 
family; four of my children were ill; two at a time were taken 
with the Epidemic. Through divine mercy they have all hap- 
pily recovered, and were ſome of them permitted-yeſterday to 
Join in the general Thankſgiving. Dr. Rogers was ſo kind as 
to afliſt in the ſervice of the day; he delivered a pathetic diſ- 
courſe from the words of cur dear Saviour, Bleſed are ye that 
mourn for ye ſhall be comforted. In the afternoon, I engaged the 
attention of the audience with obſervations from that apoſtrophe 
of Jeſus. in Luke xvii. 17, Were there not ten cleanſed? But 
where are the nine?

N THE MORAL LAW. 

Brethren, e „ 

N an age when mankind are regaining their native rights, 
Land aſſuming the privilege of thinking and acting for them- 
| ſelves, we deem it not unimportant, that the nature of the 

Divine Law, the deſign and manner of its adminiſtration 
under the mild reign of the Goſpel, ſhould be explained. . 
A want of 5 a attention to this ſubject will leave us 
ütterly in the dark as to the deformity of ſin, and the na- 
ture of ſalvation by grace. Would you ever know your true 
ſtate, you muſt know your obligations; would you ever know 
pour obligations, you muſt know the law by which they are 
aſcertained and defined. The laws given by God, to the Jews, 
were of three kinds, moral, poſitive, and political. Moral 
laws are thoſe which reſult from the fitneſs and propriety of 
things, and reſpect the duty and government of accountable 
agents. Poſitive laws are thoſe which originate wholly in the 
will of che legiſlator. Political, are thoſe which regulate the 
economy and adminiſtration of civil government. The divine, 
or, as it is commonly called, the Moral Law, neceſſarily reſults 

From the connexion ſubſiſting between God and rational beings: 
God is infinitely excellent man is wholly dependent. Hence, 
it is fit and reaſonable that men ſhould love God. That God 
is to be loved, whether we are diſpoſed or not, is the united 
voice of reaſon and revelation. How abſurd is it for a child 
to ſay, It is not my duty to love my parent becauſe I hate 
him?!” He pleads his crime as his excuſe. A conciſe ſum- 
mary of the Moral Law is contained in theſe words of Jeſus; 
4% Thou ſhalt love the Lord thy God with all thy heart; and 
thy neighbour as thyſelf.” '.  - . 

. This law is perfect. It cannot therefore be ſatisfied with 
amperfe&tion. If it can admit an abatement in its demands, 
through any infirmity or diſqualification in the creature, then 
It A be to be a law. The nature of juſtice is eternal right; 
neither to be annulled by the caprice, nor varied by the muta- 

bility of man. An immoderate attachment to the objects of 
our unlawful paſſions, an overbearing propenſity to juſtify the 
deciſions of our wills, and to approve the actions of our lives, 
_ obſcure our perceptions of truth, and induce us to accomodate 
the nature of the divine law to our finful infirmities. But let 
us not be deceived. Let us recur neither to our diſpoſitions. 
nor circumſtances to inveſtigate the nature of juſtice. Let us 
throw aſide our prejudices; let us extinguiſh our paſſions ; let 
us forget our infirmities. Let us riſe into the region of pure 
intelligence, and in the bright light of the divine Spirit con-

The law which can vary neceſſarily deſtroys itſelf This 
law is immutable. Its demands are always the ſame; neither. - 


varied by time or place. It not only requires us to love. God 
With all our hearts, 1 conſtantly with all our hearts. God is to be 
5 loved, becauſe he is what he is. His nature originates our obliga- 
Tilons. If then it was once right that we thould love God, it is nou 
right, and always will be right; for he is © the ſame, yeſterday, to 
day, and forever.“ God's will, which is an exhibition of his na- 
ture, is the rule of our duty; not our feelings and wiſhes. Our 
ſins alter not God, and therefore alter not our duty, or dimi- 
niſh our obligations. The law of God requires conſtant love; 
for love is the fulfiling of the law.” But this law includes 
' a great variety of particulars, God commands us not to kill, 
not to ſteal, not to bear falſe witneſs; in ſhort, not to fin in 
any way. That love which fulfils the law is oppoſed to every 
kind of fin. Hence the law extends not to our external and 
only, but to all the paſſions and motions of our hearts, 
View the law then as perfect; view it as immutable z re- 
quiring your whole affections, requiring them conſtantly ; in- 
| cluding what all juſt laws include. In this way you will readily 
/ perceive the uſe and deſign of the law under the goſpel. It was 
not given to the Jews that they ſhould-obtain life by it, but 
ce that the offence might abound.” „I had not known fin,” 
Tays Paul, but by the law ;” and that it was © added, be- 
Cauſe of tranſgreſſions, until the ſeed ſhould come to whom the 
promiſe was made.” He alſo ſtyles the law © the miniſtration 
of death,” the letter” that “ killeth.” If we apply any 
part of the law to ourſelves, to us it becomes the miniſtration 
of death. For, as we are ſinful, we can neither obey its pre- 
cepts, nor endure its penalties. While we are alive without the 
law, perceiving neither its perfection nor extent, we imagine 
our own obedience adequate to its requiſitions ; but when the 
commandment comes, arreſting our hearts by divine power, 
« fin revives,”* diſcovering its ſtrength ; we feel its condemna- 
tion; wedie; we relinquiſh our hopes of life, which originated 
in our ignorance of the law, and were cheriſhed by a haughty 
: | confidence in our own goodneſs. Thus we become dead to 
i þ the law.” You will remember, then, Brethren, that the great 
defign and uſe of the law, are to exterminate our prejudices in 
favour of ourſelves, and to teach us the true nature of ſin, The 
law is not a rule by which we are to obtain life; but“ Chriſt 
is the end of the law for righteouſneſs, to every one. that be- 
lieveth.” Look then unto Chriſt, Take the law and the goſpel

A SHORT SKETCH OF REVIVALS IN RELIGION. 


— NMidlaleberougb, Mass x cuvsrTTs, Aug. 31, 1793. 
An amazing coldneſs and ſtupidity has long prevailed in our 


part of the country, until a revival was granted at Plymouth, 
about 40 miles from Boſton, laſt winter f. It began at a vain. 
meeting, of which they had many. The conſcience of one of 
the company was ſo awakened as to be a warning to others, which 
ſoon turned their frolicks into religious meetings ; and the paſtor 
of the church, Dr. Chandler Robbins, a pious Congregational mi- 
niſter, was all alive in his work; and a large number have been 
hopefully converted there. I preached among them twice in May, 
and J hear that the work ſtill prevails. * A great work of refor- 
mation is alio going on in Barnſtapie and Harwich, chiefly among 
the Baptiſts, And in the beginning of June, ſome looſe young 
people were awakened in the firſt congregational ſociety in Mid- 


_ dicborough, and a number have received comfort among them; 


but the work hath been much more glorious in the third Baptiſt 


ſociety in our town. I preached ten ſermons among them in 


eight days, about a month ago, to remarkably attentive audi- 
ences ; and it is hoped that more than thirty perſons have been 
converted in that congregation ſince the firſt of July.

THE GENERAL Ass0ciaTE SYNoD, which met at Edin- 
burgh in the beginning of May laſt year, are heartily grieved at 
the reluctance of Preachers to undertake Miſſions to North Ame- 
rica, whither they have ſent ſuch as have been inclined to go 
from time to time. Among the reſt the Rev. Mr. MGRE cor, 
ordained by the Aſſociate Preſbytery of Glaſgow, May 31, 
1786, was ſent as a Miſſionary to the Gaelic congregation of 
Pictou, Nova Scotia, © His difintereſted and exemplary 
conduct in the undertaking, and his patient continuance in his 
labours, reſemble the ſpirit of the primitive. apoſtolic times,” 
and have been attended“ with great ſucceſs.” A letter from 
him was read before the General Aſſociate Synod at Edinburgh, 

| i May 3, 1793, in which he be/eeches that venerable body to ſend 
over Miniſters immediately, more eſpecially as a conſiderable

number of wy . chiefly Roman Catholics, from the Weſt 


Highlands and Iſles, are gone thither, who much need the Goſpel,

The very ignorance 
of the people will be unſpeakably in your favour ; for there is 
every probability of your being more ſucceſsful among ſuch, and 
you will have a far better opportunity of obſerving the ſucceſs 
of your labour than if you were to enter into 'the labours of 
others, or build where the foundation was previouſly laid. I 
have been here above fix years, in as diſadvantageous circum- 
ſtances, I ſuppoſe, as any whom the Synod ever ſent to this con- 
tinent ; and though indeed J have been in it, in weakneſs, in 
fear, in trembling, yet I account it the happieſt thing that ever 
befel me that I was ſent to America. I had my reluctance, my 
ſtruggle, ere I ſet off; but I have reaſon to .bleſs God while I 
live, that I was not ſuffered to comply with the counſels of fleſh 
and blood to ſtay at home, I am ſure that all the world would 
not keep you out of America if you only knew what it yields. 
O taſte and ſee that our God is good. Only believe, and you 
mall ſurely ſee his glory, you ſhall ſee it far beyond what you 
can expect. He will ſupply all your need according to his riches 
in glory by Chriſt Jeſus. He will grant you more of the unut- 
terable and glorious joy of faith in this wilderneſs than in the 
moſt ſplendid cities of Britain. You ſhall indeed be partakers 
of the afflictions of the Goſpel. Let this be your joy, not your 
diſcouragement, for no ſuffering ſhall befal you here but what 
ſhall be meaſured out to you by infinite tenderneſs, love and 
faithfulneſs ; and according to your ability to bear; and withal 
counterbalanced with exceeding joy. God will make all grace ta 
abound towards you, that ye always having all-ſufficiency in all 
things may abound unto every good work, being enriched in 
every thing unto all bountifulneſs to God's praiſe. I ſhall not 
fay that God is better in America than in Britain, but I miſtake 


it if you ſhall not find him better to you.?

Extracts of letters from Mr. David George, the Negra 
Mu.iniſter, at Free Town, SIERRA LEONE, dated from 
Sept. 13, to Oct. 10. 1793. 


After we had been in the Downs four days, we ſailed; 
but the wind ſoon came a-head, and drove us almoſt back ta 
our former {tation, where we continued a fortnight. We 
then were bound for Plymouth, but running foul of another 
_ veſſel, our bowſprit was carried away; after this we ſprung 
a leak, and we put into Plymouth, and got repaired again. 
The day after we put to ſea we were chaſed by two cutters, 
from early in the mornin; till about twelve o'clock, when 
one left us, but the other began to fire at us; we hoye boo 


but when they came up and ſpoke with us they were ſatisfied; 
We now ſtood on our paſſage. Our topmaſt was carried away 
before we came to Bulam, and there we were on a rock till 
the tide roſe. and got us off. Before we arrived at Sierra 
Leone, our topmait was carried away again, but we got ſafe 
there on the-7th of Auguſt laft, about five in the afternoon; 
and I found my wife, all my children, and my congregation 
well. The veſſel was hourly expected, but it was thought 
I would not return ſo ſoon. I was well received by Mr. 
Done, our Governor; and when the people of the colony 
heard that I was come, they rejoiced much, and at my land- 
ing they came down ſo thick that I could ſcarcely get along. 
Some of them took me by the hand and led me through. I 
have great reaſon to thank Almighty God for his 'goodneſs 
who carried me over the ſeas, and returned me ſafe home 
again. TI was hearty all the homeward bound paſſage. On 
Lord's day, the 11th, I preached. in my congregation from 
Thomas's words, John xx. 28. 14y Lord and my God. The 
Spirit of the Lord ſeemed to give me utterance, and the 
meeting was joyful, It is a very healthful time with us for 
this part of the year. There are not many ill. We are now 
building on our Town Lots, and ſome on their Farms; and 
the people begin to be ſeaſoned to the country.

| Setting into a good way, eſpecially thoſe that are on their 
ands; and I am in great hope we ſhall all do well in a few 
years. I am very ofad to tell you that the work of God re- 
vives here among our people, and I hope it will begin among 
the NATIVES OF AFRICA. I had the pleaſure of baptizing one 
perſon the firſt of September, and four more on Saturday 
the 6th of October. My Elders, Sir, and all the congre- 
ation, thank you for your goodneſs to me while I was in 
London, and we all humbly give thanks to the Gentlemen, 
and every one of the brothers in your congregation, and in 
others, for the charity they have ſhewn our church, in the 
bleſſed gift of a meeting-houſe, which the Lord has put it 
into your hearts to make us a preſent of: and alſo for the 
kind offer, that if the Lord ſhould encline any one of us to 
come home *, to get inſtruction in the miniftry, you would 
keep him a year and teach him. Thank the dear Friend that 
conſidered us in this ; we take it as a great favour, and leave

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OBITUARY. 
FOR 1793 AND 1794. 
Rev. Carts HARRIS, Llanwenarth, 


The Rev. Caleb Harris was born at New. caſtle in Emlun, 
2 town in Carmarthenſhire, on the bank of the river Teivv. 
He was baptized about 1738, and joined the Baptiſt church 


then under the paſtoral care of that eminent miniſter of the 


goſpel, the Rev. Enoch Francis, father to the preſent Rey, 


Jonathan Francis for many years paſtor of the Baptiſt church 


at Pen-y-vai. Glamorganſhirez and to the Rev. Benjamin 
Francis, paſtor at Horſley, Glouceſterſhire. Meſſrs. C. 
Harris, and Jonathan Francis, were both baptized at the 
ſame time. Not long after, Mr. Harris removed to Aber- 
avenny, in Monmouthſhire, where he ſettled, and had a 
diſmiflion to the Baptiſt church at Llanwenarth, near that 
town. L 
He was a very ſerious, ſolid, hopeful young man, and was 
prevailed upon to exerciſe his talents, in a probationary way, 
about 1742. In February 1742-3, Rev. Roger David, the 
paſtor at Llanwenarth, died; and in about fix weeks after, 


it pleaſed God to make another breach there, by the deceaſe 
of Rev. William Meredith, aged about eighty, who had 


been for many years a worthy laborious aſſiſtant, and a very 


acceptable help in the miniſtry among the different branches of 


the church, which, in his time, lay very wide, and are ſince 
formed into ſeparate churches ; yet his modeſty was ſuch, that 
he could not be perſuaded to be ordained. | 

As to Mr. Harris, the church thought him too young in the 


miniſtry at that time, to ſuſtain the paſtoral care; therefore 


they invited the Rev. Thomas Edwards te that charge, which 
he accepted, He was a very amiable young man, a member 
at Blaenau, a neighbouring church. Thus they were again 
| happily ſettled in a paſtor, and Mr. Harris aſſiſted him. He 
was an excellent preacher, of a very meek temper, and ex- 


emplary converſation, but wes faſt declining in health, and 


ripening apace for a better world, He finiſhed his work and 
warfare in the ſummer of 1746, aged but 24, Rev. Miles 
Edwards, now paſtor at Troſnant, near Pontypool, is his ton. 
Mr. C. Harris had exerciſed with acceptance for about 


five years, and now the church deſired him to accept the 
paſtoral care: with his uſual modeſty he complied, and con- 


tinued to diſcharge the truſt repoſed in him as long as bodily 
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ſtrength continued, which was about forty-four years afte# 
his ordination ; theſe, with the five before it, make his ſer- 
vices in this church of near fifty years continuance. 

Mr. H's parents deſigned their ſon for buſineſs, and edu- 
cated him with no other view. After he began to preach, he 
had no further literary advantages but what he obtained from 
cloſe application. He was naturally modeſt, of a weakly 
conſtitution, and ſeldom went much abroad. He drew 
up the Circular Letter in 1747, and preached at the Aſſocia- 
tions in 1752, and 1754. EE > 

About 1750, and after, Mr, C. Harris was much exerciſed. 
with an uneaſineſs that aroſe in the church concerning the 
doctrines of the Trinity, and the proper Deity of Chriſt. 
Several miniſters were invited to aſſiſt in ſettling that diſpute, 
among whom the Writer of this was one x. The late Dr. 
Joſeph Stennett happening to come into the country at the 
time of the uneaſineſs, preached upon the ſubject with great 

concern. The debate gradually ceaſed, and peace was reftored. 
Mr. Harris was a zealous adyocate for the commonly received 
doctrines of the Trinity, and the proper Divinity of our 
Lord Jeſus. Though he did not often go abroad, he had 
much care at home for many years, with little help, except 
now and then occahonally. The chief aſſiſtance he received 
in the miniſtry was from Mr. Morgan Harris, a very valuable 
young man, whoſe father, of the ſame name, and grandfather 

r. John Harris , had been very worthy and excellent 
paſtors of the church at Blaenau. Mr. Morgan Harris, 
father of the Morgan Harris who aſſiſted Mr. C. Harris, was 
very acceptable at home and abroad among all the Baptiſt 
churches in Wales. His miniſterial gifts, his great prudence, 
with his meek and courteous behaviour, rendered him very 
engaging wherever he was known. But after a precarious 
Nate of health, he finiſhed his courſe in February 1746-7, 
aged about 42. He left one infant, whoſe name was John, 
and the mother with child of another, which proved alſo to 
be a fon, and was called Morgan. Morgan was of a weak!) 
conſtitution, rather more ſo than his father, but a remarkably 
pious young man, of very good underſtanding, and of a moſt 

excellent temper and behaviour. He became a member at. 
Llanwenarth; was regularly called to the miniſtry in 1774, 
and ordained in 1779 to aſſiſt the feeble paſtor Mr. C. Harris; 
and an agreeable help he was ; but he died in the beginning 
of 1790, about 43 years of age. He left a ſon, an infant.

Mr. C. Harris, after the death of Mr. Morgan Harris his 


sffiftant, preached but ſeldom. His daughter, an only 


child, is married to Mr. John Harris, named already; they 
live in Abergavenny. The latter part of bis time the father 
removed to them, to be under the tender care of his daughter. 
He was tranquil and comfortable in mind under the gradual 
decays of nature, and had the uſe of his faculties to the laſt. 
He departed this life on the 27th of May 1792, in the 77th year 
of his age, and was interred in the burying ground of the 
meeting-houſe at Llanwenarth. His ſucceſſor, according to 
his deſire, preached his funeral ſermon, in Welth, from 
1 Cor. xv. 55, 56, 57. and Mr. Morgan Rees preached it 
en the ſame words, in Engliſh.

Mr. THOMAS ADans, 
A Deacon of the Baptiſt church, at Leominſter. 


This good man finiſhed his courſe on the 21ſt of April 
1792, aged 7o years, in the comfortable view of his intereſt 
in Carift, and a glorious eternity. He filled his office near 
thirty years, till he was rendered unable by the decays of 
nature. On the evening of the firſt ordinance day that 
he was confined at home by weakneſs, he ſaid to his paſtor, 


who called in the evening to ſee him, « This is the firſt. 


_ ordinance day that I have been abſent from the table ſince 
I joined the church.” — Then he added, I always contrived 

affairs beforehand ſo as not to be abſent on Lord's Supper 
days.” A conſiderable part of his time he was a farmer, 
about four miles from the town, yet he, and Mrs. Adams, 
conſcientiouſly obſerved that caution, Not forſaking the aſſem- 
bling of yourſelves together as the manner of ſome is. Both 
of them carefully, and in good time, attended the houſe of 
God, on Lord's days, and week days alſo; and after their 
reſidence in town they were equally exemplary in this reſpect, 
though they had many cares, and a family of ten children. 
Mrs. Adams died on the 14th of March 1791, aged 57. 


Rev. Joux NUTTALL, Good/haww Chapel, Lancaſhire. 
Mr. John Nuttall was paſtor of the Particular Baptiſt 


Church, at Goodſhaw Chapel. He began his labours in this 
neighbourhood in the year 1747 : by his miniſtry the church 


was raiſed, and he commenced paſtor of it about 1749, and. 
left it in a flouriſhing ſtate at the time of his exit, which 
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was March 30, 1792. He was ſound in the goſpel; preached 
it faithfully, continued in it ſteadily, was made uſeful to many; 
and alt iough he was not wirliout his failings, yet he was judged 
to be a truly pious and fai hful ſervant of the Lord Jeſus, in 
whom he truſted for ſalvation. He is ſucceeded in his 
office by Mr. John Pilling, ordained the firſt of May, 1793, 
who is a promiſing young man, and likely to be uſeful.

Rev. Johx PARKEN, Wainſgate, near Halifax. * 


Mr. John Parker was born at Barnoldfwick, near Coln, 
March 10, 1725, O. 8. He was the ſon of Thomas Parker, 
a native of Ireland. When he was about eleven years of age, 
kis father fixed him in a fa ily then reſiding at Stocks, about 
three miles from the aboye named village. Here he cominued 
a long time; in the latter part of which, his gravity and ſeri- 
ouſneſs were ſuch as cauſed him to be both frared and loved. 
Mr. Parker was brought under ſerious impreſſions when 
he was about fovrtzen years of age. In this early part of life 
he was long confined by a diſorder wiich affected his limbs; 
but the alflict'on was in mercy, for it picaſ:d God, during 
his confinement, to bring him to a deep ſenſe of the evil of 
ſin, and to give a turn to his mind and th:ughts which was, 
in a coniſe of tine, productive of the happicit effects. But 
being incapable of attending the public means of initruCtion, 
though he was awakened to an aw*u apprehenſion of his 
deplorable condition as a finner, he had no knowledge of 
falvation by Jeſus Cbriſt. For a long time he had ſore 
and heavy conflicts in his mind. He read his Bible with 
rreat diligence, and cri:d to God for bis gracious guidance, 
and for the nardon of his fins ; but found no immediate relief. 
Sometimes he thought his cate abſolutely hopeleſs, and was 
dreadfully harailed by temptation, and diſtract d with blaſphe - 
mous and ath-iſtical thoughts. About chis time a preſſing 
invitation was given him to go and hear that eminent miniſter 
in the Eſtablichment, the late Rev. Mr. Grimſhaw, of Ha- 
worth. Mr. Parker was very reluctant to go, partly on ac- 
count of the lameneſs which {ll attended him, and partly be- 
cauſe he had but very faint hopes of obtaining any benefit. 
The requeſt was urged again and again, with the promiſe of 
a horſe to ride on. He at length complied; and it pleaſed the 
Almighty ſo to illuminate his Denic mind by the diſcourſe

known withaut being highly eſteemed. Eplrox. | | |

he then heard, that, it is believed. he never afterwards ſunk 

into his former deſpondency. Mr. Grimſhaw, Who was at 

that time expounding the thirty- nine articles, was to him a 
meſſenger of peace, while he ſhewed how the guilty ſous of 
men are pardoned through the biood of Jeſus Chriſt, who 
came to ſeck and to fave that which was 1.it. This was good 
news to our young convert. He heard with aſtoniſhmen: and 
joy of that divine expedient which infinite wiidom has con- 
trived, through which God can be juſt, and yet the jiſtifier of 
him that believeth in Jefus. He ſaw the fitneſs of the re- | 
medy to his own caſe, and, believing the teſtimony of God 
concerning his Son, experienced that peace which the goſpel 
adminiſters to a wounded conſcience. The doctrine of a 

ſinner's juſtification by the perfect righteouſneſs of Chriſt, 
now much engaged his attention. His diſtance from Ha- 
worth prevented his frequent attendance there: However, 
when he was ſomewhat better abit to walk abroad, he went 
to ſeveral different places of worſhip nearer home. But while 

| he wiſhed to hear of complete ſalvation by grace, he found 
that the prevailing and fathionable mode of preaching led men 
to depend for acceptance Vith God, not on the atonzinent of 
the Redeemer, but on their own ſincere obedience ; or if they 
have failed in that, on their repentance, and purpoſes of 
amendment, CA | 
This diſquieted him much; he, therefore, modeſtly jntro- 
duced himſelf into the company of one or two of thoſe clergy- 
men on whoſe miniſtrations he then attended, hopin to obtain 
more ſatisfaction from them in private conference, reſpecting 
the important points ahove mentioned, than he had done from 
their public preaching; but to his great mortification, he 
found himſelf diſappointed. 

It ſeems about this time, he began to hear that judicious, 
ſteady, and eminent miniſter of Jeſus Chriit, the late Mr, 
Alvery Jackſon, paſtor of the Baptiſt church at Barnoldſwick ; 
and he left the eſtabliſhed church with great reluctance ;z for 
he had a ſtrong attachment to it; but by degrees his preju- 
dices againſt Diſſenters were overcome, as he found Mr. 
Jackſon's preaching, and manner of life, conformable to the 
ſacred ſcriptures. , At length, he commenced a member of 


the ſociety, united together under his paſtoral care: And as 
he ſpent much of his leiſure time in reading his Bible, in de- 
yotional exerciſes, and converſation with thoſe who feared 
God, he made ſpcedy advances in knowledge and piety. Mr. 
Jackſon, who was a man of great reading, and very cnſider- 
able abilitics, being delighted with the company of jus young 
triens, and conceiving favourable hopes of his future uſeful-

neſs in public, took great pains for the cultivation and im- 
provement of his mind. The worthy man's labours of love 
were not il] beſtowed ; for our young friend profited much 
by them, and always fpoke of Mr, Jackfon with great reſpect 
and veneration. en nh, 

In the year 1753, Mr. Parker was called to the work of 
the miniſtry. When it was firſt mentioned to him, being 
impreſſed with a conſciouſneſs of his own inability, he trem- 
bled at the idea of appearing in a public character. The un- 
wearied importunity of the church to which he belonged, at 
length prevailed on him to attempt to expound and improve 
ſome portion of God's word. But his inward diſcourage- 
ments {till prevailed, and his modeſt diſſidence induced him 
to form a reſolution to make no farther trial; this reſolution, 
however, was at length over ruled, and it might be ſaid al- 
moſt literally, that Mr. Parker was thruft forth to labour in 
the vineyard. „ * 

Beſides preaching otcaſionally at Barnoldſwick, and other 
places, he was rendered very ufeful to a people in Bolland. 
The Lord rendered him acceptable wherever he came, and 
made him the inſtrument of turning many to righteouſneſs. 
Mr. Jackſon died Dec. 31, 1763, and our eſteemed friend, 
the year after, was ſettled as the miniſter and paſtor of the 
church and congregation at Barnoldſwick. Here he con- 
tinued to labour with diligence, fidelity and fervour, for many 
years; till, by affliction, being rendered quite incapable of 
fulfiling the duties of his office, he reſigned it, 

Wherever he came, it was ſtill his endeavour to promote 
the welfare of thoſe who were near him. He did not aſſume 
an air of auſterity and moroſeneſs; but, on the contrary, he 
was mild, gentle, affable and chearful in converſation. He 
had the peculiar felicity of gaining the attention of the com- 
pany into which he occaſionally fell, and inſtructed or ad- 
moniſhed them without exciting their diſguſt, or kindling 
their reſentment. He laboured to excel in the art of winning 
ſouls; and ſtudied how he might, within the limits of a good 
conſcience, become all things to all men, that by all means 
he might ſave ſome. In the families where he was at any 
time providentially caſt, the young children, and even the 
ſervants and dependents were regarded by him; he gently 
hinted inſtruction to them, and offered up ſuitable petitions 
to God on their behalf; for he made it his practice to join in 
ſocial worſhip with thoſe who entertained him at their table, 
or occaſionally furniſhed him with a bed. The great end he 
had in view in his preaching, he alſo ſought to promote by 
his friendly viſzts ; and thus he ſeconded in the parlour what he 
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advanced in thepulpit. In the gift of public prayer, Mr. Parker 
excelled moſt men in his connexions. While. addrefling 
God his foul ſeemed to expand and delight itſelf, as in its 
proper element. Without being tedious, he offered up pe- 
titions ſuited to the caſes of all preſent, in ſuch a ſtream of 
devout and unaffected eloquence, that, to adopt the language 
of the late Marquis of Halifax, cancerning ſome of his co- 
temporaries, A man would be inclined to believe that 
heaven itſelf dictated his words to him.” The reaſon why he 
excelled in this happy talent was, in all probability, his 
being ſo much habituated to devotional exerciſes in private; 


where, from day to day, he poured out his ſoul before God, 


for himſelf, for his friends whoſe cafes he particularly re- 


membered, for the whole church, and for all men. The poſture 


he choſe in his hours of retirement, at leait frequently, was 
that of proftrating himſelf with his face to the ground. This 
poſture he thought moſt becoming an unworthy ſinful crea- 
ture in addreſſing the moſt high God. In the year 1755, 
Mr. Parker was married to Mary Atkinſon, who was to him 
an induſtrious faithful and affectionate companion to the end 
of his pilgrimage, and who is now waiting in patient expecta- 
tion to rejoin him in a better world. 
conjugal tenderneſs ; always diſcovering the greateſt regard 
for the wife of his boſom, ſympathizing with her in all her 
infirmities, ever ſpeaking kindly to her when preſent, and 
well of her when abſent; ſtriving to make her comfortable, 


and endeayouring to promote her ſpiritual and eternal wel- 


fare. As a paſtor to'the flock, over which the Holy Ghoſt 


made him overſeer, he was diligent, peaceable, affectionate, 
and faithful, He gave full. proof that he ſought not theirs 
but them; being content with a ſmall contribution from them 
CCC 9 5 

Though he was ſteady in his own religious ſentiments, 
and held faſt what he looked upon to be the truth, yet he was 
very candid to thoſe who differed from him in doctrine or 
practice, leaving them the ſame liberty to think and judge for 
themſelves, which he knew he had a right to tale. 
It pleaſed God to exerciſe him with heavy and manifold 


afflictions. His conſtitution was greatly injured in his youth; 


the effects of which attended him through life, and followed 
him to the grave. For ſome years, he was rendered incap- 
able of attending ſtatedly to the duties of his miniſterial of- 
fice, by a complication of diſorders, chiefly of the nervous 
kind, He was frequently convulſed, and affected with a 
ſhivering, like that of a perſon in a ſtrong fit of the ague. 
Theſe afflictions occaſioned his reſigning the paſtoral office 
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at Barnoldſwick, and with it he gave up all dependence upon the 
people for ſupport. He had a ſmall plot of land at Lees, where 
he reſided, which furniſhed him with the means of keeping two 
or three Cows; and through prud-nce, induſtry and ceco- 
nomy, together with ſome tokens of kindneſs from his diſtant 
friends, his wants, and thoſe of his family, were comfortably 


ſupplied. For ſome time he continued in a great meaſure 


filent with reſpect to preaching. But it pleaſed God ſo far to 
mitigate his complaints, that he accepted the invitations of his 
chriflian friends, and began to make little excurſions, and to-ef- 

ficiate as a ſupply in ſuch congregations as needed his 8 
This afforded him many agreeable interviews with thoſe ho 
highly reſpected him, and for whom he had an equal regard, and 


_ contributed to the recruiting of his health and ſpirits. It ſeems 


that in the year 1790, he accepted of an invitation from 
the ſociety at Wainſgate, in Wadſworth, near Halifax, to 
remove to them with his family, and be their ſtated miniſter, 
Here this worthy man was to end his days. So long as he had 
ſtrength and health to do it, he not only preached publicly on 
the Lord's days, but more privately from hcuſe to houſe; 
where he might have an opportunity of addreſſing thoſe who 
neglected public ordinances ; and thus, like the great apoſtle, 
he warned every man, and exhorted every man night and day 
with tears, Peg On. : 

He was far from ſeeking to amuſe his hearers with loſty 
notions, and ſwelling words of vanity. He uſed great plain- 
neſs of ſpeech in delivering the moſt important of all meſſages, 
and, by fincerity and integrity, commended himſelf to every 
man's conſcience in the ſight of God. "Though he ſeldom, 
if ever, wrote his ſermons, it was evident to every attentive 


Hearer, that what he delivered was not crude and undigeſted, 


but the reſult of the cloſeſt thought. In all his diſcourſes he 
purſued a regular plan, ſupported every doctrine he advanced 
by proofs judicioully ſelected from the facred ſcriptures, and 
illuſtrated his meaning by apt and {ſtriking ſimilies. It can- 
not be iuppoſed that his abilities in the pulpit always ſhone 
with the ſame degree of ſplendour. He had his dark as well 
as his lucid intervals. But when he was under a favourable 
gale, and his ſubject peculiarly intereſting, who could hear 
him without aſtoniſhment ! It was a feaſt divine to fit under 
the ſound of his voice at ſuch ſeaſons. A torrent of ſacred 
eloquence, iſſuing from the fervour of his mind, feemed to 
carry away the hearts of his hearers before it. This was 
eminently the caſe in the vigorous part of his life; yet, when 


he was enf-ebled with diſeaſe, and decrepit with age, his 


preaching exhibited a picture of dignity in ruins, 5 


4 
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As he was deeply impreſſed with the importance of the 
meſſage he had to deliver, he did not degrade it by coarſeneſs, 
and inelegance of language. Men of learning and refine- 
ment have been heard to declare, That they were much pleaſ- 
ed and edified by his diſcourſes. 

As to his religious ſentiments, they were thoſe we com- 
monly diſtinguith by the name of moderate Calviniſm. His 
ſtrain of preaching was experimental and practical. He 
laboured moſt affiduouſly and conſtantly, to inform the igno- 
rant, to quicken and rouſe the ſecure, to direct the humble 
inquirer, to comfort the mourner, to exalt the divine Re- 
deemer, and to promote that vital and practical holineſs, 
without which no man ſhall fee the Lord. He teſtified to 
all, the nature, the neceſſity, the importance, and the proper 
fruits of repentance towards God, and faith in our Sa | Jeſus 
; _ Chriſt. He dwelt on the obligations under which the ſub- 
jects of Chriſt's kingdom lie, to obey his laws, and to be 
* conformed to his example. If you would have deprived this 
good man of his chief delight, you muſt have debarred him 
from ſpending his ſtrength in the ſervice of his divine Maſter: 
his work Was his reward. 5 
The very night before that in which he expired, he was re- 
markably cheerful in the company of a few of his friends, 
whom he endeavoured to encourage in the way of holineſs, 
and to eſtabliſh in the truth as it is in Jeſus. The following day 
he withed to be alone, that his meditations on approaching 
glory might not be interrupted. Death to him had loſt its 
terrors, and appeared with a mild and gentle aſpect, The laſt 
enemy he could welcome as his frienc. 

It had long been his deſire, with ſubmiſſion to the divine 
will, that he might finiſh his labours and his life nearly to- 
gether. And God was graciouſly pleaſed to grant his requeſt, 
When he had diſcharged the duties of the very day on which 
he expired, he went to reſt, ſilently fell aſlecp in his Saviour's 
arms, and had a quick tranſition from this world to another. 
Who can forbear, on ſuch an occaſion, to ſay, f 
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Life take thy chance, but O for ſuch an end! 


The laſt time Mr, Parker appeared in the pulpit, which 
was but a few days before he was called to receive his re- 
ward, as if he had known that his end was ſo near, he preach- 
ed from that memorable text, Phil. 1,21. « For to me to live 
is Chriſt, and to die is gain.“ Both parts of it were ex- 
emplified in him. Chriſt was his life while he lived, and 
death was his gain when he died. RR a 
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Mr. Parker died on the 29th of May 1793, in the at 


year of his age. On the 3d of June, he was interred at Barn- 
oldſwick, where he had ſpent the greateſt: part of his life. A 
great concourſe of people aſſembled on the occaſion, to take 
their final leave of a man ſo much, and fo generally reſpected; 
and they were addreſſed from the pulpit, in a diſcourſe found- 
ed on the words of the apoſtle Paul to the elders at Epheſus, 
Acts xx. 25. And now behold, I Eno that ye all, among 
whom I have gone preaching the Kingdom of God, ſhall fee 
my face no more.“ It was a ſolemn ſeaſon, and perhaps will 


not be ſoon forgotten. A funeral ſermon was delivered at 


Wainſgate, the Sabbath following, June q, from the words 
we have already mentioned, which, it ſeems, had dwelt much 
on Mr. Pu ker's mind for ſome of the laſt days of his life, 


Phil. i. 21. © For to me to live is Chrift, and to die is gain,” 


In compliance with the requeſt of his much loved friend, the 


Rev. Mr. Fawcett, ſen. was employed in the mournful office 


on both occaſions. Mr. Parker was of the middle ſize, pretty 
ſtrong made, and well built; but he rather ſtooped a little in 
the ſhoulders. He had a good deal of colour in his face, 
which was the effect of a ſcorbutic habit. His hair was 
ſoft and ſtraight, of a light colour in the early part of his life, 
then grey, and at laſt as white as wool, till by little and little, 


it almoſt all fell of, His eyes were frequently attended 


with a little inflamation, But in the year 1791, he had a 


fever which almoſt deprived him of his fight, and rendered 
kim ever aſter incapable of renovating his ideas by reading 


the ſacred ſcriptures; but he was ſo well acquainted with 
them that he could fill preach, though he lamented that he 
could not fee the aud:ence before him, „ 

In the immediate views of death, we ſee in him nothing of 
the inſenſibility of the Stoic, the levity of Petronius, or the 


fuctuation of Socrates; but a mixture of ſolemn awe, true 


fortitude, rational tranquility, and lively hope— Hope found- 
ed, not on his own religious attainments, but on the all- 


_ ſufficient Redeemer, and his perfect righteouſneſs. Mr. Ad- 
diſon has juitly obſerved, that © There is nothing in hiſtory 
Which is ſo improving to the reader, as thoſe accounts which 
we meet with of the deaths of eminent perſons, and of their 


behaviour in that dreadful ſeaſon.“

He was baptized in Nant-y-gollen, near Pontypool, and

he was encouraged to exerciſe his miniſterial gifts in the 
veſtry, Lord's-day mornings, before public worthip began; 
and then to go for ſome time to Briftol, under the tuition of 
Mr. Foſkett and Mr. H. Evans. He went thither in 1736. 
That was a remarkabie year at Briftd for ſtudents from the 
Principality, in thoſe early days: thaſe five were there at 
that time, Meſſrs. Benjamin Vaughan, Evan Jenkins, Grif- 
fith Davies, Joſhua Andrews, and Caleb Evans. Mr. 
Andrews underſtood Englith tolerably before he went, and 
ſo did not remain there very long but he preached, while 
in England, at Tetbury, Kingftanley, Chalford, Weſton 
near Roſs, &c. Afterwards he was an affiſtant at Pen-y- 
garn, to which church he originally belonged. About 1740, he 
was ordained on purpoſe to 2:Hiit the paſtor Mr. Miles Harris; 

et not ordained at Pen-y-garn, the chief meeting-houſe, 
but at Uſk, with a veew to revive a dying intereſt that way, 
where Mr. Nathanie] Morgan, and others, had been ſo uſe- 
ful and honourable. The meeting was kept there that the p20- 
ple, ſceing the order and method of the church, might be edi- 
fied. Mr. Andrews viſited the churches in South Wales. He 
was very ſolid and judicious; his doctrine was found, and his. 
conduct exemplary ;z yet bis talents were not very popular. 


Toward the cloſe of 1743, he ſupplied, in a probationary way, 


at Llanwenarth, but did not ſettle there. 

The church at Olchon was deſtitute about the year I745, 
Chapel-y-ffin, a branch of Troſgoed church, now Maes. y- 
berllan, joined them, and both became one church. Mr. 
Andrews was choſen to be their paſtor, but he was ſo cir- 
cumſtanced that he could not conveniently remove his family” 
to live among them. It was agreed that he ſhould be at OI- 


chon two Lord's-days in the month, and on one of them. 


break bread; and the people were to provide for the other 
days as well as they could, He was at Pen-y-garn, &c.. 


the other two days. As he had abeve twenty miles to go to. 


Olchon, it was agreed that his two Lord's-days there ſhould. 
follow one another; that, if it ſuited him to tarry all the. 
week, he might do it, and be ſpared the long journey to and 
fro. He continued to do ſo moſtly for about forty years, and, 
he did it beyond his ability many times. He was often afflict- 
ed with an aſthmatic complaint, aud for more than fifty years, 
frequently appeared like a dying man; yet he ſeldom miſled 
preaching of a Lord's-day. He had uncommon family trials, 
and with all, his circumſtances in the world were low and 
ſtraitened: yet, through the whole, his faith, patience, and 
_ reſignation, were very conſpicuous, The greater his trials, 
the more he ſhone. For the four or five laſt years of his 
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life he was much confined to his houſe ; and often in greite? 
ſtraits than his friends were aware of. Some months before. 
he died, a friend went to fee him, and aſked him whether he 
had any thing to eat? he ſaid, “ I have bread to eat, and if 
J had ſomething beſides water to drink, it would be agree- 
able *.” This being known, very much affected his friends, 
and immediately little collections were made for him. Thus 
he was a man of forrows and acquainted with grief; yet as 
a lamb, he opened not his mouth to complain. The more 


he was afflicted, the more he was comforted; yea, in this 


time of penury he was Full of ſpiritual conſolation. An in- 
timate friend ſays of him, in a letter, He bore all his family 


trials, which were heavy and long, without cauſing any to 
think hard of him; and, indeed, he was a man of unblemiſh« 


ed character from firſt to laſt,” In preaching, his delightful 

ſubjects were free, ſovereign grace, and the glory and fulneſs 
of Chriſt. Some thought him ton much above common ca- 
pacities, but he derived his comfort from the deep things of 


God in the goſpel; and towards the laſt, he ſaid, That his 


views of them, and of his intereſt in them, were more clear 
and comfortable than ever. He finiſhed his courſe on the 
14th of June 1793, aged about 85. He had laboured in the 
miniſtry near {ixty years, through inconceivable weakneſs and 
alfliction. His remains were interred in the burying ground:

Mrs. ELIZABETH FOSTER 
Late Wife of the Rev. Benjamin FosTER, D. D. 


Elizabeth, the wife of Dr. Benjamin Foſter paſtor of the 
firſt baptiſt church in New York, departed this life, Auguſt 
I9, 1793. She was the daughter of the Rev. Thomas 

Jreen, paſtor of a Baptiſt church in Leiceſter, about fifty 
miles from Boſton, in New England; who was not only 
eminent for his uſeful labours in the Goſpel miniftry , but

_ enquire, what they muſt do to be ſaved ? while others were 
eonfſtrained to tell what God had done for their fouls, and 
| to triumph in his victorious grace. In this time of refreſhing 
from the preſence of the Lord, Mrs, Foſter, riſing ſuperior 


to her fears, was enabled publickly to declare her faith in 
the Saviour, and in obedience to his command, with others, 


was baptized. Mr. Foſter had the unſpeakable ſatisfaction 
of performing the ſacred rite, and of noticiag at the time 
the moſt wonderful effects of Almighty power and grace, that 
ever had been manifeſted at any ſeaſon when he was the ad- 
miniſtrator of that ordinance. 


It may be truly ſaid Mrs. Foſter was an ornament to her 


nrofeflicn.: her converſation was becoming the goſpel of

general; fo through the laſt long and increafing bodily afflic-

of death; but repeatedly ſignified that the proſpect gave her

On March 15, 1794, died Mr. Butler; the Baptiſt miniſter 
at Gretton, about 11 miles from Kettering, He was ſent 
out of the church of Arnſby, about Se years ago. He 
preached ſome years at Sutton, in Leiceſterſhire, ſucceed- 
ing to the late Mr. Iſaac Woodman, He has been at 
Gretton about ſeven years, and appears to have been a uſeful 
miniſter in that place. He finiſhed his courſe like a chriſ- 
tian, and in a manner worthy of a ſervant of Chriſt, The 
Rev. Mr. Fuller, of Kettering, preached his funeral ſermon 
from 2 Tim. iv. 7, 8. I have fought a good fight, I hav# 
finiſh:d, &'c. Having ſome property of his own, he was 
enabled to ſubſiſt by a ſmall income. The congregation 
at Gretton will feel an heavy loſs, and probably find it difficult 
in future to ſupport the preaching of the goſpel.

The righteous 
Periſbeth, and no man layeth it to heart; and merciful men are 
taken away, none conſidering that the righteous is taken away

In this diſcourſe, which is now printed, our author, after 
4 ſerious and ftriking exordium, deſcribes the righteous, 
as F rc by the obedience and death of Chriſt, and 
_ as ſhewing their faith by the uniform piety of their lives ;

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and then, to illuſtrate the character of merciful men, introduces 
the appoſite parable of the good Samaritan. In proſecut- 
ing his deſign, he obſerves, That perſons of theſe deſcriptions 
are like the Ark of God in the houſe of Obededom, and as 
the ſun when he goeth forth in his might, diffuſing bliſs 
through the circles of domeſtic and ſocial life, in the church 
and in the world: That the death of ſuch diſcriminated cha- 
racters is attended with a general loſs to ſurvivors, and of 
cCoutſe, ſhould be fo laid to heart, that our diſpoſitions of mind 
may correſpond to the divine diſpenſations. Mr. Parſons 
therefore proceeds « to ſhew the neceſſity and means of im- 
proving ſuch ſolemn events;“ and he does it under the follow-

« To lay the death of the righteous and merciful to heart, 
implies a juſt eſtimate anda due reverence of their character

ral years; and this we mention with the greater pleaſure; be- 

cauſe the one was a Baptiſt, and the other a Congregationaliſt.

which courſe he continued to the time of his admiſſion into 
the Academy at Briſtol, in 1777. Here he remained, under the 
tuition of the Rev. Hugh Evans, and afterwards of his ſon 
the Rev. Caleb Evans, about three years. At the expiration 
of that time, he ſettled at Leeds, where he preached the word 
of God with little interruption and various ſucceſs till within 


| a few weeks of his deceaſe, making a period of fourteen 


yeard. 8 
« He was a man of a fine natural temper, of a lowly, ten- 


der ſpirit, gentle unto all, even as a nurſe that cheriſheth her 


children. To forgive injuries and alleviate diſtreſs were 
his moſt delightful exerciſes. He was one of the nobleſt 
works of God, AN HoNEsT MAN. The infincerity he 
deplored in others, eſpecially in ſome profeſſors and miniſters 


of religion, he never indulged in himſelf : his conduct was 


the index of his heart. In the company of ſtrangers he was 
not more timid than he was unaſſuming among his intimates, 
Though he had read much, and was far from being deficiznt 


in knowledge, his words were few, and on this account he 


was often conſidered as referved or uninformed ; but had he. 


poſſeſſed leſs diffidence, or had he been more fully known, he 


would have infpired very different ſentiments of his mental 


powers and ſocial diſpoſitions.

As a follower of the Lord Jeſus, his piety was uniform 


and clear. Like Timothy, he had known the holy ſcriptures 


from a child, He told me, a little time before his death, That 
kis mind was firſt ſeriouſly engaged in the eſſential purſuits 
of goſpel truth, under the miniſtry of the late Rev. Edmund 
Jones, of Pontypool, when preaching on Romans Kiii. 12. 


That the impreſſions made at that time were rational and 
teriptural, he gave abundant proof. in more than twenty years 


growing conformity to Him who was holy, harmleſs, un- 
de filed, and ſeparate from ſinners. In the enjoyment of com- 


munion with God he cultivated love to man. By his libera- 
lity, his conſcientious dealings, his punctuality in all the du-

God, he exemplified the various beauties of experimental

He was unequivocally a Calyiniſt in ſentiment, but 
he never profaned the hours ſacred to public worſhip by 
ah abſtra& attention to ſpeculative opinions, nor were thoſe 
hours diſgraced by filly conceits, or angry invectives againſt 
thoſe whole- views were not congerial with his own. Elis 
ſermons were experimenta'ly and practically doctrinal. They 
were compoled and preached with a view to renovate the 
heart, and promote the love of every virtue that could ren- 
der his people amiable and uſeful in life. You cannot ſoon 
Forget his laſt addreſs, or rather I would ſay his laſt attempt 
to addreſs you, from this pulpit, on the important words of 
Paul to the Coloſſians: Set your affections on things above, and 
not on things on the eartb. He then exhibited, in his own perſon, 
the moſt ſtriking neceſſity of ſuch an exhortation. His body 
Was fo emaciated, nature was fo far exhauſted, that after 
ſpeaking a few minutes he was forced to retire, perſuaded 
that he ſhould never return to you again. 3 
Through his tedious and painful illneſs he poſſeſſed himſelf 
like a man who knew that his Redeewer lived, who could, 
without preſumption, appropriate the bleſſings of that ſtate 
Where there is neither ſickneſs, pain, nor death. But he was 
not altogether free from anxiety. He loved his family, he 
loved his people, and it was natural that he ſhould feel for the 
afflicted, deſtitute ſtate in which he was about to leave them. 
For ſeveral days after he was confined to his bed, his ſpirits 
were greatly agitated on their account. He was in this ſtate 
when he ſaid, with a degree of earneitneſs which will not be 
eaſy eraſed from my remembrance, * "Theſe are ſtrong ties, 
and I now find it more difficult to truſt God with my tem- 
poral than with my eternal concerns ;? yet this agitation ſoon 
fubſided; and he was enabled to add,. but God is the huſ. 
band of the widow, and the father of the fatherleſs.“ In 
other interviews with kim, he expreſſed himſelf to this effect. 
What a miſerable man ſhould I be in this ſickneſs without 
religion! I have not lived the life of the wicked, and J doubt 
not but J ſhall die the death of the righteous; The pains I 
now endure are nothing when compared with my deſerts, and 
they are working for me a far more exceeding and eternal 
weight of glory. All my hopes of hcaven are founded on 
the merits of Chriſt, and to Him I ſhall eternally aſcribe all the 

praiſe of my ſal vation.“ In this happy frame of mind he con- 
tinued till the moment when he reclined his heag on his pillow, 
and faid,— I am now going *. May our laſt end be like his!“

By a more recent account we are 
informed, That Mr. Samuel Stillman, (a fon of the Doctor) 
a youth of 22 years of age, ſteady and attentive to his 
buſineſs in the mercantile line, but labouring under conſump- 
tive ſymptoms, had, by the advice of his phyſicians, been 
ſent to the Iſland of Madeira, from whence he returned 
only alive. The ſofteſt attentions of his father, his mam- 
ma, and the family, were paid him day and night, till Jan, 


17, when he died. Two weeks before his diſſolution his 


ſiſter Harriet, about 26, (unmarried both of them) took to 
her chamber with the ſame kind of complaints: From his 
funeral the affectionate relatives had recourſe to the ſick 
room of the Gear girl, who lingered till July the roth, and 
then died. But it appears that much mercy has been graciouſly 


| mingled with this diſpenſation. With his fon, the Doctor 


had tome agreeable and comforting converfation Yi or ninc 
days before he died, and other opportunities of a ſimilar kind 
It is likely might have been enjoyed but for the quantities of 
laudanum which were adminiſtered to him. He, however, 
aſſured his father, that he was convinced of his loſt con- 
dition as a ſinner, but feared that he had not ſuch a ſenſe of 
it as he ought to have yet that he cauld truſt his all with 
Chriſt, if called that moment to die. 
Harriet had been under great diſtreſs for ſome time, and 
almoſt concluded that ſhe was too great a ſinner to be ſaved. 
But in the beginning of June, it was pleaſed God to reveal 
himſclf to her by the encouraging hiftory of the penitent 
and pardoned thief, on the croits. The grace diſplayed in 
his torgiveneſs, accompanied with this declaration, To-day ; 
ſbalt thou be with me in paradiſe, gave her peace and con- 
folation; and, excep3 in a few dark intervals, her foul was 
happy from that time to her death, which was five or fix 
weeks. She was unwilling that her father ſhould pray for 
her life; © I fear,“ ſaid ſhe, “ I ſhall be impatient—I1 long. 
to be gone—l long to be with Chriſt,” —< 1 am perfectly 
happy, ſaid ſhe one day to her mamma, I have ſuch con- 
Adence in his promiſes, that I can truſt all on Chriſt—I can 
ſmile at pain and death.” Thus ſhe continued till the laſt, 


and in che very moments of diſſolution was calm and happy.

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next church meeting. In this practice I continued at their different 
church meetings antes. the 33 of ſix months. After this, a time 
of ſolemn prayer was ſet apart for divine direction, and ſuitable 
portions of ſcripture were read by our paſtor. At the following 
meeting, held May 18, 1791, the church unanimouſly 1 
to give me a call to the work of the miniſtry, which I cordially 
accepted in the fear of God, looking up to him for aſſiſtance. 
On the laſt Lord's day of May 1791, immediately after 
public worſhip in the afternoon, my paſtor gave me a word of 
exhortation from Acts xx. 19. Serving the Lord with all humi- 
lity of mind, and with many tears and temptations.

That a miniſter's work is frequently attended 
with great trials, and many difficulties ; the apoſtle ſpeaks of his 
ſerving the Lord with many tears. I might therefore expect to meet 
with difficulties partly from the world; at other times, from 
quarters where I leaſt expected it; and frequently from myſelf, 
and the temptations of ſatan: theſe things would ſometimes 
cauſe me to ſhed tears. On the 5thof June 1791, I entered upon 
the. public miniſtry, and delivered a diſcourſe, being my firſt fer- 
mon, from Pſalm xxvii. 14. Wait on the Lord, be of good courage, 
and he ſhall ſtreugthen thine heart, wait I ſay on the Lord. TON 
My Ordination, which took place on the 12th of September 
1793, was conducted as follows: Public worſhip began at half 
paſt ten o'Clock. Mr. Sutcliff, of Olney, opened the ſervice with 
prayer.

It is highly neceſſary to ſuch an expeQation that we be 
attentively concerned for a cloſe and ſteady walk with him in 
our private character. Without this, his ſpirit will be grieved 
by us, and if grieved, his ſenſible influence be withdrawn. 
ould we have the Lord with us? let us make the enjuyment 

of his preſence the matter, of earneſt prayer, and in all our 
engagements maintain a dependence on him—iet us be found 
in the diligent uſe of thoſe mears in which his preſence is to 
| be. expeted—and ſee to it that our ends be right when ſeck- 
ing the divine preſence, Let our ultimate end in defiring 
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the preſente of God he the fame as His in affording it—even 
his own glory in the advancemeht of a Redeemer's Elugdom, 
atid the intereſt and welfire bf the ſouls of men. However 
fervent our deſife of his preſence to àſſiſt and ſucceed us may 
be, or however firm our dependence thereon, if our end is not 
right, if ſelf is otir ultimate object, of which we are in no 
ſmall danger, our defire and dependence cannot meet the 
divine approbation, nor have we any reaſon to expect the 
aſſiſtance or ſucceſs that is ſought by us. Were we to expreſs _ 
in prayer; the ends for which we aſk the preſence and blefling 
of God, when ſelf is our object, we ſhould be utterly con- 
founded, and ſhould be made to ſee and feel that ſach peti- 
tions cannot be granted, but muſt be an abomination in the 
fight of God. It is then of vaſt importance that we look 
well to the end for whick we defire 4 divine blefling. We may 
be diligent in preparing for the work of the ſanctuary, we may 
be earneſt in our application to God in prayer, both for affiſt- 
ance and ſucceſs ; yea, we may be exefeiſing a dependence on 
him, and all this from ho other priticiple than Self-tove, and 
with a view to Self-advancerhent ; conſequently, more than this 
is neceſfary to a well grounded expectation of having the Lord 
with us—even a regard to his glory. Finally, if we would 
have the preſence of the Lord with us, Jet us take care what 
uſe we make thereof when indulged with it; that we do not 
ſacrifice to our own net, or Burn intenſe to our own drag, but 
give to him the glory due to His name, both for the affiſtance \ 
afforded, and ſucceſs granted. | | 
Theſe things are highly neceſſary to an expectation of the 
ſpecial and ſenſible preſence of the Lord; and where theſe 
are found, there is abundant encouragement for his miniſters 
to expect his preſence. The work in which they are engaged 
is the Lord's the ends purfued are what he is purſuing—he 
knows the need they have of his preſence —and he has graciouſly 
promiſed it to them.

Our General Aﬀeociation, conliſting of Ter ling Ls e 
from the 12 Aſſociations into which our 202 Connecticut 
_ churches are divided, has applied to our Legiſlature for a con- 
_ tribution through our churches, for defraying the expences of 
Miſſionaries among the ſouthern and een frontiers of the 
United States. Since the peace, 80 or 90,000 have emigrated 
from New England into the frontiers and wilderneſs, as high 
as the 45 degree of lat. and weſtward to the lake Erie and 
Ontario. The body of them are Preſbyterians, or Congre- 
gationaliſts, who, not chuſing to live as Heathens, without 
ordinances, are continually applying for our miniſters, In 
theſe infant ſettlements, congregations are too ſmall and ſcat- 
tered to be able to ſupport fixed paſtors. It is therefore of 
high importance, that by occaſional preaching religion may be 
kept alive amongſt them till they can be brought to form re- 
gular churches. Our Legiſlature has enabled us to aſk contri- 
butions for three years, which probably may be protracted ac- 
cording to fuccels, We have already received about 200l. 
ſterling of collections from churches in this State, and our Ge- 
neral Aſſociation, which fat laſt week, has appointed eight or- 
dained miniſters as miſſionaries among the frontiers for four 
' moniths, and the General Aſſembly of the weſtern Preſbyte- 
rians ſynods cordially act in concurrence with us. The 
alſo have ſeveral Miſſionaries to the weſtern and ſouthern fron- 
tiers, who have met a welcome reception; and, in ſundry 
laces, a work of grace has attended their pious labours. 
Laft year an union was happily effected between the General 
Aſſembly of their ſynods, and the General Aſſociation of our 
Connecticut churches. This Spring, three of our delegates 
fat (without vote) in the General Aſſembly at Philadelphia; 
and laſt week, Dr. Rodgers, and two other delegates from that 
Aſſembly, fat in our General Aſſociation in Connecticut. 


—_ EY Wovember 1, 1793. 
1 was at Philadelphia in May laſt, ſent thither with two of 
my brethren from Connecticut, by our General Aſſociation, to 
attend the General Aſſembly of the Preſbyterian church, which 
is diffuſed through the ſtate of New York, and all the States to 
the ſouthward of it.

Our churches in Connecticut are 
on a platform, about mid-way between that of the church of

ion. The reſult of that Convention was, that there be a com- 
mittee appointed on both fides, who ſhould correſpond by let- 
ters; that there be another committee appointed on both ſides, 
to recommend and give proper credentials to thoſe miniſters, or 
candidates for the miniſtry, who were about to travel into the 
limits of the other body; and that there be three Gentlemen 
annually deputed from our General Aſſociation, to attend their 
General Aſſembly, and as many deputed from their General Aſ- 
ſembly to attend our General Aﬀociation ; that the Gentlemen

deputed either way. ſhould have a 0 15 to attend all the buſi- 


neſs of the body to which they ſhould be deputed, and to bear 
a part in all the debates, but ſhould have no right to vote. 
The ends propoſed by this connexion are mutual acquaint- 
ance and improvement, and an increaſe of brotherly love and 
friendſhip. Laſt May was the firſt time that the reſult of the 
Convention of 1791 was acted upon. In purſuance of this 
plan, three of us were deputed by our General Aſſociation, as 
before mentioned. This was the occaſion of my being in 
Philadelphia. I ſend you the former acts of the Aſſembly, and 
alſo a regiſter of this State containing a catalogue of the mini- 
{ters of all denominations. Thoſe marked B. are Baptiſts ; 
E. are Epiſcopolians ; thoſe marked C. call themſelves ſtrict 


Congregationaliſts they are ſeparatiſts from the conſociated 


churches, as the generality are called, and are under the ſuper- 
intendence of the General Aſſociation. By theſe publications 
you will ſee, that there are nearly as many miniſters of our or- 
der, viz. Congregationaliſts, in the ſtate of Connecticut, as 
there are of the Preſbyterians in all the States to the ſouthward 
of Connecticut. The other denominations in the States ſouth- 
ward of us are Epiſcopalians, Baptiſts, Dutch Calviniſts, 
German Lutherans, German Calviniſts, Papiſts, Methodiits, 
Moraviens, Quakers, Seceders from Scotland, &c.

6th inſtant, he ſent two of their afleſſors to Boſton, and. 
they releaſed the priſoner, without his pang any coſts, and

may give you ſome idea of the weakneſs of what they call 
their eſtabliſhed religion in our government. If chriſtians in

eated to us his journal of viſits, made in 1772 and 1773, toy

I am to ſet out in a few days 
for head quarters, which is near 900 miles in the rout I am 
to go. Several reaſons prevailed on me once more to enter

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into the ſervice of my country. 1. My health is impaired, 
and travelling in times paſt has had a good effect on it. 2. 
Fhe arm lies oppoſite to Kentucke Where I have buſineſs 
to tranſact. 3. Jam a neighbour to the commander in chief, 
General Wayne, whoſe chaplain I Was during the Jaft war, 
and to whom I am much attached; and laſtly, I am in hopes 
once more of having an opportunity to ſpeak to the Indians, | 
ſhould. I live. to the end of the war.” . 

Extracts from Mr. Jones's Diary, we intend to give as. 
ſoon as our circumſcribed limits will allow us the pleaſure. 1 
At'preſent we ſhall ſatisfy ourſelves by mentioning a mpg 
of intelligence from another of his letters. 

In the beginning of 1793, Mr. John Evans, from Wales, 
obtained recommendations from the Preſident of the United 
States to go in fearch of the Welſh Indians, but by all ac- 
counts they. live 1500 miles heyond the Miſtiflippi, which 

makes his journey 2500 miles from Philadelphia. I have not 
heard of him ſince he arrived at the Miſnfippi.” I fear he

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Mx. THomas's ACCQUNT OF AN HinDoo BURNING. 
In the year 1790, as I was coming down the river Ganges, 
in a Budgerow *, I ſaw a great concourſe of people gathered 
together on the bank of the river, near a village called Bau- 
lee, about 4 miles from Calcutta. On enquiry, I found they 
were aſſembled to ſee a poor woman burn herſelf alive with the 
body of her deceaſed huſband+. I immediately went on ſhore, 
and approached the pile whereon lay the body of the de- 
ceaſed, furrounded with Brahmans who aſſiſted in the prepa- 
ration for the burning. The woman was performing her 
laſt rites in the river. I immediarely called out to the Brah- 
mans, as the men who ought to teach the common people 


how to walk fo as to pleaſe God; I ſolemnly e upon 


them the fin of aiding and abetting in ſhedding this inno- 
cent blood, till they ſeemed aſtoniſhed. Long time I had 


hindered the ceremony by the many things I ſaid to them, 


till at length they intreated me to move farther from the pile, 
ſuppoſing that my preſence would defile it, or that I deſigned 
io prevent their proceeding ; but I ſeveral times objected to 
remove, declaring myſelf in the hand of the great God, though 
in the midſt of many murderers. I declared alſo to them all, 
that I would fee the woman herſelf, and talk with her, before 


ever ſhe ſhould be burnt. They replied, it was utterly con- 


trary to all their laws and cuſtoms, and refuſed to comply with 
my demand. But I continued to perſiſt, and began to upbraid 

them with a deſign of putting the woman to death privatel 

At length they yielded, and the Brahmans themſelves m

| 8 own will. I endeayoured to prove to her, that no law 
of God ever required any ſuch thing: that innumerable 
las and cuſtoms were invented of men, and impoſed on the 
world, as though they were of ſupreme authority: that ſhe 
ought by no means to think of pleaſing the Divine Majeſty 
by this act of cruelty to herſelf and children, and that though - 
the flames of tkis fire ſhould ſoon be extinguiſhed, yet ſhe - 
had ſtill to endure unquenchable fire and everlaſting tor- 
ments; for ſhe would die in the act of violating the divine 
and holy law of Gd. 55 
I eagerly liſtened for a hopeful anſwer; when, to my utter 
aſtoniſhment, ſhe ſaid : I have died fix times in this man- 
ner, with this very man, and now tis all come to my mind.“ 
This ſhe ſpake, placing her fore finger on her forehead, and 
alluded to their doctrine of tranſmigration of ſouls. She 
appeared by the heavineſs of her ſpeech and eyes to have 
been intoxicated with opium, or the like drug. I was fo 
much diſappointed, 'and grieved at heart,- that after a few 
words more, I left her, and retired back to the pile: ſhe 
followed me, with a baſket of flowers in her hand, which ſhe 
 ftrewed on each fide of the way as ſhe came. She then threw the 
- baſket from her, took her laſt farewell of her friends, aſcended 
the pile, aſſiſted by a Brahman, and laid herſelf down by the 
| deceaſed, placing her right arm under his head, and her left over 
his breaſt. Dried leaves were then thrown over them both, 
and oil poured on the whole. Immediately two bamboos *, 
which were faſtened with ropes to ſtakes on one fide of the 
pile, were drawn over all, and held down by Brahmans on the 
other fide of the pile, in order to prevent any effectual ſtrug- 
gles. Now the neareſt relation was called upon to ſet fire 
to the pile beneath buth their heads. Loud horns, drums, 
and univerſal ſhoutings, prevented me hearing the cries of 
the unhappy victim, though I ſtood the neareſt to the pile. 
The whole was quickly conſumed in my preſence, and I de- 
parted, bitterly exclaiming againſt the horrid practice itſelf, 
and all that encouraged it. In the ſame journey I ſaw two 
more piles at each of which a living woman had been burnt ;

brace chriſtianity, but without ſucceſs. She having ſpoke thus, boldly 
turned her face to the pile, and calling upon her gods, flung herſelf into 
the midſt of the flames. The ſecond of theſe women was the ſiſter of 


RAA, a prince of the blood, who aſſiſted at that deteſtable ceremony. 


When he received the jewels from his ſiſter with which ſhe was adorned, 
he broke out into tears, embracing her moſt tenderly : ſhe ſeemed un- 
moved at it, and with a reſolute countenance, look ing ſometimes at the

One of them, frighted above the reſt, run to a chriſtian ſoldier who was 
prefent, and begged of him to ſave her; but he ſtunned with ſurprize 


puſhed the unfortunate creature from him into the glowing pit, and retired 
immediately; but ſo terrified that he ſoon fell ill of a fever and frenzy, 


of which he died, the night following. Whatever intrepidity ſome of thete 

women diſcovered at firſt, yet as ſoon as they felt the flames they roared in a 
moſt dreadful manner, and tumbling over each other ſtrove to gam the brim.

determined to go and pay them a. viſit, and the poor man 


directed me, pointing at a large grove of trees, among which 
they all dwelt. As I advanced, I propoſed to myſelf to go 


among them as an enquirer, and to fay little or nothing to 


them directly like a teacher. On my arrival at one of the outer 


dwellings, I met with an elderly Brahman, who aſked me 
what I did there? and, while I was ſatisfying him, another 


Brahman came up, of a more open countenance and intelligent 


manner, with whom I began to converſe, not without plea- 


ſure. I told him, I had in my heart one very great anxiety, 
that I myſelf was a ſinner, that J had but a little time to ſtay 
in this world, and when I ſhould die my ſoul would depart to 


Heaven, or Hell, and dwell there for ever andever. You are 


a Brahman (ſaid I), can you tell me what I ſhall do to eſcape 
the wrath to come, obtain forgiveneſs of fins, and admittance 
into Heaven? He replied, you muſt give to the poor. I 
thanked him, and aſked how much I ought to give, fo that I 


T might be ſure, and not fail of eſcaping that wrath, and ob-

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quality of thoſe deeds, he abruptly broke off, at the dread of 
another dilemma, and ſaid he would take me to the College 
juſt by, where the Pundits. and more able Brahmans would 
anſwer me better than he could. The buildings are of mud 
walls, covered with ſtraw, and ſurrounded with cocoa nut 
and other trees, which made a pleaſant grove, and afforded an 
agreeable ſhade. Their ſeveral houſes are all round about it, 
at different diſtances. As you ſtand oppoſite the front of it, you 
ſee a large open ſhed, conſiderably raiſed, where the Pundits give 
leſſons to their ſtudents every morning: on each fide is a row 
of tolas, or cottages, joined to each other, all exactly alike, and 
thoſe are habitations for the ſtudents, who come from diſtant 
countries, and partake of the bounty allowed by the Rajahs *, 
or other perſons who contribute to their ſupport. On our 
arrival there, they ſeemed to have heard of my coming, for 
the ſtudents poured out from their tolas on each fide, and 
aſſembled themſelves under the large ſhady trees; thither they 
brought mats, and ſpread them underneath the {ade for the 
Brahmans to fit on; a chair alſo was brought for me, and they 
all fat down. After a little time, one of the venerable Pun- 
dits appeared, and all roſe up to receive him; ſome paid him 
homage by proſtrating themſelves at his feet, and others, who 
perhaps had already Fen him on that day, offered him leſs 
tokens of veneration and reſpect: all now waited for my taking 
my ſeat, but 1 profeſſed to honour my elders, and requeſted 
the Pundit to take his ſeat firſt. At this they were the more 
aſtoniſhed, becauſe it is not the cuſtom of Europeans to ſuffer 
Natives to be ſeated in their preſence. After much perſuaſion 
the Pundit ſeated himſelf in the front of the Brahmans. I then 
took my chair, and all the Brahmans were ſeated on the mats, 
in the ſame poſition which our taylors commonly uſe at their 
work. I now began to rehearſe the queſtions and converſation 
that had paſſed between me and the Brahman I brought with 
me, to which they liſtened with all avidity : I then aſked them 
what I could do to obtain the great ends in queſtion. Some 
ſaid I ought to apply myſelf to the name of God: by this the 
mean more or leſs, that I ſhould perform the Zo, which 
conſiſts in its greateſt latitude of pronouncing the name of God 
millions of times, without ſpeaking any other word; and ſome 
whom I know have continued this vain repetition for whole 


| days and nights together, till their mental faculties have been

and aſked him if he had any ſons? he ſaid he had. Whenever 
you ſhall return home, ſaid I, ſuppoſe your ſon was to come 
running to meet you, and falling down at your feet ſhould cry 
out, Peta, Peta, Peta, Peta *, inceſſantly, without ever ſay- 
ing another word, what would you think of him? I ſhould 
think, ſaid he, that he was become fooliſh. So I fear, ſaid I, 
would the wiſe and good one, if I was, in the ſame manner, 
to call over his holy and reverend name. 1 t 
I continued my enquiries, and they directed me to waſh in 
the River Ganges t, and the water of that ſacred river would

tity of its waters, which they perſuade themſelves have an efficacy o waſh. 
away all fin. This river is in a manner lined with their ſacred pagodas 
or temples, and at certain feſtivals there has been a concourſe of an hun- 
dred thouſand people, who come to bathe in it. They pay their devo- 
tion to it as a God, and carry their friends from diſtant countries to make 
their exit on its ſhores, and as they die heave them into the middle of it, 
The greateſt felicity that many of the Indians wiſh for is to die in this 
river. They deem the perſon happy who terminates his exiſtence upon 
its margin, and even felicitate that family, an individual of which has 
been drowned in its ftream. 'The Hindoos, at the point of death, if 
near this ſacred river, will with the utmoſt compoſure defire to be carried 
out that they may expire on its banks; and it is common on the near 
approach of diſſolution to requeſt that their aſhes may be put into an urn 
and given to the Ganges. And, hence, theſe circumſtances form a con- 
ſpicuous part of the congratulations given to ſurvivors. 18 .

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cleanſe away ſin. I aſked them ſuch queſtions as theſe—Does 
not ſin, according to the Shaſters, defile and darken the 
mind? If fin was taken away, would there not be a g 
change of mind, as from light to darknefs, and miſery to hap- 
pineſs? and then would not the renewed enjoy fweet commu- 
nion with the Supreme, who 1s all light? Can waſhing the 
body cleanſe away pollution of mind? Do you yourſelves, 
when you waſh in the Ganges daily, find this great change? 
Do you go down into the water with. a mind darkened by 
fin, and come up with a mind enlightened of the Ganges? 
It is difficult for me to expreſs their utter confuſion and aſto- 
niſhment ; for, it is probable, they had never before heard any 
of theſe things queſtioned. But their candour allowed them 
to ſpeak freely againſt their own - experience, which imme- 
diately reflected the condemnation of their own doctrines. 
Others directed me to worſhip the Gods. I then enquired 
if it was written in their Shaſters, that without faith no wor- 
ſhip or ceremony could be acceptable to God? They faid yes 
then ſaid I, my worſhip and ceremonies can never be 
accepted, for I have none of that which you call faith—no Caſt* 
no faith—how ſhall I worſhip—how ſhall I be accepted? The 
queſtion then was, whether or no I could obtain faith, and 
how? Faith, they ſaid, was obtained by reading the Vedas; 
But, faid I, the words of the Vedas are reputed fo holy, that 
if any man ſhould read them who is not a Brahman, it would 
be his fin; I am not a Brahman, neither can I become a 
Brahman if I would give ten thouſand worlds. Beſide, ſaid I, 
do you believe the words of Judiſteer r? O! yes, certainly, 
certainly, ſaid they, from every quarter. Now Judiſteer is a 
very great character in their grand poem, the Mahabharot 1, 
and ſome think the account there given of him is a mutilated 
tradition of Jeſus Chrift—be that as it may, they ſay of 
him in this poem, That he was not born by ordinary genera- 
tion, but of Dhormo, the Holy One: That when he was 
born all the hills of the earth were enlightened: That, while 2 
child, ſome great king fought his death: That, as he grew up, 
ke went about doing good, and diffuſing bleſſings wherever he

Some ſaid God--- 
but J objected he was never called Zoan, or a perſon in their 


Shaſters: others ſaid it muſt mean any holy man; I 


aſked if ever they heard of a holy man who walked differently 


from the Vedas and all the Shaſters? They ſaid No. Beſides, 


I faid, it was the ſuperlative term here uſed, and could not be

applied to any but One. I could no longer withhold, but now 
began to unfold to them the word of God, which, at ſundr 
times and places and in divers manners, was ſent to men in vaſt 


ages by the Prophets : I particularly ſpoke of the prophecies 
of the Crest One that was to come, of the time, the tribe, the 


place, and the manner of his coming. Of his conception, his 


birth, myſterious perſon, miracles, life, death, reſurrection, and 
aſcenſion, and of his ſhedding down the Holy Ghoſt in the 
firſt times; and of his giving that reſt, and peace, which paſſetn 
all underſtanding, to poor ſinners, even to this day, of whom 
I myſelf was one; and that he does fo in all parts of the earth 


wherever his ſaving health and holy name is known. 


It would not be an eaſy work to deſcribe their affectin 


emotions of mind, which they all along expreſled in different 
ways: Some ran and climbed up the cocoa nut trees, gathered 


the nuts, and broke the ſhell, that I might drink the ſweet water 
out of them; (God Almighty grant that I may break the ſhell 
to many of them, that they may drink of living waters, out 
of the inexhauſtible fountain in Chriſt, ) others brought 
ſweetmeats, fruits, milk, and the like, and laid them all at 
my feet, ſaying it would be their ſin to ſuffer me to go away 
and not eat, for the day now was declining: we had been ſix 


hours and upwards in converſation, and I began to take leave, . 


but they continued to follow me even down to the boat; there 


T1 ſhewed them a BIBLE, the fir/t they ever ſaw ; and J reminded 


them

them of a ſaying in their Shaſters, That all nations of the 
earth ſhould one day become of one Caſt, and one religion; 
they aſſented: alſo, that there ſhould come a little book, and 
eat up all their great books *. Yes, they all knew this ſaying 
to be common: then holding up a BiBLE of Paſham's edition, 
I faid, THIs is the little Book, THIs 18 THE Book or GobD. 
I alfo pleaſed them very much by ſhewing them a part of it 
tranſlated into their own language, and by aſſuring them of 
the awful and pleaſing effects this book will ſhortly have upon 
all nations of the earth. The evening came on, and we parted. 
Never, methinks, did a people ſhew more reluctance to part 
with a man, who was a total ſtranger ; they ſtood on the ſhore, 
waiting and looking as long as they could ſee me and the boat. 
Not long after I failed for England, but this is one of the firſt 
places I intend to viſit (Deo volente) when I return. _ 8 


EXTRACTS FROM LETTERS ADDRESSED TO THE SOCIETY, 
To THE BayTiIsT CHuxchH Ar LEICESTER, AND TO 
VARIOUS INDIVIDUALS, BY MR. CAREY, ARRANGED 
ACCORDING TO THEIR DATES. 1 


7 AH 5 Bay of Bengal, Oclaber 17, 1793. 
We ſet ſail [from Dover] on Thurſday morning, June 13, 
in the Kron Princeſſa Maria, Captain Chriſtmas, from Copen- 
hagen. The captain behaved to us with the politeſt attention. 
and as we were a large family, he allotted us the beſt place 
in the ſhip, by ordering his own great cabin to be parted into 
two. We had been but a little time on board before the 
women were taken with the ſea ſickneſs, then the children, 
and before night myſelf; but in a week we all recovered, and 
had a very pleaſant voyage to the Cape of Good Hope; only 
we were hindered a few days by calms when we were off 
Cape Verd in Africa. We paſſed the tropic of Cancer in 
June 29; the 21ſt of the following month we croſſed the line, 
and Auguſt 1, we paſſed the tropic of Capricorn; on the 20th 
we ſaw the Cape of Good Hope, but on Lord's day night 25th, 
we were alarmed by a terrible accident: — There is a bank 
which extends into the ſea from Cape des Aquilas, the ſouth- 
ermoſt point of Africa, for about 80 leagues ſouth, upon which

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runs a ſtrong current, and which when it meets the wind 
Taiſes the ſea in a moſt tremendous manner. We were in 
latitude 38 ſouth, and thought ourſelves ſecure from that 
danger; but early in the morning I was awakened by the 
violent motion of the ſhip, and found ſtools, table, and ev 
thing which was not ſecured, rolling about the cabin, whil 
the earthen and glaſs ware was cruſhed to pieces. Mr. Tho- 
mas called at the door to inform me that we had carried away 
our fore and main top maſts: I aroſe and went upon deck; 
the gloom of the night (though - providentially the moon 
ſhone) ; the ſea, like mountains, beating the ſhip in all direc- 
tions; the maſts, yards, fails, and rigging, hanging over the 
ſides, with the men upon them, endeavouring to unrig them 
and let them looſe, formed a tremendous ſcene. All on board 
uniformly declared that they had never been in ſuch an alarm- 
ing ſituation before; and at one time we concluded that the 
veſſel was going to the bottom. Our ſhip is about 130 feet 
long, and was mounted on a ſea * at leaſt 50 or 60 yards hi 
from which ſhe plunged head foremoſt with incredible velo- 
city: I ſaw her going, I knew her weight was 600 tons, and 
concluded with others that ſhe could never recover it 
J had but a moment to reflect, but felt compoſed, and reſigned 
to die. That I might not be toſſed overboard, I caught hold 
of what was next to me: the plunge was dreadful; her bow- 
ſprit was under water, and the gib-boom carried away; but 
in a moment I ſaw her riſe again, mounted on another ſea, 
without having ſhipped one hogſhead of water. At laſt we 
cleared the wreck ;—in eleven days we refitted, and except 
one ſquall, which carried away our new main-top-maſt, have 
had nothing to alarm us fince, 5 
The rains have ſupplied us with plenty of water, and we 
have loſt none of our company except a black woman and 
child, who were very ill when they came on board; and the 
carpenter, who, after the very great exertions he was obliged 
to make on account of our misfortune off the Cape, caught 
cold, which was ſucceeded by a pleuriſy, and followed by the 
2 of which he died when we were within ſix days ſail of 
Bengal. | . 
Me have not been entirely deſtitute of religious opportu- 
nities ſince we have been at ſea: family worſhip has been con- 
ſtantly attended to, both morning and evening; and we have

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had preaching twice every Lord's-day in our cabin, ſometimes 
to twelve perſons. Some ſeaſons have been pleaſant to our- 
ſelves, but I fear of little pr no wig to —_ I have 
enjoyed many opportunities of private devotion ; though after 

all the mercy and goodneſs ſhewn, I am ſtill the moſt un 
fruitful of all the plants in the vineyard of God; — yet I feel 
a growing ſatisfaction in having undertaken this work, and 
a growing deſire for its ſucceſs. Sometimes I am much ani- 
mated with the proſpect before me; but at others, a ſenſe of 
my on unworthineſs and unfitneſs ſo diſcourages me, that I 
fear I ſhall never be of any uſe in the world: one conſidera- 
tion, indeed, revives my hopes, and ſupports my mind in the 
darkeſt ſeaſons Go hath faid, he will be with his miniſters 
unto the end.

It has afforded me much pleaſure to recollect the times of 
public worſhip in the churches in England, and to reflect that 
I no perhaps hundreds, if not thouſands, are praying for me.

„After beating about; and being driven back by currents for 
near a month, we arrived in Balaſere Roads on the 7th inſt. 
and on the 10th Mr. Thomas and 1 began our labours. We 
came in a ponſowah irom the ſhip, and at ſlack water we lay 
to at a Bazar, or market. Mr. Thomas ſoon began to diſ- 
courſe with the Hindoos, and preſently the people all left their 
merchandize, and came under a hovel to hear the goſpel, to 

which they liſtened. with great attention for three hours, and 
appeared to be much pleaſed. One of them prepared us a 
dinner; a plantain leaf ſerved inſtead of diſhes and plates, and 

inſtead of knives and forks we uſed our fingers as the natives 
do. When we left them they intreated that we would build 
us a houſe, and come and live among them. On our arrival 
at Calcutta we found poor Ram Boſhao waiting for us. We 
hear that Parbotee ſtands well, and that he and Mohwn Chund 
are coming down to us. 

Providence has favoured us ſo that we have mud our inveſt- 

ments tolerably well; but the neceſſary expences attendant on 


our firſt ſettling, will make us very ſhort for the firſt year; 


however, the work is God's—it has been favoured by God 
we /hall furmount all difficulties, and the glory will 'redound 
to God again. 

I feel ſomething of what Paul felt when he beheld Athens 
and © his ſpirit was ftirred within him.” I fee one of the 
fineſt countries in the world, full of induſtrious inhabitants ; 
yet three-fifths of it are an uncultivated jungle, abandoned to 
wild beaſts and ſerpents. If the goſpel flouriſhes here, © the 
wilderneſs will in every reſpect become a fruitful field.“ 

A pious European who reſides here, has much encouraged 
us to make an effort in this city, and there ſeem to be many 
thouſands of Portugueſe ready to leave the church of Rome, 
if any one could preach in Portugueſe to them—perhaps we 
may try, though our great deſign is to preach to the Hindoos 

Moors. I haye had ſeveral converſations with a Brahman 
1 ſpeaks Engliſh well, and being unable to defend himſelf 
againſt THE GOSPEL, he purpoſes to come, attended by a 

Pundit, and try the utmoſt of their ſtrength. 

We are all well, the climate at this, which is the cold ſea- 
ſon, is not unplealant, except through the great difference 
there is between the heat of day and night, which is often 
10 degrees; yet the heat is tolerable. The more I know of 
Mr. T bomas the more I love him: we maintain the greateſt 

affection 
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affection for each other: he has compleated his tranſlation of 
the book of Geneſis on our paſſage, at which he laboured in- 
defatigably, ſo as I think to hurt his health; but through 
mercy is now recovered. We have now Geneſis, Matthew, 
Mark, and James, in the language of the country, and ſhall - 
ſoon have more I hope. It will be of very great ſervice to 
us if the ſociety can ſend out a Polyglott Bible by the next 
conveyance. Ram Boſboo is a good Perſian ſcholar, and it 
will certainly help us much. Alſo a copy of the goſpels in 
the Malay tongue would be of uſe. In return, I hope we 
ſhall ſend you tidings which will rejoice your hearts.

records of their religion, appears to have been current over moſt of the

Excluſive of the Shanſcrit there are three different dialects applied 
(though not with equal currency) in the kingdom of Bengal; viz. the 
Perſian, Hindoſtanic and the proper Bengalele. The Perſian entered 


Bengal with the Mogul conquerors. The Hindoſtanic or Indian language 


appears to have been ſpoken for many ages, throughout all proper Hin- 
doſtan. It is ſtill applied to the purpoſes of commerce in Surat, Guzarat, 
and other places on the weſtern coaſt. . It is mdubitably derived from the 
Shanſcrit. The Bengaleſe is intimately related to the Shanſcrit alſo, 
both in expreſſions, conſtruction, and character. It is the ſole channel 
of bad and epiſtolary communication, among the Hindoos of every 


occupation and tribe. All their buſineſs is tranſacted, and all their ac- 
counts are kept in it; and as their ſyſtem of education is in general very 


confined, there are few among them who can write or read any other 
idiom. The uneducated (or eight parts in ten of the whole nation) are 
neceſſarily confined to the uſage of their mother tongue.

Alſo in 
a country like this, ſettled by Europeans, the grandeur, the 
cuſtoms, and prejudices of the ſettlers are exceeding dangerous. 
They are very kind and hoſpitable ; but even to viſit them, if 
a man keeps no table of his own, would more than ten times 

exceed the allowance of a miffion: and their diſcourſe is 
chiefly about the vices of the natives: ſo that a miſſionary. 
muſt ſee thouſands of people treating him with the greateſt 
kindneſs, whilft he muſt be entirely different from them in his 
life, his ap 
him to ſtand ; their profuſe way o r being ſo oppoſite to 
his character, and ſo much above his ability. It will be very 


eſſential to miſſionaries to be men of calmneſs and evenneſs of 


temper, and rather inclined to ſuffer hardſhips, than covet the 
favours of men; and ſuch who will be indefatigably employed 
in the work ſet before them; an inconſtancy of mind being 
ſo highly inj urious to it. |

— To you 
F delighted not only to communicate the goſpel of Chriſt, but 
my own ſoul alſo, becauſe you were dear unto me; and par- 

ticularly ſhall I always remember the memorable time of m 
parting from you---that indeed was the trial of Jove; but the 
great undertaking in which I am engaged preponderated, and 
ſtill weighs down in my mind every other conſideration. | 
I have certainly loſt much ſocial pleaſure ſince I came hither, 
as I cannot preach yet, except to my own family, not being 
ſufficiently acquainted with the language; nor have I at pre- 
ſent more than one chriſtian friend to whom I can open my 
mind, beſides my dear colleague Mr. T homas.---I am ſurrounded 
by heathens---all places in the country are full of monuments 
of idolatry, and every morning great numbers of people may 
be ſeen at the river's ſide paying their devotion to the water, 
which they take up in handfuls and pray to in the moſt fervent - 
manner +. "Temples to Seeb, Biſbno, and Brimba, are every 
where to be ſeen; and flowers conſecrated to ſacred purpoſes, 
are preſerved growing in the ſtreets of the moſt populous

The practice of ſwinging by the back + is very common; I 
have ſeen the ſcars ariſing from it in the backs of many per- 
fons, and a perſon now lives in the ſame houſe with me who 
carries them in his fleſh.---Notwithſtanding all this they are 
a very attentive and inquiſitive people, and very kind and 


friendly; nor do I perceive any thing unfriendly in the con- 


duct of the Mahometans. _ | 

I feel happy in being here, and begin to know a little of 
the language. We have been here almoſt a month, and have 
| hitherto lived with Europeans at a Portugueſe ſettlement, and 
the people are papiſts; but next week we go entirely to live 
among the natives. At Nuddea the Brahmans r and Pundits 
are very defirous that we ſhould come and preach the goſpel. 
Nuddea is a very large town, containing about 3000 families, 
800 of whom are Brahmans. Could we ſucceed here, the pre- 
| Judices of almoſt all the people in India would ceaſe, as it is 
the place which greatly rules religion all over the country.---

This inhuman practice at preſent preyails moſt in the Mahratta 


dominions, and in the countries of the ancient. Rajahs, where inſtances 


of the kind are frequently to be met with. Their Law fays, „It is 


© proper for a woman to burn herſelf with her huſband's corpſe,” and 
the Brahmans teach that thoſe who burn themſelves with their huſbands, 
ſhall be exalted to the SUTTEE, or higheſt ſphere, where the God 
BRAHMa, and his particular favourites reſide. 
Some Hindoos, though few, bury the dead; and it is ſaid among theſe 
that it is the duty of the widow to BURY HERSELF with the body of 
her huſband.

I EMBRACE this opportunity to write to Tos though 


few incidents have occurred, and my knowledge of the 


language is ſo imperfect, as to make it impoſſible for me 
to communicate any thing of importance to you. Our 


paſſage was long, but pleaſant, and in it I had opportunity 
to ſee and hear much of the depravity of the human heart. 


Our captain was a very polite, well-bred Engliſhman ; 


and, to the honour of the Danes I may ſay, that if they 


have no religion, they have much leſs irreligion than the 


. Engliſh. We landed at Calcutta on the tith of Novem- 
ber, and have been ſeeking for a proper place where to fix 


our reſidence, which is, I believe, now determined, or 


nearly ſo. Mr. Thomas engages in his profeſſion at Cal- 
cutta, which may turn out for the benefit of the miſſion, 
as there cannot be, excluſive of the Europeans, fewer than 


. 200,000 Pagan natives in it, to whom he may preach, as 
many of them are very deſirous to hear the goſpel. On 


account of the expenſiveneſs of living there, I am going to 

Dekarta, which is about 32 miles to the eaſtward. Thus, 
with our forces cet divided, we ſhall make an at- 
tack in two places at once upon the kingdom of Satan, and 


God, the Captain of our Salvation, can make us more 


than conquerors. The weapons of our warfare are not car- 


nal, but mighty, through God, to the pulling down of 


ſtrong holds; and when the Lord of Hoſts himſelf ſhall 


ſet up a kingdom that cannot be moved, it will be with 
theſe ſpiritual weapons. The ſuperſtition of the natives is 
not ſo great an obſtacle to us as the casT ; to this they are 


ſo attached, that they would rather ſuffer death than loſe 
it. A great hindrance to the ſetting up of goſpel churches, 
will be that thoſe of one Caſt cannot eat or drink with 
thoſe of another: yet the whole of it appears to be a mere 
_ cuſtom, eſtabliſhed on long tradition, and not accounted by 
them a religious diſtinction. However, it is juſt the op- 
poſite of what Paul told the Athenians, that God had made 
of one blood all nations of men to dwell on the face of the

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earth. There are now not four Caſts * among them, as 
moſt writers ſay : they have only two, namely, the Brab- 
mam and Sooder, with their Cabo EATS are very. 

numerous, and merely reſpect employments ; as g0 72 
ſmiths, braziers, waſhermen, watermen, huſbandmen, 
fiſhermen, &c. which are perpetuated in the ſame fami- 
lies from generation to generation. Two caſts, the Bice 
and Ketra, they ſay exiſted prior to the Kaly Tough, or 
corrupt age, but have been loſt ever ſince that began, which 
was about the time of the creation. Their wiſe men all 


acknowledge but one God; and their temples of Seeb, 


* Four cats. The Hindoos were . gexerally divided into four Caſts or 
tribes. 1. The Brahman. 2. The Khatry or Chettri. 3. The Byſhe, 
Vyſe, Vies or Banian, all expreffive of the ſame caſt. 4. The Soodera 
or Suder. Of theſe four caſts the Brahmazs are foremoſt in every reſpett, 
and, in poipt of precedency, claim a ſuperiority to princes. All the 
prieſts are choſen from among this order: ſuch as are not admitted to the 
lacerdotal function being employed as fecretaries and accountants. The 
Khatry or ſecond caft, are thoſe from whom the ſovereigns are choſen, 
and theſe are to defend and govern, The Vyſe or Bauiaus, who conſti- 
tute the third caſt, have the charge of mercantile affairs, and are to en- 
rick by commerce and agriculture.

Moonſhee having no 
work went to an elder brother, who ſupported him, till his 
maſter (a profeſſor of religion) forbad him to ſtay there: 
he was thus entirely neglected by all European profeſſors, 
and the jealouſies of the Hindoos ran ſo high, that they 
threw duſt at him, and loaded him with all the oppro- 
brium they could invent; in this ſtate he fell ill of a fever, 
and the affection to his diſtreſſed family, the ſhame and 
perſecution he underwent, and the arguments uſed to per- 
ſuade him, prevailed.

us with a conſiderable part of our food. I find an incon- 


venience, in having fo muck of my time neceffarily taken 


up in procuring proviſions, and cultivating my little farm; 
but when my Houſe is built I ſhall have more leifure than 
at 8 and have daily opportunities of converſing 
wit 


the natives, and purſuing the work of the miſ- 


ſion— here is certainly a large field for uſefulticfs---- 
much larger than you can conceive, both among the 
Hindoos and Muffulmans. They are very numerous, very 
inquiſitive, and very attentive to the goſpel. When I can 
fo far know the language as to preach in it, 1 have no 
doubt of having a ated congregation, and I much ho 

to ſend you pleafing accounts. 1 can fo far converſe in 


the language as to be underſtood in moſt things belonging 


to cating and drinking, buying and ſelling, &c. My ear 
is ſomewtrat familitized to the Bengalee founds: it is a 
language of a very fingular conſtruction, having no plural 
except to pronouns, and not a fingle prepoſition in it: dut 
the cafes of nouns and pronouns are almoſt endlets, all the 
words anfwering to our prepoſitions being put after the 
word, and forming a new cafe ; except theſe fingularities, 


I find it an eafy language. I feel myſelf happy in my pre- 


ſent undertaking, for though I never felt the loſs of focial 


religion, fo much as now, yet a confcioufnefs of i 


given up all for God is a ſupport, and the work, with 


its attendant inconveniences, is to me a rick reward. 1 
think the fociety would do well to keep their eye towards 
Africa or Aſia, countries which ate not like the wilds of - 


America, where long labour will ſcarcely collect fixty 
people to hear the word; for here it is almoſt impoſfible to 


get out of the way of hundreds, and preachers are wanted 
WT "a 9 M 4 0 a thouſand 
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a thouſand times more than people to preach to. Within 
India are the Mahratta country and the northern parts to 
Caſhmire, in which, as far as I can learn, there is not one 
ſoul that thinks of God a-right. I hope you will ſend me 
an account of every thing important in the Churches, 
eſpecially Leiceffer. You muſt not expect my journal till 
next year; I regularly keep one, which I intend then to 
tranſmit. e wu 
Feb. 23. Though I am ſurrounded by mercies, yet 
for this tortnight paſt my life has been rendered uſeleſs as 
to ſpiritual things, being for the preſent wholly occupied 
in temporal concerns, - and the Sabbaths now are quite 
diſconſolate. In one of theſe Sabbaths I am ſeeking com- 
munion with you, and I feel that a diſtance of ten or fif- 
teen thouſand miles, cannot prevent the, communion of 
ſaints. Though deprived of a perſonal intercourſe with my 
European friends, IJ have at leaſt one religious friend, and 
that is Ram Ram Boſhoo, he has indeed much timidity, 
. but is a man of very good underſtanding, and well inform- 
ed; he is alſo a perſon of ſtrict probity. The part where 
I am building my houſe is within a quarter of a mile of the 
impenetrable foreſts called Sunderbunds ; and though quite 
deſerted before, through fear of the tygers, the people are 
now returning, encouraged by my example,and we ſhall ſoon 
have three or four thouſand in our vicinity. Theſe people 
and all others in the neighbourhood are much pleaſed with 
*my coming, and two or three days ago a deputation of five 
or {ix Brahmans, with a preſent in their hands, came to 
thank me, or rather to ſay that they were glad I was coming 
to live among them, for they have no ſuch word as thank 
you, nor any expreſhon of thankfulneſs, in all their lan- 
guage. With reſpect to perſonal ſafety, I am juſt the 
3 as in England; my health was never better, the 
climate, though hot, is tolerable; but, attended as I am 
with difficulties, I would not renounce my undertaking for 
all the world. I long to know how all the miniſters do; how 
the Miſſion-Society goes on, whether the churches flouriſh 
or not, and in ſhort every thing that occurs. Salute all 
the Brethren in my name, and let every Miniſter and every 
Chriſtian with whom you have the ſmalleſt connexion 
know that this conveys my chriſtian affection AIP:

ExrTRACTS FROM MR. THoMAS's LETTERS, 
Bengal Bay, October 26, 1793. ; 


When we laſt wrote we were waiting at Dover tor the 


arrival of the Kron Princeſſa Maria. On Thurſday 


morning, June 13, we put to ſea, in expeCtation of writ- 


ing by the Triton frigate, which convoyed us out of the 


track of privateers, who might otherwiſe have detained us; 


but when ſhe took leave it blew ſo freſh, that we could 
not hoiſt out a boat, ſo that a large packet of letters which 
were written by each of us were not ſent. For my part I 
expected a very uncomfortable and lonely paſſage ; having 
to meſs with the ſervants we agreed for two cabins only, 
and two perſons to meſs at the Captain's table; but HE 
that gave Joſeph favour in the fight of Pharaoh, had gra- 
ciouſly provided for us and our little ones, far beyond all 


expectation. We found the Captain a very ' well-bred 


Engliſhman ; he would not ſuffer me to abſent myſelf from 
his table, and received and entertained us all, as though 
we had been people of conſequence, ſo that he has often 
ſhewed us kindneſſes, which we could no other way ac- 
count for than by the hand of God upon us for good. 
Never did men ſee their native land with more joy than 
we left it, and this alſo is not of nature, but from above. 
Brother Carey, while very ſea ſick, and leaning over the 
| fide of the ſhip to relieve his ſtomach from that very op- 
preſhve complaint, ſaid, his mind-was filled with conſo- 
lation in contemplating the wonderful goodneſs of God.“ 
We expect to finiſh our voyage this week, and in hopes of 
a ſpeedy opportunity to ſend to Europe, I have begun 
writing in time; we have never put in at any place as we 


intended, for at the Cape the wind was fo fair to go on, 
that we propoſed to put in at the Mauritius; but as ſoon as 
we came near that iſland the wind proved contrary, and 


we paſſed on to Bengal Bay. We have been three months 
without having ſeen a ſingle ſhip, which we think rather 


extraordinary. Poor Mrs. Carey has had many fears and 
troubles, ſo that ſhe was like Lot's wife till ſhe got paſt 


the Cape; but ever ſince, it ſeems ſo far to look back to 
Piddington, that ſhe turns her hopes and withes to a ſafe 
arrival in Bengal; ſhe has had good health all the paſſage, 
and the little babe 1s grown a ſtout fellow; all the children 
are remarkable healthy, which we cannot but feel as a 
_ great kindneſs towards us, Mrs, Carey's ſiſter alſo ans 
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good health, and all bear the heat much better than I ex- 
pected. Mr. Carey was at one time ill with a complaint 
which he was fubjeCt to at home, but the Lord had mercy 
on him and on me; he is now as well I ſuppoſe as ever he 
was in his Hife, and has been for ſome months. We have 
preached twice. on each Lord's Day, and have a tolerable 
chorr of fingers. Some perfous on board who came to hear 
us at firft have entirely left us, and others have heard us 
comſtantiy: but to our great forrow we don't fee the blef- 
Ring of God on our labours. Some profane cuſtoms on the 
Sabbath Day, and in common converfation, have been left 
off indeed, but the one thing needful is utterly lacking in 
them, and now we remember the words which our Lord 
ſpoke to Ezekiel, chap. ini. 6. * Surely bad I fent thee to a 
people of ſtrange fpeech, and of an hard language, whofe 


words thou canſt not underſtand, furely had I fent thee to 


them they would have hearkened to thee, but the houfe of 
Ifrael will not hearken.” We have nevertheleſs reafon to 
be thankful for fome ſweet and precious feafons of grace 
on board, which we have reliſhed among ourfelves, both 
on Sabbath Days, and in family worſhip, which we enjoy 
regularly twice a-day. We have tnifhed a tranffation of the 
book of Genefis on the paſſage®, and Brother Carey helped 
me out in paſſages which I could not fo well have under 
ſtood without kim---fo let the goldfmith help the carpenter 
and the carpenter the goldfmith, till the work of God be 
done. We have enjoyed fome remarkable favours of 
Providence on our paſſage, befides thofe already mentioned; 
among others, about fix or eight weeks apo we began to 
fear a want of water, and to talk of an allowance, which we 
kave never been limited by yet well, the next day the Lord 
tent down abundance of rain in two different ſhowers, and 
we filled many caſks. When we think on theſe things that 
are paſt, we traft 4m afreſh for all that's to come. At

Me thought to write to you long before this; but our hearts 
have been burthened with cares and ſorrows. It was ver 

affecting to hear of Ram Boſhoo's great perſecution and fall, 
deſerted by Engliſhmen, and perſecuted by his own country- 


men, he was nigh unto death : the natives gathered in bodies, 


and threw duft in the air, as he paſſed along the ſtreets in 
Calcutta: at laſt one of his relatives offered him an afylum, 
on condition of his bowing down to their idols*, The practice

* T know not which moſt to admire, the frankneſs of the miſſionaries, 
or the candour of the ſociety, who have favoured us with the account of 


Ram Boſhoo at large. Surely none but minds under a ſatanic influence 
can be pleaſed at the pain occafioned by his falling down again to idols. 


But diſappointments of this kind muſt be expected. The wiſdom of the 


ſociety has, no doubt, prepared them for ſuch events, and they will eſti- 
mate the labours of their miſſionaries by the ſincerity of their endeavours, 
and not by the ſplendour of their ſucceſs. Nevertheleſs, it muſt be gra- 
tifying to this reſpectable body, to find their proſpe&ts ſo flattering as 


they really are: for even the caſe of Boſhoo itſelf is a hopeful one in the 


opinion of Mr. Thomas and Mr. Carey, who believe him to be a good 
man, and they 2/7 be the moſt competent judges of his character. But 
leſt any well-wiſher of the inſtitution ſhovid be tempted to conſtrue this 
caſe into a diſconragement,' I would affectionately requeſt him to read 
the following extract, made from many pages of a volume juſt publiſhed. 

In the year 1739 the Rev. Chriftian Henry Ruach, a miniſter of the 
Unitas Fratrum, connected with Count Zinzendorf, was ſent from Ma- 
rienborn in Germany, to ſeek an opportunity gf preaching the Goſpel 
to the poor ſavages in North America. The firſt he met with were 
Mahikander Indians, who were acquainted with the Dutch language 
imperfectly, but well enough to underſtand him. Ferocious they were 
in appearance and manners. He began to converſe with two of them 
called Tſchoop and Shabaſch, and, without ceremony, enquired whether 


they wiſhed to be taught the way of ſalvation. I ſchoop anſwered in the 


affirmative, adding that he frequently felt diſpoſed to know better things 
than he did, but ke knew not how or where to find them; therefore, if 


2 ; ne would come and inſtruct him and his acquaintance, he ſhould be 
thankful. Shabaſch alſo gave his afſent, Mr. Ruach, therefore, betook | 


himſelf 
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of the Roman Catholicks ſtrengthened this temptation, and 
he was prevailed on: he is now with Mr. Carey, from whom 
you will have a more circumſtantial account; he thinks well 
of him, and J hope he at heart is convinced of his errors. 1 
am purſuing my Shanſcrit ſtudies, and keep a Pundit. Bro- 
ther Carey pays Moonſhee twenty rupees per month, which 
takes about half his income. He has told you ſome of our 
viſits and converſations with the natives: he admires them 
for their ſimplicity and manners among themſelves, and their 
harmleſs behaviour to others, and moſt of all, for the great 
attention they pay to the Goſpel : but our beſt times are'to 
come we hope.---I ſhould be very happy to ſee a Bengal 
Bible in any degree of forwardneſs before I die, and have been 
talking with a printer to day, in whoſe hands are the Bengal 
E which are uſed here, on the expence of ſuch a work: I 
[hall probably be more particular on this ſubject in my next 
letter: I ſhall go on tranſlating and learning Shanſcrit. Bro- 
ther Carey comes on very faſt in the Bengalee. We love 
one another. Rs Adieu, J. T,

himſelf to Shekomeko, an Indian town where they lived, was received with 
much kindneſs, and immediately addreſſed them on the aim of his viſit. 
At firit he was heard with great attention, and to appearance, not without 
impreſſion ; but afterwards they laughed him to ſcorn, nor would they 
lIiften to one word of the Goſpel of Jelus Chriſt, but mocked whenever 
His name was mentioned. This occaſioned Mr, Ruach to ftruggle with 
great diſtreſs and famine ; nor would any one receive him into his houſe. 
But he ſoon diſcovered that the word of the Croſs was the power of God 
to ſalvation. Tſchoop, the greateſt drunkard among them, was the firſt 
whoſe heart was powerfully awakened through the grace of Jeſus Chriſt. 
And ſoon after the work of the Holy Spirit became remarkably evident 
in the heart of Shabaſch. Their eyes overflowed with tears whenever 
the ſufferings and death of our Redeemer were deſcribed to them. They 
often lamented their former worſhip of idols, and their ignorance of God 
our Saviour, who had loved them 15 much, that he died to ſave them. 
About a year after, ſome white people, conceiving their intereſts would 
be injured, if the Indians were converted to Chriſtianity, began to ſtir up 
the Heathen againſt Mr. Ruach, repreſenting him as a man ſeeking only 
to deceive and miſlead them. By this they were ſo much irritated, that 
at laſt they threatened his life unleſs he left the place; and even Tſchoop 
and Shabaſch were filled with miſtruſt, and became diſaffected to him 
yea, ſtrange to relate, Tſchoop, whom he cordially loved, was ſo much 
enraged, that he ſought an opportunity to ſhoot him; and Shabaſch 
avoided him every where. Notwithſtanding all this, he followed theſe 
two PENG with patience and Jove, praying for them, and ſowing the h

liſbury, with an account of the church. (Extract.) Prior to 
the year 1734, there were many of the Preſbyterian denomina- 
tion in this place. Some of whom, about that time, began to ſee 
it their duty and privilege. to attend unto believers? baptiſm: 
There being no Baptiſt church at that time nearer than Brough-

I replied as well as 
Buy the queſtions I propoſed to them, I found that they are 
Calviniſtic Baptiſts, and are quite clear in this truth, That it is 
2 for any man to be ſaved without a real change of 
They are enemies to all war, and aſked me, If any part of 
England was beſieged, whether the Baptiſts would fight. I faid, 
to be ſure they would defend themſelves againſt their enemies. 
But they anſwered, Chriſt has told us, that we ſhould love our 
enemies. I then aſked, What is the difference between my 
going to war, and ſending another in my room ? as I gathered 
from their converſation they had provided ſubſtitutes. They 
replied, that both were totally di urn to them; but the 
laws of the country forced them to the latter. 
At my leiſure I intend to give you a more full account. The 
information you defired from them, they could not obtain at 
once; but ſaid they would endeavour to procure it from different 
parts, and forward” it with ſome books, according to the direc- 
tions I gave them.

IN our laſt converſation, you expreſſed your wiſh to be- 

come more acquainted with the ſtate of religion on the Con- 

tinent, and with the labours of ſuch miniſters of Chriſt, in 
various denominations, who preach the goſpel with faithfulneſs 
and zeal. I will gladly give you ſuch information as I am able 

' to-do from the correſpondence of our Brethren with miniſters 

of other perſuaſions. The greateſt part of this information 

J have received from the minutes of a Conference of clergy- 
men, who meet annually about Whitſuntide, at Herrnhut, 
our largeſt ſettlement in Upper Luſatia, to conſult with, wy : 
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ify one another. Each communicates, either by word of 
uth, or by letter, his experience and the obſervations he has 
nade in the year paſt, and hears the remarks made, or re- 
ceives the advice given. This annual meeting bas been 
of infinite ſervice to the cauſe of God in many places, and 
God has laid a ſpecial bleſſing upon it. I had once the favor 
to be preſent, and muſt confeſs, that the ſight of theſe vener- 
able ſervants. of Chriſt filled me with reverence and awe. - 
On, About thirty pariſh miniſters and curates generally aſſemble, 
| ſometimes more: 'Some are of the Lutheran, others of the 
reformed or Calvininiftic Church. But beſides thoſe who at- 
tend, a great many more are conſidered as members of this 
Conference, who ſend letters to the annual meeting which 
are read, diſcuſſed, and anſwered by ſome of the members 
preſent who are nominated for that purpoſe, The minutes 
of this Conference are communicated to all our Congrega- 
tions in extract; and thus we become acquainted With the 
1 ſtate of vital religion in many parts of the world, and are 
excited to praiſe the Lord. Indeed, he has done great things, 
far beyond our expectation, ſo that, when ſometimes like 
Elijah, we are apt to mourn that only one is left, we are com- 
forted to hear of thouſands who have not bowed the knee to 
Baal. I muſt add, that our miniſters who are preſent attend only 
as gueſts, though a biſhop of our church is nominated Pre- 
ſident.

Letters from toro Negro Brethren; viz. the Paſtor and Elder 


of the Baptiſt Church at Sierra Leone: 


SIERRA LEONE. Freetown, Nov. 12, 1794. (Extract) 


Dear Brother Rippon, I am ſorry to inform you} that 
on Sunday, the 28th of Sept. about eight o' clock in the 


morning, there came into our harbour, under Engliſh colours, 


a French fleet conſiſting of ſeven fail : one ſhip of fifty 
guns, two frigates, two brigs, and two ſhips of twenty guns. 
We thought they were our friends until they came up a- 


| breaſt of the town. But without ſending in any meſſage, 


they poured a broad-ſide upon the town. At the firſt fire 


the governor ordered the colours to be ſtrack, but it pre- 


vailed nothing. They kept up a conſtant fire for the ſpace 


of an hour and half. The people had not time to take with 


them fo much as their clothes, but Whites and Blacks were 


_ obliged to run back into the mountains. The French ES” - 
and plundered our houſes: of all that we had; broke and de- 


ſtroyed every thing. They burned all the Company's ſtores, 


and every houſe, that the Company had in the colony ; the 


church in which Mr. Horne uſed to preach, and all the byild- 


ings ; deſtroyed the cannon, killed all the cattle, hogs, goats; 


| ſheep and fowls. They burned but ſix of the ſetters houſes; 


yet they have left us in a bad condition. In all the firing they . 


killed but one child, about ſeven years old, and wounded four 


more. One man and one woman had their legs ſhot off; 


ſhe is ſinee dead with her wound; the others are like to do 
well. In all this 1 ſee the hand of God. It was his mexcy 


that there were not a greater number of the people killed, 


for thinking that our friends were coming, all went to ſee the 
fleet, and were at the water ſide in multitudes when they fired 


on the town. As they took away all the clothes from every 
body. whites and blacks, ſo they ſtripped me among the reſt, 

of all my clothes; they did not leave me a ſecond ſhirt ta 
my back. My wife and children were almoſt naked. Sir,

I take the earlieſt opportunity to acquaint you, that we had 
a fine paſſage, and arrived at Sierra Leone in 32 days from 

ortſmouth. We got fight of land in the evening, but it being 
Foggy, we came to anchor, thinking to breakfaſt on ſhore 
the next morning. In the morning, all in high ſpirits, we 
failed into the harbour, but to our great mortification there 
lay a French fleet under Engliſh colours, three of which got 


Under way and chaſed us out to ſea: we out failed them ſome 


hours, but the wind dying away, they came up with us in 
the evening, and fired two broadſides into the Harpy, which 
obliged us to ſtrike: They then boarded us; and took the 
captain and half the ſhip's company, with myſelf, on board 


dne of the French ſhips; While we were priſoners _- 


tobbed me of all I had; they even took my hat off my head; 
and the next day they ſet me on {Fore ; but the town was 


| Geferted. The inhabitants had all fled into the woods fot 


ſafety, and left the French in full poſſeſſion of the place. 
When they had plundered us of all they choſe, they burned 
the reſt; with the town beſides, and all the ſhips in the har- 


| bour. After a deal of ſearching, I found my wife and family 
* well, conſidering their ſituation. I am happy to think 1 


rought nothing more for our meeeting-houſe, as I have loſt 


all the papers; &c; We have concluded to ſtay till we hear 


from the Sierra Leone Company.

Alfter the above explanations, it may not be improper to in- 
ſert the ſubſequent extracts chiefly made from the report of the 
Court of Directors of the Sierrd Leone Company, to the Ge- 
neral Court of Proprietors, delivered on Feb. 26, 1799. 
The Directors have ſome reaſon to ſuppoſe that the com- 
mander of this ſquadron may not have received any regular com- 
miſſion from the preſent French Convention; and that the equip- 
ment of it may have been made on the ſpeculation of private Ld! 
viduals (fome of them ſlave traders) acting as owners of priva- 
teers, and not declaring the particular object of its deſtination.” 
Many things conſpired. towards the ep wp The ſlave 
fraders diſliked the ſettlement, as inimical to their traffic. * One 
Newell, an American ſlave captain, Who had before had a diſ- 
Pute with the Gdvernof, piloted the French veſſels into the river. 
He was joined by another American, a ſlave trader, of the name 
of Mariner, who appears to have prejudiced the minds of the 


French, and was heard yowing deſtruction to the place, and every _ : 


individual in it, if ſome run-away flaves of a perſon with whom 
he had lived, were not feſtored. He alſo related how the ſet- 
tlers had formerly followed him into his boats with ſtones ; but 
not, ſaid he, I ſhall glut myſelf wvith revenge.” And in the diſ- 
, . treſs, © Leman, a black ſettler, who had been ſome time before 


impriſoned for ſelling 4 man as a ſlave,” helped on the plunder, | 
and was ſcen-exulting “ in a laced ſuit of clothes; intended for

On their landing, the French ſeemed to have no intention to 
make depredatlons on any of the free negroes-. The captain 
ſaid, that it was his intention to burn every houſe iti the place 
belonging to Ezgliſpmen. But he made ſtrong proteſtations 
6f his friendly intentions with reſpect to. the Blacks; and pave. 
s a ſolemn aſſarance that the ſettlers houſes ſhould be ſaved from 
fire.“ $0 that the attack, as far as the French had any hand 
in it, was made againſt the colony at Sierra Leone, under the 

idea of its being an Engliſb trading company. But the Commo- 
dore ſaid from the beginning. 18 if the ſeamen and ſoldiers 
were diſpoſed to plunder, he could fiot preyent them.“ And

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hence, in the devaſtation, little diſtinction was made between 
the property of the company and their ſervants, and the eſſects 
of the free negroes, except in one inſtance—the conflagration 
was extended to the buildings of the company in general, but 
there were only / of the sETTLERS ROUsES burned “. 
- That the French ſquadron had formed no plan hoſtile to the 
felicity of the negroes, but rather the contrary, is probable ; for, 
previous. to their arrival at Sierra Leone, they had deftroyed the

Freetown, they liberated 600 ſſaves; who, unhappily, were 
by the natives again reduced into freſh captivitxvgg. 
On the whole, diſtreſſing as the Providence of God has been, 
it may be hoped, in this inſtance alſo, that he wrath of man ſhalt 
praiſe him.

When * intelligence arrived in London, © the Directors 
Joſt no time in diſpatching two ſmall veſſels to the ſettlement ;

ON September 6, 1794, died the Rev. Joſhua Wood, 
Baptiſt Miniſter at Sallendine Nook, near Huddersfield, 
Yorkſhire. The following particulars, however e | 
L hope will be acceptable to ſome of your readers. 
le was born in the month of October 1734. His father, 
Mr. David Wood, was a reputable man in the corn trade at 


Leeds. He was of the Preſbyterian perſuaſion, xept up the _ 


worſhip of God in his family, and governed his domeſtics 
with KA RS © decorum and propriety. His ſon Joſhua was 
kept at ſchool till he was fourteen years of age, and being poſ- 
ſeſſed of good natural abilities, and a love of learning, hie 

rogreſs was pretty conſiderable, He was then taken into 
25 father's counting-houſe, and oocaſionally aſſiſted in other 
branches of the buſineſs. His mother, about this period, be- 
gun to hear thoſe miniſters who are commonly Ringe iſhed 
dy the name of Methodiſts. Her ſon Joſhua frequently ac 
companied her; and it pleaſed God to make uſe of their 
preaching for the awakening of his mind to a ſenſe of his loſt 
condition as a ſinner, and his need of the ſalvation which is in 
Jeſus Chriſt. He begun to make a public profeſſion of. reli- 

ion at about the age of ſeventeen, when he Joined Mr. 

eſley's ſociety at Leeds. 

Fut having an opportunity of bearing that eminent ſervant 
of Chriſt, Mr. George Whitefield, his views of the evangeli- 
cal ſyſtem were enlarged ; he embraced the doctrines com 
monly called Calviniſtic, and, in conſequence of this _—_ 
in his ſentiments, left the ſociety above named. 8 
Mr. Wood's advancement in knowledge and piety was 
ſuch, that about his 20th year his friends thought him qualined 
for public uſefulneſs, and encouraged him to make trial of his 
gifts in preaching, The buſineſs of the counting-houſe did not 
ſait his turn of mind. He had all along a ſtrong bias to 

learning, and the acquiſition of religious knowledge. He 
therefore left his father's houſe, and reſided for about twelve 
months at Shipley; during which period he frequently. preached 
at Idle, near Bradford, and at other places, But returning to

Mr. Wood, beſides his employment as an occaſional 
preacher, kept a ſchool at Leeds, and it appears that he was 
well qualified for this province. But having an invitation to 
preach to a congregation, who uſually aſſembled for divine 
worſhip in a room in the Angel-yard; in Wakefield, he re- 
moved thither, in compliance with their ſolicitations. 
While he continued at Wakefield, Mr. Wood was con- 
vinced, that the baptiſm of believers by immerſion is the one 
, baptiſm which was inſtituted by Jeſus Chriſt, and practiſed oy 
his apoſtles and the primitive churches. After ſome heſita- 
tion, having examined the ſubject with cool deliberation, he 
reſolved, whatever ſacrifice he might make in ſo doing, to 


comply with the ordinance, He accordingly ſignified his de- 
ſire of being baptized to the late Mr. Hartley of Haworth, 
and Mr. Crabtree of Bradford. They gave him the meetin 
at the houſe of the writer of this article, where Mr. W 
communicated a very pleaſing account of the. Lord's dealings 
with him, of his faith in Chriſt, and vicws of the goſpel, and

Ie Baptiſt church at Halifax being then deſtitute of a 
miniſter invited Mr. Wood to preach to them. His labours 
gave general ſatisfaction, and he had an honourable diſmiſſion 
from the church at Leeds, ſigned by Mr. Edwards and others. 
In the year 1760 he was ordained paſtor. Mr. Hartley deli- 
vered an excellent charge on the occaſion, and Mr. Crabtree 
preached to the people with much affection, ſeriouſneſs, and 
propriety. * 1 . N V %%% ͤ;ũ ͥ ↄ̃ͤ ot» 200 
le continued at Halifax till the year 1770, and was after- 
wards recommended, by the Rev. John Tommas of Briftol, 
to the church at Preſcott, Devon. He went to this people in 
September 1771. But, as he found at length that there were 
ſome in the church who would not agree to the due order of 
the Goſpel, though they had been for a ſufficient time poſſeſſed 
of rules which he had drawn up for their: conſideration, he 
could not remain there with any comfort; and ſo, after having 
ſerved there upwards of twelve months, he removed.

During ſome of the laſt days of his illneſs, he was fo weak, 

that he was ſcarcely able to converſe: with his friends. But 
his mind was calm and ſerene in the proſpect of his end. He 
mumid to ſome, who were lamenting to think of the probability 
of his being ſoon taken from them, “ I have lived long enough 
to ſee the weakneſs and inſtability of man, to know that fal- 
vation is entirely by ones eee Jeſus Chrift, and to be 
fatisfied reſpecting my own intereſt in that ſalvation.” ' Heaven 
is the place I have been praying and longing for theſe forty 
years, and, why ſhould 1 ſtart back at the near proſpect of 
entering into it?“ If it were the will of God that he ſhould 
be ſpared to be a little longer uſeful, he was reſigned; but if 

it pleaſed the Sovereign Diſooſer of life and death to remove 
him, he ſaid, he was perfectly willing to die. Thus good

I have fought a good fight, I have finiſhed my courſe, 1 
baue kept the faitb. Henceforth there is laid up for me a crown 
F righteouſneſs, which the Lord, the righteous Judge, ſhall 
give me at that day; and not to me only, but unto all them alſa 
that love his appearing. This text had been much in his 
thoughts during his ſickneſs. The whole of it afforded him 
refreſhment and conſolation ; but he often repeated the latter 
rt of it with great emotion, Not to me only, but to all them 
allo that love his appearing. The doctrines of the Goſpel in 
general, which he had maintained and preached in life and 
health, were his comfort in ſickneſs, and in the hour of death. 
The life of this good man was ſo uniformly circumſpect, 
and exemplary, that he might be ſaid to have had @ good report 
of all men, and of the truth itjelf, In his private conduct, he 
was peaceable and benevolent; and, making allowance for the 
infirmities incident to human nature, in every view highly 
reſpectable. He was ſo ſteady in his attachment to what he 
believed to be right, whether in principle or practice, that he 
could not be induced to deviate from it, by either the frowns. -

Hie had a penetrating genius, his judgment was remarkably | 
correct, and he was verſed in eaſuiſtical divinity, Vet 
his preaching was plain and practical, eſpecially for the laſt 
twenty years of his life.

In the early part of his life he lived with his grand- 
father, who was a farmer, reſiding at Shadoxhurſt, about five 
miles from Aſhford, The conduct of one of his grandfather's 
ſervants, who was a yery pioys man, and a member of the 
church, led him frequently to think within himſelf that there 
was ſomething excellent in this man's religion; hence he con- 
cluded to go to Aſhford, and hear the Baptiſt miniſter on the 
Sabbath-day.

Mxs. Reece was born at Warwick, the gth of November 
1737, and left this tranſitory world on Wedneſday morning, 
the 10th of December 1794, aged 57. She was the daughter 
of the late Mr. John Hands, many years an alderman of 
that place, When in London ſhe ſoon became acquainted 
with Mr, Mn, a refpectable gentleman, well known in 
the religious circles, and who is now one of the king's meſ- 
ſengers. She never knew him fit half an hour in his houſe 
without introducing, ſpiritual and profitable diſcourſe. He 
was the inſtrument of leading her to hear the goſpel, and to 
think ſeriouſly of her eternal welfare. The firſt ſermon 
that was made uſeful to her was preached by the Rev. 
Charles Decotlogon at the Lock Chapel. She thought then 
that there was not ſuch a miniſter upon earth, and for a 
_ conſiderable time ſhe was not willing to hear any one elſe. 
After this, when the providence: of God removed her to 
Greenwich, where ſhe went for her health, ſhe was con-

' Yinced of believer's beptiſm by reading the word of God, 
Joined the baptiſt; church under the paſtoral care of the Rev. 
Mr. Hutchins, and boarded with Mrs. W—n, who was 
truly religious, and of a moſt amiable diſpoſition. Being 
invited to the funeral of her mother who died the 8th of 
Aug. 1783, ſhe went to Warwick. In eight days after, her 
father died. When he was buried ſhe returned to Green- 
wich to ſettle her affairs, where ſhe was violently ſeized 
with her old complaint, a cancer in her breaſt; but ſhe was 
reſtored, and returned to Warwick in March 1784, with an 
intention to end her days there.

She 
managed all her affairs with diſcretion. She was well ac- 
_ quainted with the word of God. By diligent reading and 
meditation, by the company of wiſe and orthodox chrittians, 
and by hearing many eminent miniſters in London, ſhe 
could explain ſome of the moſt difficult paſſages of ſeripture. 
When her opinion was requeſted on any part of revelation, 
although ſhe gave it with diffidence, it was very much to 
the purpoſe.

When ſhe was young, every thing gay and faſhionable 
was her delight, but one day after ſhe became religious, 
when ſhe was putting on coſtly apparel, ſhe thought God 
looked down from heaven upon her with abhorrence.

Mr. Samuel Kirkland; ſon of a miniſter in Norwich, in 
Connecticut, New England, was initiated in the Rev. Mr. {| 
Wheelock's Indian Charity School in Lebanon, and/hiniſhed. |} 
his education at Naſſau Hall, in New Jerſey College. While. 6 
he was in the ſchool he learned the Mohawk language, but 
as he had a deſire of being uſeful at a more remote diſtance, 
he ſet off for the country of the Senecas, in order to learn 
their language, Nov. 20, 1764, and was obliged to tarry at 
Sir-Wilbam: Johnſon's, for a convoy till, Jan. 1, following, 
and then ſet out with two Seneca Indians for his conyoy. 
The ſnow, was at that time four feet deep, and very dry. He 
travelled, on ſnow. ſhoes, with his pack of proviſions on his 
back, upwards of two hundred miles into the wilderneſs, 
where he found no path, or houſes to lodge in; and in ſev en- 
teen days be reached that ſavage tribe. This is the firſt a-. 
count of Mr. Kirkland, that was given to the faut A. Ws 
perſon from whom we expected his early. Journals having lent 67

In Auguſt, this year, Mr. Kirkland was viſited by three

He did ſo, and preach- 
ed to the people of five or fix other villages, not only on 
Lord's-day, but frequently in the week, travelling fem

Several extracts from my Journal will ſerve to give a 
ſpecimen of the diſpoſition of the Indians towards Chriſ- 
tianity, and their knowledge of its doctrines. 
Saturday, Sep. 10, 1785. Catechiſed at Old EY: beige 
- 
nonwarohare. On entering the town near a mile from my 
quarters, found the Indians aſſembled two hours ſooner than 


I expected. There being ſeveral hundreds, with many fo- 
reign Indians, I was importuned to difmount from my horſe, 


and immediately began public worſhip. Having no houſe 
ſufficiently large, hey: as uſual in good weather, aſſembled 
this day under ſome ſhady trees, near the town. I diſcourſed 


from Luke x. 11. Nevertheleſs, be ye ſure of this, that the 


kingdom of God is come nigh unto you. After general obſer- 
vations upon the coming and character of Chriſt, propoſed 
to enquire, What we were to underſtand by the kingdom of 
God. When it might be ſaid to come nigh to a people; 
the different reception it met with in the world, and the 
different effects produced by it: then endeavoured to inforce 
this truth, as held up to us in the text, viz, That it is 
an important and ſolemn confideration for any people 
to have the kingdom of God brought nigh to them. I 


ſpoke upwards of an hour, but the wind blowing freſh, my 


voice began to fail me. Perceiving the attention of the 
Indians to be much engaged, J requeſted Agivetontonguas 
atechiſt, to make ſome farther ob- 

ervations upon what L had laſt ſaid, as I was loth to leave 
the ſubject fo much unfiniſned. He aroſe and addreſſed them 
for near half an hour, and with ſuch judgment, propriety, 
and pathos, as exceeded any thing, in my apprehenſion, that 
J ever heard from an Indian. Several of his obſervations I 
ſhall tranſcribe as an as the different idioms of the lan- 
guage will admit. My Brethren, pride and ignorance are

they will bluſh and ſeek to hide their face, yea, vaniſh in a 
moment. Who is Jeſus? you will ſay, he was a man, à good 
man; that he lived among the Jews, arid ſaid a great many 
good things. Is this all? Was he man only? What was 
the body, the fleſh of the man Jeſus? It was only a gar- 
ment or coat to cover him. God was within! When man 
ſinned God ſhut heaven againſt him, and could not ſpeak to 
him without covering himſelf with a garment. Jeſus himſelf 
ſaid, that he came to reveal the Father; that is, to open the 
nature of God to the eyes of man's mind, that man might 
be brought back and ſee God. Who then can tell how much 
the goſpel of Chriſt is worth ! the angels have tried but they

nat ion. He ſpent ſeveral days with me, and diſcovered more 
candour than is uſual for Indians. He ſaid, that he approved of 
the laws and ſpirit of the goſpel, thought they would anſwer 


for Indians as well as for white people, on condition the In- 


dians would univerſally agree to embrace the chriſtian reli- 


gion. But then put this queſtion, which was difficult to 


anſwer to the ſatisfaction of an Indian mind, viz. If the 
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| goſpel was originally deſigned for every people and nation, 


why on it ſo many 80 years bakers ſome nations heard 
of it? 
March 14, 1 1786. This year I have laboured in 1 the duties 
of a Miſſionary almoſt inceſſantly, and not without ſome 
ſucceſs. I have had great aſſiſtance from Good Peter, as he 
is called; eſpecially when I have been employed in COINS 
from one place to another. 

. I cannot forbear mentioning a able inſtance of an 


old Indian, about ſeventy. years of age, who was always a 


ſtrict and rigid Pagan till within a month paſt. He never 


lived at Oneida till of late years; he has been blind upwards 


of fifty years, which circumſtance, with his ſtrength of 
mind, early. gave him a place in their council. 'Though not 
a'Sachem in the hereditary line, he appears to be a perſon 
of uncommon abilities, of a good judgment and retentive 


5 memory; and is ſaid to be one of the greateſt Indian hiſtori- 
ans in the fix nations. This perſon has been under great 


exerciſe of mind about his future ſtate for ſome time. He 
fays, what firſt waked up his mind, was my requeſting him 
to reconcile certain contradictory accounts in the tradition of 


the fathers reſpecting the happineſs of all Indians in the other 
world. He is now become very inquiſitive concerning the 


doctrines of the goſpel, particularly what Jeſus Chriſt had 


revealed of a future ſtate, and what claſſes 2 characters of 


men are to dwell together in the other world. He has af- 
fectionately requeſted that I would come and caſt water on 
him in the name of Jeſus, if I ſhould judge him a proper 
ſubject.

The making of ſuitable proviſion for my family, and ar- 
ranging my domeſtic affairs, detained me at Stockbridge longer 
then I expected when I left Boſton, ſo that I did not ſet out 
for the Indian country till the 24th of May; and a great 

t of the ſummer met with ſo many interruptions and em- 


baraſſments in the proſecution of my miſſion among the In- 


dians, that my journal is ſcarcely worth tranſcribing. More 
over, the general ſeriouſneſs that, through divine mercy, has 


taken place in ſeveral towns, did not begin till the latter * 


of Auguſt, and then but in a ſmall degree. 

The inſtructing of Indians appears more and more to me 
to be an arduous taſk, When their minds are thoroughly 
rouſed, and they begin to believe the Bible is God's book,

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"that they have a concern in it; they are exceedingly eager 
for inſtruction, and cannot be put off with as little attention 


as thoſe who have been brought up under the light of gie 
goſpel. Truly their engagedneſs, with the ideas of their miſer- 
able pagan ſtate, is calculated to excite the tendereſt emotions 


in one's breaſt, and rouſe the whole ſou! to vigorous exer- 
tions. My miniſterial labour has not been more fatiguing 

and inceſſant for theſe fifteen years paſt than of late; but, 
bleſſed be God, I humbly hope never more delightful. I am 


ſenſible, I ſerve” the beſt of maſters, and wiſh I may be 


' honoured as an inſtrument in the hands of the Lord Jeſus, 
of bringing in ſome trophies to him from among theſe poor 


heathens. | | 


I would acknowledge the goodneſs of God in the almoſt 


uninterrupted health with which I have been favoured the 
winter paſt, and thereby enabled to apply myſelf to miniſte- 


rial duties in ſeaſon and out of ſeaſon. Soon after the Indians 
returned from their fall hunt, I had my houſe (crowded for 
many weeks together with catechumens, and perſons under 
ſoul concern from morning to night; and ſome whole nights 
F/ mans, ©.

There is no place where the power of divine truth has ſo 
much triumphed as at Old Oneida, about ſix miles from 
Kanonwalſhale; which village is chiefly compoſed of the In- 
dians who removed from Stockbridge, in New England. I 


think I never knew more rational and pungent convictions 


of divine truths among any people. There is a number of 
inſtances, where a conviction and heart felt ſenſe of the evil 


of ſin ſeemed to riſe higher in the mind than the fears of 
miſery and future puniſhment. The convictions of perſons 


of this character wear well. At the ſettlement of the New 
England Indians at Oriſke, there is obſervable in ſome a 


tincture of enthuſiaſm, nevertheleſs, I have reaſon to believe 
there is a work of God's grace among them. The external 

reformation is very cenſpicuous. Tis now more chan ſeven 
months ſince there has been a ſingle inſtance of drunkenneſs 
in two villages. Many who were formerly given to diffipa- 


tion, every ſtep of whoſe paſt life was marked with the fouleſt

I 
have received much help in miniſterial duties from my Ca- 
techiſt, Agwelondongias x, alias, Good Peter. He is a perſon 
of uncommon abilities and good moral character; and ac- 
knowledged to be one of the beſt ſpeakers in the Six Nations. 
The Indian ſchool which I ſet up laſt ſummer, by the affift- 
ance of Jacob Reed, at Saklad'ye 4, has been the mean of | 
promoting knowledge, good order and ſobriety among many 
of the youth, There are commonly about twenty ſcholars 
at a time. So ſoon as one has learned to read well any ſen- 
tence or paſſage of the Scriptures, tranſlated into his own 
language, he goes out, and another takes his place. There 
are upwards of fifty perſons who can make a ſhift to read al- 
moſt any thing I tranſlate. Some few are able to write and 
make a tolerable hand of ſpelling their own language; ſeveral 
lads of ten or twelve years of age have written me letters 
the winter paſt. The proficiengy which ſome of the Onei- 
das have made in letters, has attracted the notice of the other 
tribes. I have had application from the Senekas and Onon- 
Gags to take ſeveral of their boys into the ſchool. ©

J, Preached again this morning from Rev. iii. 20. Behold ? 


tand at the door, &c. Aſter ſermon was over, they deſired 
me to continue the meeting by way of conference, to give 
them an opportunity to aſk queſtions relating to certain paſ- 
ſages of ſcripture, &c. I continued with them till afternoon. 
I find the Indians in this place to be greatly waked up to the 
concerns of their fouls, There were ſome appearances of re- 
ligious concern the ſummer paſt, and in the latter part of 
September, when I left them on my journey to New England. 
I find more than THIRTY PERSONS who are under great 


exerciſes of mind reſpeCting their ſpiritual ſtate, and appear 


to have a rational conviction of divine truths, At preſent, 
there appears very little of the viſionary kind, which is ſo 
common among the Indians. A little before night, arrived 
at Kanonwalſhale. The Indians immediately aſſembled; 
attended a meeting with them till ꝙ o'clock : but the ap- 
pearances here greatly differ from thoſe of Old Oneida; only 
two or three perſons (ſo far as I can learn), who are under 
any ſerious impreſſions. 1 17 Dy 


13, Wedneſday, Attended. a conference meeting with a 


number of people, to hear and enquire more particularly into 
their ſtate and ſituation ſince I left them the 27th of Sep- 
tember laſt. This evening received a meſlage from Old 
Oneida, by four Indians, earneſtly requeſting me to preach. 
a lecture to them to-morrow, informing me that one of the 


Indian women in that place is in ſuch diſtreſs of mind, they

I have for a long time wiſhed to converſe 
with you upon the ſtate. of my ſoul, but could not put on re- 0 
ſolution enough to do it. I came to you once laſt ſummer, 
and again laſt fall, but my heart failed me. It may be, that 
the evil ſpirit has oppoſed me, or it may be Wholly owing 
to my pride. But I heard your voice laſt Sabbath, it was as 
though God ſpake to me, and ſingled me out. Father, Lam 
a great ſinner, ] ſurpaſs every one in the nation: I'was'born; 
Igrew up, next door to where the light of God's word always 
ſhone. Many were the inſtructions I received from my fa 
ther, while he lived; many have I received from you from 
my childhood; but my hard heart, my proud heart rejected

January 1, 1787. My people aſſembled early this morn- 


Ing; and requeſted me to aſſiſt them in a grateful recollection 
of God's mercies the year paſt, and humbly to implore his 


bleſſing and protection at the beginning of this new year. I 
diſcourſed as 2. Chron. i. 7. — Ak what I ſhall give thee, 
A great deal of ſeriouſneſs and affection, with many tears, 


were viſible in the aſſembly: but our joys were 2 


damped by the rude behaviour of ſeveral profeſſed pa 


who were expreſſing their joy on the occaſion by the * 


of guns, and other cuſtomary ſalutations of the day. They 


ſoon became very noiſy, and reflected bitterly upon the Chriſ- 
tians and praying Indians, as they affected to call them, and 
made public declaration that Chriſtianity ſnould not become 


the religion of the nation; that the cuſtoms of the fathers 


ſhould be revived, even the true religion of Indians, and with- 


out it they ſhould ſoon come to ruin, as had many Indian na- 


tions for adopting the religion of the white people. They 


ave it out that a religious dance and feaſt of the fathers ſhould 
> celebrated in the evening, and began to invite one and 


another to be partners in the dance, but almoſt every one 


ſeemed to decline, ſome abſolutely refuſed; They ſoon found 


they could not prevail on a ſufficient number to celebrate one

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influence, and preaching Jeſus the God of the white people. 
The diſappointment filled them with rage. Several of the 
chiefs talked with them in the courſe of the day, and endea- 


voured to convince them of the abſurdity of their conduct, 
but to no effect: four of them combined and planned to take 


my life in the duſk of evening; but their cruel deſign was 
diſcovered juſt before the attempt was made, and my friends 


lected to protect me. Several of their chiefs and young men 


watched with me the whole night. A little after midnight 
the villains quitted their -purſuit and diſperſed ; upon which 


1 had my bedding brought me, and I laid myſelf down in a 


ſhed adjoining a wigwam, where J had for ſome time been 


concealed. 


2. A majority of the town aſſembled early this morning, 
to ſympathiſe with me in my unhappy ſituation, to conſult mea- 


ſures for my proteCtion, and to ſupport the- cauſe of religion 
in the nation. My attendance was deſired in the molt affec- 
tionate manner, When they were all convened, the chief 


Sachem harangued them for near two hours, with great 
earneſtneſs and pathos. After repreſenting their ſituation in 
the moſt lively colours, and the neceſſity of every one's de- 


claring either for or againſt the Chriſtian religion, he aroſe, 
and addreſſed himſelf to me, with every mark of tender and 


inviolable affection: taking me by the hand, with tears in his 
eyes, he made the following declaration. — “ Father, open 
your ears, and let all prefent hear, while J declare, in the 


preſence of the great Spirit, that I love you—that T will die 
for Jeſus, and die for you, father, any day. Leave us not, I 
entreat you; we are an undone people if you leave us. This 


is my opinion: let every one declare his ſentiments, as in 
the preſence of Jeſus.“ The ſcene was fo affecting, with 
my fatigue both of body and mind, that I could write no 


more of the tranſactions of the day.

3. The Indians in general, convened again this day Fon 
ſeveral villages, ſpent moſt of the day in council. The Sachems 


ſent for the young men who had occaſioned this uproar : th 
of them made their acknowledgments in public, and implored 


pardon. One of them had made a private confeſſion to his 
Chief in the morning, as I was informed, and appeared very 
penitent: his confeſſion was alſo declared in full Curt. 


The face of things is now quite change. 


Thurſday, 4. Crowded the whole day with Indians vf 
one claſs and another. This evening attended a catechiſtical 


lecture. In the courſe of our meeting, obſerved ſeveral. per- 
gs to pe under ſerious impreſſions; thought proper, 
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motion of ſome, to continue our exerciſe and diſcourſe upon 


the nature of repentance, and the ground of the chriſtian hope; j 
- after which we ſang ſeveral hymns, and concluded with prayer, 
u little before midnight. Bleſſed be God, I feel that I can 


in fome meaſure confide in the government of Zion's King: 


"His dear cauſe lies near his heart; he will accompliſh his kind 


deſigns towards his church, notwithſtanding the wrath of man 


and the rage of devils. He can take the wiſe in their own 


 eraftineſs, and confound the plots of his enemies. 

Saturday, 6. Viſited by a number of the chiefs; ſpent the 
L 886 of the day in preparation for the Sabbath. —One of 
them expreſſed a great deſire that I ſhould take pains to adapt 


my diſcourſe the enſuing Sabbath to the ſtate of my flock at

: dence, he would take the liberty to propoſe ſeveral ſubjects 
for my conſideration, ſhould it give me no offence.

Be held the old way, the tradition of the fathers, and thought 
de was ſerving the true God of Ifracl while he was fighting 
and kieking againſt Jeſus: here, ſaid he, Indians will ſee to 
What wickedneſs pride and darkneſs of mind will lead them. 
Such an one, fays he, you know whom 1 mean, pretends he 


ſerves the true God of Indians; that Chriſtianity was never 
made for Indians, only for white people: he holds to the tra- 


"ditions: of the fathers ; he expects to go to the place where 
they are gone, when he dies.—( 3d.) The oppoſition made to 


Chriſt for teaching the true way of God ; ſome threatened his 
life: bring up to view. their, Characters, and aſſign the rea-

tentive and inquiſitive. Their applications for inſtructioan 


were ſo inceſſant, that I could get no leiſure to take any re- 
freſhment till late in the evening. Near nine o'clock re- 
ceived an earneſt requeſt to pray, and ſing a pſalm or two, with 
a number who were conyened' in a neighbouring houſe, and” 


. ay a few words if I was not too weary; alſo to marry a 
couple who had been ſometime publiſhed. I attended the 


meeting with a great deal of ſatisfaction: the wedding bore a

 —Blefſed are the poor in ſpirit, &c. So far as I can judge, 
| this has been a ſolemn day with many of my poor people; 
numbers that I never obſerved before appeared to be very at- 
tentive. Our laſt meeting continued till near ſun-ſet ; but 
as a. conſiderable number manifeſted no diſpoſition * after all 
to-leave the houſe, Good Peter roſe and obſerved, that 1 
miſt be exceedingly fatigued with the labours of the day, and 
that nothing more could be reaſonably expected from me. He 
then addreſſed them with great judgment and eloquence,— 
Among other things he ſaid, That the kindeſt compaſſion and 
Patience of the Saviour had been ſet before them that day; 
that it appeared to him, That no perſon who had a reaſonable 
ſoul, and was bound to eternity, could remain inattentive and 
not feel himſelf intereſted. That he was ſometimes almoſt 
diſcouraged, as to the Indians becoming Chriſtians: he feared 
| there was ſomething in an Indian's heart that would not hear 
Chriſt's voice. Chriſt hath ſaid who are bleſſed and happy; 
viz. the poor in ſpirit—the humble mind. But how few bes 
lieve this! although Jeſus knows every character and every 
creature, and perfectly knows the worth of every thing: for 
he weighs perſons and things in the moſt righteous balances, 
But Indians do not believe this: they hear with their ears, 


but do not hear with their hearts. Vet after all (ſaid he) I 


cannot give up all the Indians as loſt, and for ever to be loſt ; 
becauſe no one can meaſure the power and mercy of the Led 
Jelus; nor can I forget what I once was: My proud heart 
once looked down with ſcorn upon the religion of Jeſus, as

Through the whole of this week have at- 
tended to private inſtruction at my houſe; which was moſt 
convenient, being free from ſmoke; Some days I have been 
crowded with Indians from almoſt every quarter, among whom 
were two Tuſcaroras, a man and his wife, who have been for 
ſome time under a degree of religious concern. The ſim- 
11 plicity and unaffectedneſs with which they related the various 
exerciſes of their minds, afforded me real entertainment. As 

they could not get ſufficient time in the day for converſing 
with me, they tarried the night, and talked the greateſt part of 

It. The man obſerved, that the firſt thing that waked his at- 
tention was the conſideration of his having a ſoul that muſt live 
19 ſome where for ever; that he had a particular charge of this 
foul; that he ſhould by and by come to the parting of the paths, 
as he expreſſed it, meaning death; then his Soul muſt take 
one of the paths, either to the happy world where the great 
God lived, or to the dark world where the devil and wicked 
ſpirits were confined. That, when he came to look back on 
his paſt life, he ſtood amazed; he appeared to himſelf to bes RY

thoughts of God all his life, and he wondered that God 44 
not ſtrike him dead in a moment; he felt ſuch a dread of 
ſeeing God, from a conſciouſneſs of his ingratitude and abuſe 
of by ſoul, that for ſeveral: days he dared not look up, or 
think | in his heart of ſpeaking to God. It ſeemed to him

| accompanied by ſeveral Indians, to ſpend the enſuing Sabbath 
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chat, if he preſumed to ſpeak to God, God would Kill him if 


a moment. But at laſt it came into his mind that Jeſus had! 


ſaid, That men might look to God, and pray to him, ſince he 

had come into the world. He then obſerved, the firſt thing 

his heart ſpoke ſoftly was this: Nigoh, ſevenigo tſinentſyele; 
i. e. God, thou art God, do as thou pleaſeſt. Laton ne Yeſos;, 

yondealianayen m 50 hſa; i e. Jeſus ſaid, Let them pray— 
Since that time, he obſerved that his heart would pray, and 

thank God every day, that Jeſus had come into the worle 

and had faid that for his ſake men might pray to God. 

Saturday, 27. Agreably to promiſe, went to Old Oneidag

Lord's-day, 28. Diſcourſed from Mark viii. 36, 37.— 
As a conſiderable number came down this morning from 
Kanonwalſhale, to attend divine worſhip with their brethren 
here, I was obliged to ſpeak in two languages, which length- 
ened out my diſcourſe till near ſun-fet.. After a ſhort inter- 
miſſion, they propoſed to meet again for inging pſalms, and 
deſired me to open the meeting with prayer. I zecording]y 
attended, and to my great ſatisfaction. The order, ſobriety, 
and ſolemnity obſervable through the whole exerciſe, ex- 
ceeded every thing I ever ſaw of the kind. Every counte- 
nance ſeemed to ſpeak a ſenſe of heart of the omnipreſent 
God, who requireth ſpiritual worſhippers. They deſired me 
to addreſs them on the occaſion, and cloſe: the meeting with 
prayer. I paraphraſed on the 3oth chapter of Iſaiah, The 
Stockbridge Indians ſang a number of pſalms and anthems, in 
three or four parts, in ſome of which the Oneidas joined 
them, though in a different language. Their muſic was in⸗ 
imitably ſweet and charming; it gave a lively idea of the 
accompliſhment of thoſe prophecies in the chapter above= 
mentioned, when the wilderneſs ſhall become vocal with 
ſongs and hallelujahs to Zion's King. Our evening meeting 
continued till near eleven o'clock. Through our various ex- 
_ erciſes this day, I have been enabled to ſpeak near ten hours; 
and ſome of the Oneidas who lodged in the ſame houſe with 
me were ſo affected with the occurrences of the day, that they 
allowed me but little ſleep through the whole night; would 
be continually afking me queſtions and expreſſing their ſur- 
prize at what they had ſeen the day paſt. They would. fre- 
quently break out into ſuch expreſſions as theſe: © Is it poſ- 


üble! is it poſſible that the great God can make Indians ſee 5 


and feel his power and preſence in the wilderneſs? Verily, 
God is in this place. I now believe it poſſible, ſays one, 


chat Jeſus can fave Indians as well as white people“

Domingo was educated in one of the Portugueſe iſlands, and de- 
pends for falvation on his Crucifix and Pater nofler. He is deſir- 
ous of making his countrymen as wiſe as himſelf; but his at- 
tachment to n Chriſtianity ſeems to originate in his reſpect for 
2 a race of men ſuperior to himſelf, and in the idea that it gives 
him conſequence among his countrymen. . 
In the delivery, of this diſcourſe, Mr. Horne made uſe of an inter- 
preter, Who rendered it ſentence after ſentence as he ſpoke it.] 
VE PREACH CHRIST CRUCIFIED, 


4 7 
Mes and Brothers, I beg you will hear me with attention; for 1 
am going to ſpeak to you, what concerns your preſent happineſs, as 
well as your good, in the place where you are going toafter you die. 
No man ever before ſpoke to you of the great things I am going 
to do; and if you believe what I tell you, the great God, whole . 
ſervant I am, and who ſent me to ſpeak his word to you, will | 
bleſs you; and your women and children; but if you won't hear 
his word, and do what he tells you, he will be angry; and if 
you make him angry he will be your enemy. For he is the 
great and true God: there is no God in heaven or earth but he, 
and he does what he pleaſes, and no people can ſtand againſt 
him. This God, I ſay, ſent me to you, to teach you to Law 
him, and to make you know and do all good things. This good 
God loves black men as well as white men, for he made black 
men as well as white men, and black men and white men are 
all brothers: White men ought therefore to love black men, and 
black men to love White men; for if we who are brothers do 
harm to one another, our Father who is in heaven will be very

This great and good God, who ſent me to you to ſpeak his 
word, commands me to tell you, that, a very long time ago, he

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3 and made all the birds, the beaſts, the trees,-and every thing 
zs on the earth, for the uſe of men, that we might have fe 
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that 


clothes and all good things. : 5 . 
Afterwards, God Almighty ſaid, Let us make man in our 
image, after our likeneſs.” 80 God created man in his own 
image: he made a man out of the duſt of the earth, and breathed 
into him a heavenly ſpirit which was not made from the earth 
like the body of man, but came from God. That living ſpirit 


which God put into man, is what we call a man's ſoul, and it is 


which beaſts cannot do. A man's ſoul never dies; but when the 
bodies of men die, their ſouls or ſpirits live for ever: good men's 
ſouls go to God who made them, and bad men's ſouls go to the

Now you muſt know that the Devil, with many other bad ſpi- 
Tits, who had been driven out of Heaven by Almighty God on 
account of their wickedneſs, hated God, and hated the man and 
woman becaufe God loved them. The Devil alſo hated them be- 
_ cauſe they were good and he was bad, and he was filled with 
rage againſt them becauſe they were happy and had all good 
things, while he was miſerable, and becauſe God was angry with 
him and had taken away all good things from him, ſo that he 
could not reſt day nor night. „„ „ 
Now the Devil ſat down, to think how he could grieve the 
heart of God, and make the man and the woman as unhappy as 
himſelf: and he thought if he could perſuade the man and wo- 
man to eat of the Tree of the Knowledge of Good and Evil, of 
which God had commanded them not to eat, he ſhould revenge 
himſelf of God, and make the man and woman as bad as himſelf. 
Now the Devil was very wiſe, and very ſtrong to do evil, but 
too bad ever to do any good. He therefore came to the woman,

When Adam and Eve, viz. the man and woman, had eaten 
the fruit, they remembered what God had ſaid to them, and.

in them, that their hearts were become bad like the Devil's, and 
they knew God would have a palaver againſt them, and they 
were afraid that God would kill their bodies and throw their 
fouls into Hell, and there torment: them for ever with fire and. 
brimſtone : ſo the man and his wife ran, and tried to hide them- 
ſelves : from God among the trees of the garden: but they could 
not hide themſelves from God, for his eye is larger and brighter 
than the ſun, and God ſees and knows every thing: he ſees and 
knows all the thoughts of man's heart, and obſerves every thing 
a man does. Now God was very angry with the man and wo- 
man for breaking his commandment, and becauſe they were 
now as bad as the Devil himſelf; and he was alſo ſorry at his 
heart to ſee them ſo miſerable as they had made. themſelves : for 
though God was angry with them, yet God loved. them, becauſe 
de was their Father, and becauſe God is very good and very | 
| merciful. And as God is wiſer and tronger than the Devil,and 
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knew all his wickedneſs, God determined to make what the De

Ihe brig Amy, which happened not to have ſailed from Ply- 
mouth when the news of the calamity was pretty generally known, 
arrived at'Free-town; March 26, 1795, after a paſſage of fo 
days. She carried out his Excellency Governor Dawes, | whole 
return to the ſettlement cauſed univerſal joy. 

lohn Kizell, one of our negro Baptiſt brethren, who came to 

England i in the company's ſervice, ſailed in the ſame veſſel, and 

was enabled to take out a venture with him, which he fold ex- 
tremely well. The profits were to have been ſolely for his own 
_ uſe: but though, in the general havock which was made while 
he was from home, he loſt what property he had in the colony, 

of his own accord, in the generofity of his heart, he divided the 
profits of the venture amongſt his an, thus alleviating their 
diſtreſſes as far as he was able. 

Since then, the church and congregation, under the care of $1 
Mr. Rippon +, have ſent to their plundgred brethren and fiſters

His great-grandfather was an excellent miniſter of 
the goſpel amongſt the Proteſtant Diſſenters of the Baptiſt 
denomination, and,/living in the days of perſecution, ſuffered. 
in the good cauſe by the hands of violence. Mr. Joſeph. 
Tomkins himſelf was a Diſſenter upon principles of con- 
ſcience, but no bigot to a party; his heart and his houſe were 
open to good men, and eſpecially miniſters, of all denomi- 
nations, whether of the eſtabliſhed Church or Diſſenters, to 
the more neceſſitous of whom in many inſtances he ſhewed 
_ himſelf a compaſſionate friend. He had a mind capable of

No man can lay claim to the advantages reſulting from Chriſt's 
mediation, who does not cordially approve of the plan of re- 
demption, and unite with Chriſt in the ends of his obedience 
unto death ; but he who enters into the views of the Redeemer, 
and unites in the deſign of his mediation, muſt love univerſal 
righteouſneſs. He who has no ſenſe of the equity of the law, no 


regard to the rights of deity, no concern for the ſupport of his 


overnment, can neither ſee the need nor the excellence of 


hriſt's obedience, On the other hand, he who rightly regards 
theſe things, and 1s a real friend of righteouſneſs, muſt approve 
a plan of falvation which glorifies God in the higheſt, and dif- 
cuuntenances fin to the uttermoſt, and binds pardoned rebels to 
obedience. „ | Hears 


It is alſo of importance to obſerve, that the juſt were brought 


to this diſpoſition while here below, by the influenceof renewin 

grace 3 for they were once of quite a contrary diſpoſition till 
God gave them a new turn of mind and taught them to love juſ- 
_ tice and righteouſneſs. Perhaps a prudent concern for their 


worldly intereſt might induce them before to be punctual in bu-' 


ſineſs; but they regarded not the rights of deity, nor were they 


influenced by the command of God in what they performed, re- 


ſpecting fallen men: but when renewed they were truly diſpoſed 
to render every one his due, to God the things which were God's, 
to man the things which were man's. They would then ac- 


knowledge, without reſerve, the juſtice of God's requirements, 


and of his denunciations, confeſſing freely their guilt, and unwor- 
thineſs; not diſpoſed to cavil at the Law, becauſe they had broken 


it, or to think it unjuſt becauſe they had forfeited the reward and 
deſerved the penalty of it: for ſurely God's law is as good as if 


it had never been violated, or, as if all who trangreſſed it had 


been of a different ſpecies from ourſelves. The ſame diſpoſition 


is diſcovered in their attachment to the gos PET. As a juſt man 


will own his debts when he cannot pay them. And if through 
former negligence or miſcondu& he had become inſolvent, it 


would afford him peculiar ſatisfaction if another would pay them 


for him, that ſo his creditor might not loſe his right; though that 
would not obliterate his ſenſe of his fault in ru them. Se

the Chriſtian will acknowledge his faults with all t ra- 
vations, eſpecially to the heart-ſearching God, and will be con- 


cerned that his great Creditor and Sovereign may not loſe his 


due, though he cannot make amends himſelf, And hence he will 


rejoice in the ſuretiſhip of Chriſt, as he Adwocate with the Father 
is Feſus Chriſt the Righteous. —He will alſo be juſt to the Re- 
deemer to confeſs himſelf his rightful property, bound to be de- 
| voted to his ſervice; juſt to his Lord in giving juſt ideas of true 
religion, adorning the doctrine of God the Saviour.

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Holy Spirit to acknowledge the change he finds in his diſpoſition 
to be owing to his amnipotent grace alone, ſhewing its holy nature, 
And, juſt toward men, defirous to render to every one his due, 
doing to all others as he would be done by. e

This clearly indicates their ſubſiſtence in a ſeparate ſtate—a 
ſtate of conſciouſneſs, activity, and enjoyment. | Et 
It alſo implies they were imperfect antcecedently to their en- 
tering upon that preſent happy ſtate. Though from the time of 
their converſion, they loved univerſal holineſs, and followed after 
_ abſolute perfection, yet they never attained it here. They were 
ready to acknowledge, that ia many things we offend all. They ſaw 
and lamented manitold defects in their conduct, and eſpecially 
in their inward frame of mind towards God and man. Though 
they loved God's whole conduct as far as they underſtood it, they 
were far from a perfect view of the divine glory and govern- 
ment, and they underſtood God's will but imperfectiy, and too 
often fell ſhort of what they aimed at, both in their deportment 
toward God and toward mankind. Nothing grieved them like 
in-dwelling fin. Sometimes, while they contemplated his majeſty 
and purity, a defect in their view of the grage and compaſſion. 
of the Father of Mercies, as diſplayed. in the goſpel of his Son, 
occaſioned their ſinking into deſpondency and a ſpirit of bondage. 
Sometimes while they. rejoiced in the riches of grace, a defectiye 
view of the grandeur and rectitude of the divine government 
and the glory of God, the Judge of all, left them expoſed, in 
ſome degree, to temptation, preſumption, ſpiritual pride and le- 
vity of mind.— Their beſt experiences here were attended with 
many mixtures of what was of an oppoſite nature, or a counter 
feit kind. Their zeal was ſometimes damped with lukewarm- 
neſs, or tinctured with unchriſtian e eg The in God was 
| hindered by unbelief, or attended with undue ſelf- exaltation.— 
Faith was mixt with preſumption, and godly ſorrow with ſinful 
dejection, &c. The temptations of Satan, the trials of the pre. 
ſent life, the oppoſition of enemies, the imprudence of friends, 
the influence of bodily conſtitution, made theſe defects appear 
in different ways and degrees. Frequently, miſconception or miſ- 
repreſentation might aggravate them far beyond the truth ; and 
yet many. really appeared in moſt, and all knew more of their 
own ſecret defects than the moſt malignant foe could eſpy. They 
occaſioned a. continual warfare, in which every believer finds 
much reaſon to be aſhamed and abaſed, and much reaſon to ad. 
mire divine grace, that he is not utterly overcome. NS

His people were witneſſes, and God alſo, how holily ard juſtly

dren, that they would walk worthy of God. If ſome were ready 
to think he drew the chriſtian character in an high ſtyle, they 


ſhould remember that he kept the ſame mark in view which he 
ſet before others, and was conſtant and unwearied in prefling to- 
wards it.

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Ix the courſe of the laſt year died Mrs. Rachel Furman, 
at the High Hills of Santee, Soutk Carolina; in the 73d year 
df her age. She wWas relict of Wood Furman; Eſq. Ordi- 
nary, or Fudge of Probates; of Camden diſtrict, in that 
State, who died eleven years before her, and with whom ſhe 
had lived happily in the conjugal relation upwards of forty 
years. She was a native of the State of New York, her 
| maiden name was Brodhead, and ſhe belonged to a family 
of reſpectability in that country. The preſent General Brod- 
head; of Pennſylvania, who ſerved with much eredit in the 
army in the time of the American revolution, is fon to her 
videſt brother. She was brought up in a religious connexion 
with the Preſbyterians, and lived about twelve years under 
the miniſtry of Dr. Pemberton and Mr. Boſtwick, in the 
city of New York. Under the labours of theſe Gentlemen, 
but eſpecially of the former, and o Mr. Whitefield, who 
always preached in his church when in New York, ſhe felt 
many tender impreſſions. But ſhe dated her converſion at 
2 later period, When ſhe lived in South Carolina, at a place 
where ſhe had not convenient opportunities of attendi 
public ordinances. This was about the year 1763. 
. mournful providence led to it. The ſmall-pox, at that time 
greatly feared, broke out in Charleſton. Many perſons im- | 
media tely fled: among the reſt an elderly Lady, who, being 
an acquaintance, took ſanctuary at Mr. Furman's, whoſe refi- 
dence was not many miles from the city. As the was a Lady 
of much gaiety, the family, in conſequence of ber being in it, 
_ and yielding to her taſte, were put out of their uſual ſtyle 
of living, which was rev Aer ene and for about ten 
days might be ſaid to be in an almoſt conſtant ſtate of levity. 
The Lady was then taken extremely ill, the diſorder proved 
to be the ſmall-pox, and in a few days terminated in death. 
Mr. Furman, and his youngeſt ſon, the latter being then a 
child about eight years old, fled! as ſoon as the complaint 
was diſcovered: to be the ſmall-pox, as they never had it; 
and fearing the contagion, were prevented returning for ſome 
weeks: during this time Mrs. Furman was left alone with 
the ſervants, and her only daughter alſo a child. The ſcene 
of death Was before her in its moſt awful colours. They 
received an heightening from her lonely ſituation. The 
levich which had uniformly appeared in the unhappy woman, 
ſo ſuddenly ſnatched out of time into eternity, without any 
marks of repentance, or of the leaſt ſeriouſnels ;' and the 
conſciouſneſs that ſhe alſo had been a partaker in the laſt ſcenes 
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of the other's folly and thoughtleſſneſs, and was herſelf un- 
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prepared to die; ſerved to faſten deep convictiohs in her 
mind, and drove her, as her laſt reſource, to earneſt prayer, 
in which, on the principles of the goſpel which ſhe: under- 
ſtood; and had before in ſome meaſure. approved, ſhe. ap- 
plied for mercy at the throne of grace. While thus earneſt- 
ly engaged, one day in a place of retirement, ſuch as the 
country life affords, and pleading the merit of the Redeemer 
for her pardon and acceptance, ſhe was delivered from the 
burden of guilt, and felt herſelf reconciled to God by the 
death of his Son. She then melted into the moſt tender 
frame of ſoul, under an exquiſite ſenſe of divine love, and 
felt an inexpreſſible tranſport of joy and gratitude. To uſe 
her own | expreſſion, © As I returned to the place of my 
abode, the heavens, the earth, the trees, the graſs, and afl 
nature around, ſeemed to ſmile on me in token of the divine 
_ favour; and to unite in one general ſong of praiſe to God, 
infinitely good and merciful.” .. 
She was much aſſiſted afterwards in reading Doddridge's 
Riſe and Progreſs of Religion in the Soul, Herpey's Medi- 
tations and Dialogues, Edwards on Religious Affections, and 
Andrew Gray's animated and experimental Diſcourſes: moſt 
of which indeed ſhe had been before acquainted with, but 
now better underſtood them, and felt their force. Some 
time after this, by reading the diſpute. between Dr. Finley 
and Mr. Abel Morgan, ſhe received favourable impreſſions 
reſpecting the ſentiments of the Baptiſts, with whom ſhe at 
that time had no perſonal acquaintance. But in the year 
1770, the family removed to the High Hills of Santee; there 
a glorious work of grace had juſt begun, under the miniſtry 
of the Rev. Joſeph Rees, of the Baptiſt church, The firſt time 
| ſhe ſaw the ordinance of baptiſm by immerſion adminiſtered, 
ſhe was fully convinced it was the true baptiſm of the New 
Teſtament, and felt deſires to comply with the duty; but 
from ſome reaſons was kept back till the time when 
her youngeſt ſon, before referred to, and now miniſter of 
the Baptiſt church in Charleſton, having, as he truſted, ex- 
perienced the power of all-conquering grace, was induced 
to make a religious profeſſion, and embrace the holy ordi- 
nances of the Redeemer. She could refrain no longer; but 
came forward at the fame time, and ſubmitted to the divine 
inſtitution, under the hands of the pious Mr. Rees. She 
was ever after a ſerious profeſſor, an experienced and exem- 
plary chriſtian; beloved and reſpected by all her acquaintance: 
à lover of the pure doctrines of the goſpel which ſhe read, 
and heard with emotion; and an Roh, and conſtant atten» 
dant on the exerciſes of both public and pri vate devotion. 
The natural warmth of her temper ſometimes hurried her 
1 1 W | ute 
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into little imprudencies, ſuch as properly fall under the des 


ſcription of human frailties; but theſe, on reflection, oc- 
caſioned her much ſorrow and humiliation. Conſcientiouſ- 
neſs, ſincerity, juſtice, and benevolence, were leading traits 
in her character. In 1787, ſlie came with her ſon to Chatle+ 
ſton, on his ſettlement there; but the noiſe and hurry. of the 
eity-life. did not now ſuit her taſte, or frame of ſpirit. She 


wiſhed retirement, and in 1789, returned to the High Hills | 


of Santee z there ſhe continued, except during the time of a 
| ſhort, viſit to Charleſton, till the time of her death. She. had 
often thought of this important event, and been earneſt in 
preparing for it; and appeared poſſeſſed of a well founded 
and rational confidence that it would be a happy change to 
her. The laſt time her ſon ſaw her, ſhe expreſſed much 
ſatisfaction on the ſubject; ſaid, ſhe had been apprehenſive 
| ſhe ſhould have ſeen him no more; and thought that inter- 
view probably would be the laſt ; to which ſhe ſaid, her mind 
felt reconciled in the proſpect of a future meeting in a happy 
Fi pe Tor Ones 
She was active for a perſon of her years, and; but a little 
before her death, appeared more healthy and vigorous than 
ordinary. But being feized with a violent putrid fever, 
which greatly affected her head (as her fevers generally did), 
| ſhe had very little exerciſe of her rational powers, till the 
diſeaſe terminated in death. In a few lucid moments, ſhe 


| manifeſted the devotional and benevolent temper ſo character- 
iſtic of her, and then reſigned her ſoul into the hands of her 


| God and Redeemer; the 15th of October 1704. 
In addition to the loſs of his honored mother, the Rev. 
Mr. Furman, and family, were, in the laft February, called 


to weep over a beloved young child, (who was named John 


Gano, after our worthy friend now at Kentuckey,) taken 
from their embraces by God's awful meſſenger. N

* Prefident Stiles was born at North-Haven, Nov. 29th, 


A. D. 1727, O. S. He was graduated at Yale College in 


the year 1746; and in 1749, was called to the office of a 
tutor in the college, in which ftation he continued fix years. 
He was ſettled in the paſtoral office at Newport, in Rhode- 
Ifland, in the year 1755. In 1776, being obliged by the 
events of the war to leave his congregation at Newport, he 
was called to preach at Portſmouth, in New-Hampſhire ; at 


| which place he declined an offered ſettlement, hoping at ſome 
future period his flock might be regathered, and that he might 


again take the overſight of them at Newport. 
In 1777, he was elected Preſident of Yale College, and 


"afterwards Profeſſor of Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory; and in June 


1778, was inſtalled in the Prefidentſhip, in which he con- 


tinued till his death. He maintained an extenſive literary 
_ correſpondence with learned men on both ſides of the Atlan- 


tic; was a member of the moſt reſpectable Philoſophical 
ſocieties in America, and received the firſt honours of ſome 


of the principal univerſities in the United States, and Great 


Poſſeſſed of great ſtrength and ſingular verſatility of ge- 
nius, he applied himſelf at an early period of life to the ſtudy 
of literature and general ſcience; and by unwearied aſſiduity, 
united with an extraordinary acumen of mind, and retentive- 


neſs of memory, ſoon raiſed himſelf to that conſpicuous rank 
Which he richly merited, and long enjoyed in the literary 
world. Of the various ſtations, which in the courſe of pro- 


vidence he was called to fill, he diſcharged the functions with 


ſingular ability and reputation. His mind, formed by nature 


to familiarize the moſt abſtruſe, and to give novelty and ele- 


vation to the moſt familiar ſubjects, was peculiarly calculated 


for the duties of that office which he ſuſtained in the republic 
of letters, and in which he became ſignally inſtrumental in 
promoting the happineſsſ of his country, and of mank ind, by 
dliſſeminating the principles of religion, morality, and uſeful 
knowledge. Elevated by chriſtian hope and fortitude above 


the dread of temporal misfortunes, endowed with the tendereſt 


ſenſibility of mind, but patient and ſubmiſſive under trials the 
moſt ſevere; humble in the midſt of exaltation and literar 

fame, benevolent and charitable to all, he “ held his oh 
unfaultering,“ in the paths of ſcience and virtue; and laud- 
ably devoted his time and talents to the ſervice of —

As a miniſter of the goſpel he was diſtinguiſhed for very 
uncommon attainments in theological learning, for manly 
eloquence and fervid piety. In Adern the duties of life, 
it was the object of his conſtant and higheſt ambition to be an 
humble follower of the meek and lowly Jeſus. The more 
ſublime and glorious truths of chriſtianity were the ſubjects 
of his pulpit eloquence, and on which he ever converſed 
with an evangelical delight and rapture. NT

His manners in conduct and life were uniformly regulated 
by an habitual regard to the great ends of exiſtence: and into 
his moſt familiar converſe he introduced the important doc- 
trines of religion with a pertinency, grace and propriety, 
which always commanded admiration. Amidſt the frequent 
and violent attacks which have been directed againſt the 
chriſtian faith, he ſtood unſhaken, and gloried in the croſs of 
His character reflected dignity on the literary inſtitution 
over which he preſided. In the intricacies of ſcience he was 
cc always ready, always adequate.” Poſſeſſing in an eminent 
degree, the faculty of infuſing with facility the principles of 
uſeful ſcience into the minds of his pupils; his academic du- 
ties were his delight. From the repoſitories of learning he 
had collected a rich and copious ſtore of knowledge, by the 
faithful diſtribution of which he has ſignally contributed to 
the honor and improvement of his country. He was ever 


ſolicitouſſy attentive to the welfare of thoſe with whoſe edu- 


cation he was entruſted - and jn his declining years enjoyed 
the ſatisfaction of witneſling the proſperity and riſing eminence 


of many, whom his parental care and literary labours had 


qualified for extenſive uſefulneſs in life.

I went to the church and meeting alternately once a fortnight: 
I attended the latter but a few times before I was convinced 
that the manner of worſhip had a greater ſimplicity and ſolem- 
nity than what I had 5 been uſed to; ſo that afterwards IT 
felt but little defire to attend the eſtabliſhed church, and neyer 
went but to ſave my word.

« The candle of the Lord ſhane upon my head; and when 1 
think on thoſe times, Iam indeed ready to cry out with Job, «0 
that I were as in months paſt, when the ſecret of God was upon my 
tabernacle,” &c. My conſcience was tender, I ſcarce knew

I had 
none to inſtruct me how far the abſolute expreſſions of Scriptu 
reached, but carried many of them to their full length. If I had 
read any lives of good men at all, they were principally ſuch, the 
bright fide of whoſe characters were drawn; - and wherever I heard 
of any perſon remarkably ſerious and devotional, I longed to 
copy the example, In this my proſperity T ſaid, I ſhall never * 
moved.

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church (for there I ſometimes went in the morning, and three or 
four miles to meeting in the afternoon), I thought my prayers 
were the only acceptable in the whole congregation. I ſaid, in my 
heart, to every perſon I had to do with, Stand by, I am holier 
than thou.“ I hoped to arrive even at miracles. There was a 
Poor Cripple, who could neither go nor ſtand, who always at- 
tended the pariſh church ; when I thought upon the miracles 
which the Apoſtles were enabled to perform by the power of an 
unwavering faith, I did not doubt of reſtoring him to the free 
uſe of his limbs. I could not query the utility of ſuch a cure. I 
thought it would anſwer ſome noble ends; my mind launched 
out into a great depth before hand of the happy conſequences 
that would follow, Yau they were all to redound to my/elf, except 
the mere benefit of the cure. But whilſt I had a very high 
opinion of my faith, a great difficulty aroſe; I was afraid to 
make uſe of a viſible ſenfible fign leſt it ſhould miſcarry, and 
I be expoſed. for a conceited fool, or an enthuſiaſt ; therefore 
ſecret prayer appeared the only proper mean. But then, ſuppoſe 
my faith bad many zfs in it, or ſhould the poor creature come to 
the uſe of his body and limbs by prayer, how would my inſtru- 
mentality be now in the cure? At laſt I pauſed, and ſeriouſly con- 
fidered the ends I propoſed. This broke the inchantment, laid the 
fallacy open to my eyes, and convinced me that all this reverie 
Oey from an abominable pride and vain 0 5 Since then, 


have read a ſimilar paſſage in the life of John Bunyan, which

For a while I had numerous doubts concerning the proper 
ſubject, with the mode and time of Baptiſm *. „ 
As I attended a place of worſhip called a meeting, ſome 
very reſpectable perſons reported, that although Mr. Wells was 
looked upon as a man of an honeſt heart, yet they were certain 
he had ſecretly inſtilled his principles into me. Finding this was 
likely to hurt his ſchool, I took every occaſion to maintain, 
that he never ſo much as obtruded a fingle thought or notion 
upon me, but that I ated voluntarily. This drew a hot kinſman 
of mine, out of pure zeal, to come and perſuade me, not by 
any means to change my religion; endeavouring to repreſent 
how ſhecking a thing it was, how deceitfyl the Diſſenters were, 
with other cant phraſes and nonſenſe. 1 5 
1 had a more difficult taſk to know how to deal with a little 
impertinent fervant man, who would gainſay all that I had 
aid, or could ſay. He uſed in the moſt unfeeling manner to ward 
off all the texts of ſcripture I could bring againſt chim; yea

maintained the neceſſity of ſwearing, and aſſerted, that if he went 
to hell, the largeſt numbers, according to my account Would 

be there, and muſt render it a jovial place. He had a tolerable 
ſhare of natural wit, and would undoubtedly have made a good 
deiſt but for want of literary advantages. eee 
O that iheſe had but been the work of my enemies! If we 
may judge of them indeed from the conſequences of the 
actions rather than from the deſign of them, they were my 
friends: but I had other kinds of foes to combat with. I have 
already hinted that I had an exorbitant love to ſome ſorts of 
gaming; cards I particularly delighted in, merely as an enter- 
tainment, not for the ſake of gain. I think the firſt: Chriſtmas 
after my ſoul was touched with a different flame, I avoided 
them - without much difficulty. The next year was ſpent at 
Cheltenham, where I was an amanuenſis to an apothecary till 
the following April, when 1 was recommended as an aſſiſtant 
to a ſchool at Fairford, in the ſame county. Though I had 
made liberty of conſcience, with regard to worſhip, a condition 
of going there, yet I was in a very great degree debarred that 
privilege. At the uſual vacations, I went home to ſee my 
friends. The winter one was a particular ſnare to me. The 
loſs of the means of grace had much weakened the power of 
conſcience. The love of company and the influence of my friends, 
joined with my natural luſt for playing cards, overpowered 
me. I touched, I taſted, I handled, yea, what is more, I loved, 
and yet dreaded it. Diſtreſſes followed thereupon, yet I re- 
turned to folly. Convictions on the one hand, and uncontrolable ' 
defire on the other, made dreadful work in my mind and con- 
ſcience. I burnt cards at home ſecretly, to put the players to a 
non- plus when they ſhould come, and myſelf out of danger; 
though my heart burnt at the ſame time with deſire after them. 
However, with a mangled conſcience, I got the victory over 
them before I left Fairford, and indeed, before that time, all my 
kindred, knowing my principles, took it for granted I ſhould 
not join in the practice. + 15 | 
But, before I left my native place, other more horrid, more 
powerful corruptions roſe up: I cannot tell how to name them. 
Theſe beaſts. of prey, attended with the moſt hard, gloomy, 
foul, blaſphemous thoughts, were ſuch hell-formed monſters, 
that I never recollect the ravages they have made but my heart 
aches. It would be endleſs to relate the conflicts I have had 
with them. But all things conſpired, while at Fairford, to in- 
creaſe their power, and ftrength they really gained. 
When Providence removed me to Northampton May the 1f 
1762, I had ſtill the ſame enemies to cope with. But here I had 
opportunities of gaining more knowledge of: their manner of 
fight, of the devices of Satan, and of the beſt methods of defence, 
I was a flow ſcholar: and though they had not the head as be- 
fore, yet their power was not gone. Here, likewiſe, other 
temptations aroſe. Having read ſome criticiſms on various paſ- 
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fages of the Hebrew and Greek Teſtament, and ſeeing in ſome 


places a different tranſlation, I was determined not to read the 


ible any more till I could read it in the original languages. 


This very dangerous temptation, with ſome wavering, continued 
a long time. Mean while, I had many temptations of a doc- 


trinal kind, and before one was laid another would ariſe ; other 
Inward evils all the time haunting me. When I removed to 
London, it was the fame. The change of place could not change 
my temper, my deſires, my paſſions. Here I found new temp- 
"tations beſetting me. I began to doubt of the divine authority 
of the word of God; but a cloſer attention to it was the mean, 
in God's own hand, of removing theſe hard thoughts, and I 
was enabled to adore the wiſdom of God for a Revelation ſup- 
ported with evidences that, to an induſtrious and diligent fear 2 
er, were ever growing. I; | 


I had believed the imputation of the righteouſneſs of Chriſt as 


the ground: of our juſtification before God, but now I began to 
look upon it as a filly diſtinction which was made between 
that and ſanctification, or holineſs wrought in the ſoul; and I 
am clear there is no kind of fin that my nature was not 
capable of. Dare I to ſay it; O, my ſoul,” haſt thou not 


honeſty enough. to declare thy real caſe ? never was a heart 


more full of blaſphemous thoughts, of foul imaginations, or 


abominable defires, for weeks, for months, yea, even for years, 


by intermiſſions, than mine. It was become the Horb or 
EVERY FOUL SPIRIT ; i was the cage of every unclean and 
hateful bird.” Nothing amazes me more, than that I did not break 
out into the moſt horrid imprecations and . blaſphemies, fully 
expreſſive of the deteſtable thoughts that lodged in my polluted 
foul... I am certain that, at times, I have had hard matter to 
refrain: out of the abundance of my heart, my mouth has been 
ready to ſpeak. Good God! and yet for thoſe who knew me to 
maintain an high opinion of me! I moſt awfully felt the fr; 
extenſive truth of the account that Jeſus has given of the heart of 
man: Out of the heart proceed evil thoughts,” &c. How 


many ſermons, how many prayers, have I loft, while my mind, 


even in public and private worſhip, has been thus crammed 
with every thing earthly, ſenſual, deviliſh! I have been often 
amazed that I had ſo much as a glimpſe of reaſon. Indeed, at 


times, I was almoſt bereft of it. I believe Mr. Ryland *, and 
others, have ſuppoſed that J had a diſorder, a kind of dizzineſs 


in the head. I know it would have injured my temporal welfare, 

had I not tranſacted buſineſs for honeſt perſons only. an 
"Theſe things, as the wages of iniquity, for I knew them ſo 
to be, preſſed down my ſoul like a heavy burden; but it was 

not heavy enough yet. I had a pretty clear idea of God's 
general method of recovering backſliders to himſelf, and I was 
as if I thought I could carry on a farce with him; but he would

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take me know, that there was no, deeeiving him, and that I 
mould get nothing by endeavouring to deceive my own ſoul. I 
was fond of having my paſſions faiſed, but he ſhewed me that 
theſe might be Wrought up mechanically without ſpiritual 
convictions, or holy. joys. I thought I ſtrove againſt ſin; L 
thought (and am ſtill ready to think ſo), that I prayed and 
3 againſt it, but J loſt, frequently loſt the battle. O how 
many, many tears have I ſhed in a particular field, when I could 
hide myſelf from all the world in the ſtanding corn. My ſoul was 
ſtrangely drawn out in prayer, which, after it was over, I could 
not. remember a petition, or even a ſingle word of. I was 
teady and yet backward, willing and yet ſorry, to conclude my- 
ſelf to he one of thoſe unhappy apoſtates, who ““ having been 
enlightened, and made partakers of the Holy Ghoſt; having 
taſted of the good word of God, and the powers of the Sons 
to come, were itrecoverably loſt. Now my many falls, after ſa 
many prayers, made me fear to pray leſt I ſhould thereby increaſe 
my damnation ; I have juſt been at the deſperate point of run - 
ing into all manner of open fin, as the ſhorteſt way of ſhewin 
the world what I was, and putting an end, a ſpeedy end to the 
ſtruggles of conſcience. I thought, ſurely I could give God the 
lie, and prevent his counſel that it ſhould not ſtand, and hinder 
him from doing all his pleaſure, by the black act of ſuicide. 
But O amazing mays he would not let me damn myſelf! He 
would not let me fink into perdition! I felt ſome ſecret hope 
that I ſhould ſee better days. At one time I had ſome little joy 
if I gained the advantage only in a fingle ſkirmiſh ; at another 
time deep conviction and horror for again preſuming which was 
always the fore- runner of a fall. Such ſcenes of ſorrow, and ſuch 
| 0 of pain, tore my conſcience as it were aſunder. And 
now I ſaw, and was really convinced, not only from the word 
of God, but from my own moſt dreadful condition that I need- 
ed a righteouſneſs, a PERFECT RIGHTEOUSNESS, to recom- 
mend me to God; for my own was ten thouſand times worſe

He trod on their necks, and I ſung more 
than victory over them; for I reaped the ſpoil: without ſtriking a 
fingle blow. My whole ſoul was filled with wonder; wonder

Over the hiſtory of the beſt men in their denomination, many 
of the Baptiſt churches ſeem to have drawn a veil. The righteous 
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have periſhed, and no man lays. it to heart. From year to year the 
ſocieties paſs without a fingle record. Can it be for want of 
wiſdom? 1; there not a wiſe man among you Or have theſe congre - 
gations no mercies to celebrate? or have they any gratitude F— 
However, the church at Northampton, duly affected with the 
diſpenſations of the Lord, and thankful to him for ſuch an officer 
as Mr. Trinder, has done itſelf honour by the following entry*, 


in one of their church books. | | | 
„This morning, Nov. 2, 1794, the church ſuſtained a very 
great loſs by the removal of an excellent member and officer, 
Mr. Thomas Trinder, wid entered into reſt almoſt as ſoon as 
the Sabbath began. He was indeed a faithful man, who feared 
God above many, He was firſt awakened when at ſchool with 
Mr. Samuel Wells, at Cheltenham, under an occaſional fermon 
by the Rev. Mr. Madan; on John iii. 1.—9. came to Northamp- 
ton to be uſher to Mr. Ryland, ſenior, in May 1762; joined t 
Church October 7, the ſame year, being then a Pœdobaptiſt in 
Judgment. He removed to London in Dec. 1763, and was 
diſmiſſed to the Rey, Mr. Hitchin's church, in White-Row, Spi- 
talfields, He returned to Northampton in October 1765, when 
he immediately was admitted to occaſional communion, but was 
not actually re-admitted as a member in full communion till 
March 10, 1775, when he was re-diſmiſſed to this church from 
Mr. Hitchins, by letter copied in the ſecond volume of our 
Records, page 218, 219.“ He was married June 1, 1768, to 
_ Miſs Martha Smith, who had for ſome time kept a boarding, 
| ſchool for young ladies. This ſituation in life they were bot 
qualified to fill beyond moſt other perſons; and a great number 
of their ſcholars, many of whom were awakened while under 
their care, will have both their tutor and their governeſs in 
8 remembrance as long as they live. He was choſen 
acon April 11, 1777, and diſcharged that office with preat fide- 
lity, and increaſing concern for the welfare of the church, which 
he conſulted continually in his life, and manifeſted his regard to 
it at his death, by a legacy of 1 50l. to be inveſted in the public 
funds, under the care of traſtees; the annual income to be diftri- 
buted among the poor members, or other perſons of the con- 
gregation. He was fully convinced of Believers' Baptiſm, and 
was baptized by our late paſtor,” Dr. Ryland, © on June 1, 1783. 
Having, from his firſt acquaintance with religion, a conviction 
that immerſion was the original mode of adminiſtering that ordi- 
_ nance; ſome very ſtrong affirmations of a Pœdobaptiſt miniſler 
againſt it, put him upon a careful examination of the ſcripture 
reſpecting it, the reſult of which was a conviction that the mode 
he betore preferred was eſſential to the right adminiſtration of 
the ordinance, and alſo, that, contrary. to his former opinion,

In a variety of trying ſcenes, the honor -of God and religion 
appeared unſpeakably dear to him; nor is it eaſy to calculate 
what benefit accrued to the people with whom he was connected 
by his inſtrumentality. But though little more than 54 years of 
age at the time of his death, “ his health has for ſome time been 
gradually declining,. while his ſpirituality has been evidently 
c Ne * LI SS 
In Auguſt 1794, he | gow a viſit to Briſtol, to Dr. Ryland, 
but his recollection, and other faculties ſeemed greatly to fail, 
as by an early old age. The laſt day or two of his ſtay at Briſ- 
tol he was much indiſpoſed, but got better after his return, 
His friends however were ſoon alarmed by increaling ſymptoms 
of diſorder. His illneſs has been more ſevere for about three 
or four of the laſt weeks of his life, though, ſeldom attended with 
pain, but apparently owing to ſome inward obſtruction or decay, 
under which he diſcovered much patience of hope, and compoſed 
reſignation to the divine will.“ 3 
His late paſtor being informed that his deceaſe was daily ex- 
pected, took a journey to Northampton once more to ſee ſo 
valuable and faithful a friend, and found him very weak, but a 
little revived, and in the greateſt ſerenity of mind. He ſpent 
two Sabbaths with his friends, and was preparing to return to 
Briſtol, thinking it uncertain whether Mr. Trin ler might not 
languiſh for ks, On the Friday morning, he called on the 
good man before he went to the Aue found him 
very feeble in body, but with his heart caring for the Ark of 
God. He endeavoured to find Dr. Wats's paraphraſe of pſalm 
137, in his miſcellaneous thoughts. It was found for him, and he 
read it, and then repeated with a low voice, but with much 
affection, Brady and Tate's verſification of the ſame, laying a 
peculiar emphaſis on SWEET Zion, the words in one of the 
lines. After this, he wiſhed his friend Ryland to give his love 
to the church, and ſaid, if ſome of them would come“ that 
evening, and ſing a hymn or two with him, it would be a 
gratification.” — Accordingly, ſeveral members went to his 
uſe ; two prayed,” and with a low voice {ang a hymn or two. 
Mr. Trinder joined and ſang baſs with a ſtronger voice, than 
could have been expected. He ſeemed afterwards pleaſed and 
refreſhed, and was the next day (Saturday), as well as he had been 
for ten days before, or nearly ſo, but weak and languid.” At din. 
ner he did not talk much, but appeared quite ſerene and happy 
in his ſoul, About tea time, he walked into the other room 
and laid down on his bed. In the evening,” about ſeven, 
hen his fiſter-in-law, Mrs. Wykes came in, fearing he might 
take cold, ſhe adviſed him to get into bed, but his ſtrength 
failed, and his recollection was ſoon gone. His clothes were 
taken off, and he was helped into bed, but fell into a ſtupor, and 
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lay almoſt motionleſs, breathing hard, with now and then a con- 
vulſive movement, till he fell aſleep in Jeſus, at midnight, about 
five minutes after twelve o'clock. © 
On the following Lord's-day afternoon, November the gth, 
his funeral ſermon. was preached by Dr. Ryland ; a brief ſketch 
of which, as it has not appeared in print, will no doubt be ac- 
ceptable to the friends of the deceaſed, and to others 
The text was Neh. vii.

& Such was the character given by Nehemiah, either of his brother 
Hanani, or of Hananiah the ruler of the palace: probably both 
were nearly of the ſame ſtamp, and on this account he gave them 
charge over Jerufalem.

(.) The fear of God is the nobleſt endowment of man.— Men 
who have not the fear of God may ſometimes be uſeful members 
of ſociety. Their ingenuity, valour, or learning, may be pro- 
fitable to others. Though the ſcriptures teach us the total de- 
pravity of man; they teach us alſo that God not only cheeks and 
reſtrains human wickedneſs, but often employs bad men to do 
much natural good, and makes them ſubſervient to his chureh. 
So Joab, Jehu, Cyrus, Lyſtas, &e. Natural affection, natural 
pity (as in Pharaohs daughter), natural gratitude (Joaſh), natural 
conſcience, (Pilate), may render ſome graceleſs perſons willing to 
ſerve the godly on certain occafions.—Man is ſo weak, and ſo 
often needs the help of others, that ſelfiſhneſs is ſometimes obliged 
to ſet bounds to itſelf; and even ſelf-intereſt, pride and vain 
glory, lead to ſome actions which prove beneficial to others. But 
without a regard to God, there is no moral good in any of our 
actions: nor is there any certain foundation for a uniform diſ- 
charge of our duty to our fellow-men. © The fear of the Lord is 
the beginning of wiſdom; not a ſlaviſh, but a filial fear connected 
with love; which is often put, eſpecially in the Old "Teſtament, 
Sr the whole . 
' (2.) The fear of God admits of different degrees. So Obadiah 
feared the Lord from his youth, and feared him greatly; and 
this good man, in the text, feared God above many. There is 
not only an internal difference between good men and bad, but 
between good men themſelves. Juſtification is equally the pri- 
vilege of all believers 3 but as to ſanctificatien there may be a 
difference. Here there is room for growth in all, and reaſon for 
- ſome to be humbled that they fall ſhort of others. The greater the 
degree of grace, the dlearer the evidence of the truth of _ 
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3.) If we poſſeſs the fear of God in a high degree, it will 
make us eminently faithful. Faithful to God; to our allegiance 
and ſolemn engagements: that we may give others juſt ideas of 
him; being we 80 to honor and glorify him.— Faithful to men; 
punctual in all our dealings; faithful in diſcharging the truſt re- 
poſed in us; and in reproving fin, ce. . 
( 4.) The fear of God, and ſtrict fidelity, are the beſt qualifi- 
cations for office, eſpecially in a religious community.— Theſe 
rendered Hanani and Hananiah fit to be ſet in charge over Jeru- 
ſalem, the holy city.

dence which has taken place among yo. 
Learn, my beloved, how deſirable it is to poſſeſs this character 
yourſelves, and to fear God eminently. Never let us enquire after 
the leaſt degree of grace, that we may be content with that, but 
let us ſeek great grace to be upon us all. —If we fear God above 
many, it will appear by ſuch evidences as the following; We 
| ſhall be concerned to live under an abiding ſenſe of his preſence: 
ſet him always before us. We ſhall manifeſt an high regard to 
his revealed will in all its parts. We ſhall love every word of 
God, becauſe it is very pure; both law and goſpel; and ſhall 
readily perceive their connexion.— They who Bred God under 
the Old Teſtament, were conſtant in offering the appointed ſacris 
- fices; we ſhall cordially rely on the great ſacrifice of the Lamb 
of God, now offered once for all. He who fears God aright 
dares not entertain any hope of acceptance with ſo holy a Being 
but oa the ground of Chriſt's atonement.— At the fame time, he 
will not conſider ſin as leſs evil, or obedience as leſs due unto 
God, *becauſe he is redeemed from the curſe, and made an heir 
of eternal life. He will account all God's commandments con- 
cerning all things, to be right, and hate every falſe way.—He 
who fears God above many, will be kept from common fins ; yea, 
will ſhun the appearance of evil. See Neh. v. 15. Sodid 
not I becauſe of the fear of Ged. The fear of God will help us 
againſt temptations, and counterwork our ſelfiſh paſſions. It 
will excite attention to divine ordinances, let who will negle& 
them; will engage us to attend to relative duties; will lead us 
to love the houſe of God, the cauſe of God, and the miniſters of 
the goſpel ; and to care for the intereſts of religion even at a 
diſtance. Our late, dear Friend, gave ample diſcovery of this 
diſpoſition both in his life, and at his death. Laſtly, Perfect 
freedom from fin will be their ſweeteſt idea of heaven, 'Thus 
it appeared to be with him, 5

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How thankful ſhould we be to God for raiſing up any perſons 


among us of ſuch a deſcription, and for enabling them to main- 
tain a confiſtent character to the end, and for continuing them 


ſo long with us.—This is evidently the Lord's doing. For men, 


in their natural ſtate, have no fear of God before their eyes. 


And fidelity is ſo rare a virtue, that the greateſt of all the kings 


of Iſrael ſaid, A faithful man who can find? Iſaiah enquired 


concerning Abraham, Who raiſed up the righteous man from the 
Eat, and called him to his foot, Se. xlii. 2. And ſurely it is 
worth our while to trace the providence of God in bringing our 
late Friend from Glouceſterſhire, where he was taken from a 
family that had no connexion with the Diſſenters.“ Now when 
| Stephen, one of the firſt Deacons of the primitive church, was 
dead, devout men carried him to his burial, and made 
great lamentation for him. And though our Brother was not 
removed in ſo violent and premature a manner, yet we 


have reaſon to mourn his loſs, When a perſon of this cha- 
racter is removed, we ſhould keep in memory the benefit we 
have received from him, and let that give the greater weight to 


his example.—At the ſame time, we have reaſon and encourage- 
ment to pray God to raiſe up others of a like ſtamp. Though you 
know not where to find ſuch, the Lord does, or he can make 
thoſe to become ſuch who are now very different characters. 
Had you foreſeen all the exigencies of this church many years 
ago, before our good Friend came to town, or even for ſome 
time after he was in the church, you would not have ſuſpected 
that he would have done half the good which God meant to do, 
and now has done by him. The fame might have been ſaid of 
his partner in life.

The Duxsrokp Family. 
MX. Jazzz DunsrFoRD, e 
Late a Deacon of the Baptiſt Church at Tiverton. 
Duns rob is the name of a large family in Devonſhire, 
chiefly reſident at Tiverton, remarkable a long time for medio- 
crity of ſtation in the uſeful employments of life, general inte- 
grity, and inoffenſiveneſs of character; the friends of religion 
and virtue, and the ſupporters of civil and religious liberty, 
amidſt all the changes of times, in the revolution of ſeveral ages. 
The firſt of this name is ſuppoſed to have come, in ſome re- 
mote period, from Normandy, but whether fo, and to have 
given the name to a village town in Devonſhire, or to have re- 
ceived the name from that place (a few miles weſt of Exeter), 
is difficult to diſcover, and muſt remain uncertain. | 
The earlieſt authentic information we have of any of this name 
is from the little town of Bradninch, fituate between Collumpton 
and Exon. Martin Dunsford, the firſt of the family we can 
trace, lived there about the year 1600; but in what buſineſs 
or employ is now unknown; it is probable in huſbandry as a 
farmer, or in the woollen trade. Four of his ſons, viz. Martin, 
Thomas, Robert, and Henry, emigrated ta Tiverton, became 
reſident there, and thrived in different lines, as manufacturers 
or artificers, ſome time between the year 1630 and 1650. 
Martin Dunsford, the eldeſt, was a Thatcher, eſtabliſhed in 2 
goon buſineſs, and comfortable dwelling of his own in Peter- 
ſtreet; he underwent ſome difficulties during the eivil wars, from 
the noble principles of civil and religious freedom he had adopted, 
and which, by the toleration of the Protectorate government, he 
enjoyed and made a proper uſe of afterwards. He: was a firm | 
adherent to the do&rines, and among the firſt ſupporters of the 
denomination and church, in Tiverton, called Particular * 5 
| LY X 4 1 | ter 
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Aſter the reſtoration of Charles II. and the act of uniformity 
had paſſed, he ſuffered much for his attachment to this ſect, and 
for attendance on their conventicles (as their aſſemblies for pub- 
lie worſhip were then named). His houſehold goods were ſeyeral 
times ſold at the market croſs, to pay the heavy penalties for 
diſſenting from the ſervices of the eſtabliſhed church; and he 
was d A. a whole winter, with his brother Jhomas, in the 
common goal of Tiverton on the ſame account, yet ſteadily per- 
ſevered in ſupporting what he judged to be truth, ahd the natural 
rights and liberty of conſcience, for which he took cheerfully 
the ſpoiling of his goods, and perſonal reproach. But he out- 
lived thoſe impolitic, as well as perſecuting tunes, and rejoiced 
much in the freedom afforded by the Revolution. 
Tuomas Dunsford, his brother, latterly an eminent Clothier in 
Bampton-ſtreet, Tiverton, endured fimilar difficulties and perfe-. 
cutions with equal fortitude and ſucceſs. In the early part of 
life he lived in the country, probably with his father, and then 
(as he deſcribed himſelf), was employed to watch and keep the 
cattle quiet by night, to prevent their diſcovery and ſeizure by 
the marauding parties of ſoldiers, in the civil commotions of the 
time. He became afterwards a Carpenter, and laftly, a Clothier, 
and was one of the firſt manufacturers of ſerges for Holland, 
. to which country he ſent his only ſon, to eſtabliſh a mercantile 
correſpondence. - Soon after he became totally blind, and ſo 
continued to the end of his life, about fifteen years. He was 
much eſteemed as an honeſt, judicious, and highly reſpectable 
character in common life; and his advice and counſel were much 
ſought by many families. He was the firſt Diſſenter that was put 
into the office of churchwarden in the large pariſh of Tiverton, 
(this was in the year 1695 ;) and after a long extended life of 
general uſefulneſs, to the public,” his family, and friends, he died 
in the year 1719, the 85th year of his age, enlivened with the - 
hope of fitare- immortality: 88 | 
' Thomas Dunsford, his nephew, ſon of the laſt named Martin, 
ſucceeded his uncle in bufineſs, and inherited his virtues and 
public ſpirit. He was among the firſt to welcome the Prince of 
Orange, and went to Exon on purpoſe when the Prince came 
into that city. Much of his time was employed in promoting the 
intereſts of religion in general, and that of the Baptiſt Church in 
particular, for which he experided large ſums, conſidering his 
ation in life. Their preſent Meeting-houſe, in Newport-ſtreet, 
Tiverton, was chiefly built by his aid and influence, and during 
the building, he had his own dweiling-houſe licenſed, and ap- 
e Wren to the public religious ſervices 'of that ſect; in which 
ne frequently officiated himſelf as their teacher, without pay or 
reward, except that internal ſatisfaction he received in doin 
good. His ſervices to theſe intereſts were extended to other 
places, particularly Kingſbridge, in concert with his brother ſet. 
tled there ; and he was much concerned to have his children

bridge, and miniſter of the Baptiſt congregation there. He was 
an excellent writer, and taught the art of Writing many years; 
and expended much of a long life at Kingſbridge, in promoting 
the doctrines and intereſts of that ſect of religion he had doped 
and approved. _ 555 NY : 
Fol Dunsford, a third brother, was ſent by the family at an 
early time of life to North America, about the year 1680, to ſeek 
2 comfortable aſylum from intolerance and perſecution. - His 
viſit to South-Carolina, before the ſwamps were drained, and 
woods cleared, afforded but a bad proſpe& of convenient reſi- 
| dence, and his report on return was ſo unfavourable, as to diſ- 
courage the emigration of any of his relations and friends; he 
became a ſchoolmaſter afterwards at Bampton, Devon, and was 
much perſecuted there, and impriſoned tor refuſing to ſubſcribe 
the 49 articles of the church of England; but ſupported his claim 
to the rights of conſcience under all the difficulties with which 
he was long oppreſſed. 8 8 e ON 
 » Thomas Dunsford, eldeſt ſon of the laſt named Thomas, was a 
reputable Cutler many years, and lived in Fore-itreet, "Tiverton; 
he alſo was firmly attached to the ſame cauſe for which his pre- 
deceſſors had ſuffered, and ſupported the intereſts of the Baptiſt 
Church with his fortune and influence. He poſſeſſed a friendly and 
placid diſpoſition, and bore the painful diſorder which finally 
cloſed his life at the age of 52, with great patience and fortitude, 
and the hope of a future more happy exiſtence; He left ten 
children, moſt of whom were diſperſed and ſettled in different 
parts of the county, and all retaining a generally uſeful and 
inoffenfive character. e e 
Martin Dunst ford, his brother, ſucceeded his father, Thomas, in 
the woollen manufacture; he had a claſſical education in the 
private ſchool of Mr. James Sampſon, the miniſter of the Baptiſt 
church, which was greatly improved by more ſtudious enquiries, 
than the generality of tradeſmen afford themſelves leiſure to per- 
ſue. And having good natural talents, he acquired a ſuperior 
degree of knowledge, penetration, and judgment. He was 
remarkable for diligence, ingenuity, and diſcretion, in managing 
all the affairs of buſineſs for himſelf and others; and yet more ſo, 
for his defire of knowledge, and the love of wiſdom and virtue. 
His earneſt enquiries after truth led him to adopt, upon convic- 
tion, the doctrine of adult baptiſm by immerſion, as practiſed by 
the firſt diſciples of Chriſt; but he diſcarded the do&vrines of 
Calvin, the peculiar tenets of the Baptiſt church in Tiverton.

' Pecember 7, 1760, was baptized by Mr. Thomas Lewis, 
the. paſtor of it, on the 11th, and received into communion 
the 14th of the ſame month.

Rev. Mox AN EBWARDS, A. M. Pennſylvania. _ 
THE account which is here ſubmitted to our readers of 
this peculiar, but worthy man, is chiefly taken from a manu- 
feript diſcourſe, compoſed, and obligingly communicated by 
our invaluable friend the Rev. Dr. William Rogers, -of the 
Univerſity of Pennſylvania, The diſcourſe was preached in 
the Baptiſt church, at Philadelphia, Feb. 22, 1795, on 2 Cor. 
vi. 8. By honor and diſbonor, by evil report and good report; as 
deceiuers and yet true. 1 . 
. The Doctor, after having pertinently illuſtrated his text 
from a view of the hiſtory of the apoſtles, and enquired into 
the reaſon of the different ſcenes through which they paſſed, 
betakes himſelf to the biography of the deceaſed, with a care

ning himſelf & to a plain narrative of facts. 5

Honour, Mr, Edwards certainly had, both in Europe and 


America. The college and academy of Philadelphia, at a very _ 


early period, honoured him as a man of learning and a popular 
preacher, with a diploma, conſtituting him Maſter of Aris: 
this was followed by a degree ad eundem, in the year 1769, from 
the college of Rhode Ifland, being the firſt commencement 
in that inſtitution. In this ſeminary he held a Fellowſhip, and 
filled it with reputation, till he voluntarily reſigned it in 
1789; age and diſtance having rendered him incapable of 
attending the meetings of the corporation any longer. 
_ &« He alſo met with diſbonour; but he complained not much 
of this, as it was occaſioned by his ſtrong attachment to the 
Royal Family of Great Britain, in the beginning of the Ame- 
rican war, which fixed on him the e of a Tory: this I 
ſhould have omitted mentioning, had not the deceaſed ex- 
preſsly enjoined it upon me. For any perſon to have been ſo 
marked out in thoſe days was enough to bring on political 
oppolition and deſtruction of property: all of which took place 
with reſpe& to Mr. Edwards, though he never harboured the 
thought of doing the leaſt injury to the United States by abet- 
ting tbe.caule on enemies. 
A good report our departed brother alſo had: the numerous 
letters brought with him acroſs the Atlantic from the Rev. 
Dr. John Gill, and others, reported handſome things of him; 
and ſo did, in return, the letters that went from America to 
the then Parent Country. Evil reports alſo fell to his ſhare; but 
moſt of theſe were falſe reports, and therefore he gave credit 
for them as a ſpecies of perſecution: and even the title of a 
Dieceiver did not eſcape him, Often has he been told that he 
was an Arminian, though he profeſſed to be a Calviniſt; that 
he was an Univerſaliſt in diſguiſe, &c. yet, he was true to his 
principles. Theſe may be ſeen in our confeſſion of faith, 
agreeing with that republiſhed by the Baptiſt churches aſſem- 
| bled at London, in the year 1689. He ſeldom meddled with 
the five polemical points ; but when he did, he always avoided 
abuſive language. The charge of univerſaliſm brought againſt 
him was not altogether groundleſs; for though he was not 
an univerſaliſt himſelf, he profeſſed a great regard for many who 
were, and he would ſometimes take their part againſt violent 
 oppoſers, in order to inculcate moderation. 
E Mr. Edwards was born in Trevethin pariſh, Monmouth ſbire, 
in the Principality of Wales, on May 9, 1722, old ſtyle; and 
had his grammar learning in the ſame pariſh, at a Tg WO, 
NY x | roinant: .

It has often been ſaid, That when great men err, they err egre- 
giouſly, - So did Mr. Edwards in the inftance to which his biographer 
here refers. Led by a mere fooliſh impulſe, and not by ſcripture, the 
good man perſuaded himſelf, that he ſhould die on a certain day, and ac- 
cordingly preached his own funeral ſermon—but the event did not anſwer to 
the prediction, He could not die for his life.“ Wiſdom was learnt from 
folly, and many ſaid, we have the ſcripture to walk by; a more ſure word 
than voices, new revelations, and impulſes, to which we do well to rate 
heed, as to a light that fhineth in a dark place, This was a teaching leſſon. 
The late excellent Mr. George Whitefield was in his early days under 
a ſimilar deluſion. His wife was with child, he conjectured that ſhe would 
bring forth a ſon ; ſhe did—they called his name ſohn; in all this there 
was no harm; but Mr. Whitefield believed, that the child was not on 
to be continued to him, but to be a preacher. of the everlaſting golpel. 
“* Satan was permitted, ſays he, to give me ſome wrong impreſſions, 
whereby, as I now find, T miſapplied ſeveral texts of ſcripture.” About a week 
after the birth of the child, his father baptized him in the Tabernacle 
Thouſands went away big with hopes, that the child would hereafter be 
employed in the work of the miniſtry ; and Mr. Whitefield as much fo as 
any of them; but little John died when he was about four months ald, 
without being great in the ſight of the Lord, as his father had promiſed 
himſelf. This miſtake was over-ruled in mercy, and the great and good 
man himſelf thus concludes the narrative of this affair, (letter 545th, vol. 2, 
of his works). * 1 hope what happened before his birth, and ſince at his 
death, has taught me ſuch leſſons, as, if duly improved, may reader his

Very far 


vas he from being a ſelfiſh perſon; when the arrears of his 


ſalary, as paſtor of this church, amounted to upwards of 372 


pounds, and he was put in poſſeſſion of a houſe by the church 


till the principal and intereſt ſhould be paid, he reſigned the 
houſe, and N great part of the debt, leſt the church 
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The College of Rhode-Iſland is alſo greatly beholden to 


him for his vigorous exertions at home and abroad, in raiſing 0 
money for that inſtitution, and for his particular activity in 
procuring its Charter; this he deemed the greateſt ſervice he 
ever did for the honour of the Baptiſt name.—As one of its 
firſt 80ws * I cheerfully make this public teſtimony of his 
laudable and well-timed zeal, VFC 
In the firſt volume of his Materials, he propoſed a plan for 
uniting all the Baptiſts on the Continent in one body politic, 
by having the Aſſociation of Philadelphia (the centre) incor- 
porated by charter, and by taking one delegate out of each 
Aſſociation into the corporation; but finding this impracti- 
cable at that time, he viſited the churches from New Hamp- 
ſhire to Georgia, gathering materials towards the hiſtory 
of the whole. Permit me to add, that this plan of unien, as 
yet, has not ſucceeded. %%ͤ;ũ ? 
Mr. Edwards was the moving cauſe of having the minutes 
of the Philadelphia Aſſoclation printed, which he could not 
bring to bear for ſome years; and therefore, at his own ex- 
penſe, he printed tables, exhibiting the original and annual 


ſtate of the aſſociating churches. 


There was nothing uncommon in Mr. Edwards's perſon; 
but he poſſeſſed an original genius. By his travels in England, 
Ireland, and America, commixing with all ſorts of people, 
and dy cloſe application to reading, he had attained a remark- 
able eaſe of behaviour in company, and was furniſhed with 
ſomething pleaſant or informing to ſay on all occaſions. His 
Greek Teftament was his favourite companion, of which he 
was 2 complete maſter : his Hebrew Bible next; but he was 
not ſo well verſed in the Hebrew as in the Greek language; 
however, he knew ſo much of both as authoriſed him to ay, - 
(as he often did), That the Greek and Hebrew are the two 
eyes of a miniſter; and that tranſlations are but commenta- 
ries, becauſe they vary in ſenſe as commentators do. He- 
preferred the ancient Britiſh verſion above any other verſion 
that he had read; obſerving, That the idioms of the Welſh fit- 
ted thoſe of the Hebrew and Greek like hand and glove. Per- 
haps, no other language correſponds ſo well with them, 
except the Armenian; of which  L*Enfant and Beauſobre, 


in the preface to their new French tranſlation, fay, That 


the Armenian Teſtament is a literal verſion, without the alter - 
ation of phraſes, or ſupplements to help aut the ſenſe.”

THE Rev. Benjamin Beddome of Bourton-on-the-Water, 
: lately deceaſed, and the Rev. John Beddome of Briftol, his father, 
are names which have given celebrity to the Beddome family, 
through the chief part of this century, and derive reſpectability 

from a long line of deſcent in the ages which are paſt, 
The maiden name of Mr. Benjamin Beddome's mother was 
Rachel Brandon. She was a daughter of Mr. Benjamin Bran- 
dont, a ſilverſmith, who lived near the Royal Exchange, 


The Brandon famjly was ſuppoſed to ſpring, in Harry the 
VIIIch's time, from an illegitimate fon of Brandon, Duke of 
Suffolk, whoſe arms the family bore. Mrs. Brandon I, the mo- 
ther, or Mr. Brandon the father of Benjamin Brandon, and 

reat grandfather of Mr. Benjamin Beddome, had a married 
hfter of the name of Spilſworth, eſteemed a very gracious and

The affection which the people at Bourton bore to their 


miniſter, for his perſonal worth and paſtoral excellencies, 
Vas far from being leſſened by the regard which the bereaved 
church in London diſcovered for him. A fear of lofing him 
alſo « more firmly united the people together, and ſtirred them 

up to pay off a debt of near an hundred pounds, under which 
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they had long and heavily groaned.“ 
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The labours of this good man among his charge were unre- 
mitted and evangelical. He fed them with the fineſt of the 
wheat. No man in all his connexions wrote more ſermons, 
nor compoſed them with greater care and this was true of 
him to the laſt weeks of his life. In moſt of his diſcourſes the 
application of a ſtudent, and the ability of a divine were viſi- 
ble. He frequently differed from the generality of preachers 
by ſomewhat ſtriking either in his text or in his method. If the 
pallage were peculiar or abſtruſe, ſimplicity of interpretation, 
and familiarity in diſcuſſion, characterized the fermon : or if 
his text were of the moſt familiar claſs, he diſtributed it with 
novelty, diſcuſſed it with genius, and ſeldom delivered a 
. #hackneyed diſcourſe. Indeed ſermonizing was ſo much his. 
| , forte, that at length when knowledge had received matu- 
rity from years, and compoſition was familarized by habit, 
, he has been known, with a wonderful facility of the moment, 
to ſketch his pictuxe at the foot of the pulpit ſtairs, to colour 
It as he was aſcending, and, without turning his eyes from 
the canvas, in the ſame hour, to give it all the finiſh of a maſ- 
ter.

This afforded him conſiderable relief. He tutned immediately 
to Titus iii. 9. Avoid fooliſp qugſtions.— and preached: a re- 
markably methodical, correct, and uſeſul diſcourſe on it. Nor 
Was he more remarkable for illuſtrating the divine word in 

general, than for his appoſite quotation of its particular parts. 
Being a good textuary, and admitting that ſoripture is the beſt 
interpreter of ſcripture, his proofs were given with an accu- 
racy of ſelection, and received under the effect of an admir- 
ing conviction. When he placed a paſſags of ſcripture by a 
particular of his diſcourſe, intelligent auditors ſaid, as David 
concerning the ſword of Goliath, „There is none like it,” 


or equally ſuitable through all the ſacred volume. 
In his preaching he laid Chriſt at the bottom of religion as 
the ſupport of it, placed him at the top of ĩt as its glory, and 
made him the centre of it, to unite all its parts; and to add 
beauty and vigour to the whole. As he carefully guarded his 
people againſt Arminian principles, fo he earneftly dehorted 
them from countenancing Antinomian practices, with every 
ſentiment which tended to leflen their ſincere regard for. the 
law of God—maintainingy that, while it is the happineſs: of 
good men to be delivered from the law as a covenant or 
works, it is their duty, and therefore their honour and intereſt 
to be ſubject to it as a rule of walk and converſation. He was 
aſſured, that the leaſt contempt caſt on the law tarniſhes the 
| Penn thoſe who think lightly of fin cannot exalt the 
Saviour - that the ſame word which aſſerts believers are dead 
to the law, ſo as neither to be diſtreſſingly afraid of it, nor to 
place a fiducial dependence on it, does as expreſsly declare 
that they are not without law to God, but under the law to 
Chriſt. It was an axiom with him, that “If moral weakneſs 
and incapacity do not, certainly privileges cannot, leſſen aus

In May 1743, When 48 perſons had 
been added to the Society, they were in all 113 —if then 15 
perſons died in theſe three years, they muſt have been about 
80 communicants- in the year 1740; but whether fewer or 
more at that time, ſuch was his ſucceſs, that in 1751, they 
were increaſed to 180. The largeneſs of ſuch a number in 
any church will be theoccaſion of a decreaſe, unleſs conſider- 
able addditions are annually made; but in May 1764, thirteen 
1 after the other calculation, notwithſtanding deaths, and 
the number had kept up to 176, and at the 
I of the y ear 1766; there had been added tothe church, from 
the time of Mr. Beddome's-firſt coming, about 196 perſons. - 

One conſiderable inſtrument of his ſucceſs may be learnt 
from the letter he ſent to the Aſſociation in 1754. In this, it 
was ſaid, that the work of catechiſing was kept up at Bourton 
with advantage to the children, and to many grown perſons 
who attended thereon.“ In conducting this — people 
vweere aſtoniſhed at the words which proceeded out of his lips. 
But his Catechiſm will be the beſt repreſentation of his method. 
This is indeed a compendium of Divinity. As a larger Cate- 


chiſm than Mr. Keach's had been greatly wanted among the 


Baptiſt denomination, he was induced, by the preſſing ſolicita- . 
- tions of 3 of his friends, to compoſe this work in imitation 


of Mr. Henry's. In his preface tothe firſt edition, printed in 


1752, 3 the melancholy ſtate of thoſe churches and 
families where catechiſing is thrown aſide — How much, many 
of them, have degenerated from the Faith, and others from the 
practice of the goſpel. The ſecand edition of this invalua- 
dle work was printed at Briſtol in 2776, by the late excellent 
Dr. Evans, who highly prized it, and introduced it among 
his numerous acquaintance: rt. 
As Mr. Beddome had a pleaſing pomical alone, he accuſ- 


tomed himſelf, through the chief part of his life, to prepare a 


Hymn to be ſung after his morning ſermon, every Lords-

He has, however, left behind 
him numerous ſketches of ſermons. From theſe manuſcripts, 
a ſelection might be made which would probably redound as 
much to his credit, as to the advantage of the religious public.

Mr. George Rees began to preach about 1745. He exerciſed 
his talents in the church at Llangloffan 8 for 
many years; yet, as there were already ſenior miniſters in the 
- Church, he was not ordained there till 1758. That year, he, and 
two more, were ſet apart. About 1770, the church at Rhydwilim, 
being deſtitute of a paſtor, applied to Mr. George Rees to help 
them in their deſtitute ſtate, which he did occaſionally. He was 
then wiſhed to undertake the paſtoral care of them. His own 
church was not willing to give him up. In 1771, he engaged 
to preach and adminiſter ordinances to them occaſionzlly in 
their then preſent ſtraits, to which his own church conſented, but 
not to diſmiſs him. Things continued thus till 1775, when 
Llangloffan, who had other miniſters, complied, and gave him an 
honourable diſmiſſion. That year he was ſettled in the paſtoral 
care at Rhydwilim, where he ſerved with acceptance and ſucceſs, 
It was his honor and felicity, before he left the ſtage, to ſhare in 
the yncommon revival in thoſe parts of late years.

Mr. Hutchings had formerly been of the Pædobaptiſt perſuaſion, 
nd was for ſome time with a ſmall people of that denomination in 
flex—Being requeſted by one of them to ſprinkle a child, and as 
no public notice had for ſome time been taken of ſuch a ſervice, 
it was thought that it would be very adviſable for him to preach 
upon the ſubject, to which he conſented ; but in contemplating” 
the text he had made choice of, he was firſt led to doubt of the 
propriety of what is termed infant baptiſm, and upon a thorough 
Inveſtigation of the ſubje& was led to abandon it, as-unfounded 
in the Scriptures of truth; nor was he backward to avow his 
conviction, although he knew it would ſubject him to inconveni- 
encies that he then could not ſee the extent of.

The good providence of God had, however, manifeſtly de- 
ſigned him, as an anſwer to the many importunate petitions that 
had been put up to the Divine throne by the then deſtitute church 
in Unicorn - yard, for a paſtor after his heart —as ſince his ſettle- 
ment a manifeſt revival and increaſe in the congregation has

On examining the hiſtory of our Miſfons, in the Daniſh. 
Weit India Iſlands, publiſhed in Germany, in the y 1777. 
I find the actount of the firſt beginning thus related : - 55 
A black ſervant of a noble family at Copenhagen became 
acquainted with the ſervants of Count Zinzendorf, during his 
attendarice at the coronation of Chriſtian the VI. King of 
Denmark, in the year 173r. - By the Count's ſervants, he 
was led into the acquaintance of other Brethren, eſpecially 
David Nitſchman, to whom he related, That often, when he 
had been ſitting alone on the ſea ſhore in St. Thomas, he had ar- 
dently wiſhed to receive ſome divine manifeſtation of the truth, 
and prayed God to give him a clear acquaintance with that 
doctrine, which the Chriſtians indeed preached, but did not 
live up to; adding that God had heard him, and brought him 
in a very extraordinary manner to Copenhagen, where he was 
inſtructed in the Chriſtian doctrines, baptized and called 
Anthony. Having given the Brethren a full account of the 
miſerable ſtate of the poor Negroes in the Weſt Indies, he 


particularly lamented the fituation of his own ſiſter, who, with 
| him, had fervently deſired to learn to know God, but was 
entirely deprived of every opportunity for it, by being a 
ſlave. | He faid, that ſhe often prayed. to God that he would 
ſend ſome one to inſtruct her, and that he was confident if 
labourers could be ſent, there were numbers of negroes who 
would gladly embrace Chriſtianity,” 999. 
On hearing this, the Count wiſhed to ſend David Nitfchman 
immediately to St. Thomas; but as that was not well practi- 
cable, he related the circumſtance to the Brethren at Herrnhutt, 
on his return; and having given the Negro, Anthony, an 
invitation to follow him to Herrnhutt, he arrived, after ſome 
time, and related to the whole congregation aſſembled in the 
chapel, what he had told the Brethren at Copenhagen. He 
added, That it would indeed be very difficult to inſtruct the 
ſlaves in Chriſtianity, partly becauſe their ſlavery did not 
leave them time for it, and partly on account of the oppoſition 
of the. proprietors to ſuch inſtruction, The beſt way there- 
fore to obtain this aim would be, for a teacher to become 
himſelf a sLavx, that he might thus be always among them, 
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and able to inſtruct them without interruption. 
The account, as given by Count Zinzendorf, had made ſuch 
an impreſſion upon two ſingle Brethren, Zeonhard Dober, 
and Tobias Leupold, who were already uſeful and bleſſed aſſiſ- 
tants in the labour, that they believed they were perſonally 
called to help theſe people. They could not ſleep the night 
following, earneſtly and continually meditating upon 3 
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But their diflidence, as to their own ability and ſtrength, made 
them hardly venture to ſpeak z and it was not, till ſome time 


after, that Leonhard Dober communicated his ſentiments to 


his friend. Their unanimity in this affair appeared to them 


not the work of chance; and after due conſideration, they made 


their wiſh known to the congregation, in a letter, dated 
July 25, 1731, four days before the arrival of the Negro, 
_ Anthony. The terrible idea, which they afterwards heard 
ſuggeſted by Anthony's own declaration, concerning the ne- 
 ceſſity of becoming ſlaves, did not in the leaſt intimidate 
them, or leſſen their courage; and tho', if they had known 
the circumſtances of the country aright, they would have ſoon 
found this to be without foundation; yet it does honor to their 
ſincerity of heart, that, notwithſtanding this ſuggeſtion, which 
they in ſimplicity gave credit to, they were no leſs willing to 


do and ſuffer all things for Chriſt's ſake. However, their 


project was not conſidered by many, beſides Count Zinzendorf, 
in any-other point of view than as the well-meant ſcheme of 
two zealouſly pious young men. Some even oppoſed it, 
thinking they would be much more uſeful to the congregations 

in Europe. During the ſpace of a whole year, difficulties 
were repreſented to them, and many converſations took place 
between them and their Brethren. They had alfo many 
opportunities to ſpeak of their intentions to the whole congre- 
_ gation, However, the obſtacles thrown in their way made 


them yet more diligently examine their views, and turn with 
all their hopes and fears ſolely unto the Lord. In a written 
declaration, given by Leonhard Dober to the congregation, he 
ſays: © When I firſt heard the account of the ſtate of the

him,” Thus both declared that they would willingly become 
DLAVES, if they could gain but one ſoul for our Saviour. 

Whoever duly conſiders the importance of the undertaking 
will not wonder, either why the ſervants of the congregation 
were ſo cautious in accepting the offer, or why they at laſt, 


in prayer, ſubmitted all their caſes to the Lord, that he might

They ſet out, Auguſt 21, 1732. They found in Copen- 
hagen but few who would at all liſten to their project. Mr. 
Von Pleſs, one of the lords of the bedchamber, told them, 
that they could not become ſlaves, no white perſon according 
to law being admitted as ſuch. They then propoſed to 
work at a trade for a livelihood, and David Nitſchman, who 
- underſtood carpenters, work, thought he might ſupport both 
himſelf and his fal! W-labourer by it. They were offered to 
go thither as ſaldiers, but this they could not, and would not 
accept. But the moſt painful circumſtance to them was, that 
the negro, Anthony, who had been the firſt occaſion of their 
- Miſſion, was now. aitagether changed, and utterly averſe to 
it. Evil minded people had perverted him, and he uſed a 
variety of means to diifuade the Brethren from going. How- 
ever, he gave them a letter to his ſiſter. Amidſt all this oppoſt- 
tion, their confidence in our Saviour, and the aſſurance that he 
called them, ſupported them alone. They ſpent their time in 
prayer, and waiting for his help, till at length, firſt the court 
chaplains, Reut and Blum, and then the princeſs Charlotte 
Amelia, and ſome of the eouncil, took their caſe to heart; and 
. as no Daniſh Weſt Indiaman would carry them out, they 
procured them a paſſage on board a Dutch ſhip, the captain 
of which took them as two mechanics with him, and they 
arrived in St. Thomas, December 13, 17zꝛ2qĩ2tt . 
Ibe ſufferings of our brethren in the beginning of that 
miſſion were exceſſively great; and the enemy of ſouls ſet 
every engine to work to deſtroy God's cauſe among the ne- 
groes, but in vain; many thouſands are now gathered around

The former papers of our Brethren, Thomas and ehren 
in No. 9, of the Regiſter pages 141 to 176 conducted us to 
the end of 1993, and the begining of the year 1194. 

The following are extracts of letters which were written 
from March 10, 1794, to March 18, 1795. . 


At the earlieſt of theſe dates, Mr. Thomas had; juſt entered i 


his new houſe at Calcutta, intending to do ſomething in his 


own profeſſion : about the ſame time Mr. Carey was prepar»

Mr. Carey admires the wonderful providence of God which 
placed him and his colleague, in a ſituation where they have 
not only enough for themſelves, but for yielding ſome pecu- 
niary aſſiſtance to the cauſe of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 

© The manufactory occaſions his travelling much; he has 


had oppertunities of preaching up the country, near an hun- 


dred miles from his reſidence, and was once within fight of 


the mountains which ſeparate Bengal from Tibet; ſo that not 


only in his own neighbourhood is the word preached, but he 
has opportunities of publiſhing it among the inhabitants of the 
country at a diſtance where, probably, no European has ever 
been before. He has ready admiſſion into every place when 
he goes abroad ; and thinks that his preſent ſituation is re- 


markably favourable for the buſineſs of the miſſion. DT 


It is allowed that the hurry of entering on theſe temporal 
concerns, at firſt ſomewhat hindred the miſſionaries; but the 
having ſince been purſuing their original plan with activity. 
Through the want of a more perfectacquaintance with the lan- 
guage, Mr. Carey could not for a while ſo preach as to obtain 


the attention of the people; but he is now enabled to preach in- 


telligibly, ſometimes for half an hour together, and with the aſ- 
ſiſtance of Ram Boſhoo, his moonſhe, at other times they 
lengthen out the diſcourſe an hour ; and by mixing Bengalee 
and Hindoſtanic together, Mr. Carey is underſtood by the 


people much better than he can underſtand them. The Ben- 
pace is ſpoken by the Bramins, and higher Hindoos; and the 


Iindoſtanic is ſpoken by the Muſſulmen, and lower Hindoos. 
This laſt is a mixture of Bengalee and Perſian, n

The villages in the neighbourhood of Mudnabatty, contain- 
but few inhabitants, Mr. Carey's congregations are conſe- 
quently ſmall, though, in general, compoſed of all the villa- 
gers. In January 1795, he had preached in four or five vil- 
lages, and was extending his ſphere of action every week. 
On the firſt Lords-day in the new year, he went to a village 
wholly inhabited by profeſſed Muſſelmen, but who intermix 


fome pagan notions with the Mahometans, and diſcourſed 


with them upon the evil and univerſality of fin, together with 
the holineſs of God;; 'and then enquired, If theſe things were 
ſo, how they could poflibly eſcape the wrath to come? They 


were confounded, and faid, they had never heard thoſe things 
before, and that their Padre (teacher) had only told them 


what were the duties of Mahometaniſm. Mr. Carey: then

Feb, 1, 1795, he went to a v vill, near his own dwel- 
ung, called Maddabatty. As he entered it, he ſaw an houſe 
which he knew was devoted to, Mahomet. He aſked, What 
houſe that was? The people ſaid, It was Emaun's: He en · 
quired who Emaun was f They, could not tell. Does he live 
here, or any where elſe in this country? They anſwered, 
He was dead. He then enquired, Why they erected a houſe 
for a dead man, and what end it would anſwer, if no-one 

lived there. They anſwered, That it was for the falvation 
of the people of the place. He then aſked, « If any cala- 
mities befall you, will this houſe, or its owner, ho you ? 
They have no power; and if you arg ſinners they cannot 
forgive you. After this, he diſeourſed with them farther on 
their ſinful ſtate, heaven and hell, and then on, the ſufficiency 
and efficacy of the goſpel method of ſalvation; preſſing 
them to caſt off all their evil ways, and falſe Mahometan 
worlhip and. to ſeek. ſalvation. by Cheiſhs this they promiſed 

to do.

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offerings made to Mahomet's relations, and to Hindoo gods, 
are no part of holineſs, hut, on the contrary, great fins. 
In the latter part of 1794, Mr. Carey opened a ſchool, but 
the extreme ignorance and poverty of the natives leads them 
to take away their children upon every light occaſion ; and 
thus the accompliſhment of a benevolent deſign is, in a great 
meaſure, prevented, To remedy this Mr. I homas and Mr. 
Carey, between whom the utmoſt harmony prevails, haue 
formed a plan for erecting two (Chowparries ) Colleges, one 
at Mudnabatty, and the other at Moypalldiggy, where Mr. 
Thomas and Mr. Carey reſide. In each of theſe places 
they intend to educate twelve lads, fix Muſſelmen, and iyx 
Hindoos; a Pundit is to have the charge of them, and they 
are to be taught the Shanſcrit, Bengalee, and Perſian Jan» 
2a little philoſophy and geography. The time of their edu - 
cation is to be ſeven years, and the Miſſionaries are to pro- 
vide them with meat, clothing, and lodging, as well as in- 
ſtructions: January 1795, they were enquiring for chil».

In executing this plan of tuition, Mr, Carey's fon, Peter, 


would have been of ſome affiſtance, had his promiſing life 


been ſpared, but he is no more. His brother, a little boy of 
five years old, died of a mortification in his bowels, cauſed 
by a flux and fever. Mr. Carey himſelf has had two attacks 
of an intermitting fever, attended with a dyſentery,” Which 


continued two months, aud reduced him very much ;. his 


wife, and his eldeſt ſon alſo, have been ill of a dyſentery 


twelve months, but they are all recoyered, and he informs 


us, That for the moſt part he enjoys his health better nov 
than when he was in England. e e , e 
Peter's removal was a very heavy ſtroke to his relatives, 
and muſt have been rendered the more afflictive by the dif- 


ficulty they met with in getting him buried. The ſuperſti- 


tions of the people are ſo great that they never touch a dead 
body, unleſs it be one of their own relations, which the 
Muſſulmen do, but even this is refuſed by the Hindoos, who 
burn their dead if they can afford it, or if not, they lie on 


the ground, or in the water. When Mr. Carey's dear little 


boy died, his father could not prevail upon any one to make 
him a coffin, though he had carpenters in his own employ. 


With difficulty he engaged four Muſſelmen to dig a grave 
for him. No one would undertake it alone, and therefore, 
fo many went together that they might all have an equal 


ſhare of the diſgrace. Two perſons were ſent for, ſeven or eight 
miles to carry him to the grave, but in vain; and Mr. and 
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and are charged with it, they coolly anſwer, © It is the cuſtom 
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Mrs. Carey had agreed to do it themſelves, when a lad who 
had loſt caſt, and their mater (a ſervant who performs the 
moſt ſervile offices, ) were induced to relieve them from this 
painful ſervice. This was on Saturday, and on Monday the 
four Muſſulmen came and told the bereaved parents, that they 
had loſt caſt for digging the grave, and that the Mundul, or 


8 head man in the village, had forbid any of the people to eat, 


drink, or ſmoak, with them. It is well known that Maho- 
metans have no caſt, but they imagine they have, and the 
loſs of it is to them as ſerious a thing as to the Hindoos. Mr. 
Carey therefore ſent for the man and told him that he muſt 
eat, drink, and ſmoak with them, or ſtay till he had applied 
to the judge at Dinajepore. After ſome prevarication he 


agreed, and fo the affair endet. 


Mr. Carey has frequent opportunities of ſocial converſe 
with valuable men. In one of his letters, he ſays, “ we have 


about twenty Europeans, beſides children, who are friendly to 


the goſpel; moſt of whom, in à judgment of charity, we 
reckon to be real chriſtians:“ and in another, he adds, < we 
have very valuable chriſtian friends, yet they live twenty or 
thirty miles diſtant from us; and as there are no high roads 
nor inns in this country, and during the rainy ſeaſon no me- 
thod of conveyance but by water, we have the pleaſure of 


ſeeing each other but ſeldom; though, when we do, it ren- 


ders our interviews much more ſweet and agreeable than they 
might be if we met oftener.” nt tae e 
He has alſo repeated opportunities of diſcourſing with the 
Hindoos; for their idolatrous feaſts very frequently occur, 
and he can often go into the places where the idols are, and 
oppoſe them to their faces, and to the faces of all their de- 
fenders. Ihe common people, indeed, care juſt as much 
for their idols, as the carnal multitude in England do for 
Chriſt at Chriſtmas — a good feaſt and a holiday is all in all 
Mr. Carey's opinion of the natives, places them much 
below the accounts generally given of them to the public. 


He ſays, The ſtories of their benevolence, humanity, and 
meekneſs are all falſe, and exiſt only in the doctrines of the 


Shaſters. The very reverſe is the caſe. Lying, avarice, 


perfidiouſneſs, ſervility, cruelty to animals and to each other, 
are the moſt prominent features in their character - cheat · 


ing, juggling, and lying, they eſteem to be no ſins, and the 
beſt among them, though they fpeak ever ſo great a falſe- 


hood, conſider it as no evil, unleſs you firſt charge them to 


ſpeak the truth. When they defraud you as much as they can, 
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the dry bones“ though, © alas ! the ſpirit of life from G 
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of the country.” Their Bumerous idols are accounted by 


= © 


the common people, and the majority of Bramins, to be fo 
many deities; but the möſt Jeartied acknowledge only one. 
Their ſuperſtitions are proportioned'to' the milltitude of their 
idols.” All their thougbts of God are fo very light, that they 
only confider him as 'a fort of play-thin Tag This may ; ſhew | 
how difficult it is to convince'them of fin. 

It is not therefore to be wondered at, if the accounts ſent 
to the ſociety and its friends, do not as yet give intelligence 


— 


of numerous wonders of grace. In Mr. Carey's letter to 
Mr. Pearce of Jan. 195 798 he ſays, „I have had no ſuc- 
ceſs vet in the work of converſion among the natives.“ 
How ought this declaration to conſtrain al the praying 
friends df, the miſſion to wreſtle with the Lord more than ever, 

for the” outpouring of His ſpirit on the mifflonaries and on 
the heathen! But it ſhould'be noticed with gratitude, that 


out of twelve letters, wtitten by Mr. Carey from! Jan. b, to

ragement. Some pleaſing things are mentioned in the fore 
going extracts, to which we have the felicity of adding in 
Mr. Carey's own words—That © a wide field for uſeful, 
neſsꝰ is opened to the miſſionaries - That from their preſent 
favorable ſituation, they hope ſoon to be able to ſay, «That 
almoſt all they in the tte of Dinagepore have heard the 
word of God, both Hindobs and Müſfulmen, which et ig 
e the caſe in the fleighbourhòod'ꝰ of Mudnabatty, where 
Mr, Carey reſides: That his “ opportunities of preaching 


the goſpel to the natives are frequent, having concerns with

It is more than probable that this church was compoſed of

there were many Baptiſts in the army which Cromwell led into

Five of the ſeven 
who adhered to him declared themſelves of the ſame mind, among

This 
was occaſioned by an affair of Seine wherein Mr. Walker 
himſelf was perſonally concerned, and as his 'calleagye could not 
altogether approve of his conduct in the-matter, which gave of- 
fence, nor of his treatment to the brethren who had converſed

About the begining of the yu 1776, the church at Glaſgow 
fell into the Sabellian. error, enying the perſonal diſtinction in 
the Godhead. ' Archibald MeLean wrote to Neil Stuart the elder 
who had propagated that tenet, requeſting him, in conſequence 
of the connexion which ſubſiſted between them, to give a diſtin 
anſwer to a few queſtions relative to that peint. After a, con- 
ſiderable delay he returned a long anſwer. To this Archibald 
McLean wrote a reply, in which the unity of the Godhead. was 
fully admitted, while the per/onal diſtin&ion; was clearly pointed 
out from the very paſſages which had been adduced to overturn it. 
Finding the Sabellian ſentiments untenable, they ſhifted theie 
ground to Socinianiſm, admitiag that the Father and Son are diſ- 
in& perſons, but affirming that the Godhead-is the perſon of the 
"ather, and the manhood of Chriſt the perſon of the Sen; and as 
they did not hold the novel doctrine of Chriſt's pre: exiſtent human 
ſoul, fo. neither did they believe that the Son of God was a divine 
perſon, or had any exiſtence at all previous to his conception: of the 
virgin, This being repreſented to the church at Edinburgh, it was 
agreed that Archibald Me Lean ſhould write another letter to them 
in the name of the church, refuting their hereſy, and at the fame 
time informing them, that if this had no effect, they would give 
up all connexion. with them as a fiſter church. This was dona 
accordingly, and their anſwer was, that being ſenſible of their 
own inability to ſettle matters by writing, they had reſolved ta 
fend two of their number to Edinburgh to converſe upon the ſub- 
ject, and requeſted that no deciſive ſtep might be taken till that 
Mould take ple ih hind bore nt 8 rfl: 
In this ſtate matters reſted for ſeveral months, At laſt they 
gave notice of the time when their delegates ſhould be at Edin- 
burgh. The perſons appointed were their two elders, Neil 
Stuart and George Beg. But inſtead. of coming to Edinburgh at 
the time appointed, they ſet out in the firſt place for Dundee and 
Montroſe, where they judged their ſentiments would be more 
eaſily diſſeminated. And indeed they were not altogether diſap- 
pointed, for they unſettled the minds of ſeveral of the Brethren 
at both places, and a few of them were entirely ſubverted. At 
length they came to Edinburgh, and obtained leave to declare 
their ſentiments fully and without reſerve in the hearing of the 
whole church, which was convened en that occaſion. Neil Stuart 
"made a long ſpeech, the purport of which was, That the Perſon 
of the Son God was merely human, and that he had no exiſtence 
before he came into the world; though he had now a peculiar 
union with God, and was exalted as head over all things. Arch. 
Me Lean made a reply to this ſpeech, proving from the Scriptures 
the divinity of the Son of God, and the diſtinct ſubſiſence __ his 
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Divine Perſon, not only before his incarnation, but befote the 
creation of all things. To ſhorten the diſpute, he defired Neit 
Stuart to come directly to the point, and ſhow what ſenſe he could 
make of certain paſſages conſiſtently with his ſcheme, ſueh as John 
1. 1—4. ch. 8. 58. ch. 19:5: Rom. 9. 5." Philip. ii. 6, 7. Col. i. 
15 —18. 1 Tim. 3. 16. Heb. 1. 2, 3. Here he expoſed himſelf 
faſticiently by ſuch arbitrary and unnatural gloſſes as flatly con- 
tradicted the plain ſenſe and ſcope of the ſacred text; but being 
Clofely preſſed with theſe and ſimilar paſſages, he found himſelf 
mut up, and at laſt ſunk into filence. Arch. McLean then laid 
before him the magnitude of his error as affecting the whole doc- 
trines of the goſpel; the aggravations with which it was attended, 
in his having not only ſubverted the flock committed to his 
charge, but in his going about to ſubvert the ſouls of others, after 
all the pains that had been taken to convince him; concluding 
with reminding him of the account he muſt give at the judgment- 
ſeat of Chriſt, and-earneſtly calling him to repentance. To all 
which he replied, that he had taught nothing but what he firmly 
believed, and that he had much ſatisfaction in his preſent ſenti- 
ments. The church was then called, and unanimouſly declared, 
that they conſidered Neil Stuarts' tenets as ſubverſive of the faith, 
and therefore could have no connexion with him, or with thoſe 
who adhered to him, until God ſhould grant them repentance to 
ine acknowiedging of che wrath gm 8 
The Baptiſt affairs in Scotland had at this time a very diſcon- 
raging appearance. Two ſucceflive diviſions had greatly reduced 
the church at Edinburgh. The church at Glaſgow: having de- 
parted from the faith, was worſe than loſt to the profeſſion; and 
there was much reaſon to fear that a number at Dundee and 
Montroſe would ſoon follow their example. But it was not long 
till matters began to wear a more promiſing aſpec r. 
Seorge Beg, the elder who accompanied Neil Stuart, was 
much ſtruck with what had paſſed at Edinburgh. Upon his 
return home, he reflected ſeriouſly upon the ſubject, and ſoon 
came to be convinced that he had adopted and propagated a moſt 
dangerous error. He laid open the ſlate of his mind to his Bre- 
thren, which produced much difpntation among them. At laſt 
he and a few more left them, and wrote a penitential letter to 
Edinburgh, renouncing their error, and deſiring to be reſtored into 
the unity and fellowſhip of the churches, which was readily com- 
plied with. The next object was the recovery of the members 
who were in a wavering ſtate at Dundee and Montroſe. Thoſe 
at Dundee had been rather perplexed than convinced by Neil 
Stuarts*-arguments,” and ſoon acknowledged their firm belief of 
Chriſt's divinity; but the cafe was otherwiſe at Montroſe. Their 
elder, David Mill, who had been at Edinburgh” to witnefs the 
conference, upon his return, found ſeveral of them had embraced. 
Neil Stuarts? ſentiments; bnt they were all at length recovered, 
except two or three who left tile. pag 
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The ſame year a pamphlet appeared in behalf of Infant Bap- 
tiſm, written by an Independent at Glaſgow; to Which Areh. 
McLean wrote an anſwer, entitled, A Defence of Behevers? Bap- 
tiſm, in oppoſition to Infant Sprinkling,“ &c.;-which he pubbſhed 
in May 1777. This drew the attention of many to that ſubje&Q,/ 
The controverſy got acceſs into an Independent congregation at 
Edinburgh, and, in the following Auguſt, ſix of them came off, 


embraced baptiſm, and were added to the church. Among theſe 


were james Me Lean and Robert Wilſon, now deacons. 


Meantime, it was privately intimated, that Mr. Walker and 


thoſe in connexion with him, were diſpoſed to a reconciliation, 
and deſirous of returning to the church, and ſome of them plainly 
declared this to Arch. McLean. Upon this he wrote to Mr. 


Walker to know the ftate of his mind, aſſuring him that his re- 


union with the church would give him the utmoſt pleaſure, and 
that he would cheerfully. concur in any proper meaſure for bring- 
ing about ſo defirable an event. To this Mr. Walker returned a 
very agreeable anſwer, expreſſing his defire to be reconciled to 


the church, and his readineſs to give all the ſatisfaction in his 


power with reſpe& to any thing the church had to lay to his 
charge, A perſonal interview enſued, when it was agreed, that 
Arch. McLean ſhould draw up the grounds of difference, ſtating 
the particulars wherein Mr. Walker had given offence to him and 
the church, and alſo an acknowledgment of any thing wherein 
he found himſelf blamable. This being done and read to the 
church, it was delivered to Mr. Walker for his conſideration.” 
Mr. Walker having declared his full ſatisfaction with Arch. 
McLean, and acknowledged his guilt in the particulars laid before 
him; thoſe in connexion with him followed his example, and par- 
ticularly confeſſed their fin in having ſeparated themſelves from 
the church upon ſuch grounds. There was yet another prelimi- 
nary to ſettle: Francis Shand, one of the deacons, who had ſe- 
parated with Mr. Walker, was choſen his colleague, and another 
| perſon appointed a deacon ; but as theſe appointments were 


made only by the ſeparating, party, and in purſuance of their di- 


viding meaſures, the church would by no means receive them back. 
holding theſe. offices. This was a trying circ:mſtance to Mr. 
Walker and his wife, who had a high opinion of Francis Shand 
as an elder. They, however, yielded upon condition, that if 
the church, after a trial of his gifts, ſhould find him qualified, 
» he ſhould be reinſtated into that office. e e 
Matters being thus ſettled, both Societies met in one place, 
and joined in faſting and prayer, confeſſing their ſins, particularly 
thoſe which had occaſioned; their ſeparation—thanking God for 
his great goodneſs and mercy in bringing them together again 
beyond all their expectations and deſeris—beſeeching Him to 
Confirm and ſtrengthen their union in the truth, and their love 


to one another for the truth's ſake—and that he would condeſcend 


to dwell among them, and build them together as an habitation' 
af His through the Spirit. In concluſion, they ſaluted one another 
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with the kiG of ehatity in teſtimony of their full ä 
Thus they were united again after a nian of two yours. and 
nine months. 

It has been Miedl that ſ members of an ladepandeny ſoci- 
ety. had embraced _— and joined the church. In the ſpace 
ok half a year, near twenty more from the ſame ſociety followed 
_ example ; . firſt was Henry David Inglis, now 


Ade che end of the year 1777, ts Made of Chriſt's ſon- 
ſhip. by eternal generation happened to be mentioned in conver- 
ſation. Archibald McLean expreſſed his diſlike of the eternal ge- 
neration. Mr. Walker was greatly alarmed at this, and declared 
his reſolution to lay the matter immediately before the church. 
Archibald MeLean perceiving that Mr. Walker did not properly 
underſtand his ſentiments, and being apprehenſive of bad conſe-

| begged he would delay that ſtep till he had more thoroughly oon 


fidered the ſubject; for which purpoſe he offered to give him his 
thoughts on it in writing, if he would allow him time. To this 


be agreed; yet, without waiting for the manuſeript, he and 
| —_— Shand, with whom he confulted, hurried the affair into 


the church. The point was publicly debated at ſeveral meetings, 
and the church at laſt being called to ſignify their opinion, it ap- 
peared that none agreed — Mr. Walker and Franeis Shand 


but their two wives, and another woman. It was then determined 


to admit no further diſputation upon the ſubject, and therefore 
it was propoſed that the forementioned members ſhould either 
agree to forbear the diſputed point, or withdraw from the com- 
munion, that peace might be reſtored to the church. After ſome 
deliberation Mr. Walker declared that he was in hearty charity 
with the whole church notwithſtanding the preſent difference;

them, and after ſome argumentation, it ap eared that a number” 
of them were doubtful of their Socinian ſentiments. Soon after,” 
the greater part of them relinquiſhed theſe tenets, and Neil 
Stuart, likely to be left alone, began to make ſome conceſſions,” 
” and at laſt acknowledged his error. Upon this, they wrote a 
Ts penitential letter to the church at Edinburgh, ſigned by the whole; 
4 and alſo applied for admiſſion into the church at Glaſgow, re- 
nouneing their error, and confeſſing their guilt, and were all re- 

ceived except Neil Stuart and other two. Ever ſince that time 
Neil Stuart has kept up a ſmall ſeparate meeting, but has no con- 
nexion or correſpondence with the other churches. Mean time

In March 1778, William Braid wood, elder of the independent 
ſociety at Edinburgh, left that ſociety, embraced baptiſm; and 
joined the church. Mr. Charles Stuart, who had given up his 
charge as miniſter of the pariſh of Cramond, and joined the 
above-mentioned ſociety, was alſo. baptized and added to the 
church in May that year. He betook himſelf to the ſtudy of phy- 
fic, and is now an eminent phyſician in Edinburgh. About this 
time ſome perſons from Largo, a village in Fife, were baptized, 
This was the beginning of the church at that place. 
Mr. Walker and his wife now began to be very urgent to have ; 
Francis Shand choſen for an elder. The church would not agree | 177 
to this, but ſignified their deſire that William Braidwood ſhould 
be appointed to that office. Mr. Walker yielded, but Francis „ 
Shand oppoſed this from time to time, alleging, that William 
Braidwood had not been ſufficiently tried as to his qualifications; 
but in private he intimated that his main objection was, that Mr. 
Braidwood did not hold the doctrine of eternal generation. Upon 
examining Francis Shand, it was found that he did not forbear 
the diſputed point as he had profeſſed to do, but was continuing 
in the church with a view to form a party, and, if his ſcheme 
ſhould ſucceed, to exclude all ſuch as would not embrace his 
ſentiments upon that point. This deſign he openly avowed and 
_ Juſtified before the church, ſo that there was no alternative but 
to put him away. Mr. Walker, Mrs. Walker, Mrs. Shand, 
and another woman oppoſed this; for though they were obliged 
to admit that he was an fender in this inflance, and was not 
hearing the church ; yet they pleaded his fincerity, and' the up- 
rightneſs of his general character, and would on no account agree 
to his excluſion.” After much argumentation he was at length 
put away, and Mr. Walker, with the three women, withdrew 
from the church. But as they had ſown the ſeeds of diſcord be- = 
fore they went off, ſo their dividing influence continued a con- „ 
ſiderable time after, by means of ſome inexperienced members, 
ö 15 ä 
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who kept up a correſpondence with them, and under the notion of 
removing ſtumbling-blocks out of the way of their return, brought 
up accuſations, and ſtirred up jealouſies and animoſities in the 
church, which roſe to ſuch a height, and ſpread ſo univerſally, 

* that all order was ſubverted, and the elder's advice and warnings 
diſregarded, till the whole body was at laſt diſorganized. _ 
In this extremity the Lord mercifully interpoſed. The ſitu- 
ation in which the members now found themſelves began to open 
their eyes, and awaken ſerious reflexion and regret. The fer- 
ment ſubſided by degrees, and the cauſe of it, in ſo far as it 
aroſe from jealouſies and evil-ſurmiſings, vaniſhed upon cool 
inveſtigation. A few were at firſt united together upon a pro- 
feſſion of repentance and mutual reconciliation, and to theſe all 
the reſt were gradually added upon a like profeſſion. This affair 
left a deep and humbling impreſſion upon the minds 6f the mem - 
bers. It taught them experimentally the baneful effects of diſ- 
union, and for a conſiderable time made them more cautious of 
every thing which had a tendency to ſepar ation. 
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Mr. Walker and the tliree who adhered to him, formed them- 

ſelves into a ſeparate ſociety, and choſe Francis Shand, again, 

for an elder. They have kept up public worſhip- ever fince ; 

but their hearers, if any, are very few, and it is ſaid their num- 

ber at preſent does not exceed five. They have no correſpond- 

ence with the reſt of the churches *. ' ©

About the fame time Mr. Andrew Swanſton, a Burgher Seceder, 
a pious young man, and much efteemed as a preacher, was bap- 

tized at Glaſgow. For two years he continued to exerciſe his 
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* In 1787, Mr. Walker publiſhed a Defence of the Doctrine of the 
Trinity and eternal Sonſhip of Chriſt, which obliged Arch. McLean to 
publiſh, the year following, his letter on the Sunihip of. Chriſt (written 
during the diſpute). together with a Review of Mr. Walker's Defence. 
Mr. Walker died Novemi er 1791. In a converſation with an intimate 
of his, a little before he was ſeized with his laſt illneſs, he regretted with 
tears. the difference ſubſiſting between him and Arch. McLean, and ex- 
preſſed his earneſt wiſh for a reconciliation; but this was not made 
known till after his death.

3 45 the ſmall ſocieties at a diſtance from the church were not 
embodied or ſet in church order, they were confidered as branches 
of the church at Edinburgh, to which, as individuals, they had 
been at firſt added; but as they could not regularly aſſemble 
with the church, by reaſon of the diſtance, they met at their 
reſpective places by themſelves for mutual exhortation, and every 
part of divine worſhip excepting the Lord's ſupper. This ex- 
ception was objected to by William Hynd, one of the members 
at Newburgh, who affirmed, that it was the duty of the diſci- 
ples to obſerve the Lord's ſupper wherever tube or three of them 
could meet together, although they were not furniſhed with 
elders, or ſet in church order. He gained ſeveral over to his 
Opinion, and among the reſt Mr. Swanſton, and prevailed upon 
him to write to the church at Edinburgh for their concurrence. 
The - queſtion. being laid before the church, Mr. Stuart and 
Mr, Grieve viewed it as a doubtful point, and inſiſted that it 
ſnould be a matter of forbearance, and that the church ought 
not to interfere or oppoſe it. The elders and the reſt of the 
church were of a different opinion: they maintained, that tlie 
Lord's ſupper belonged only to a regular conſtituted church, 
furniſhed with the neceflary gifts and offices, or ſuch an organ- 
ized body as is deſcribed, 1 Cor. xii.— That to fuch churches 
it was at firſt delivered by the apoſtles, as they had received it 
from the Lord, Acts ii. 42. 1 Cor. x. 16, 17. ch. xi. 2, 23. and 
that no inſtance can be produced to the contrary, as the apoſtles 
ordained elders in every church, Acts xiv. 23. Tit. i. 5.—That 
the example of Chriſt at its firſt inſtitution points out the part 
aſſigned to the adminiſtrator, which is competent to ſuch only 
as are appointed to feed the flock—That our Lord's rule of 
diſcipline (Matt. xviii.) does not permit us to look upon wo or 
three as a church, ſince it requires at leaſt that number to go 
through the private ſteps of it, beſides the church or congrega- 
tion before which the matter is laid in the laſt reſort And that 
the innovation propoſed would ſet aſide the ſolemnity of that 
ſacred inſtitution, tend to wear off the reverence due to it, in- 
troduce many diſorders, and expoſe the profeſſion to juſt cenſure. 
For theſe reaſons the motion was rejecte. 1 
Though Mr. Swanſton did not urge this matter any farther, 
35 from that time his mind began to cool towards the connexion. 
ut William Hynd, the original broacher of that ſentiment, ſtre- 
nuouſly held to his point; and notwithſtanding much pains was 
taken to convince and admoniſh him from time to time, for near 
the ſpace of a year, he ſtill perſiſted in urging his opinion upon 
the members at Newburgh and Dundee, and endeavoured to 
diſaffect their minds towards the church at Edinburgh.

Mr. Grieve 
declared that he could not bear with the church unleſs they yielded

the connexion, This vexatious affair was concluded April 1784, 
ſince which time the church at Edinburgh has, upon the whole, 
enjoyed much peace. + 5 8 

In October 1784, Henry David Inglis was appointed an addi- 
tional elder of the church at Edinburgh. The ſame year ſeveral 
perſons from Perth, and alſo from Dundee were baptized. The 


church at this laſt place had been long without elders, and were 


reduced to a ſmall number; but now they began to encreaſe, and 
a conſiderable number was added to them in a ſhort time. In 


1785 Robert Walker, one of the deacons of the church at Glaſ- 


gow, was choſen an additional elder,of that church 
About this time William Dickie, a deacon of the church at 


Edinburgh, received a call to the elder's office from the brethren -. 


at Dundee, and though many inconveniencies of a worldly na- 
ture lay in the way, yet he chearfully accepted of it, gave up 


his buſineſs at Edinburgh, and removed with his family to Dun- 


dee: So that the church there was again ſet in order February 


1787, and James Duncan, one of the members, was chofen col- 


league to William Dickie.

The church at Glaſgow had by this time increaſed confiderably. 


Mr. Monerieff's popular talents, and ſtriking manner of delivery, 


had alfo for ſeveral years drawn a great number of hearers. But

He was received, but ſoon after ex- 
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in winter 178 he was ſeized with conſumptive complaints, which 
rapidly increaſed. Phyſicians adviſed his removal to a warmer 
climate, and, at the importunity of friends, he at. laſt conſented 
to go to the South of France. His parting with the church was 
truly an affecting ſcene: He addreſſed them in a ſhort diſcourſe 


from 2 Cor. xiii. 11. The whole church were in tears, ſorrowing 


moſt of all for the hints he gave, and the fears they had, of ſee- 
ing his face no more. He ſet out, attended by Mrs. Mon- 
crief, and a young man in the medical line; but when he ar- 
rived at London it was not thought adviſable that he ſhould 
proceed on his journey any farther than Lyme in Dorſetſhire, at 


which place he died, and was buried in x ay 1788. He was a 
faithful, zealous, and active ſervant of Jeſus Chriſt, and the loſs. 


of him has been much felt and lamented, not only by the church 

of which he was an overſeer, but by the whole connexion. 
In Auguſt following, an affair of diſcipline took place in the 

church at Glaſgow, about which the elders diſagreed. Robert 


Walker carried the matter ſo high as to leave the church, and 


draw ſeveral members after him. His conduct was much diſ- 
approved of by the reſt of the churches. The greater part of 
thoſe who went off with him ſoon left him, and ſome of them 


have returned to the church, ſo that there are not above five or 


fix connected with him at preſent. _ | 


The church at Montroſe had gradually declined for ſeveral 


years. Two of their elders were excluded, the third removed 


to Dundee where he died, and the whole church is now diſſolved. 
James Duncan, one of the elders at Dundee, embraced Uni- 
tarian ſentiments, as they are unfairly called, and other errors, 
and was excluded from the church  _ „ | 
In October 1791 the church at Largo was ſet in order; John 
Goodſir, Surgeon ; and Thomas Paterſon being appointed elders. 
Since that time they have increaſed conſiderably. L 1s 
In October 1794, Peter Whitock was choſen colleague to Mr 
Duncan at Glaſgow, and in November following, David Miller 
was appointed fellow-elder to Mr. Dickie at Dundee.  _ 


A conſiderable number from Paiſley have of late years been 


baptized and added to the church at Glaſgow. In June 1795 
they were ſet in church order, Thomas Watſon and William 


Marſhall being choſen elders. Their number fince that time

The number of Baptiſts at preſent in Scotland amounts to 


about 380, excluſive of a few {mall parties which are not con- 
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netted with the churches. Double that number has been bap⸗ 
tized ſince the beginning of the profeflion, but many have died 
in the connexion, and many have been excluded. The ſtrictneſs 
of their diſcipline, and the degree of ſelf-denial which their reli- 
pious profeſſion requires, do not ſuffer us to expect that they 
will ever become a very numerous or powerful body, while the 
world retains its preſent ſpirit and character. 4 py 
As to their principles, they refer us to no human ſyſtem as the 
unexceptionable ſtandard of their faith. They think our' Lord 
and his apoſtles uſed great plainneſs of ſpeech in telling us what 
we ſhould believe a practiſe; and hence they are led to un- 
derſtand a great many things more literally and ſtrictly than 
fthoſe who ſeek to make the religion of Jeſus correſpond with the 
faſhion of the times, or the decent courſe of the world. They 
believe that the ſalvation of guilty, helpleſs ſinners is firſt and 
laſt of ſovereign free grace, and not of him that willeth or run- 
neth.—That TJe/us is the Saviour of his people from their ſins— 
the Chrift, or anointed prophet, prieſt and king of his church 
the Son of God, or the word made fleſh, God manifeſted in the 
fleſh, the firſt-begotten' of the dead, and conſtituted heir of all 
things—That by his life, death, reſurrection and aſcenſion into 
the heavenly, holy place, with his own blood, he hath obtained 
eternal redemption for his people from the guilt, power and all 
the conſequences of ſin, and procured for them everlaſting life 
with himſelf from the dead That men are juſtified freely by 
divine grace, without works of any kind, but ſolely through the 
redemption that is in jeſus Chriſt, whenever they really believe, 
or credit the teſtimony of God concerning his Son; wiüch be- 
Uef is not of themſelves, but the gift of God That all who be- 
lieve and are juſtified, have immediate peace with God in pro- 
portion to the degree of their faith; and joy in God through 
Jecas Chriſt, by whom they have now received the reconcilia- 
tion— That the belief of the truth will work by love to God 
who hath firſt loved us, and to thoſe who are of the truth for the 
truths ſake which dwelleth in them; it will overcome the world, 
with all the allurements and tribulations thereof; and purify the 
heart, not only from the guilt of ſin, but alſo from worldly luſts, 
ſuch as the luſt of the fleſh, the luſt of the eyes, and the pride 
of life, i. e. ſenſuality, covetouſneſs and ambition (which to a 
certain degree, they ſay, are conſidered as virtues in the chriſ- 
tian world, and even by many ſerious profeſſors)—That in pro- 
Portion as we hold faſt the faith, and are influenced by it to love 
God and keep his commandments, we ſhall have an increaſing 
evidence of our intereſt in Chriſt, additional to what we had on 
our firſt believing, and therefore ought to give all diligence to 
make our calling and election ſure, and to ſhew the ſame dili- 
ence to the full aſſurance of hope unto the end. Thongh they 
| hold the doctrine of particular election, of God's unchangeable 
and everlaſting love, and of the perſeverance. of the ſaints ; yet 
they think it dangerous to comfort people by theſe conſidera- 
. A * TE tions 
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Fions when. they are evidently. in a backſliding flate, | In this 
Caſe, they think the ſcripture motives to fear are oo uſefal, | 
and ought to have their full force, even the fear of alling away, = 
and of coming ſhort of the heavenly reſt. They think it alſo 
unſafe, in ſuch a caſe, to draw comfort from the reflexion of 
our having once believed, it being their opinion, that we mult . 
be reduced to the mere mercy of God, through the atonement, 
which gave us relief at firſt. Theſe appear to be their views of 
the leading doQrines of the goſpel, and of chriſtian experience. 
Their church order is ſtrictly congregational, and, ſo far as 
they can diſcern, upon the apoſtolic plan, which is the only 
rule they profeſs to follow. The nature of their union requires 
that they ſhould be ſtrict and impartial in diſcipline, both to 
preſerve purity of communion, and to keep clear the channels 
of brotherly love, that it may circulate freely | throughout the 
body. They continue ſtedfaſtly every firſt day of the week 7 
the apoſtles doctrine, i. e. in hearing the ſcriptures read and preach- 
ed—and in the fellowſhip, or contribution—and in breaking of 
Bread, or the Lord's ſupper—and 7» prayers, and ſinging of pſalms, 
hymns and ſpiritual ſongs. The prayers and exhortations of the 
brethren are alſo admitted in their public meetings. They ob- 
ſerve the love - feaſt, and, upon certain occaſions, the kiſs of 
charity, and alſo waſh one anothers feet when it is really ſervice- 
able as an act of hoſpitality. They abſtain from eating blood 
and things ſtrangled, i. e. fleſh with the blood thereof; becauſe 
theſe were not only forbidden to Noah and his poſterity, when the 
grant of animal food was firſt made to man, but alſo under the 
goſpel they are moſt ſolemnly prohibited the believing Gentiles, 
along with fornication and things offered to idols. They think 
that a gaudy external appearance in either ſex, be their ſtation 
what it may, is a ſure indication of the pride and vanity. of the 
heart: that women profeſſing godlineſs are not to adorn them- 
ſelves with plaited or broidered hair, or gold, or pearls, or coſtly 
array; but with modeſt outward apparel, as well as with the in- 
ward ornaments of the mind; alſo, that it is a ſhame for a man 
to have long hair, however fanQtioned by the faſhion. As to 
marriage, though they do not think that either of the parties 
being an unbeliever diffolves that relation, when once entered 
into, yet they hold it to be the duty of chriſtians to marry only 
in the Lord. They alſo conſider gaming, attending plays, routs, 
balls, and ſome other faſhionable diverſions, as unbecoming the 


* 


gravity and ſobriety of the chriſtian profeſſion. 5 
As to their political ſentiments, tliey conſider themſelves bound 
to be ſubject to the powers that be in all lawful matters; to honour 
them, pray for them, and pay them tribute; and rather to ſuf- 
fer patiently for a good conſcience, than in any caſe to reſiſt 
them by force. At the ſame time, they are friendly to the ra- 
tional and juſt liberties of mankind, and think themſelves war- 
ranted to plead, in a reſpecful manner, for any juſt and legal 
rights and privileges which they are entitled to, whether of a

How naturally he cared for the diſſenting intereſt was viſt - 
ble from his aſſiduous labours for its proſperity, and the ufe 
he made of his intercourſe with the great, for obtaining 
objects of vaſt importance towards the extenſion of religious 
liberty; for deliverance from thoſe ſhackles that were oppreſ- 
five, and which might in worſe times prove. an handle for 
perſecution. His judicious publications upon that occaſion 
will long ſpeak for him, as will the reſpect he at all times 
paid to each denomination, and his readineſs to ſerve them 


in every good work. Difference of religious ſentiments 


made not the leaſt alteration in hjs behaviour. And though 
he might think the difference of ſuch magnitude, that he 
durſt not venture his own ſoul upon the ſentiments of others, 
- {till he knew that the wrath of man worketh not the righte- 
oulneſs of God, and that bad temper, bad manners, and illi- 
'beral epithets, would not recommend the love of God, or 
the truth as it is in Jeſus, There was not an auſtere fea- 
ture to be ſeen in his countenance, nor a forbidding accent 
heard, to fall from his lips. „ „ 

The Baptiſt denomination lay particularly near his heart, 
and his concern for it ran uniformly through his whole life.

rs. Stennett's diſſolution was a very great afliction to the 
Doctor and his family. Though ſhe had been for ſome time 
rather declining in her health, 28 her being at laſt ſo quickly 
removed was what they little expected. She was denied to 
her bed only about a week. Her diſorder was of the nervous 
kind, and greatly affected her ſpirits. A delirium attended 
her illneſs, but yet ſhe was enabled at intervals fo to expreſs 
herſelf as afforded thoſe round about her no ſmall pleaſure. 
cing happy that thoſe whom ſhe fo tenderly loved were with 


her in her affliction, ſhe ſaid at different times, « I dwell among 


my own people,””---and then, “ Teſus is the only Saviour,”

The death of Mrs. Stennett was an event that preſaged his 


own removal. He was ſubmiſſi ve to the ſupreme diſpoſal, but 


did not appear to have any further regard for living in this 
world, or to think of his long continuance in it. All bis 
talk ſeemed to be a repetition of theſe words, < The time of 
my departure is at hand.” The duties of his miniftry indeed 
he went to with redoubled diligence, as if aware that the 
night was coming when he could no longer work; and he 
was hardly withheld from thoſe ſuper-abundant exerciſes, 
that muſt have been immediately. detrimental to his health. 
His retirements were chiefly Gent in meditations on the 
bible; in which alſo he indulged his taſte for poetry, as fame 


_ admirable ſpecimens he has left behind him demonſtrate. His 


converſation and prayers were particularly ſpiritual, and his 
people will long retain the ſavour of the two laſt diſcourſes he 
preached to them. The firſt, on Chriſt as an High-Prieſt 
& touched with the feeling of our infirmities,“ was the reſult 
of his meditations during a fleepleſs night the preceding 
week; but a night ſo comfortable as, he confeſſed, he had never 


before x bovis in his life, The perfect knowledge the Lord 


Jeſus had of his wants -the tender care he exerciſes, and the 
ſufferings he ſo freely underwent, were his aft 
None who knew Dr. Stennett could ſuſpect him to be deficient 


in exalted ſentiments of the Redeemer, yet all he had b=fare 


conceived and preached of him, appeared ſmall to what he then 
experienced; and hence he exhorted his people to & come bold- 
ly to the throne ef grace, that they might obtain mercy, 
and find grace to help in time of need +.” Though illneſs 
and approaching death prevented his preaching it had not lef- 
ſened his love to his flocks. He deſired a friend to tell them, 
« that he loved them all in the Lord, and that the traths he had 
. were his alone conſolation in the hour of death.“ 
he temper and comfort of his mind in his illneſs, were diſ- 
covered hy ſeveral little incidents which cannot but be pleaſing 
to thoſe who had ſuch a value for him. Before he was con- 
fined to his bed, he prayed one evening in his family in a manner 
which deeply impreſſed all preſent, « that God might give an 
eaſy paſſage out of life; and God granted him that which he 


requeſted. Some vinegar and other ingredients being given 


him as a gargle for his throat, he ſaid, with great emotion, which 
heyed his thoughts to be directed towards Jeſus, And in 
us thirſt they gave him vinegar ta drink. O! when I fe-

ect upon the ſufferings of Chriſt, I am ready to fay, what 
have I been thinking of all my life? They are now my only 
ſupport;”” and he added, reſpecting thoſe, tenets that would 
degrade Chriſt's perſon and atonement, «© What ſhould I do 
now, if I had only ſuch opinions to ſupport me? *. Taking 
his daughter by the hand, he ſaid, «© Wherefore he is able to 
ſave them to the uttermoſt, that come unto God by him--- 
He. is able to. keep that which I have committed unto him 
againſt that day.“ To the kind enquiries of a friend he an- 
ſwered, © Here I am, caſt down but not deſtroyed;“ And 
upon another occaſion, repeated a verſe of the charming hymn 
he had formerly compoſed, and which was printed 1: |

To his fon, who (at that time very ill alſo) came to ſee 
him, he ſaid, My fon, God hath done great things for us, 
He is very gracious to us. I can leave myſelf and my fa- 
mily with him,” In ſhort, every little ſpeech he uttered 
indicated the invariable frame of his mind, that he was happy 
in God, and that the ground of his happinefs was the love 
of God in laying down his life for us. «© Other foundations,“ 
as he expreſſed it with energy, “can no man lay, than that 
is laid, which is Jeſus Chriſt. His name is as ointment 
| poured forth. O] he is the chief among ten thouſand, and 
} altogether lovely.” The powers of expreſſion were taken 

from him, a few hours before his departure; but he went 
off in a tranquil and eaſy manner. He quietly fell aſleep 
in Jeſus, Auguſt the 24th, 1795, in the 68th year of his 
age. His remains were depoſited in his family vault in 
Bunhill-felds, where Mrs. Stennett his beloved wife had 
been interred a few months before him.

The Rev. Mr. John Griffiths was born in the pariſh of 
Llanvirnach, Pembrokeſhire, South Wales, Nov. 16, 1736. 
His father's name was William Griffiths, and his mother's 
maiden name was Gwenllian Thomas. He was very obe- 
dient to his parents from a child. Like Obadiah of old, he 
| feared the Lord from his youth. He made a public profeſſion 
of religion, and became a member of the Diſſenting Church 

at Glandwr, when he was about ſixteen years of age. After 
having been at various ſchools in his earlier days, in 1753 
he was placed in the Diſſenting Academy at Carmarthen, 
where he remained two years, and from thence removed to 
the Academy at Abergavenny, where he finiſhed his educa- 
tion, He entered upon the work of the miniſtry in the year 
1758. In 1759, or 1760, he went to Wotton-under-edge, 
in Glouceſterſhire, where he-preached about two years. He 
was. after this ſettled as paſtor over an Independent church 
at Hinkley, in Leiceſterſhire. In February 1772, he preached 
his firſt ſermon to the Independent church at Hitchin, as a 
probationer, and he was ſettled over them as their paſtor in 
the enſuing ſummer. Here he went in and ont before his 
people and preached the glad tidings of ſal vation to them, as 
long as his health and ſtrength enabled him to do it; faith- 
fully and affectionately labouring to fave his own ſoul and 
thoſe of his people, and thereby to premote the glory of his 
great maſter. He was eminently of a devotional ſpirit—a 
man of prayer. Mr. Geard, miniſter of the Baptiſt cangre- 
gation at Hitchin, in preaching his funeral ſermon, ſaid; 
c Repeatedly have I united with him in this place, when no 
one has been preſent but ourſelves, in communicating our 
views upon particular ſubjects to each other, and in endea- 
vouring affectionately to recommend each other, and our re- 
_ ſpective churches and congregations to the divine regards in 
prayer. And yet, though we were in one ſenſe alone, I 
truſt we were not alone, becauſe our glorious maſter now 
and then at leaſt was with us, agreeably to his own con- 
. deſcending promile.” | „„ 
Hle was a man of diſintereſted benevolence. “ I have 
known, faid Mr. Geard, in the ſame ſermon, „ ſeveral in- 
ftances of this: but one of a pleaſing deſcription, and not 
vety commonly parallelled, I ſhall mention. It was a hand- 
ſome gift ſent by him to a poor afflicted miniſter, not Fo 
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his own denomination, whom I have reaſon to think he had 
never ſeen in his life, but to whom he was ſpontaneouſly 
induced to ſend this relief on the poor good man's circum=- 


cumſtances being related to him, without the ſmalleſt ſoli- 
citation. I had the pleaſure of being the medium of the con- 
veyance of the gift; and of obſerving the benevolence of 


. 


the giver, and the gratitude of the receiver. They are both 
in heaven, nor do I know that any perſon now living knows. 
the particulars of the circumſtance but myſelf; nor did I 
conſider myſelf at liberty to mention it, even in general. 
terms, till the generous benefactor was gone.”

Feb. 22, 1795, about 23 years from the time of his firſt 
preaching as a probationer at Hitchin. It ſeemed remark- 
able that this diſcourſe was preached from 1 Cor. xv. 57. 
Thanks be to God who giveth us the victory, through our. 


Lord Feſus Chriſt. For a long time before his death his 


mental powers were at intervals exceedingly deranged. When 
he was favored with a proper exerciſe of them, which through 


the goodneſs of God at certain periods was the caſe to the laſt, 


his mind was generally calm, It appeared as though when

fiths, was an exceedingly amiable and promiſing youth: but 
it pleaſed God to remove him alſo after a long lingering in- 
diſpoſition, Jan. 12, 1794, when he was fifteen years of age. 
The loſs of the daughter was a heavy trial to the bereaved 
parents, but the death of the ſon was ſtill much heavier. 
In him they had loſt their all as to the endearing relation of 
children. It was their great felicity however that they had 
not to ſorrow as thoſe without hope . But whatever con-

his affliction had extinguiſhed every other light in him, that 
the light of devotion ſtill attempted to burn. His grand 
ſupport of mind in his collected intervals, was the mediation 
of Jefus Chriſt between God and finners, and a good hope 
through grace of intereſt in that mediation. He had been 
at times exerciſed with fears, and particularly dreaded the 
article of death. It is a pleaſing reflexion, however, that 


death at length grew leſs terrible to him the nearer he approach- 
ed it: and the 3 before his departure, during a lucid 


interval, he expreſſed himſelf to his neareſt relative as won- 
derfully relieved from the dread of death, and as enjoying a 
cheerful hope that he ſhould ſoon be at his father's houſe. It 
was remarked concerning him, that no one ever heard him 


murmur, however much his long and trying affliction might 


cauſe him to mourn. At length, on the th of December 


1795, he was releaſed from all his burdens, and entered into 


the Joy of his Lord, aged 59 years. 


n the 11th of December, he was reſpectfully committed 
to the houſe appointed for all living, and a ſuitable oration 


was delivered on the occaſion by the Rev. Mr. William Wil- 
liams, his ſucceſſor in the paſtoral office, who was ordained 


ſome time before Mr. Griffiths died. On the following Lord's- 


day afternoon, in the meeting-houſe where he had laboured 
' ſo many years, his funeral ſermon was preached to the two 


| congregations of the Independents and Baptifts, who met 
together to pay their laſt tribute of reſpect to a truly worthy 
character. The paſſage which Mr. Geard improved upon 


this occaſion was given him by his dear departed brother, in 
one of the many friendly viſits which he paid him during his 


affliction; it was Heb. iv. 9. There remaineth therefore a 


reft to the people of God. Six months before his diſſolution 
Mr. Griffiths requeſted his brother Geard to improve this 
ſcripture as his funeral text, and prefaced his requeſt by affec- 


tionately mentioning the long friendſhip which had ſubſiſted 


between them—and indeed thoſe who were acquainted with 
both of them have admired their ſincere affection for each 
other, and longed to ſee the different evangelical denomina- 
tions breathe the ſame ſpirit in every place. Who can ſay what 


advantages might reſult from the meeting of Independents, 
Baptiſts, and other holy miniſters of the ſame neighbourhood,

And as to our uniting our congregations together, when 
either of us has had occaſion to be abfent on a ' ſabbath, the 
circumſtanee which your correſpondent. particularly complains 
of, that likewiſe has had its advantages. By this means, at 
ſhort notice, without any particular inconvenience to ourſelves 
or our people, we have each of us been enabled to aſſiſt neigh- 
bouring congregations, when they have peculiarly needed ſuch 
aſſiſtance, owing to the illneſs, the removal, or the death of their 
own miniſters: and we have conſidered ſuch a conduct as like- 
wiſe calculated to promote affection and harmony among our 
own connexions. + . 
Whether ſuch conſiderations as theſe will or ought to induce 
other miniſters and congregations, that may be ſimilarly ſituated, 
to imitate our conduR, I ſhall leave to their own prudence to 
determine; but they ſo impreſs my mind in referenee to our- 
ſelves, that J ſhould be exceedingly ſorry indeed, that that con- 
duct ſhould by any means be altered, in the inſtances referred to. 
And as I hope, through the medium of your magazine, a con- 
fiderable number, at leaſt, of our reſpective congregations, will 
either read or hear the following addreſs, I beg leave through 
that medium to addreſs myſelf to them, in the following manner:

the kindneſs and reſpe& which you have diſcovered to, me, col- 
lectively or individually; for all the kindneſs and reſpe& which 
you have manifeſted to my honoured brother in the miniſtry;

IN every kingdom and conntry on each fide of the river 


Sambia, are people of a tawny colour, called Pholeys, who re- 


ſemble the Arabs, whoſe language moſt of them ſpeak; for it is 
taught in their ſchools, and the Koran, which is alſo their law, 
1s in that language. They are more generally learned in the 
Arabic than the people of Europe are in Latin; for they can 
moſt of them ſpeak it, though they have a vulgar tongue called 
Pholey. They live in hoards or clans, build towns, and are 
not ſubject to any of the Kings of the country, though they live 
In their territories; for if they are uſed ill in one nation, the 
break up their towns, and remove to another. They have chiefs 
of their own, who rule with ſuch moderation, that every act of 
overnment ſeems rather an act of the people than of one man. 
This form of government is eaſily adminiſtered, becauſe the 
people are of a good and quiet diſpoſition, and fo well inſtruet- 
ed in what is juſt and right, that a man who does ill is the 
abomination of all. RE NL DES 1 | 
“In theſe countries the natives are not avaricious of lands: 


| hence the Kings are willing to allow the Pholeys to cultivate the 


land, and live in their dominions. They plant tobacco near the 


houſes, and all round their towns they plant cotton : beyond 


that are their corn fields, of which they raiſe the four kinds 


_ ufually produced all over this country; that is, Maize, or India 


corn, rice, and the larger and leſſer Guinea corn. The Pholeys 
are the greateſt planters in the country, though they are ſtrangers 


Init. They are very induſtrious and frugal, and raiſe much 
More corn and cotton than they conſume, which they ſell at rea- 


ſonable rates, and are ſo remarkable for their hoſpitality that 
the natives eſteem it a blefling to have a Pholey town in their 
neighbourhood : beſides, their behaviour has gained them ſuch 


reputation, that it is eſteemed infamous for any one to treat 
them in an inhoſpitable manner. Though their humanity ex- 


tends to all, they are doubly kind to people of their own race ; 
and if they know of any one of their body being a ſlave, all the 
Pholeys will unite to redeem him. As they have plenty of food, 


they never ſuffer any of their own people to want; but ſupport 


the old, the blind and lame, equally with the others. They are 
ſeldom angry, and I never heard them abuſe each other; yet 


this mildneſs does not proceed from want of courage; for they 


are as brave as any people in Africa, and are very expert in the 
uſe of their arms. They commonly ſettle near ſome Mundingo 
town; there being ſcarce any one of note, eſpecially up the 
river, that has not a Pholey town near it. They are ſtrict Ma- 
hometans; and ſcarcely any of them will drink brandy, or any 
thing ſtronger than ſugar and water. They breed cattle, and are 
very dexterous at managing them, ſo that the Mundingoes leave

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' theirs to their care. They are likewiſe great huntſmen, and not 


nly kill lions, tygers, and other wild beaſts; but often go 20 
fe 6 in a 9. to hunt elephants, whoſe teeth they ſell, and 
whoſe fleſh they [eoodry and eat, keeping it ſeveral months 
together. The Pholeys are almoſt the only people who make 
butter, and of whom cattle can be purchaſed at ſome diſtance up 
the river. They are very particular in their dreſs, and never 
wear any clothes but ſuch as are of white cotton, which they 
make themſelves. They are always very clean, eſpecially the 
women who keep their houſes exceeding ſweet. In ſome things 


they are ſuperſtitious, in particular, if any body boils the new 
milk bought of them, they will not on any conſideration ſell 


that perſon any more, becauſe they ſay, boiling the milk makes 
the cows dry. The Arabic is not only ſpoken by the Pholeys, 
but by moſt of the Mahometans in the river, though they are 


HE MANNER OF BEATIFYING A SAINT IN ITALY.

14 ; Ancona, Sept. 2, 1795. 
As I am now in a country where miracles are wrought, I will 
give you a little account of ſome of their proceedings, which 
Fave come within my knowledge. 


| Yeſterday I heard an unuſual noiſe of ringing of bells and 
firing of guns, and on enquiry I found the cauſe of it to be the 


| Beatification of a Saint. This naturally led me to enquire into 


the cauſe of hi: promotion, which I underſtood was as follows. 
About three hundred years 20, Antonio Fattatti was biſhop of 
Ancona. Being remarkable for his great learning, juſtice, piety 

and charity, he was much beloved while he lived, and at his 
death much lamented. The lower claſs of people revered him 
as a ſaint; and I find his friends, who were very rich, deſigned 
to procure canonization for him—he was accordingly embalmed 


and depoſited in the cathedral church of this place; many peo- 
ple worſhipped at his ſhrine, and implored his aſſiſtance and in- 


terference with the Almighty to procure the bleſſings they needed. 


In the courſe of twenty-five years numerous miracles were wrought 


by him. Many who had broken limbs were carried there, and 


by praying to him came away perfectly healed : alſo many blind 


people, it is ſaid, have received their fight by applying to him 


as their advocate in heaven. Theſe miracles fixed his friends in 


their former opinion of fainting him; they accordingly took the 
neceſſary ſteps in the court of Rome for that purpoſe. ' To exa- 
mine into the merits of the cauſe, and prove the miracles to a 
certainty, has taken up the ſmall period of 275 years. But laſt

Fattatti, and yeſterday we received the news here. I find it 


requires an uncommon ſum of money as well as great intereſt to 
procure this fayour, I need not ſay it requires time alſo. Am 
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now going to ſee him, and when I return will give you a far-

Sept. 5. I have now been to ſee this wonderful man; he was 

placed under a kind of an altar ſurrounded with iron railing 

to keep off the people. About a dozen were in the act of pray- 
ing when we went in, but the prieſt, who knew we ſhould pay 
him for his trouble, did not heſitate to diſturb them in their 
devotion in order to gratify our curiofity. The front of the caſe 
in which he was depoſited is of glaſs, he is clothed in red 
velvet trimmed with gold, has a kind of cap.on his head, and 
ſhoes on his feet. His left arm lay over his breaſt, and a ring 
was on one of his fingers. My friend tells me, that he has not 
yet attained the full honor of a Saint, to procure that there 
muſt be another courſe of law, which will coſt a great ſum of 
money. He is at preſent only called Beato, he may be ſainted 
in about three years for about twenty thouſand pounds; other. 
wiſe he may be another century more before he arrives at that 
dignity. 5 . | 
** Aether bart of this church is the altar of St. Ciriaco. The 
ſtory of him is ſtill more ridiculous. He is ſaid to be the faint 
who found the croſs of our Saviour—he died a vaſt while ago. 
Several hundred years ſince, having a mind to viſit the pope, 
he put to ſea in an iron coffin, bound, I ſuppoſe, to the Mole 
of Ancona, but through bad ſeamanſhip he drove aſhore in the 
night on a rock cloſe to the Mole: in the morning he was diſ- 
covered, and the coffin being opened, his body was found per- 
fect, and writings which diſcovered who he was were alſo in the 
_ coffin with him. He was accordingly removed with great pomp 
to the cathedral, and is at one time of the year expoſed to view 
for three days. We found a great many worſhipping at his altar, 
which was entirely covered with gold. The prieſt, who accom- 
panied us, brought from behind the altar a parcel] of crutches 
and fticks which he aſſured us were left by cripples who had 
been entirely cured, through his interceſſion with God. 

Sept. 7. I was yeſterday, Lord's-day, to ſee the high maſs 
celebrated in honor of our new Saint. To me the ceremony 
was truly ridiculous, although the Cardinal himſelf aſſiſted. They 
chattered their prayers like magpies, and in the organ loft were 

5 fidlers, and as many vocal performers with three French horns : 

the ceremony concluded with a ſalute of 72 ſmall cannon which

try. The inhabitants preſent themſelves in two different claſles z. 
the one aſſuming the gaiety and ſplendor of affluence, the other 

exhibiting tokens of the moſt abje& poverty: with the former 
the ſpirit of the world powerfully reſiſts the ſpirit of religion; 
and whilſt, for the moſt part, they avow themſelves proteſtant 
chriſtians, it is but here and there you find any under the viſible. 
influence of the religion they profeſs. The poor, being moſtly 
Papiſts, are as ignorant as they are indigent, and highly ſuper- 
ſtitious. One inftance of their ſuperftition I had an opportunity

Near Iſland Bridge, about a mile from Dublin, adjoining the 
public road, is a Well, which, becauſe it was formerly included 
in the precincts of a priory dedicated to St. John of Jeruſalem, 
is called St. Fohr's well. On mid ſummer day theſe deluded peo- 


ple came from 20 miles round Dublin to. viſit this well, and for 
24 hours, from 12 the preceding night, they were coming and

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their friends; others brought their diſeaſed children to the ſpot; 
whilft not a few I faw on their knees before the well at their 
devotions, which were frequently interrupted during their genu- 
flections by offers of whiſky from their acquaintance, which I

It is eaſy to conceive that where ſuch ſuperſtition and igno- 
rance prevail, prejudice will not be wanting; ſo that it is a rare 
thing 10 ſee any of theſe miſerable creatures attending on the 
means of inſtruftion, unleſs it be in the maſs-houſes. Indeed 
they are for the moſt part kept in ſuch a ſtate of ſubjection to 


the prieſts, that if, by their confeſſions, he learns they have only 
attended on domeſtic worſhip in a religious family, he enjoins a 
certain penance for every offence, which he ſometimes admini- 


ſters himſelf. And ſeveral of the prieſts, I am credibly informed, 
carry a whip about with them for the purpoſe of correcting their 
ſpiritual children. ME ys e 
Such a ſtate of things is certainly highly diſcouraging to the 
miniſters of religion, who, perhaps in many inſtances deſpairin 


of ſucceſs, have withheld themſelves from thoſe exertions whic 


with more flattering proſpects they would have made; whilſt 
the manners of the people, with whom they are continual! 
obliged to mingle, greatly tend to divert them from that ſpiri- 
tuality and active zeal which are eſſential to a high degree of 
religious uſefulneſs in every ſituation. 5 


But this is not the caſe univerſally. Some recent appearances 


are very encouraging. For, beſides the zealous friends to re- 
ligion in other communions, it has pleaſed God to raiſe up 
many pious young men, from among the ſtudents of Trinity 


College, who having taken orders are vigorouſly exerting them 


ſelves in various places, on behalf of evangelical piety. Their 
zeal is countenanced and cheriſhed by two Fellows of the Col- 
lege, who having been, for the truth's ſake, prohibited by the 
Archbiſhop of Leinſter from preaching in any of the churches 
in that province, do now conſtantly deliver the word of life in 
a chapel belonging to the Lock Penitentiary, called Betheſda. 
With theſe Gentlemen, three others were prohibited the uſe 


of the churches on the ſame account; but the inhibition has 


turned out to the furtherance of the goſpel, and God hath made 


the wrath of man to praiſe him: for it has proved in its effects 


fimilar to the perſecution of the primitive church, which, 'by 
driving the diſciples from Jeruſalem, occaſioned their travelling 
to Phenice and Cyprus and Antioch, preaching the Lord Jeſus. 


And there are ſeveral young men now in College of ſerious 


piety, who propoſe to devote themſelves to the miniſterial work. 


Some of the happieſt hours I enjoyed in Dublin were ſpent in 


ſpiritual converle and prayer in their company. |

« pointment of a temporary preſident.” 55 
But none are to be admitted members of whom there is 
& not reaſon to hope, that they deſire to give themſelves up to 
c the ſervice of God in the goſpel of his Son, and to preach 
«© him as the only and all- ſufficient Saviour of loſt ſinners. But 
« as it mult be expected, that there will be various differences 
of views, and that among thoſe who attend this meeting 
there will be perſons differing in degrees of knowledge and 
experience, the exerciſe of mutual tenderneſs, forbearance 
and love, is to be inſiſted on among all, as moſt eſſentiall 
requifite to their common edification, and moſt likely to cauſe . 
all at length to be perfectly joined together, not only in one 
« heart, but alſo in one mind and judgment.” 
They expreſs alſo their hope, that ſuch friends to the meet- 
ing as are unable to give perſonal attendance would communi- 
_ cate by letter; and they propoſe to defray the travelling ex- 
| pences of ſuch as cannot afford to do it themſelves. 
Accordingly on the 3d and 4th of June 1795, twelve or thir- 
teen miniſters of various denominations afſembled, and about 
the ſame number fignified their approbation of the meeting by 
letter. After prayer and reading the holy Scriptures, time was 
ſpent in converſation on various intereſting ſubjects, ſuch as 
e moſt uſeful way of preaching—the beſt rules tor miniſterial 
conduQ—the treatment proper for perſons newly awakened— 
the means of promoting brotherly love, and the preſent ſtate of 
religion in the kingdom; when one of the brethren preſent, wha 
had been called by the Saviour's grace the preceding year, gas. 
very pleaſing accounts of the ftate of his neighbourhood, as nt 
only a great number of papiſts are diſpoſed to attend the public 
means, but many ſcores of them viſit him at his own houſe, 
which 1s open every evening for prayer and ſpiritual diſcourſe. 
The converſation cloſed with grateful remarks on the gracious 
preſence of the Lord enjoyed at this meeting, which was con- 
cluded with prayer. „ | 
There has been another meeting this year, I have not ſeen 
the minutes, but I believe the attendance was larger, and the 
interview no leſs pleaſing or profitable than the preceding. The 
good effects of ſuch an union are already viſible. O that in 
Lagland we could rejoice in ſimilar aſſociations. I truſt it will 
not be long before we imifate our Iriſh brethren. It is not a 
matter of deſpair with m.

As the Society wiſhed me to preach a lecture on Thurſday 
evening in Dublin, I could not make any wide excu ſions in the 
country. I preached however at Leixſlip, Wicklow, Willow- 
Bank, and the Black Rock. 'The congregations in neither place 


were very large, yet in moſt under encouraging circumſtances. 


I hope no miniſter in England, who may be ſolicited by the So- 
ciety, will refuſe to labour in this harveſt. The number of 


faithful labourers, compared with the maſs of the inhabitants, 


is ſmall indeed. The cities and large towns have not much light, 
but the villages are moſtly in total darkneſs. Could a few zeal- 


ous and intelligent men be found who would be willing to iti- 


nerate in Ireland, 1t is the opinion of many that much good 
might be done. But as you *, my dear Sir, have been on the

deſtruction; a correct account of theſe incarnations may 
be found in Sonnerat's Voyages, and there is a tranſlation 
of the Bhagvat Geeta, part of the Maliabarut, one of the

I am inclined 
to the opinion, that the Hindoos are in great part deſcended 
from the ten tribes who were led captive—for in tranſ- 
lating Exodus, and Leviticus, the Hindoos declared that 
they act according to the bible, but that we do not:

it afforded me no ſmall pleaſure to receive that teſti- 


mony of a fraternal love begun on earth, which I truſt can 
never, never end. One great glory of Chriſtianity is the 


communion of ſaints, which, though it may be obſtructed, 
yet, like a river, gathers a number of lefler ſtreams, and 


thus accumulated flows into the ſea. We have a river 


named Atri, almoſt as large as the Thames, near me, into 
which a few years ago there fell an amazing rock, on the 
borders of Boutan; and though many hundreds of people 


were long employed to clear the old channel, it was 


choaked up; but this did not flop the River; it took another 
courſe, formed a new channel far from the old one, but 
in the ſame direCtion till it found the ſea: this is a fact, 
and you can apply it.

Your letter is full of queſtions; to many of which 
I cannot reply: a life-time is too ſhort, perhaps, to inveſ- 


tigate the mythology of the Hindoos. The current no- 


tions are, that God created three perſons; theſe are wor- 
ſhipped as deities: their names are Birmmha, Beeſhno, 
and Seeb; Birmmha was the creator, Beeſhno is the pre- 


ſerver, and Seeb will be the deſtroyer of all. He is how- 


ever the principal idol of the Hindoos, and is repreſented 


with a ſtrange obſcenity in all his temples, which are 


very numerous. Beeſhno has been incarnated nine times, 


and is to be incarnated a tenth, to judge the world at its 
deſtruction; a correct account of theſe incarnations may 


be found in Sonnerat's Voyages, and there is a tranſlation 
of the Bhagvat Geeta, part of the Mahabarut, one of the 


moſt popular of their Shaſters, by Mr. Wilkins, which is a 


good one and tranſlated from the Shanſcrit. I am inclined 
to the opinion, that the Hindoos are in great part deſcended 


from the ten tribes who were led captive—for in tranſ- 
lating Exodus, and Leviticus, the Hindoos declared that 


they act 2 to the bible, but that we do not: 
chere is an aſtoniſhing ſimilarity between the Moſaical 
Inſtitutions and the Hindoo Obſervances; and Brahma, 


their great predeceſſor, is not very different from Abraham. 


This ſubject I am inveſtigating, and hope not to be un- 
ſucceſsful. It is wonderful to think, what a number of 
Hebrew words are in conſtant and common uſe. I know 
it is ſaid, they are of * and Perſian extraction; but

it is amazing how they came into conſtant and general 
uſe (except a people ſpeaking that language had been diſ- 
perſed about the country) more than the Bootan, or 
Chineſe, whoſe countries are nearer than Arabia by far, 
and border upon Bengal, which Perſia does not. I was 
aſtoniſhed to find that two thirds of the words in the He- 
brew bible are familiar to Moonſhi, a circumſtance of very 
7 uſe in tranſlating the Old Teſtament! Many will 
ay that the number of Hebrew words in uſe among the 
natives, inſtead of being an evidence of their deſcending 
from the ten tribes, may as well be accounted for by the 
invaſion of the Moors, who were lords of the country 
I 100 years, and who ſpoke many Perſian and Arabic words. 
J am not ignorant of this, nor that, from this mixture 
aroſe the Hindoſtanee tongue, but it muſt be obſerved 
that Hindoſtanee is ſpoken by the Moors principally now, 
and very few Hindoos Peak it ; but theſe words are in 
conſtant uſe among the people who ſpeak the Bengal 
tongue, and appear too general to be derived from that 
ſource, conſidering the antipathy between the two people. 
I with I could tell you of ſouls converted to Chriſt, 
and walking in his ways. I ſpeak to a large aſſembly 
twice ever Torls day, and have beſides occaſional oppor- 
tunities of addrefling ſmaller parties in the week; but 
hitherto in a fruitleſs manner. They come to hear 
ſing not only then, but as they go about the ſtreet, 
O who beſides can recover us, 
„Except the Lord Jeſus Chriſt ?” x 
and they know ſome things about the general tenor of the 
Goſpel; but O that I could write to you of their conver- 
ſion. I find preaching a very pleaſant work, and am 
well underſtood by all the better people, though the poor, 
who ſpeak provincial language, don't underſtand ſo well. 
But theſe difficulties are almoſt gone; and we have now 
Geneſis, Exodus, Matthew, Mark, James, and part of 
Leviticus, Luke, John, and the Acts of the Apoſtles, 
tranſlated. But what is this, unleſs the ſpirit of God pow- + 
erfully work among us. Well, his providence has brought 
us here, and wonderfully ſettled us, and his promiſes ex- 
preſsly aſſure us, that he will work. Therefore we will 
truſt him, for he is faithful who hath promiſed, _ 
And now, dear brother, adieu]! Let my Chriſtian love 
be remembered to all the London miniſters, and country 
ones too of my acquaintance, and to the churches.

' BRETHREN AND FATHERS, | 

'N the courſe of your Anniverfaries, the Flower 
1 of the denomination to which we belong have 
appeared before you; and what article of intereſt- 
ing conſideration have they omitted! When I think 
of the ſubjects of their addreſs, and the great names 
who have diſcuſſed them; I have feared that it might 
not be within the compaſs of my ability to bring into 
your aſſembly any topic at all ſuited to this occa- 


ſion. But it occurred to me at length, that there is 


one ſubject quite untouched yet this, unhappily for 


me, a ſubject of prodigious magnitude, which in- 
volves difficulties, requires materials ancient and 


modern, with catalogues of names, and volumes of

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character; ſo that now my embarraſſment was greater 
than before: I refer To THE HISTORY oF THE Bar- 
TIST ACADEMY, AT BRISTOL, This I am not pre- 


pared to give; but I have prevailed on myſelf to look 


towards the ſubject. And if IJ may be ſuffered to avail 


myſelf of a few papers which have already appeared 
in print to give a portrait inſtead of a long length 
picture to hint as it may ſuit, without detailing— 


and to introduce names with or without character; 
then, relying on the plenitude of your candor, I 


ſhall, after making a few prefatory remarks on the 


former ſtate of religion and learning among us, at- 
tempt an Eſſay towards an Hiſtory of this inſtitution 
from its beginning. 
Were I to unite what we contemplate with any 
ſele& portion of ſcripture, and to preach a ſermon, 


I ſhould remind you of a glowing promiſe in the 


45th Pſalm, 16th verſe. Iiſtead of thy Fathers ſhall 
be: thy Children, whom thou e make Princes in all 
the Earth, es CR 

Theſe animating trains coun to be addreſſed to 
the Meſſiah, for the conſolation of his bride, whoſe 
trouble was anticipated that it might be leſſened. And 


they teach us, by implication, that among the diſtreſſes 
of the children of Zion, ſome of the moſt pungent 
would ariſe from the death of thoſe anceſtors and 


friends of Chriſt, who in their generations were diſ- - 
tinguiſhed by a truly paternal regard to the whole 


church. But that the myſtical head, and the mem 
bers of his body ws have ſupport under their 


ſorrows, 
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ſortows, aſſurances are here given, that when David 
and Solomon, and the holy Prophets were no more, 
the Apoſtles and other good men ſhould be raiſed 
up in their {tead---that when the Jews were broken 
off from the Olive tree, the Gentiles ſhould be 
| grafted into it;” after which a fruitful progeny 
ſhould ariſe from the Redeemer's groans, whoſe wiſ- 
dom and integrity, whoſe piety and zeal, whoſe gene- 
roſity to men and power with God, ſhould capacitate 
them honorably to fill the ſtations of their anceſtors, 


and to ſhed, in their ſucceſſive generations, an influ- 


ence which ſhall, at laſt, felicitate the Globe. 

But as Hiſtory and not Prophecy ſolicits our at- 
tention to day, I ſhall waive a farther conſideration 
of this beautiful prediction, requeſting, however, 
leave to carry the couplet with me as the 1 motto of 
our diſcourfſG. 

While our Antipædobaptiſt forefathers were in- 
termingled among other denominations of Chriſtians, 
and had not yet formed diſtin& and ſeparate ſocie- 
ties; their religion and learning muſt be eſtimated, 
in -general, by the picty and erudition of thoſe good 
men, to whom they were affectionately united, and 
with whom they worſhipped. We had at that time 
literary men, whoſe abilities reflected honor on 
themſelves, and on the cauſe they eſpouſed ; and of 

| theſe, ſome who ranked high among the learned 3 
were diſpoſed to teach. Such, however, was the 
unſettled ſtate of affairs in the ProteQorate, and ſo 
un the perſecutions of our brethren and other 

Tek 1f4 noncon 
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nonconformiſts afterwards, from the Reſtoratiot in 
- 1660, till the glorious Revolution in 1688, that we 
muſt not be ſurpriſed if we find no ſplendid Semi- 
naries of learning among the Baptiſts, or any other 
_ Proteſtant Diſſenters in thoſe early days. Indeed 
ſeveral of the ejeQed or filenced miniſters, in diffe- 
rent counties, took under their care a few young 
men of promiſing abilities for the miniſtry, and, with- 
out regard to our diſtinguiſhing ſentiments, aſſiſted 
them in their preparatory ſtudies for ſacred ſervice. 
Senior Pædobaptiſts helped junior Antipzdobap- 
tiſts, and venerable miniſters of the Baptiſt denomi- 
nation were the tutors of amiable Pædobaptiſts. 
It is not eaſy for me to ſay with preciſion, how 
early in the laſt century our learned brethren, in 
this country, began, among themſelves, to educate 
their juniors for the work of the miniſtry. Though 
it is certain, if they had not been much inclined to 
it before, the act of uniformity in 1662, made it ne- 
ceſſary for them to turn their attention to this object. 
For now the ſeats of learning were made ſo difficult 
of acceſs by oaths and ſubſcriptions, as to prevent 5 
the admiſſion of the wiſe and good, Ny! were of 
Mas. principles. 1 
The earlieſt Baptiſt en of whom I have any 
account, is the famous Mr. John Tombes, of Bewd- 
ley, Worceſterſhire ; a man whoſe attainments fitted 
him for any ſtation in which learning and piety were 
_ requifite. The noted Mr. Wall, in his elaborate Hiſ- 
tory of Infant Baptiſm fays, that © of the profeſſed 
K b 1 AAntipædobaptiſts, 
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Antipædobaptiſts, Mr. Tombes was a man of the beſt 
parts in our nation, and perhaps in any other.“ 


And Dr. Calamy's honorable teſtimony of him is, 
that he was a perſon © whom all the world muſt own 
to have been a reſpectable man, and an excellent 


ſcholar. This learned divine, about the year 1650, 
took under his tuition three amiable young men; 


Mr. Boylſton, of whom no particulars are in my 
poſſeſſion; Mr. Richard Adams, and Mr. John Ec- 


cles. Mr. Adams in 1662 was ejected. from his 
living at Humberſtone in Leiceſterſhire, was after- 
wards paſtor of the Baptiſt church near Devonſhire- 


ſquare, London; and at length died in a good old 


age. Mr. Eccles became paſtor of the Baptiſt church 
at Bromſgrove; ſuffered much for nonconformity, 


preached the Goſpel there and at Coventry near ſixty 
years with reputation, and died ene in the 


your 1711. 


By a manuſcript letter in my poſſeſſion, tute” 
London, the ad of the 8th month 1675, many 


copies of which were ſent to the churches in the 
country, I find that our miniſters of London invited 
their brethren of the Baptiſt perſuaſion, throughout 


England and Wales, to meet the following May, in 


the metropolis, with a view to form a plan for the 
providing an orderly ſtanding miniſtry in the church, 
who might give themſelves to reading and ſtudy, and 
ſo become able miniſters of the New Teſtament, 


This letter is ſigned by moſt of the London paſtors, - 
> among whom were oP learned Daniel Dyke, Wil- 
liam 
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ham Collins, Henry Forty, and William Kiffin. The 
reſult of this propoſal I am yet to learn. 

It is of general publicity, that the miniſters 24 
Sekehger of more than 100 baptized congregations 
in England and Wales met, in a General Aſſembly at 
London, in September 1689, to conſult the good 

of the whole denomination. At this convention they 
reſolved to raiſe a fund or ſtock, for the advantage 
of churches who were not able to maintain their own 
_ paſtors or teachers, — for ſending duly qualified miniſ- 
ters from the city and the country, to viſit the 
churches, and to preach the goſpel where it was not 
at that time publiſhed, —and for aſſiſting members of 
churches who had promiſing gifts, were ſound in 
fundamentals, and inclined to ſtudy, in attaining to 
the knowledge of the Latin, Greek, and Hebrew. 
| Towards theſe benevolent purpoſes, different con- 
gregations made collections, and among them the 
church in the Pithay, Briſtol, ſent up by the hands of 
their paſtor, the renowned Andrew Gifford, _ 
pounds. 
About four W n the Gun Aﬀembly had 
met, our brethren, from the church at Plymouth, 
wrote a letter to the metropolis (the original is before 
me) with which they remit to the truſtees of the 
fund a collection of 251. 38. 8d. and a promiſe of 
nine pounds per annum, to be entirely diſpoſed of in 
rhe education of young miniſtersobſerving that if this 
contribution were applied to the general uſes of the 
fund, and not to the very purpoſe for which it was 
Collected, no more would be ſent, This letter con-

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tains the recommendation. of. a Baptiſt ſtudent, a? 
Br ½% As he was the very firſt, of whom I have 


any account, who was educated in this city, though 


not on our. preſent foundations, a ſhort account of 
him may be admiſſible. 

This young man was Mr. Richard Samples, 5 a 
member of the church at Plymouth. He had been 


for ſome time devoted to the attainment of claſſical 


knowledge, before the meeting of the General Aſ- 
ſembly in 1689. Vet application was made to the 
truſtees of the propoſed fund in London, requeſting 
that he might remain at Briſtol two or three years 
longer, and have the expences of his board and edu- 
cation defrayed. It ſeems the petition was granted. 
His tutor was a Mr. Thomas in this city, of whom 
we learn from Dr. Calamy, that he was a miniſter 
at Briſtol in Oliver's time, and continued ſo after- 
terwards, was invited to conform by conſiderable 
offers in Wales, but refuſed to the laſt. He was 
educated at Oxford, trained up many for the mi- 
niſtry, and died at Briſtol in 1693. | 
Aſter Mr. Sampſon had finiſhed his ſtudies, he 


became paſtor of the Baptiſt church at Exeter, in 


1692. Under his labours, certain records inform 


us, that the congregation flouriſned greatly, ſo that 
the meeting -houſe would not hold above half the 


people who ſometimes aſſembled. Mr. Sampſon was 


much eſteemed by Sir Iſaac Newton; and ſo ſtrong 
was his memory, that one day, when the converſa- 
” tion turned on the ing good men again of their 
| bibles, ? 
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bibles, Sir Iſaac faid, they cannot poſlibly Aire 


Mr. Sampſon of his, for he has it all treaſured up 


Githin him. Mr. Richard Sampſon died at Exeter, 


— 


in 1716. His ſon was, for many years, paſtor of 
the church at Tiverton, where his grandſon, well 


known to ſome preſent, now reſides -I mean James 


Sampſon, Eſq; late his Majeſty's conſul general to 


the Dey of Algiers, and then in 1770, to the Em- 
peror of Morocco, at Tetuan. 


From the death of Mr. Thomas at Briſtol in 1693, 
our candidates for the miniſtry, ſo far as I can learn, 
were educated in London, at Taunton, Tewkeſbury, 
and elſewhere. Hitherto I have no proof of the ex- 
iſtence of any permanent ſociety among the Baptiſts, 


for the education of young miniſters, 
But here with peculiar pleaſure and veneration we 


introduce the name of TERRILL, the father and 
founder_of the Baptiſt Academy in this city. 
Mr. Epwaxp TzxRILL was born about March, 


163 5. The good work of grace was begun in his 


ſoul when he was 19 years of age. He afterwards 


kept a reputable ſchool in. this city: was baptized in 


1659, and, after becoming a member of the church 
in Broadmead, was called to the office of preaching 
elder, He was ſeveral times, with many other mem- 
bers of the ſame church, for the fake of a good con- 
ſcience, impriſoned in the Newgate at Briſtol; en- 


dured his perſecutions as a good ſoldier of Jeſus, and 


died before July 25, 1686, when the church met at 
Siſter Terrill's, as the Broadmead records evan 


. f 1 


it, to chuſe © a ruling elder, in the place of dear bro- 


ther Terrill deceaſed.” This excellent perſon was 


doubtleſs a competent judge of the advantages 
which reſult to men in common, and to miniſters in 
particular, from a good education. And it pleaſed 
God to put it into his heart, to promote this object. 

He left ſomething conſiderable to the paſtor of the 


church in Broadmead, for the time being, under 


the following conditions: © Provided he be an holy 
'man, well ſkilled in the Greek and Hebrew tongues, 
in which the ſcriptures were originally written ; and 


devote three afternoons in the week to the inſtruc- 


tion of any number of young ſtudents, not exceed- 
ing twelve, who may be recommended by the 
churches, in the knowledge of the original languages, 
and other literature.” And out of the eſtate be- 
queathed to the paſtor of the church, he left ten 


pounds per annum, to be applied to the uſe of any 
ſtudent that might need it, and be approved of by 


his truſtees. But though Mr. Terrill died in 1685 


of 1686, it has been ſaid, that the eſtate did not 


come into hand till about the year 1717. 
It is not quite certain that either Mr. Thomas Vauxe, 


the paſtor, in 1687, or Mr. Peter Kitterell, his ſucceſ- 


ſor, in 1707, were elected into their office under the 


limitation of the above clauſe; but by a letter in which 
Dr. Evans favoured me with a brief account of 


Broadmead church, I learn, that «© Mr. CALEB Joes 
was choſen to educate young men, as well as to 
aſſiſt Mr. Kitterell. 150 This probably was in the year 


* 
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1710 or 171 1. Of Mr. Jope J can obtain but little 
information from the invaluable records of Broad- 
mead. But I have gathered from divers manuſcripts, 
that he was intimately acquainted with Plymouth 
church, reſided in the beginning of his ſtudies at 
_ Trowbridge, and from thence removed to Tewkſbury, 
under the tuition of Mr. Jones, whoſe ſeminary was 
at that time deſervedly in high repute, and produced, 
| beſides other noted perſons, Mr. Pearſall, of Taun- 
ton; Dr. Chandler, and Dr. Gifford, of London ; 
Dr. Butler, afterwards Biſhop of Briſtol and Durham 
and alſo the late learned and reſpectable Dr. Secker, 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury. Mr. Jope, quitting his 
ſtation in 1719, removed to Exeter, and afterwards 
laboured ſome time at Plymouth. With the cloſe of 
his life, and the names of the ſtudents who were un- 
der his care, I am totally in the dark. The hiſtory of 
his ſucceſſor has not ſhared the fame fate, for we are 
in poſſeſſion of e a and printed documents 
concerning him. 55 
The Rev. Mr. nid Foskkrr, ſon of Mr. 
William Foſkett, of North Crawley, in Bucks, a gen- 
tleman of good repute, eaſy fortune, and blefled witn 
a numerous offspring, was born March 10, 1684-5, 
near Wooburn, in Bedfordſhire, where he had an 
. eſtate. And as he early diſcovered a taſte for learning, 
he was put under the care of a very able maſter, with 
whom he ſoon made conſiderable progreſs. He be- 
came experimentally acquainted with religion, in the 
early part of life, and at ſeventeen years of age joined 
the

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the Baptiſt church, then under the paſtoral care of 


Mr. Piggott, in Little Wild-ſtreet, London, over 


which our excellent friend, the Rev. Dr. Samuel 
Stennett, 1 hope yet preſides“. About this time 
an intimacy had commenced between Mr. Foſkett, 


and Mr. John Beddome, (the father of our venerable 
friend, the Rev. Benjamin Beddome, of Bourton, on 
the water) ſome years after a reſpeQable miniſter of 
the church inthe Pithay. The friendſhip of Mr. John 
Beddome and Mr. Foſkett was like that of Jona- 


than and David, and laſted through life. Mr. John 


Beddome was called to the work of the miniſtry by 


Mr. Keach's church, of which Dr. Gill was after- 


wards paſtor, and was ſent to Henley Arden, near 


Aulceſter, in 1697, to afſiſt the aged Mr. John Willis, 


paſtor of that church, who died about 1705. A few 


years after the death of Mr. Wills, viz. in 1711, 


Mr. Foſkett, who had been regularly called to the 
work of the miniſtry, and exerciſed his preaching ta- 


lents ſeveral years, quitted the flattering proſpects of 


his profeſſion in London, preferring the character of 


an able miniſter to that of a ſkilful phyſician, and re- 


moved to Henley Arden, a place to which his pecu-

not a man of e paſſions, yet in the relations of

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a brother and a ſon, he was tender and affectionate, 
dutiful and obedient. His conduct as a Chriſtian, 
through a courſe of near ſixty years, was moſt exem- 
plary and ornamental, So that it may be truly ſaid of 
him, he had few equals, hardly any ſuperiors. Religion 
he conſidered not as a matter of mere ſpeculation, 
but as an affair the moſt ſacred and important. How 


ſerious and regular he was in his private devotions, 


in his attendance on family and public worſhip, and 
every other religious exerciſe, they who beſt knew 
him will be readieſt to declare. Nor was bis religion 


confined to the cloſet, the family, or the houſe of God, 


but happily diffuſed its ſacred influence through his 
whole life. Few they were, if any, of the Chriſtian 
virtues, that did not ſhine with a bright and diſtin- 
guiſhing luſtre in his temper and behaviour ; to deli- 


neate them all would carry me too far: I muſt not, 


however, omit to mention what he was always careful 
to conceal, his diſintereſted and extenſive benevo- 


lence; for in this, as well as in many other reſpects, in 
imitation of his divine maſter, he went about doing 


good. The neceſſitous and deſerving without diſtinc- 
tion partook of his bounty z but the pious poor he 
ever conſidered as the ſpecial objects of his regard. 
And while he often judiciouſly preſcribed to the indi- 


gent fick, he generouſly ſupplied them with the means 
of obtaining what was neceſſary to their relief. And 
as the Goſpel ever held the higheſt place in his eſteem, 
his charities were chiefly directed in ſuch a manner as 


| tended moſt effectually to promote its intereſts; ſo 
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fine his benevolence to thoſe of his own ſentiments 
only, but cheerfully extended it to many who differ- 
ed from him. In a word, as his charities were thus 


to him the moſt cordial refpe& from thoſe who ſhared 


what he apprehended to be the truth, yet was he fond 


_ privilege, and recommending holinefs as the only way 
to happineſs. And with what judgment, feriouſneſs, 


that the poor miniſters of Chriſt ſhared very «hath 
in his compaſſionate regards, and were multitudes 
of them refreſhed by his liberality. Nor did he con- 


generous and extenſive, ſo the prudence, humanity, 
and privacy, with which they were conducted, ſecured 


of them, as well as merited the imitation of thoſe who 
could not avoid knowing them. And as he was thus 
charitable whilſt living, ſo in this reſpe& as well as 
many others, being dead he ſtill fpeaketh, 

In the character of a miniſter, he approved him- 
felf judicious, prudent, faithful and laborious. His 
religious principles, which were thoſe commonly 
called Calviniſtical, he ever maintained with a ſteady 
Chriſtian zeal. But though he was ſtrenuous for 


of no extreme. While he ſtrongly aſſerted the ho- 
nours of free grace, he earneſtly contended for the 
neceſſity of good works; preaching duty as well as 


and affection he inſiſted on theſe important and inte- 
reſting ſubjects, ſome yet alive remember; as alſo 
the extraordinary weight which theſe his inſtructions - 
received from his own very regular and pious exam- 
ple. He, was indeed a pattern to the flock, in word, 


in converſation, in charity, in ſpirit, in faith, in pu- 


rity. 


rity, . Nor was he without the FR of ſeeing bis 
labours crowned with great and happy ſucceſs ;' of 
| which the very flouriſhing ſtate of his community, at 
the time of his death, will be conkdered:; a ſufficient 
evidence. 


« To all which I may add, chat in vide office of. 3 a 
tutor he failed not to purſue the ſame ends, which ani- 


mated his profeſſion as a Chriſtian, and his public la- 


bours as a Miniſter. He was always ſtudious to pro- 


mote the real advantage of thoſe under his care, en- 
deavouring to lead their minds into a general know- 
ledge of the moſt beneficial and important branches of 
literature. And though he judged a ſuperficial edu- 
cation beſt ſuited to the years and capacities of ſome ; 
yet he encouraged and aſſiſted others in the purſuit of a 
more finiſhed one, conforming himſelf in the whole to 
the profeſſed deſign of the founder of this inſtitution. 
In the regular and unwearicd diſcharge of all theſe 
ſeveral duties of his profeſſion he ſpent near forty 
years; during which time he ſuffered little or no inter- 
ruption in his work from the diſorders incident to hu- 
man nature. But at length, by a paralytic ſeizure, 


he received the notice of his approaching diflolution. 


In theſe circumſtances, he continued near a fortnight, 
ſtill enjoying the perfect and undiſturbed uſe of his, 
reaſoning powers, and ſtill diſcovering the ſame ſe- 
rene, pious, and heavenly ſpirit which ran through 
his whole life. Within a day or two of his deceaſe, 
| he addreſſed himſelf to his dear friend and colleague, 
the Rev. Hugh Evans, with a peculiar ſolemnity, and 


an uncommon pathos, in theſe words: „I have 
6 2 5 done 
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done with man and the inhabitants of the world, and 
J have nothing now to rely on, but the merits of 
my dear Redeemer, who of God is made, I 
truſt, unto me, wiſdom, righteouſneſs, ſanctification, 
and redemption : this is all my ſalvation and all my 
defire!” Suſtained with theſe bleſſed hopes of the 
_ everlaſting Goſpel, he cheerfully ſubmitted to the 
ſtroke of death, and quietly fell aſleep in Jeſus, 
September 17, 1758, in the 74th year of his age.” 
His funeral ſermon was preached, but not printed, 
by the Rev. Hugh Evans, from 1 Cor. ix. 27. J 
keep under my body, and bring it into ſubjeftion ; left 
that by any means, when I have preached to others, I my- 
felf ſhould be a caſt-away. Thus the courle of one 
holy apoſtolic man was finiſhed. 
Ik the liſt of Mr. Foſkett's Gudeng now before me 
is complete, they were in number ſixty- four, not 
including a pupil of the independent denomination, 
who afterwards lived and died a uſeful miniſter at 
Maidſtone in Kent.* Concerning the firſt of theſe 
ſixty-four, -this memorandum i is preſerved. No- 
vember the 5th, 1720, Mr. Thomas Rogers was pro- 
poſed as a ſtudent to Mr. Foſkett, recommended by 
the church in the Pithay, and the ten pounds left by 
Mr. Terrill was granted to him.” Mr. Rogers was 
from Pontypool, in Monmouthſhire, and ſoon came 
to the cloſe of life. And as the firſt of Mr. Foſkett's

duden, 
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ſtudents, ſo the laſt of them was from Wales, namely 
Mr. Samuel George, who was paſtor of the church, 
at Wantage, Berks, and left an excellent character 
behind him. It is ſomewhat remarkable that the num- 
ber of the Engliſh and of the Welſh ftudents ſhould 
have been exactly the ſame, For there were thirty- 
two of them Engliſhmen, and thirty-two belonging 
to the Principality. But J hope it will appear much 
more intereſting to report, in the words of our ever 
dear Hugh Evans; © that moſt of thoſe who were 
under Mr. Foſkett's care approved themſelves truly 
ſerious, and with great reputation filled many of our 
churches.” Here let us pauſe——and moſt heartily 
praiſe the great Head of the church, for his mercy 
and grace. I am ſure they are willing to do it, who 
ſtill ſurvive of that reſpectable catalogue. 

Bleſſed be God, there are a few of theſe good 
men yet in the wilderneſs. I know not whether 
they are more than ſix or ſeven; but as you will 

_ conceive a favourable opinion of the reſt from them 
as a ſpecimen, I with pleaſure recite their names.

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Buy ſuch diſciples * we may, in ſome meaſure, form 
a judgment of the maſter. And if it be conceded that 


his method of education was limited rather than libe- 
ral; ſevere rather than enchanting; employing the 


memory more than the genius, the reaſoning more 
than the ſofter powers of the mind; in a word, if it be 
granted that Mr. Foſkett was not the firſt of tutors, it is 
a piece of juſtice to his memory, and a debt of honor 

to the divine grace, moſt cheerfully to acknowledge, 
that ſome good ſcholars, and ſeveral of the greateſt 
miniſters who have adorned our denomination ſince 


the days of the reformation, were educated by him. 
Here ] paſs the names which have been juſt recorded. 


But were I to ſingle out from his ſtudents a ſcholar, it 
would be proper to repeat what the late Dr. Gibbons 


ſaid to me ſome years ſince, when ſeveral eminent 
linguiſts had been mentioned; “I think, my young 
friend, that Dr. Llewelyn is the firſt ſcholar we 
have among the Proteſtant diflenters.” Were I to 


diſtinguiſh thoſe who were eminent as ſcholars and 


preachers too, I ſhould ſele& not only from the ſhort 


liſt which adorns a preceding paragraph, but pro-

Mr. Foſkett finiſhed his labours and entered on u his 
reſt; but inſtead of the father came up this ſon, who 
had in general the eſteem and influence of a prince, 
wherever he was known, in all the earth, 

It was the honor and happineſs of Mr. Hugh 
Kaho to be deſcended from Welſh parents, in eaſy 
circumſtances, illuſtrious for their piety and benevo- 
lence. His grandfather, Mr. Thomas Evans, was 
eminent in his day, for gifts and grace. In the time 
of Oliver's commonwealth, he paſſed his examina- 
tion before the triers appointed to licenſe miniſters, 
and received from them an honorable teſtimonial. 
The original was ia to me, of which the fol-

By theſe five gentlemen; Mr. Thomas Evans was 
appointed to preach in the pariſh of Maeſmynys, 


where he continued till the reſtoration in 1660, and 
appears to have been uſeful, and highly eſteemed by 


thoſe who knew him and attended on his miniſtry. 
But when he was no longer permitted to officiate in 
the pariſh church, as his conſcience would not ſuffer 


him to comply with the terms of conformity then 


impoſed, it was thought he formed a ſeparate church 
of the Baptiſt denomination ; but the Welſh hiſtorian, 


our venerable friend, the Rev. Joſhua Thomas of 


Leominſter, who has enabled me to correct ſeveral 


miſtakes which have crept into the hiſtory of this 
family, informs me it is correct to ſay, “ That Mr. 


Thomas Evans united himſelf to the Baptiſt ſociety, 
which now con ſtitutes Dolau and Pentre churches, and 
which were then one church, under the care of Mr. 

Henry 
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Henry Gregory, who was the/paſtor of it from 1660, 


till about the year 1700. Mr. Thomas Evans was A 
| firſt his aſſiſtant, and then perhaps co- paſtor with 


him. The church met for divine worſhip many 
years in his father's houſe. He ſuffered much for 
conſcience” fake, but was carried honorably through 
ns his difficulties, and in 1688 died in peace. 
Caleb, the eldeſt ſon of Mr. Thomas Evans, a 

man of good abilities, and of a moſt amiable diſpo- 
ſition and character, ſucceeded him in the paſtoral 
office, and continued in the faithful diſcharge of the 
duties of it, till removed by death, in the year 1739. 


Our Rev. Hugh Evans was the youngeſt ſon of this 
Caleb, by his firſt marriage with Mrs. Hannah Lewis, 


from Herefordſhire, of whoſe piety and other perſonal 
excellencies, it is ſcarcely poſſible to ſay too much. 
Mr. Thomas informs me, that ſhe was of a reputable 


family, in the Valley of Olchon, who were diſtin- 


guiſhed in the Principality for ſheltering the Baptiſts 
in perſecuting times. As our dear preceptor de- 
ſcended from ſuch parents, it may reaſonably be in- 


_ ferred that he was a child of many prayers. In early 


life he was placed under the tuition of the Rev. Mr. 
Pryce, a worthy difſenting miniſter, who at that 
time kept a boarding ſchool of high reputation, near 
Talgarth, in the county of Brecon, and was eminent 
in his day, as a ſound claſſical ſcholar. Here Mr. 


Hugh Evans was thoroughly grounded in the know- 


ledge of the learned languages, and at the ſame time 
a the diſtinguiſned n. of being brought 
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preſaged a glittering harveſt. Accordingly they 
called him to the work of the miniſtry on the 17th 
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effectually acquainted with Chriſt and his own heart. 
Several things concurred; under the divine influence, 
towards his converſion : the recollection when he 
was at ſchool of the prayers, and counſels of his 
father, before he left home: the converſation of a 
godly family of his father's acquaintance : and the 
preaching of that eminent ſervant of God, old Mr. 
Enoch Francis, —made ſuch impreſſions on his mind 
as were never obliterated. Soon after having come 
to this city to viſit a near relation, and to receive 
advice for a complaint in his foot, he purſued his 


learning under the direction of Mr. Foſkett, by 


whom he was baptized, Auguſt 7, 1730. 
By letters, which have come to light ſince the 


e of Dr. Evans, we learn, that ſoon after Mr. 
Hugh Evans was baptized, he went into Wales, for 


the ſake of his health, and to ſee his father, to whom 


Mr. Foſkett wrote, adviſing him and his friends to 


try the young man's miniſterial gifts while at home 
for at Briſtol, he ſaid, they could not prevail on him 


to exerciſe, ſuch was his extreme matey and difh- 


dence. - 
In theſe 3 traits of, chimddes; the . at 
Broadmead muſt have perceived a golden ſheaf which 


of Auguſt 1733, and, in the December following, 
gave him an invitation to become an aſſiſtant to their 


. worthy paſtor, which he accepted, notwithſtanding 


much fairer proſpeQs, as to this world, opened be- 
| 5 e 1 fore 
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fore him from two churches in the metropolis. And 
in 1739 he was called to the ſtation of teaching elder. 
The higher he roſe in office, the brighter he ſhone as 
one of the ambaſſadors of the churches who are the 
glory of Chriſt. The biographical account of him in 
his funeral ſermon, en it be the ee ads 
ſon, is temperate and juſt, i r 
Every one who knew um muſt admle that his 
gift in prayer was uncommon, his ſtudents thought 
it was unequalled. In the family, at occaſional 
meetings, in the ſervices of the Lord's day, and upon 
extraordinary occaſions, with copiouſneſs; dignity, 
and warmth of devotion, he poured out his foul unto 
God; and yet with ſuch variety, that he was nen 
if ever, heard to pray twice alike. Sant 
His pulpit compoſitions were clear, nervous and 
pathetic. Few men were more capable of taking a 
large, comprehenſive, maſterly view of a ſubject; or 
of repreſenting it with greater perſpicuity, energy, 
and fervor. His language was ſtriking, his voice 
clear, and his elocution manly. Nor did any preacher, 
perhaps, ever know better than he, eſpecially at ſome 
happy ſeaſons, what it was to reign over his audience, 
enlightening their underſtanding, convincing their 
judgment, and-then kindling all their nobleſt e 
into a blaze of devotion. 
After he had many years deten himself to 
ſtudy, his forte as a miniſter was an extemporaneous 
illuſtration of the ſacred ſcriptures. This was evinced 
* the weekly conferences; and we are able to aſſert 
that 
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that many of his ſermons, which his peopla· Gn. h 
ed the beſt and moſt uſeful, exactly anſwered to 
this deſcription, His miniſterial labours were far ex- 
tended all around. He had the care of numerous 
churches reſting upon him; and many were the long 
journies he took to aſſiſt at ordinations, and at the 
annual aſſociations, in England and Wales. 
As a tutor he was not inferior to either of his pre- 
deceſſors. He poſſeſſed the aſſiduity without the ſe- 
verity of his immediate predeceſſor, and led his diſ- 
ciples into the fields of ſcience by a method, in which 
hourly acquiſitions brought new pleaſures, and enabled 
us to purſue thought from thought, with tranquillity 
and delight. Every one who ſat at his feet recog- 
niſed in him a friend and a father. He ſo took us 
under his care as to inſpire affection to him as our 
friend, and we never left his wing, till affection having 
grown to reverence conſtrained whe: filial heart to ſay, 
This is my father, + + e 
O what condeſcenſion, what: nee have! we 
ſeen in him! What ſolicitude for our uſefulneſs and fe- 
licity has he diſcoyered ! With an appropriate facility 
he planted many a ſhrub in the very ſoil which reaſon 
and grace had adapted to its growth, and ſoon as its 
fruit appeared, how did he rejoice ! When we no 
longer enjoyed the boſom of our Alma Mater, nor 
"reſted under his ſhade, he intereſted himſelf in our 
_ hiſtory : his ſympathy leſſened our ſorrows, and his 
participation with us increaſed our joys. What man, 
ſince the apoſtolic days, could have ſaid with more 
ſincerity 
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ſincerity and accent, I have no greater joy than to hear 
that my children walk-in truth ? Well therefore it was 
ſaid, in his funeral ſermon, that it gave him “ inex- 
preſſible pleaſure to ſee ſo many who had been under 
bis tuition fulfil his expectations concerning them.“ 
And that, not long before his. death, he ſpoke with 
tears of joy to this effect; I am happy to ſee theſe 
young men riſing up, I hope, for great and eminent 
uſefulneſs in the Church of God, when I and _ 
others ſhall be here no more!“ 

But over the annals of this peculiarly eminent fer | 
vant of the Lord, we exclaim, The Fathers where are 
they? and the Prophets do they live for euer! Through 
intenſe application the machine of mortality began to 
wear out, and the vigour. of this holy uſeful man de- 
cayed. But before his diſſolution our churches had 
the pleaſure of ſeeing him attend the aſſociation at 
Frome. Here he took a ſolemn leave of his con- 
nexions in an affecting diſcourſe from thoſe alarming 
words; Be not deceived, God is not mocked. And ſoon 
after his return to Briſtol, he cloſed his public mi- 
_ niſtry, with a truly paternal addreſs from Gal. iv. 19. 
My little children, of whom 1 travail in ene again 
until Chriſt be formed in you. 

During his declining ſtate, it is 1 oaſkble; to 
| e his placid reſignation to the divine will, his 
meekneſs and his affection to all around him. Every 
paſſion ſeemed to be extinguiſhed but love. With 
that he overflowed to his family, the church, and all 
his connexions, When ſpeakiog l the proſperous 
ſtate 
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ſtate of Broadmead and the academy, he once fake; 
that he thought he might adopt the words of good old 
9 Lord, now letteſi thou thy ſervant . depart in 

e; for mine eyes have ſeen thy ſalvation. He fre- 
| 3 ſaid, my fleſh and ny heart faileth, but God is 
the ftrength of my heart and my portion for ebe. 


A ſtudent, who was with him in the two laſt nights CL 


| of his life, informs me, that for twenty-four hours 
before he departed he lay totally inſenſible. About 
midnight he began viſibly to alter, and appeared to 
ſtruggle with the laſt enemy. His dear ſon Caleb 
was ſent for, who came juſt in time to witneſs the 
cloſing ſcene. Several of the ſtudents were in the 
room, and his three ſons and two youngeſt daughters 
ſurrounded the bed while he breathed out his laſt.— 
The ſcene was unſpeakingly ſtriking and ſolemn.— 
There lay, in the arms of death—the great *. 
Evans. 

Soon after he ne his fon, the ode who had 
been kneeling by the bed ſide for ſome time, and ap- 
peared to have been pouring out his whole ſoul unto 
the Lord, roſe from his knees, lifted up his hands to 
heaven, and in all the tenderneſs of filial grief ſaid, 
Bleſſed are the dead which die in the Lord; he wept 
bitterly, but then added, for they reſt from their la- 
bours, and their works follow them: And indeed all 
who were preſent wept aloud, for ſeveral minutes. 
The evening before the interment, the corpſe was 
taken to the meeting houſe : The ſervice was to be- 
gin the next day at two o'clock, but the houſe was 
9% full 
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full before one. A ſuitable and truly melting diſ- 
courſe was preached by an excellent brother, now | 
aſſembled with us; after which the funeral rates 
fon, covering half a 14 in length, attended the body 
from the meeting houſe to the Baptiſt burying ground, 
where the venerable Mr. John Tommas delivered a 
pathetic addreſs on the occaſion. This was a ſolemn 
hour, and the countenance of unnumbered ſpecta- 
tors ſaid We have loſt a friend. _ 205 
This ſtroke was felt throughout the W 
| 0 parlours, our pulpits, and our aſſemblies in ge- 
neral, not without many a trickling tear, ſighed, 
| How are the mighty fallen! But affecting as was this 
diſpenſation, by which the church and the worLD 
ſuſtained a loſs ; one thing conſoled us—7/ead of this 
father came up his Son, the Rev. Dr. Caleb Evans, 
enrolled with the worthies, zvhom our aſcended Lord 
himſelf was to make Princes iu all the cart. 
The firſt accounts that we have been able to obtain 
of our late Preſident, furniſh us with a genius in 
embryo. He was, bleſſed be God! in early life, 
called out of darkneſs into marvellous light. From 
his own pen, we collect, that when he was only a 
youth, he beheld with admiration his father in the 
pulpit, and was delighted with the heavenly ſounds 
which flowed from his lips. Hearing the awful terrors

of an holy God, and enabled to ' magnify the riches 


care and inſtruction of his father, he received his 
grammar learning, and ranked with other ſtudents 
under Mr. Foſkett, about the year 1753. On his 
removal to London, he was baptized by Dr. Samuel 
Stennett, and became a member of the church in 
Little Wild- ſtreet. And having gone through the 
uſual courſe of ſtudies in the diſſenting academy then

he was brought into the very duſt, before the throne

at Mile-end, now at Homerton, while Dr. Walker, 
Dr. Conder, and Dr. Gibbons were the tutors, he 
was called to the work of the miniſtry by the church 


to which he belonged; and then for two years, as 
he himſelf informed me, aſſiſted the Rev. Joſiah 


Thompſon, at that time paſtor of the Baptiſt church 
in Unicorn-yard, Southwark; and the Rev. Dr. 
Furneaux, at Clapham. . 

At the expiration of this time, in 17 59, he re- 
cxived an invitation to become his father's aſſiſtant, 


and began his public career in Broadmead, with a dif- 


courſe from theſe words; I determined not to know any 
thing among you, ſave Jeſus Chriſt, and him crucified,— 


This determination he held faſt, - It gave vigour to

already large and (reputable; felt his influence, His 
piety; adorned with an animated eloquence, gave a

Where he was known and heard, he was admired and 
loved. And now, when the influence of his father was 
apoſtolic, the popularity of the ſon proverbial, and 
every thing in the Church and Academy was ap- 


proximating to perfection in the full affluence of 


fame, he feized the golden opportunity; and in addi- 
tion to all the other efforts of an expanſive benevo- 
lence, his liberal heart deviſed another liberal ſcheme. 

Having ſurveyed with pleaſure the inſtitution of 
Terrill the aſſiduity of Foſkett, and the improved 

method of education adopted by his father—with a 
_ diſintereſted zeal for the glory of God, and the wel- 


fare of men, he ſaid of the academy according to the 


language of ſacred ſong, If ſbe be a door, we will incloſe 


ber with boards of cedar ; if ſhe be a wall, the founda- 


tion is laid, and the fabric for years has been going 
up, we will build upon her a palace of ſilver. Cant. viii. . 
He deviſed—he planned—he executed. It was 
a ſtructure of faith, founded in hope, on the baſis of 


charity; to which be, its father, gave the name of 


Tux BrisToL Epucation Socitry—a ſociety of 
CHRISTIAN PHILANTHROPISTS; before whom I ap- 
pear with a reſpect bordering on reverence. 

This ſociety was formed in 1770, in aid of the 
Baptiſt Academy | in Briſtol, with the deſign, . That 
diiſſenting congregations, eſpecially of the Baptiſt de-

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nomination, in any part of the Britiſh dominions, 
may, if it pleaſe God, be more effectually ſupplied 
with a ſucceſſion of able and evangelical miniſters; 
ant that miſſionaries may be ſent to thoſe places 
- where there is an opening for the goſpel.” . 
Some of us who had the honor of fitting at Dr. 
Evans's feet, before andafter the emiſſion of his ſcheme, 
well remember his anxious ſolicitude concerning it, and 
"the unremitted exertions he made, in town and coun- 
try, to realize his plan. And, bleſſed be God, his 
efforts were not fruitleſs. So far from it, that we 
have reaſon to believe, indulgent Heaven and a ſmil- 
ing public exceeded, by far exceeded, his firſt ex- 
peQations. Under his foſtering hand the moſt bene- 
volent men in all our connexions enrolled themſelves 
1 as ſubſcribers to the inſtitution; and names, which 
add a luſtre to any catalogue, became its patrons and 
benefactors. Among them I perceive the Chief Ma- 
giſtrates of the cities of London and Briſtol, and other 
illuſtrious names, over ſome of whom, © now to the 
duſt gone down,” we drop the tributary tear. Out 
of theſe departed worthies, it will be a gratification 
to mention,

As the affairs of the Academy were now to be con- 
ducted on a larger ſcale, and a greater number of 
ſtudents to be educated, the Rev. JAMES NtwrTow, 

A. M. aſſiſtant preacher of the Rev. Mr. Tommas, 


at the Pithay, was reſpectfully invited to take a ſhare 


in the education. The province of claſſical tutor was 
aſſigned him a department for which he was ad- 
mirably fitted. With the Latin and Greek claſſics, 
with the Chriſtian Hebrew ſcriptures, the Miſnah, 
Talmuds, and other Jewiſh writings, he was intimately 
acquainted. Some of us now aſſembled, who in our 
later years at the academy were under his care, per- 
fectly recollect with what humility, prudence and 
affection, he entered on his office among us, and with 
what patience and aſſiduity he ſuſtained it. But 
though he is no more, NewTon will long be a fra- 
grant name in this connexion. I am extremely 
ſorry at being under the neceſſity of referring the 
audience for a full account of him, to the funeral 
ſermon on his death, in which, however, it will be 
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found that juſtice is done to his memory * „ by Dr. 
Evans. 


How well the Doctor was fitted, firſt to aſſiſt the 
great Hugh Evans, and then to preſide over the 


growing inſtitution, it is unneceſſary to ſay, for there 
can be but one opinion on this head. 


As he had known the ſcriptures from his youth, 
been called by divine grace in early life, addicted him- 
ſelf to the miniſtry, improyed his mind by extenſive 
reading, and had enjoyed a truly liberal education 
he was prepared not only to riſe, but to ſhine like 
the Sun—an univerſal bleſſing. How often have we 


been illuminated and warmed by his genial rays! Who 


can read his addreſs to his ſtudents, drawn up in 
1770, and then delivered, firſt of all, to ſome of us 
who are this day aſſociated ;—who can read it, and 
not perceive that the welfare of every one of his pupils 


lay very near his heart! O, how often has he in 


prayer, and in advice, melted over us! We all of us 
felt a ſincere affection for him, and in ſome of us 


it ſeemed to be a mixture of the filial and fraternal. 


Similar emotions alſo of mind were inſpired by his 
conduct in the circles of his friends, in which he 
charmed by his piety, affability, and good ſenſe. 
Our Baptiſt College in America was proud to 
confer on him her higheſt honors, in which the was 


followed by the Principal and Profeſſors of the King's 
College, Aberdeen, in the year 1789. But though

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all of his connexions; his native excellencies, as a 
renewed man and Chriſtian miniſter, never forſook 
him. He had been deſcended from a race of apoſ- 
rolic men, and his character reflected luſtre on his 
anceſtors. Great without arrogance, he maintained 
the dignity of his rank, nor ever gave any one reaſon 
to repine at his ſucceſs. He never profeſſed himſelf 
to be a profound metaphyſician, or the poſſeſſor, in a 
ſuperior degree to all his brethren, of a talent for 
generaliſing his ideas; yet his mind was enriched 
with numerous combinations of thought, with a taſte 
cultivated and pure, and a memory eminently accu- 
rate. Warm and' occaſionally rapid in his manner, 
le ſometimes ſucceeded more through a kind of na- 
tural felicity than previous ſtudy. With a plenitude 
and vigor of expreſſion, the legitimate offspring of 
genius, his eloquence was neither diſgraced by falſe 
and meretricious ornaments, nor degraded by dul- 
neſs and inſipidity. His flowing periods, and the 
harmonious cadence of his voice fitted him, in no 
common degree, for public ſpeaking. Whether he 
read his ſermons, or delivered them impromptu, * 
they were as diſtinguiſhable for their eaſy elegance, 
and evangelical ſavor, as his prayers were for a ra- 
tional, manly, and affectionate devotion. His audi- 
ence; TO ET by faſhion, won by the ſplen-

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dor of eſtabliſhments; nor the inſpiration of muſic, 
always numerous, always increaſing, and often 
highly devotional; demonſtrated that he was a work- 
man who needed not to be aſhamed ri a dividing the 
word of truth. 

He was cloſely attached to the "70 | Wey 
which we call Calviniſm; yet candid in judging of 
the characters and ſpeculations of others. His zeal, 

though warm, never degenerated into rancor and 
bitterneſs, ir. proof of which his numerous publica- 
tions may be produced; yet his temper was not 
formed for approving virtue with coolneſs, nor for 
cenſuring vice with apathy. Open, honeſt, gene- 
rous, his morals were pure without moroſeneſs, his 
piety ſincere without gloomineſs or oſtentation. No 
good man ever held free intercourſe with him with- 
out warm approbation, nor was deprived of it without 
regret. In a word, thoſe who knew Dr. Evans, and 
were capable of eſtimating his character, all agree, 
that his talents were highly reſpectable, and his vir- 
tues rare, ſolid, and exalted. 

For ſeveral months before his illneſs, to iſe the 
words of a miniſtring brother now preſent, It appeared 
evidently, to thoſe who converſed with him, that he 
was ripening faſt for eternal bleſſedneſs. His mind 
was in general much taken up with the employ of 

heaven. In humble abaſement of ſpirit did he often 
ſpeak of himſelf, as a fallen depraved creature; but, 
when he contemplated his privileges as a redeemed, 

regenerated ſinner, his joy was unutterable. With 
5 mine 
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rapture he exclaimed, O rhe breadth, and length, and 
depth and height of the love of Chrift which paſſeth 
knowledge ! Behold what manner of love the Father hath 
beftowed upon us, that we ſhould be called the Sons of 


God; and it doth not yet appear what we ſhall be! 


About a week after his firſt paralytic ſeizure, he 


| faid to one of his ſtudents who now hears me, 1 


am perfectly reſigned to the will of God,” And it 
being ſignified to him, that at the approaching Aſſo- 


ciation at Wotton, the miniſters and other brethren 
would be much affected by the death of dear Mr. Day, 
of Wellington, who was appointed to preach the ſer- | 


mon, the Doctor wept aloud, ſaying, © I expected to 
have joined him before this time in the kingdom of 
my father: he is gone, and I am languiſhing behind; 


but I know in whom I have believed, and I am per- 


ſuaded that he is able to keep that which I have com- 


mitted unto him againſt that day.” Recovering him- 


ſelf, he added, If I had been able to attend the 
aſſociation, and had preached, I intended to have 
improved theſe words; Ve have this treaſure in 
earthen veſſels. Ah, truly,” faid he, Miniſters are 


| brittle, earthen veſſels; but bleſſed be God for the 
_ treaſure which he puts into them. The beſt compoſed 


ſermons are nothing without the e of the 
power which is of God, and not of us.”

miniſtered unto him abundantly into the everlaſting king= 
dom. f our Lord and Saviour Jeſu Chriſt. 7 
Thus terminated the exemplary. and ſucceſsful! ca- 
reer of our late beloved Preſident, who departed this 
life, Auguſt 9, 1791, in the 54th year of his age. 
The Rev. John Tommas, of Briſtol, delivered the 
addreſs at his interment in the Baptiſt burying ground, 
in this city; and Dr. Stennett, on whom 1t naturally 
fell to perform the ſervice, preached his funeral ſer- 
mon at Broadmead Lord's day the 21ſt of the ſame 
month, from Heb. xiii. 8. Feſus Chriſt the ſame yeſter- 
day, - to-day, and for ever. 
What a yearly Meeting of the 1 was that 
on the Wedneſday following, when the chairman 
reported The death of our Preſident! Father of 
Mercies! God and Father of our Lord Jefus Chriſt!

IN compliance with your wiſh, I ſend you the follow- 
| ing account of the Itineration of Brother Saffery and 
myſelf, in the county of Cornwall, laſt July and Auguſt; 
performed at the requeſt of the BayTisT MISSION AR 
SOCIETY ; and ſhall add: to it ſuch obſervations relative 
to the ſubject of Itinerant Preaching, as may occur to me, 
and the limits of a letter will admiuit. 
We ſet out from Saliſbury on Tueſday, the 28th of 
2 laſt, and after ſtopping ſome time at Wellington and 
xeter, ſpent the next Lord's-day at Plymouth and Dock, 
and alſo Monday and Tueſday in that neighbourhood, 


preaching at Cawſand, Saltaſh, and Botus Flemming. 


On Wedneſday we more profeſſedly entered upon our 
work, by preaching at a village of the name of Landrake. 


From thence we took our tour down the ſouthern coaſt, 
quite to the Land's-end, preaching in all the towns, and 


moſt of the large villages in our way; and, returning up 
the northern ſide of the county, reached Launceſton, the 


county town, about that day month. From thence we 


made a ſecond tour, nearly in the former direction, and 
viſiting thoſe places we had before paſſed by, and repeating 
our vitits to the places we had been at before, finiſhed 


our excurſion on Wedneſday the 31ſt of Auguſt, having 


been in the county juſt eight weeks: 


We preached in all the towns, except one towards the 
north eaſt, (and that was omitted through brother Saf- 
fery's illneſs), and in moſt of the villages of any con- 


ſiderable ſize. Each of us preached three times on Lord's- 
days, except in two inſtances, and on one brother Saffery 
preached four times; and were not above ſeven or eight 
week-evenings in the whole eight weeks without preach- 
ing. We found the inhabitants in general civil, friendly, 
intelligent, and much. inclined to hear the word : a de- 
ſcription very different from the reports of them preva- 


lent to the eaſtward. In towns where there were Diſs

ſenting meeting-houſes we generally occupied them... 
Where there were none, we applied to the Mayor for the 
Town-hall, or Market-room, and frequently obtained it. 
In ſome neighbourhoods, the Methodiſts lent us their 
places of worſhip ; in others we uſed private houſes ; and 
in many inſtances, the open ſtreet, But whether in meet- 
ing-houſes, or in town-halls, in private houſes, or in the 
open air, we were, as far as we know, entirely free from 
any deſigned interruption worth mentioning. In ſeveral of 
the towns, and in ſome places amongſt the tin mines, we 
had from 500 to. 1000 hearers. The tinners we found 
to be very different from what they are generally repre- 
ſented. We are perſuaded they are as civil and intelli- 
gent a race of men, as can be any where found amongſt 
$ the labouring claſſes in any part of the kingdom. They 
are greatly inclined to hear the word; and when unde? 
it, may be eaſily diſtinguiſhed by their ſteady, eager atten- 
tion. F or our own parts, we can truly ſay, we do not wiſh 
for a higher gratification than to aſcend a deſk, a table, or 
a horſe-block, either in the ſtreet or in the field, on a fine 
ſummer's evening, ſurrounded by 600 or 700 or 1000 Cor- 
niſh miners, 925 . %%% TX 
With reſpect to our ſucceſſes, we can only ſay, that in 
general we were heard with very great attention and ſe- 
riouſneſs; and, if we may judge from appearances, the 
word made great impreſſions upon many. But the nature 
and continuance of ſuch impreſſions, we had ſeldom an 
opportunity of knowing. Three or four inſtances, how- 
ever, of perſons being awakened under our miniſtry, came 
to light. One in the neighbourhood of Truro, and two 
or three near Penzance; and we have reaſon to conclude, 
from repeated acknowledgments, that our labours were 
| bleſſed to the relief and encouragement of ſeveral before. 
called by grace, particularly at Truro and Penzance, 
It muſt now be left with others to determine, what en- 
couragement to perſevere in ſimilar attempts our experi- 
ment affords. We can only ſay, that we complied with 
what we were ſatisfied was the call of God, in engaging 
in it; were conſtantly preſerved, and comfortably aſ- 
ſiſted in the labours and fatigues of it; our churches re- 
ceived no injury, by our abſence; and we have ever

ſuperiors, who may be hoſtile to itinerant preaching, than = 18 
thoſe counties, which depend wholly upon agriculture: 
To which I mig it add, that the labours and ſucceſſes of 
the Methodiſts have largely contributed to civilize the 
inhabitants in general, and to bring them into the habits 
of hearing the word, I mention this not only as it may 
ſerve to enable you to form a proper judgment of our 
itineration; but alſo, to aſſign the cauſe of a regret 
which I have ever ſince felt, that the Diſſenters have 
paid fo little attention to this part of the kingdom, and 
thereby loſt ſo very favourable an opportunity of ſerving 
the cauſe of religion.

Mr.. Weſley, however, and his followers, have availed 
themſelves of thoſe advantages ; and have laboured with 
great perſeverance and ſucceſs; they have, doubtleſs, 
proved a very great bleſſing to the county, and ſet an 
example worthy the imitation of all the friends of reli- 
gion, however different from them their religious opi- 
| , Nions may in ſome points be. The Weſleian Societies 
are numerous, and*ſome of them very large; and though 

T probably there are to be met with* individuals whoſe 
tempers, as well as opiniohs we could not approve of, 
yet there are numbers whoſe candour and liberality do 
them great honour. Had the Diſſenters made ſimilar 

_ exertions, they would, in all probability, have been at-

Of the neceſſity of ſuch exertions, within the bounds 
of this kingdom, little doubt can be entertained. Not 
to confine Chriſtianity to the denomination to which we 
belong, or to any one denomination, Which would be 
illiberal and criminal; yet who is there that knows an 
thing of Chriſtianity on the one hand, and the ſtate of 
the inhabitants of many villages and towns, yea even 
counties, on the other; who is not fully convinced that 
. the number of real Chriſtians is exceeding ſmall? What 
tribes of inhabitants people the foreſt of Dean, in Glou- 
ceſterſhire, and the extenſive collieries in Shropſhire 
and Staffordſhire? And yet how very few can it be hoped 
are truly religious? In what a deplorable ſtate of igno- 
rance and prophaneneſs is Herefordſhire, my native 
county! Though it be neither the ſmalleſt, nor the leaſt 
populous, yet I doubt whether 300 ſouls, ſavingly ac- 
quainted with the way of ſalvation by ſeſus Chriſt, can 
be found in it. Whilſt it is readily allowed, that the 
millions of heathens abroad call loudly for our help; do 
not the hundreds and thouſands of little better than hea- 
thens at home, call for our pity too? _ BY 
It is true, from the general character of colliers, and 
other conſiderations, great oppoſition may at firſt be ap- 
prehended ; .and from. the peculiar circumſtances of the 
county I juſt now meritioned, great difficulties would 
occur, But the experience of the Methodiſts (patterns

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in this reſpect worthy of imitation) has proved, that ſuch 
a deſcription of men ſooner yield to exertions, than thoſe 
of a more civilized caſt. And, from the few experi- 
ments I myſelf made, when in Herefordſhire, laſt ſpring, 

I am fully convinced, that proper attempts there are not 
to be confidered as hopeleſs. Ent 

Fatigues, it is true, mult be endured, hands run 
dy all who engage in ſuch attempts. But every Chriſtian, 
and more eſpecially every miniſter, ſhould know, that 
whoſoever will be Chriſt's diſciple muſt deny himſelf, 1 
and take up his croſs and follow him -muſt not count 
his life dear to himſelf. 

Attempts of this ſort require expenſe, eſpecially where 
no Chriſtian friend can be expected to entertain ſuch 
itinerants. But were the buſineſs heartily entered into, 
from the well known liberality of pious and charitable 
gentlemen in London and other parts of the kingdom, 
even upon leſs important occaſions, little fear of a want 
of reſources of this kind can be entertained. _ 

It gives me, dear fir, very ſenſible pleaſure to learn, 
that our brethren in the metropolis have taken up the 
buſineſs with ſpirit and reſolution. May God crown 
their laudable efforts with ſucceſs !! and, whilſt they 
are now forwarding it with their property, and others, 
we truſt, will be ſoon with their labours, may you and 
1, may all that love our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and the im- 
mortal ſouls of men, conſtantly help with our prayers ! 
As it is an attempt in ſome reſpects new, would it be 
- amiſs, fir, if the friends of it were to ſet apart ſome par- 
ticular ſeaſons of ſolemn prayer for a bleſſing upon it ? 

. Would it not be practicable to conſecrate one hour in a 
week to that particular purpoſe? May not an explicit 
agreement be entered into by them, to engage in ſuch 
folemn employ at the ſame time, either ſocially, with as 
many as may conveniently meet together; or with their 
families, if practicable z or elſe in their cloſets ? Some- 
thing of this kind has been attempted in fome religious 
connex1ons, and carried on with pleaſure, and attended 
with a bleſſing.

TT is very affecting to think, that, in this country, though 
1 highly favoured with civil and religious privileges, the 


inhabitants of many villages are deſtitute of an Evangeli- 
cal Miniſtry : becauſe it is apparent, from Holy Scripture, 


that the goſpel of ſalvation by grace is of the higheſt import- 


ance, to enlighten the minds and relieve the conſciences, 


to ſanctify the hearts and reform the lives, of the ungodly 
and the profligate, i „ 
This goſpel, though contained in the Bible, and though 


that beſt of books lie open to every one who can read his 


own language; muſt, according to the appointment of 
Heaven, be exhibited in a public miniſtry. Preaching the 
_ goſpel, or publiſhing ſalvation by Jeſus Chriſt, is the ordi- 

nance of God; and the grand mean of converting ſinners, 
in order to their preſent peace, their greater uſefulneſs, and 
their final happineſs. Preach the goſpel to every creature, 
was the high command of our ſovereign Lord, to his diſ- 


ciples,* juſt before he aſcended the throne of univerſal do- 


minion. This divine order is yet in force; and its obli- 


gation extends to all that are inveſted with the miniſterial 
character.

by village preaching, A deſign fo important, and a con- 
duct fo 1 faudable, that we cannot but earneſtly recommend 
them, as worthy to be adopted by all thoſe paſtors and 
churches, in the different counties, who love the doctrines 
of divine grace; and, eſpecially, to thoſe of our own de- 
nomination. 

As private brethren, though not enduct with abilities 
for the public miniſtry, may nevertheleſs polleſs a well- 
informed underſtanding, a gift for prayer, a talent for 
edifying converſation, and be conſpicuous in the churches 
to which they belong, for ſteady piety, for benevolence, 
and for a well-regulated zeal; ſo it is very deſirable that 
ſuch characters were ſelected and encouraged, by thoſe 
churches of which they are members, to uſe their pious 
endeavours in adjacent villages. By benevolent, prudent, 
and gradual efforts, one or another, in each circumjacent 
village, might admit a few neighbours into his houſe, to 
hear a perſon of the preceding deſcription read the ſcrip- 
tures, converſe on ſacred ſubjects, and pray; whether on 
Lord's-days, or at other times, as opportunity preſented. 
By ſuch means the cauſe of Chriſt might be greatly pro- 
moted : for experience and obſervation unite in atteſting, 
that a ſimilar line of conduct has been ohe of God, to 
the ſpiritual benefit of many. + 

Though real Chriſtians ought RIO to der thee. 
ſelves as lying under indiſpenſable obligations, to uſe every 
ſcriptural mean in their power, to diffuſe the ſavour of the 
knowledge of Chrift in the ſeveral countries where they 
reſide; yet, the varying aſpect of Divine Providence may 
more loudly call far exertions of this kind, at one time, 
than at another. Such is the preſent ſeafon. For who, 
that ſeriouſly reflects on thoſe ſcenes of diſtreſs which are 
in the world, but muſt exclaim? Behold the works of the 
Lord! IVhat deſolations he hath made in the earth ! God, 
in the language of prophecy, is manifeſtly come out of his 
place, to puniſh the inhabitants of the earth for their iniqui= 
ties, and to ſhake the earth with terror. The great and 
alarming events, Which have recently taken place, are 
pregnant with new and powerful metzves to ſtrenuous en- 
deavours, for the ſpread of divine truth : by a conſcien- 
tious and practical regard to which motives, it ſhall be 
apparent, that our hearts are. in uniſon with that COmpre- 
henſive petition, THY KINGDOM. COME,

While we rejoice in the ſpiritual and laudable exertions 
of our Chriſtian Brethren, under different denominations, 
to propagate the goſpel among the Heathen in foreign 
climes: we ſhould not forget the many myriads. at home, 
who have ſcarcely any thing pertaining to Chriſtianity, 
| beſides the name—-who are profoundly ignorant, if not 
notorioully profligate and profane. 

The ſpread of infidelity is now uncom monly vronk, 
Multitudes of people in this country, being unacquainted 
with the true principles of Chriſtianity, have no experience 
of their ſalutary tendency to relieve the diſtreſſed con- 
ſcience, to ſanctity the depraved heart, or to meliorate the 
conduct; and, conſequently, there is no Bn to wonder, 
that many of this deſcription fall an eaſy prey to the art- 
ful inſinuations, and the blaſphemous x ond which ſo 
frequently proceed from the lips, or the pens, of Deiſts. 
Many, indeed, are the judicious defences of Chriſtianity 
which have appeared in our language. Theſe, however, 
being ſeldom read by the lower claſſes of people, can 
have but little effect in preſerving them from the con- 
tagion of Infidelity. | Beſides, reading the inſpired volume, 
and the preaching of divine truth, are the grand means, 
appointed of God, to excite ſerious reflection, and earneſt 
prayer; to produce conviction of ſin, and intereſt the 
conſcience in what the Scriptures reveal ; to renew the 
heart, and give an holy bias to the whole ſoul. Now, 
perſons who are thus affected, by what the Divine Writ- 
ings contain, will revere the Bible, and be far from re- 
nouncing Chriſtianity. _ 

Amidſt all the improvements in Philoſophy, in Science, 
and in uſeful Arts, there is the higheſt reaſon to lament 
the neglect of that inſpired volume, which is able to make 
us wiſe to ſalvation. A ſerious attention to the ſacred con- 
_ tents of which, muſt lead us to conclude, either, that the 
New Teſtament does not give a juſt repreſentation of 
Chriſtianity ; or, that incomparably the major part of thoſe 
who profeſs the religion of Jeſus, are not Chr: i/tians : for 
Chriſtianity, as delineated. in the Apoſtolic Writings, is 
the religion of rectitude, of love, and of peace. Evan- 
gelical truth, which is the great inſtrument, in the hand 
of God, for promoting real Chriſtianity, is the doctrine of 
divine benevolence to man—the doctrine of pardon, of 
reconciliation, and of falvation, by Jeſus Chriſt. . This 

doctrine, by whomſoever ſincerely believed, never fails 3 
produce a cordial veneration for God, and an I ia 
benevolence to man. That veneration is expreſſed, 

e 
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- "conſcientious regard to holy worſhip, according to ſcrip- 
tural rule ; by habitually obſerving the divine precepts ; 
and by devout ſubmiſſion to the orders of Providence. 
This benevolence is manifeſted, by a ſeries of truly vir- 
tuous affections towards our own ſpecies, in order to pro- 
mote individual and ſocial happineſs: or, in other words, 
a prevailing diſpoſition to treat others, as we might rea- 
fonably with them to treat us. To profeſs the religion 
of ſelus, while habitually deſtitute of that veneration, 
and of this benevolence, is to inſult Chriſtianity, and to 
libel the New Teſtament. . 
Let us, then, Chriſtian Brethren, regard theſe conſider- 
ations as emphatically inculcating the uncertainty of all 
temporal enjoyments; the neceflity of ſpiritual minded- 
_ neſs; and a practical attention to that divine precept, Fhat- 
ever thy hand findeth to do, do it with thy might. Nor is 
much reflection required to convince us, that there is no 
object of equal importance, with that of promoting the 
genuine cauſe of Chriſt, To this, therefore, let pious 
and prudent exertions be directed. Let ſuitable perſons, 
for an itinerant miniſtry, be, therefore, engaged: and let 
ſtated paſtors in the country, according to their abilities 
and opportunities, employ themſelves in village preaching. 
Let reading a portion of the ſacred ſcripture conſtitute a 
part of their public devotions; that thoſe who. cannot 
read, who have not Bibles, or who ſuffer them to lie ne- 
glected, may hear the Lord himſelf ſpeaking in the Old 
and New Teltament. 5 8 N Ei 
In theſe labours, let them keep the great object con- 
ſtantly in view: which is, not merely to propagate a ſet 
of theological ſentiments, though ever ſo true; much leſs 
to diſſeminate political opinions, or to canvaſs the affairs 
of ſtate; but, in the fear of God, with much prayer, cir- 
cumſpection, and ſelf-denial, to warn ſinners of the wrath 
to come to preach the unſearchable riches of Chriſi and to 
render their ungodly fellow-creatures truly wiſe, holy, and 
happy. Then, being Chriſtians indeed-—by exemplary 
piety in the ſeveral churches with which they may be con- 
nected-by domeſtic religion and good order, in the fami- 
lies to which they belong by integrity and benevolence, 
in all their private connexions—and by a peaceable be- 
_- haviour, as members of civil ſociety at large they ſhall 
adorn the doctrine of God our Saviour. | 
._ . Such, Brethren, is the object we have in view; and 
fuch are the effects to be expected from a ſucceſsful pur- 
ſuit of it! But as, in this caſe, no ſucceſs can poſſibly 5

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Mr. ABEL Evw ARDS, a Deacon of the Baptiſt Church at the 
| Melſb Neck, Pedee, South Carolina. | 


FR. ABEL EDWARDS, ſon of the late Rev. 
VI Joſhua Edwards, was born in Pennſylvania, in 
the year 1739 ; and when about ten years old, came with 
his father to South Carolina. His father, a native of 
Wales, was eſteemed a pious, benevolent man, and was 
conſiderably bleſſed in his miniſterial labours. He died in 
2 good old age, and was interred in the burying ground. 
at the Welſh Neck.* Mr. Abel Edwards, in the early 
part of life, attained a comfortable hope of his intereſt 
in Chriſt, was baptized by his father, and joined the 
church, under his care, at Caſhaway. The direct means 
of the awakening, which terminated in his converſion, 
were the converſation and advice of that worthy mini- 
ſter of Jeſus Chriſt, the Rev. John Gano. In the year 
1761, Mr. Edwards was received, by letter, into the 
Welth Neck Church, of which he continued a reſpected. 
and uſeful member, till his death. Soon after his union 
with this ſociety, he married Mrs. Sarah Douthy, a young 
widow, by whom he had many children, but of theſe only 
three ſurvived him to mourn his death. In the year 1777, 
he was called to the Deacon's office, in which he ac- 
quitted himſelf to univerſal acceptance. The peculiar 
attention he paid to the various duties of his ſtation, the 
decorum that he obſerved, and the cheerfulneſs he mani- 
feſted in performing them, could not fail of endearing 
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* Rev. Joſhua Edwards was born in Pembrokeſhire, in South Wales, 
February 11,-4703-4, came to Pennſylvania, and was baptized in 17213 
and removed from thence to South Carolina in 2749. In 1751 he was or- 
dained in the church at Welſh Neck, and continued miniſter of it about 
fix years. From thence he removed to Caſhaway, now Mount Pleaſant, 
where he was inveſted with the paſtoral office three years; then reſigned, 
and took charge of a church on Little Pedee, which he continued till the 
year 1768. After this he did not engage in the paſtoral charge of any 
church; but continued to preach, and was uſeful till his death, which took 
place Auguſt 22, 19784. He lived to ſee of his poſterity, 12 children, 38 
grand-childrep, and 32 great-grapd-childecn ; 82 in the whole, 


him 
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him to the church. Of him it may be juſtly ſaid, That 
he uſed the office of a deacon well, and purchaſed to him- 
ſelf a good degree, and great boldneſs in the faith which 
is in Chriſt Jeſus. Mr. Edwards was an affectionate 
huſband, a tender parent, and a humane maſter. He was 
ſteady and regular in his attendance on public worſhip, 
and on all meetings conſecrated to religious purpoſes.— 
Meetings of prayer for the revival of religion, he greatly 
encouraged, both by his preſence and by the exerciſe of 
his gifts. As the cauſe of his Redeemer lay near his 
heart, none ſeemed more to rejoice at acceſſions to the 
church; none more lincerely to lament the caſe of thoſe 
profeſſors who tranſgreſſed the laws of Chriit, and none 
more ready to encourage the reſtoration of the penitent. 
Some, no doubt, will ever bear in mind his friendly ad- 
monitions and reproofs. In his temper he was generally 
 ckeerful, but free from levity. In the performance of reli- 
gious exerciſes, he was attentive and folemn ; devout, but. 
not ſuperſtitious ; fixed in his religious opinions, but not 
bigotted. His charity was not limited to his own deno- 
mination, but extended to all who love our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt in ſincerity. Confidering himſelf under the go- 
vernment of an all-wiſe and good God, he cheerfully ac- 
quieſced in the diſpenſations of his providence. By un- 
remitted induſtry and prudent ceconomy, Mr. Edwards 
acquired a handſome income, which he enjoyed in a 
manner truly becoming the Chriſtian, Conſidering him- 
ſelf only as a ſteward of his Maſter's goods, he miniſter- 
ed liberally from his own purſe to the wants of the poor ; 
not with an oftentatious diſplay of munificence, but pur- 
ſuant to that injunction of our Lord, „Do not your alms 
before men!“ To ſtrangers he was kind and hoſpitable, 
_ eſpecially if they were the miniſters or friends of Jeſus: in 
entertaining theſe he took uncommon delight. In all pecu- 
niary calls of the church, and for the promotion of all re- 
ligious or uſeful inſtitutions, he was ever willing to con- 
tribute, and was often the greateſt donor in the congre- 
ada As a citizen, Mr. Edwards was reſpectable.— 
From a modeſt diſtruſt of his own abilities, he did not 
puſh himſelf forward in public life; but he was a truly 
good man, and a far more uſeful member of the commu- 
nity than many who boaſt of ſhining talents and aſpire to 
the firſt places of preferment, He was a peaceable man, 
and laboured to keep a conſcience void of offence towards 
God and towards men. He was diligent in his buſineſs; 
55 | remarkably 
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remarkably punctual in his engagements; ſtrictly honeſt | 
in his dealings, and in his whole conduct he manifeſted a 
peculiar degree of prudence. The piety and exemplary 
conduct of Mr. Edwards procured him the eſteem and 
love of the whole church and congregation : and, as to 
others, even thoſe who were profligate and unfriendly to 
the cauſe of religion did not heſitate to declare, if there 
was a good man in the ſtate, Mr. Edwards was one. 
But, on. Oct. 12, 1793, after a ſhort illneſs, he reſigned 

his breath to God who gave it. In him the church loft 
a pious member, and an excellent deacon ; but they have 
this conſolation, that their loſs is his eternal gain. In 
his laſt ſickneſs he was free from fears, and declared, that 
he knew in whom he had believed, and could comfortably 
venture his all on him, meaning Jeſus Chriſt. By his 
laft will, he left to the church an hundred pounds ſter- 
ling. The next Lord's-day after his death, the Rev. 
Henry Holcombe, paſtor of the church, preached a funeral 
ſermon on the occaſion, to a numerous and mourning au- 
dience ; and his remains were reſpectfully depoſited by the 
tide of his honoured father's.

HE was born in the neighbourhood of Preſcott, in the 
county of Devon. His parents were of the eſtabliſh- _ 
ment. He had not the advantage of a religious educa- 
tion. At ten years of age, his father left him to ſeek his 
own ſupport, and never after lent him any affiſtance.--- 
Some few years paſſed before he heard the word. But at 
Preſcott meeting, Mr. Jones (then of Exeter) was 
| preaching, and the Lord accompanied his meſſage with. 
convincing power. After this he was deeply, and at 
times diſtreſſingly, concerned about his a welfare. 
He had a gracious aunt, whom he found a bleſſing to him 
in his firſt inquiries, He occaſionally heard at Welling- 
ton; and, after ſome time, went to live with Mr. Lip- 
pincatt,* one of the members of that church. He was 
led through many ſtruggles and workings of mind; but, 
at length was favoured with a pleaſing and ſatis factory

view of the way of ſalvation; by the croſs of Chriſt, and of 
his own'interelt in it, according to the riches of ſovereign - 
grace; Which he was always tree to confeſs, to the glory 
of God. Being employed in huſbandry, he went to live 
with a Mr. Moore, who was a member of Hatch (then 
called Bicknell) church. While there, being ſatisfied, 
on perſonal conviction, with the ſcripture account of be- 
hever's baptiſm, he was baptized by Mr. Terry,* (then 
paſtor of the church at. Tiverton) and joined Hatch 
Church. And there he continued, till the ſpring of the 
year 1747; when he married one of the members of the 
Baptiſt Church at Chard, took an eſtate, and became a 
member of the ſame ſociety. He was choſen a deacon 
about 1761, and lived with reputation and uſefulneſs, both 
in the world and in the church, till he was called to reſt 
27th June, 1795, aged 76. es I; 
Though not poſſeſſed of afluence, yet he was uſeful 
according to his circumſtances. He was the chief inſtru- 
ment of ſupport to the ſmall church for many years. He 
obſerved the dealings of divine conduct towards him, with 
attention and gratitude. He had nine children; and at, 
or near the birth of each child, he was favoured with an 
additional cow to his worldly ſubſtance : ſo that he had 
as many cows as children, and no more, But what is of 
infinitely greater importance, he was ſatisfied reſpecting 
the future happineſs of four children who 'died before 
him, as well as of the five who are yet living, Few, 
very few parents are thus indulged ! He had treaſured up 
many intereſting appearances of the Lord for himſelf and 
for others. His knowledge of the doctrines of grace 
was truly experimental: he loved them he recommend- 
ed them both in word and deed ; and, being free in con- 
verfation beyond many, he was an inſtructive and en- 
couraging companion in the ways of God. Having found 
the truths of the goſpel to be his own ſupport and com-

Mr. John Kent died December 12th, 1796, aged 89 
years and four months. He was born of pious parents, 
h of them members of the Baptiſt Church meeting 
* Mr. Pitts, an occaſional miniſter at Chard, preached from that por- 


tion of Scripture, Col ii. 10, according to requeſt, the Lord's-day after-

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at Broughton and Wallop. His father was a deacon of the 
_ church, , lived at Upper Wallop, and had preaching at 
his houſe every other Lord's-day, and occationally on 
week days. From all that can be collected of him, he 
appears to have been an intelligent, and zealous man;

the Puritans and Nonconformiſts. He gave his fon a 
pious, though not a liberal education, and put him appren- 
tice to the trade of a carpenter.

called in the ſummer of 1732. He kept an index of the 
texts from which he preached.

He continued to preach 
as an aſſiſtant to Mr. Henry Steele*, and his ſucceſſors, 
till September 1787, when the infirmities of age forced 
him to decline. After which he continued to attend pub- 
lic worſhip without much interruption, and occaſionally 
to engage in prayer till the beginning of the year 1793, 
when the decay of his hearing, and the progreſs of other 
infirmities, rendered him no longer capable of it, unleſs 
now and then on Lord's Supper days. . 3 

He was poſſeſſed of ſtrong natural parts; of great in- 
tegrity; of plain but hearty friendſhip. He was a man 
of activity. Whilſt he preached conſtantly, he at firſt 
followed his trade, and afterwards continued to occupy a 
large farm in the neighbourhood. His religion was ex- 
_ perimental and practical, always remote from ſhow and 
parade. The ſtate of his mind calm and tranquil ; ſel- 
dom elevated with rapture; ſeldom depreſſed with fear. 
As a preacher, he was reſpectable and uſeful. His 
doctrine was evangelical; his language plain; and his 
method partaking partly of the manner of the puritans, 
and partly of that of the ſyſtematic divines of the pre- 
ſent century. He had not a popular delivery: but, ne- 
vertheleſs, the important truths on which he inſiſted, and 
the great ſeriouſneſs with which he always delivered 


He married a grand-daughter of Mr. Henry Steele, by whom he had 
a very numerous family. And for ſeveral of the laſt years of his life he had 
two great-grand-daughters living conſtantly with him, the eldeſt of whom

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Rogers, the moſt diſtant ſubmiſſion to an invading haughty 
foe, and was determined to ftand or fall with his courtry. 
As a teſtimony of their confidence in his zeal and inte- 
grity, the Council of Safety of South Carolina appointed 
Mr. Hart, with the Hon. William Henry Drayton, and 
te Rev. Mr. William Tennent, to viſit the frontiers of 
that ſtate, in order to reconcile, if poſſible, a number of 
the inhabitants who were diſaffected towards a revolu- 
tionary POO IOs of buſineſs, which, though 

with great bodily fatigue and perſonal danger, 


On the approach of the Britiſh fleet and army, to 
which Charleſton was ſurrendered in 1780, being juſtly 
apprehenſive of the conſequences which reſulted from 
the ſiege, and deſiring to preſerve his political liberty, with 
which he found his religious intimately connected, he 
retired to the northern ſtates. There the attention of 
the reſpectable Baptiſt church at Hopewell, in the ſtate 
of New-Jerſcy, was ſoon attracted toward him; and in 
conſequence of a prefling invitation from them, he 
became their paſtor on the 16th of December, the ſame 


year, and ſerved them in that capacity, the laſt fifteen 


years of his valuable life. 


Mr. Hart was twice married; his firſt wife was Mifs Sarah 


Brees, by whom he had eight children, all of whom are 
dead exceptipg two; and theſe are members of the church 
in Charleſton, under the care of the Rev. Mr. Richard 
Furman. His fecond wife, the mourning widow who 


ſurvives him, was Mrs, Ann Grimball, rehi&t of Mr. 


Charles Grimball, of South Carolina, by whom he had 


two ſons; the firſt died young, the other is alive, and 


bears the name of William Rogers Hart, given him as 
a teſtimony of the cordial affection which ſubſiſted between 
his father and: the Rev. Dr. William Rogers, of Phila- 
delphia. | C „ = 
For ſome years paſt, the infirmities of age, and ſeveral 
fevere attacks of different diſeaſes, had greatly reduced 
his bodily ſtrength, and diſqualified him tor the conſtant 


For many months previous to his death, he repeatedly 
faid, that he viewed himſelf as a dying man. A few 
days after he was taken With his laſt illneſs, and while 


he was able to walk about the room, he called for his 
will, gave it to à friend, and deſired him to get his 


remains conveyed - to Southampton, the family buryite 
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place. It was with difficulty at this time that he drew his 
breath; and his agony was ſo great, that he ſaid, he ſhould 
not think it at all ſtrange if he went into convulſions. 
The ſtruggle for breath broke a blood veſſel, and he ſpat 
a quantity of blood yet not a ſingle murmur, or undue 
complaint! He would frequently lift up his hands and was 
heard ſay, «poor mortal man!“ A friend once replied, «this 
mortal ſhall put on immortality.”-—He anſwered, „ yes, 
yes!”, He would often ſay, I want, I want?” being 
* aſked what he wanted? „I want the will of the E. 
to be done! The Rev. Mr. Van Horne called to ſee 
him, and aſked him if he felt comfortable: he replied, 
« God is an all- ſufficient Saviour! | 
A perſon who at one time was ſitting by, and obſerv- 
ing his great bodily diſtreſs, ſaid, * How happy for Mr. 
Hart that he has but one work to do !”---dying was 
meant; he immediately replied, “ Chriſt is the end of 
the law for righteouſneſs to every one that believeth!“ 
Dec. 29, he called for all around him to help him to praiſe 
God for what he had done for his ſoul--being told he 
would ſoon join the glorious company of. ſaints and 
angels, he replied, “ enough, enough!“ Dec. 30, his 
cough and ſpitting of blood increaſed, and every breath 
was accompanied with a groan ! and on the 31ſt of Dec. 
f 1795, at five o'clock in the evening, he juſt put his head 
a little back, cloſed his eyes, as if he were going into a 
ſleep, and ſurrendered his ſoul into the hands of his God 
and Redeemer. He was 72 years, 5 months, and 26 days- 
old. His brother, Joſeph . Eſq. of Bucks county, 
Pennſylvania, died Feb. 25, 1788, aged 72 years, 5 
months, and 24 days. Their Brother Mr. Silas Hart, of 
Virginia, died Oct. 29, 1795, aged 77 years, 5 months, 
and 24 days. „ 8 . 
Mr. Harts publications are, Dancing exploded ; A Fune- 
ral Diſcourſe, occaſioned by the death of the Rev. Milliam

in manuicript many valuable diſcourſes on public and 
common occaſions. . A variety of his papers on different 
ſubjects, which he highly valued, toge cher with a number 
of his beſt books, were deſtroyed by the Britiſh army, 
when they over-ran the ſouthern ſtates. He penned the 
following lines when his trials were exceedingly great:

Rev. Tnomas Davis, Reading, Berks. | 


Mr. Thou Davis was born at Newport, i in the Ile 
of Wight. His pious mother *, who died in 1792, was a 
member of the Baptiſt Church under the paſtoral care of 
the Rev. Mr. Purdy at Rye. But, after having had an 
hoſt of trials, ſhe lived to ſee two of her ſons Chriſtian 
miniſters. - John, the elder brother, who finiſhed his 


courſe firſt, was many years paſtor of the Bere Cburch 
at Waltham-Abbey, 


* Extradt. 4 My 1 mother died on 8 5 of April, 1792, i in the 
85th year of her age, having ſuſtained the character of an honourable mem- 
ber of a Baptiſt Church about 67 years. She was baptized at ſixteen, by good 
Mr. Mercer at Newport, in the Ifle of Wight, where I was born. My 
brother went to her fui-ral at Rye, and (Mr, Purdy her paſtor being in 
1.ondon), preached her funeral ſermon from the words ſhe had left for the 
purpoſe, 1 Peter i. 8, Whom having not ſeen, ye love, in whom, &c. Being not 
able to attend, 1 preached on the occaſion Cr the ſame words at Reading.

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Thomas, the ſubject of this memoir, having learnt a 
trade, ſoon wandered from under the wing of an affec- 
tionate mother, whoſe maternal advice and care were con- 
ſidered by him as a reflection on his ability to take care 
of himſelf: but ſhe ceaſed not to pray for him night and 
day ; and what particularly encouraged her to it, was the 
frequent powerful andabiding impreſſion made on her mind, 
by the hiſtory of Saul's converſion, of whom it was at 
length faid, * Behold he prayeth.” Stroliing from place 
to place, at length he came to Woolwich, in K ent, about 
nine miles from London. Here, according to his az 
character, he was a ringleader in all kinds of wickedne 
One new year's-day in the evening, with ſome of his cam- 
panions, he went to the Baptiſt meeting-houſe in that 
town : the example of his pious mother had made ſuch 
impreſſion on his mind, that he could not always deſpiſe 
nor even trifle with facred things. However, the former 
part of that evening witneſſed his indecent behaviour in 
the time of ſinging and prayer. The houſe was crowded, 
and he ſtood in the aiſle, waiting to hear what the babbler 
had to ſay. At length, that laborious, indefatigable, and 
_ uſeful ſervant of God, the Rev. Robert M*Gregor, who 
has been forty years paſtor at Woolwich, named his text. 
'The remarkable words were, Luke xiii. 7, Then ſaid he 
unto the dreſſer of his vineyard, behold theje three years 
I come ſeeking fruit on this fig-tree, and find none © cut it 
| down, why cumbereth it the ground! Well might the 
Apoſtle ſay, the word of God is quick and powerful, and 
ſharper than any two-edged ſword, piercing-even to the 
dividing aſunder of ſoul and ſpirit ; for the text had not 
been twice read before his loins were loofed, his 
knees ſmote each other, and a ſudden. trembling ſeized 
him. The firſt wiſh of his heart was, that the ground 
might open and ſwallow him up. It ſeemed to him 
as though the preacher and the whole Congregation 
knew that he was this cumberer of the ground. However, 
before the miniſter cloſed his diſcourſe, he lightly touched 
on the vine-dreſſer's prayer, contained in the two follow- 
ing verſes, Lord! let it alone this year 4%, &c. and us 
was in ſome meaſure a ſupport to his ſinking and over- 
whelmed mind. He inſtantly changed his company, and bit 
conduct became altered. Being in Chriſt Jeſus, old things 
paſſed away, except the painful recollection of them, and 
all things became new. He now hungred and thirſted 
after Chriſt, the bread of life, and that river the ſtreams 
15 wphereof 
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| whereof make glad the city of God. He not only was 


- Conſtant in his attendance on worſhip of a Lord's-day, 


but would ſteal in among the pious people on week-day 
evenings, at their prayer meetings. After a while, he 


was encouraged to pray with theſe friends, and fo full 
was his heart of ſorrow and joy, that he filled up near 
an hour and a half, the firſt time he engaged in this ſer- 
vice. His pifts ſoon appeared to be above mediocrity. 
After ſpeaking ſeveral times before the church, and his 


unblemiſhed walk, genuine piety, and promiſing talents 


being conſpicuous, they unanimouſly ſent him forth to 


preach that faith he had before attempted to deftroy.--- 


Mr. Davis preached 2 few Lord's-days at the late Mr. 
Dowers's meeting in Goodman's- fields; the houſe began 


to fill, but from thence he was ſpeedily and providentially 


called to the Baptiſt Church at Reading, Berks. _ 


When Mr. Davis went to Reading, there was very little | 
goſpel preaching in that populous town. He ſucceeded 
Mr. Whitewood, and the church conſiſted of about ey 


or thirty-five members, and very few hearers attended. 


'The houſe foon was ſo crowded as to oblige them to 
build a front gallery, and ſoon after two fide gallertes.--- 
On lecture evenings the meeting-houſe and yard were ſo 
crowded, that the attendance of peace officers was now 


and then neceſſary. He would ftand and weep over poor 


periſhing ſinners till at times he could not proceed; and, 
a very reſpectable miniſter, who confiders Mr. Davis as 


bis ſpiritual father, has ſaid, he is confident, that Mr. 
Davis's greateſt ſucceſs was when he preached the goſpel 


as a general addreſs. The number of young perſons 


awakened in this part of his miniſtry was aſtoniſhing.--- 
About this time, that man of God, the Rev. Mr. Talbot, 
came to St. Giles's pariſh, in Reading, and was made very 
uſeful; and it is a pleaſure to add, that of late years the 
Honourable Mr. Cadogan's labours have been bleſſed 
. F dns 

Mr. Davis's new year's-day ſermons muſt not be omit- 
ted. Theſe he continued until his death. He uſed to 
ſpeak of the firſt of January, on which he was called by 
grace, as his birth-day, and to ſay, „I'll keep it till 


1 die.” In preaching this annual lecture, he aa freely 
gave a large account of his birth, parentage, abandoned 


life, and ſingular converſion, and would frequently be ſo 


dathed in tears, as not to be able to proceed for ſome _ 


time. The congregation, on this occaſion, generally 


uſed 
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uſed to be one complete wedge of people. He commonly 


obſerved, that when his mother was diſcouraged in prayer- 
for him, or loſt ſight of Saul's wonderful converſion, ſhe. 


expected, in every newſpaper ſhe read, to find an account 
of his being impriſoned, or elſe executed at Tyburn. At 
theſe anniverſaries, and on other occaſions, with much 
feeling he would ſay, with Dr. Watts

It is very remarkable, that the Lord owned this annual 

attempt of his ſervant, to the converſion of a conſiderable 

number of precious ſouls. Some of his friends ſay, that 


they have not heard of any of theſe ſermons, without a ſeal 
of one, two, or more, at a time. One of theſe nights, 
preaching on Martha's words to Mary; the maſter is come 
and calleth for thee, two young perſons, the fruit of 


Calvary's croſs, were brought back to God. One of 


them has reached the peaceful ſhores of eternal repoſe; 


the other, a moſt amiable wife of a moſt amiable miniſter, 
has ever iince been on a changing ſea, but caſts anchor 
within the vail; and, it is expected, will certainly make 
the port of glory in God's due time. 


Mr. Davis was tall in ſtature, handſome in his perſon, 


and rather 5 to corpulency : his wit and remark- 
ably cheerful diſpoſition, perhaps would have frequently 


betrayed him into a levity of ſpirit, had not trials, the 
grace of God, and watchfulneſs, been a counterpoiſe. As 
a Chriſtian, it is difficult to ſay, with which he was moſt 


acquainted, his own heart or his bible. As a miniſter of 


Jeſus Chriſt, he uſed to ſtudy induſtriouſly, pray fervently, 


and preach powerfully. He wrote many of his ſermons 
at full length; then reduced them to a leſs compaſs.--- 

That he was © mighty in the ſcriptures,” might be learnt 
from his ſermons and his prayers ; and, that the power of 

God attended his labours is evident to all who know any 
thing of the ſtate of religion among the different denomi- 
nations of Chriſtians at Reading; to many of whom; 


not. 
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not only of the diſſenters, but in the eſtabliſhment, he 


was a ſpiritual father. „ 
Several of his letters, “é in which he unboſomed himſelf 
to a dear friend, may help us to judge of his ſucceſs. In 
1774, he writes, „Seven lately baptized: there ſeems to 
be a great work going on with us, though we have been 
exerciſed with conſiderable troubles. We are now about 
one hundred and ten members.“ In 1796, There has 
ſcarcely been a ſermon preached this year paſt, but what 
has been bleſſed to ſaints or ſinners, God's preſence hath 
filled the temple. Our auditories are numerous. Many 
wounded and diſtreſſed finners are crying out after Chriſt. 
On week days, my houte has been crowded from morn- 
ing to night, with perſhns inquiring the way to Sion. 
J baptized fifty-eight laſt year; two have been excluded, 
two reſtored to communion, and two are dead. We took 


eleven into communion laſt breaking-bread day, and five 


now are ready to give their experiences. So that our 
proſpect is as premiting for increaſe this year as laſt. We 
are at peace-«mong ourſelves, and all of one mind reſpect- 


ing the truth ; nor was I ever more happy among this 


little deipiſed flock, than I am at preſent. Methinks you 


are ready to ſay, What! nothing of the dark fide? As to 
perſecution I rejoice in it, I have not a little of that.— 
The world rages, the devil roars, and the doctor of our 


pariſh ſaid he would filence* me, if he went to the king 
in perſon, and the biſhop of London is his friend. I ſaid 
they. might tell him, if he had a mind to ſilence me, he 
mult take out my tongue. But the more he oppoſes the 
goſpel. in his own ſtrength, the more I am determined 
in the ſtrength of the Lord to oppoſe him.“ 

_ March 12, 1777. © When I fee ſo many young pee- 
ple coming into the church, it is attended with both joy 
and grief. The grief is to ſee none of my ſeven children 
coming. to declare in Sion, any work of God on their 


ſouls. The clergy {till are enemies, but all their ſchemes 


prove abortive.  'The work ſtill goes on. I baptized ſix 
juſt before Chriſtmas, as it is called; eleven on Chriſt- 
mas-day, and five laſt Lord's-day was fortnight. The 


ground floor of our meeting will ſcarcely contain the 


members at breaking bread. It is a pleaſing ſight indeed.”

Mr. Davis was one of the moſt animating of all his 


brethren in the adminiſtration of the ordinance of be- 
liever's baptiſm; nor was he leſs in his element when at 


the table of the Lord. While there, how ſtriking and 
affecting were his obſervations on the nature of ſin, the 
inflexibility of divine juſtice, the love of God, the do- 
lorous eines of the precious Redeemer, and on the 
knowledge of intereſt in his work, by the ſpirit's energy 


upon the heart! How would he there exclaim

As a paſtor, he certainly ruled and fed the flock at the 
ſame time; he was alſo a brother, huſband, and father, not 


only to his own family, but to the whole church and con- 
gregation.

When the Rev. Mr. Talbot 


died, and the goſpel ceaſed to be preached at Reading in 


the church of England, Mr. Davis was urged to alter 
the conſtitution of his church, from that of a ſtrict Bap- 


tiſt, to free communion. A gentleman of this ſentiment 
ſaid, © he may live in ſplendor if he will comply.“ But ſo 


immovable was. he, that notwithſtanding he came from 
a church of that complexion, and was preſſed to it on 
every hand, yet he would not conſent to it, as he could 


not ſee it countenanced in any part of the ſacred ſcrip- 


ture, | 


So effectually was he taught by the good ſpirit of God, 


that he firmly believed ſalvation was all of grace, elect- 
ing, redeeming, and ſanctifying grace; and hence he 
was wont to ſay, if ever I have a tomb ſtone, the motto

For more than two years before his death, he was 
greatly afflicted with the ſtone and gravel ; and faid in a 
letter of June 16, 1796, „ I have brought away five 
ſtones, what are behind I know not.

1796, in the. . . ... year of his age; to the inexpreſſible 
grief not only of a pious, peaceful, and inoffenſive widow, 
with her children, but alſo of his much-loved charge . 
a people who, it is ſaid, are uncommonly bleſſed with 


praying members, and to whoſe honour it may be an- 


nounced, That they would not have changed their paſtor 


for any man under heaven. 


Being dead, he yet ſpeaketh, and particularly to the 
church over which he ſo affectionately preſided. And 
for their ſake, the following extract from one of his letters 


is reſpectfully introduced in this place. Keep up 


prayer meetings. Upon praying ground yon will always 


Rand firm. This is what J call an arm of the church, 
and a great ſupport to a miniſter; it encourages him to 
go forward in his work, though he meets with much 


oppoſition. Churches generally dwindle away into for- 
mality, where meetings of prayer are neglected. Suc- 
ceſs may be expected for a miniſter, where a ſpirit 
of prayer prevails among a people.” And next to 
this advice, their deceaſed paſtor, were he to addreſs 
them again, would beſeech them to maintain holy diſci-

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for the faith once delivered to the ſaints. Thus they 
will continue. happy and reſpectable among their ſiſter 
churches, and juſtity a ſentiment of their late paſtor, 
Which he delivered in a glowing, aſſembly, ſome years 
ſince at London, viz. So far are the people of God from 
making light of ſin, or a cypher of the moral law, that 
if they could live as they lift, they would live perfealy 
holy, righteouſly, and godly, and do the whole will of 
God on earth, even as- it is done in heaven. A ſenti- 
ment this, which is as far from a weak Arminianiſm as 
it is oppoſite to a wicked Antinomianiſm, and which may 
ſtrictly be denominated pure Jeſuiſm. „ 

The following extract alſo deſerves preſervation :---- 
One year more added to our frail mortal lives, and one 
yea? taken from our ſhort ſtay in this dreary wilderneſs. 
Time flies; judgment and eternity haſten on; ſo we 
ſhall ſoon turn, and diſcern between the righteous and the 
wicked; between him that ſerveth his God, and him 
who ſerveth him not. If ever there was an hour of 
temptation, it is ſurely at this day; when ſo few really 

follow Chriſt, when ſo many ſtand ſtill, and ſo many go 
backward from the good old path. It is too remarkable 
that ſome profeſſors of the goſpel are che great, if not 
the greateft hindrances of the profeſſion of the goſpel : 

but the time cometh, and it may be near, when the paint 
of an outward profeſſion will be waſhed off, and many pre- 
tended followers of Chriſt will, with bluſhing, wear their 
hearts in their faces. Then how much better will a dram 
of grace be, than a talent of gifts! Many are true to falfe 
principles, and falſe to true ones. May we be faithful

OUR Sele accounts of the miffions in Bengal given 
in page 353-300, of No. 12 of the Regiſter, conducted 
us to March 18, 1795. | 

The 3d number of the PERIODICAL AccounTs has 
now for ſome time been publiſhed, and probably is 
months ſince in poſſeſſion of the warm friends of the 
miſſions. The journal and the letters are highly intereſt- 
ing; and it is but a ſmall degree of juſtice that can be 
done them, to inſert, in the narrow limits of. The Regi Her, 
the following extracts : 

May 26, 1794. As Mr. Carey was journeying from 
Calcutta to Malda, he kept his Lord's day at Chandareea, 
on the river Iſamuty. In the evening he entered on his 
work of publiſhing the word of God to the heathen. — 
Though imperfect in the knowledge of the language, he 
converſed with two Brahmins, in the preſence of two 
hundred people, 1 the things of God; and had 

a pleaſant day. He arrived at Malda, June 15, met Mr. 
Thomas the 16th; and on the I9th-ſet out for Mudna- 
batty, -the place *; his reſidence, which 1s thirty-two 
miles north of Malda, in a ftraight line, but near my 
by water, and is upon the river Tanguam. 

It is now pretty generally known that their ſituation in 
Mr. U indigo manufactory, places them above the 
need of perſonalaſſiſtance from the ſociety. 

Mr. Carey informs us concerning 


HIS CONGREGATION AND MANNER OF PREACHING. 


Ee doubt not but God has a work to do here. It has 
been his general way to begin among the poor and deſpiſed, 
and here we have only poor and illiterate people, and 
ſcarce any of thoſe who value themſelves on account of 
a being the TOS? caſt. 

| 60 Lats 
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Lord's day, April 5, 1795. In the morning the 


congregation was about five hundred; and the people, 
having attendedwith great ſeriouſneſs, went away ſhout- 
ing Ala, i. e. O God. In the evening had about four 
hundred. They appeared ſerious, and departed ſhouting 
as in the morning, which is a way the Muſſulmen uſe to 
invoke the Divine Being. 12th. This day preached 
twice to the natives : about two hundred in the morning, 
and in the evening hou 


_ wards preached to them upon the neceſſity of repentance 
and faith, and of copying the example of Chriſt. They 
heard with conſiderable attention, and I felt ſome ſweet 


freedom in preſſing them to come to Chriſt. May gth. 
« For the laſt three Sabbaths my ſoul has been much 


comforted in ſeeing ſo large a congregation, more eſpeci- 
ally as\many attend who are not our own workmen, from 
the parts adjacent, whoſe attendance muſt be wholly diſ- 
intereſted. I therefore now rejoice in ſeeing a regular 


congregation, compoſed of from two to ſix hundred people, 
of all deſcriptions, Muſſulmen, Brahmins, and other 


claſſes of Hindoos. I this day attempted to preach to 
them more regularly, from Luke iv. 18. The ſpirit of the 
Lord is upon me, becauſe he hath anointed me to preach the 
goſpel to the poor, &c. in which diſcourſe I endeavoured 


to prove the miſerable ſtate of unconverted man, as ſpiri- 


tually poor, &c. as bound by a ſinful diſpoſition, and by 


pernicious cuſtoms, and vain expectations of happineſs, 
from falſe and idolatrous worſhip ; I alſo took occaſion to 


obſerve, that both in the ſhaſters and koran there were 
many good obſervations and rules, ſuch as ought to be 


regarded; but that one thing they could not inform us of, 
' viz. how God can forgive fin conſiſtently with his juſtice, 
and fave ſinners in a way in which juſtice and mercy 


could harmonize. I told them, moreover, that their 


books were like a loaf of bread, in which there was a 


conſiderable quantity of good flour, but mixed with ſome 
very malignant poiſon, which made the whole ſo poiſon- 
ous, that whoever ſhould eat of it would die: fo I ob- 
ſerved, that theſe writings contained much good inftruc- 
tion, mixed with deadly poiſon. 1 appealed to them, 
whether any of their idols could give rain, (a bleſſin 
much wanted at this time), or whether they could do them 
any ſervice at all? When an old Muſſulman anſwered 


aloud, © No, they have no power at all.“ And in this 
rs | | "ns | he 


wt five hundred.“ A part of the 
goſpel by Matthew having been read to them, © I after- 
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he included the Muſſylmen's 7 x "kj or ſpirits of their 
ſaints, as well as the heathen idols. I obſerved, that the 
caſt was a ſtrong chain, by which they were bound... 
I afterwards ſpoke of the ſuitableneſs and glory of the 
goſpel, which propoſed an infinitely great facrifice for - 
infinite guilt, and a free ſalvation for poor and periſhing 
ſinners. In the afternoon I enlarged on the ſame ſubject. 
I felt my own ſoul warmed, and hope for good. God has 
given me of late a greater concern for the ſalvation of 
the heathen, and I have been enabled to make it a more 
importunate requeſt at the throne of grace. 
5 y = 1790. It was always my opinion that millings 
may and — ſupport themſelves, after having been ſent 
out and received a little ſupport at firſt, And in conſe- 
quence I purſue a very little worldly employment, which 
requires three months cloſiſh attendance in the year; but 
this is in the rains the moſt unfavourable ſeaſon for 
exertion. I have a diſtrict of about twenty miles ſquare, 
where I am continually going from village to village to 
publiſh the goſpel ; and in this ſpace are about two hun- 
dred villages, whoſe inhabitants from time to time hear 
the word. My manner of travelling 1s with two, ſmall 
boats; one ſerves me to live in, and the other for cook- 
ing my food. I carry all my furniture and, food with me 
from place to place, viz. a chair, a table, a bed, and a 
lamp. I walk from village to village, but repair to my 
boat for lodging and eating. 
As a ſpecimen” of the manner of my preaching, 
& I will juſt deſcribe one ſeaſon at a large village about 
four miles rom Mudnabatty, called Chinſurah. I went 
one Lord's day afternoon to the place, attended by a few 
| rae yea udnabatty. When I got into the town, I ſaw 
an idolatrous temple, finely built with bricks. In order 
to excite attention, I aſked what place that was? T hey 
ſaid it was a Thakooranee, that is, a ſhe debta,“ or 
faint, I aſked if it was alive ? They faid, yes. Well, 
ſaid I, I will ſee her, and qccordiagly went towards the 
place; when they all called out, No, Sir, no; it is 
only a ſtone.” I however mounted the ſteps, and began 
to talk about the folly and wickedneſs of idolatry. A 
bazar, or market, near at hand, was very noiſy; I there- 
fore removed to a little diſtance; under a tamarind tree, 
where we began by ſinging the hymn, O who beſides 
can deliver” By this time a pretty large concourſe | 
of _— was aſſembled; and I _ to me bro 
Fe get em 
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them upon the things of God. It is obvious that giving 
dodut a text, and regularly dividing it, could not be of an 
uſe to thoſe who never heard a word of the bible in their 
lives. I therefore dwelt upon the worth of the foul, its 
fallen ſtate, the guilt of all men who had broken God's 
righteous law, and the impoſſibility of obtaining pardon 
at the expenſe of the honours of divine juſtice. I then 
inquired, what way of life (or ſalvation) conſiſtent with 
the righteouſneſs of God, was propoſed in any of their 
ſhaſters? They, ſaid I, ſpeak of nine incarnations of 
5 Veeſhnu paſt, and one to come; but not one of them is 
pretended to be for the ſalvation of a ſinner. They were 
only to preſerve a family, kill a giant, make war againſt 
tyrants, &c. all which God could as well have accom- 
pliſhed without theſe incarnations. The incarnation of 
a deity, I added, is a matter of too great importance to 
| i take place in ſo ludicrous a manner, and for luch mean 
ends and purpoſes. The Matſya Obeetar (or Avatar) you 
know, was to become the rudder of a boat, and preſerve 
a family in a great flood; and the wild hog incarnation 
was to kill a giant, and to draw up the earth out of the fea 
when it was linking ; but this God, who created it, might 
have eafily accompliſhed without any ſuch interpoſition! - 
J obſerved how miſerable they muſt be whoſe whole reli- 
gion only reſpected the body, and whoſe ſhaſters could 
point out no ſal vation for the foul, Then I ſpake of the 
way of life by Chriſt, his ſufferings for us, cke. 
„This is the method of preaching that I uſe among 
them. Nothing of this Kind appears to give them offence. 
Many wiſh to hear, but many abhor the thoughts of the 
goſpel : the Brahmins fear to loſe their gain, the higher 
caſts their honour, and the poor tremble at the vengeance

TRANSLATING AND PRINTING. 
Mr. Carey's letter to the ſociety, Dec. 30, 1795, con- 

_ tains this intereſting paragraph. I find the tranſlation 
of the bible a delightful employ, and am occupicd in it 
every day. In addition to Genefis, Exodus, Matthew, 

Mark, and James, (which are ready for the preſs) we 
have entered on Leviticus, with the goſpel by Luke, and 
the Acts of the Apoſtles, The goſpel by John, and the 
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epiſtle to the Galations only want correcting; and I hope 


before this letter reaches you, more will be completed.“ 


Jan. 16, 1796. The people among whom I labour 
are in ſome reſpects different from many other Heathens 
in this, that they have a written language; and can we 
but obtain the neceſſary aſſiſtance from England, it will 
de a great object to print the Bible, and diſperſe it gratis. 


We thought of doing it at our own expenſe, if only 


a chapter at a time; and have not given up the idea of 
_ devoting every cowry that God gives us to this important 
work; there are types, preſſes, and printers in this coun- 
try.“ (But he ſaid ina former letter, printing is #ncom- : 


monly expenſive here.) „The tranſlation is getting for- 


ward. Money to publiſh it is the only thing wanted.”

cc J have a Pundit to afiſt me in the tranſlation, whoſe 
name is Pods Loſon, a native of that famous metropolis .

= ENCOURAGEMENT. 
Whoever embarks in the buſineſs of foreign miſſions, 


eſpecially among people of a hard language, muſt expect 
incalculable difficulties on a' fea of trouble. For ſuch, 
our brethren, bleſſed be God, in ſome meaſure were pre- 


pared.. Diſappointments ſtrewed their path before they 


could leave their native land; and difficulties were to be 
encountered when they reached the ſhores of India. The 
proſpects which at length opened to them by their ſitu- 
ation in the indigo manufactories, at Maypauldiggy and at 


Mudnabatty, flattered their hopes, but were by no means 


the ne plus ultra of their wiſhes. They had much to 
learn, as well as much to teach. A great impediment © in 
ſpeaking to the Hindoos, arifes from the various dialects 


» Their wiſh has been to print the Bible, and other uſcful things, in the 
"whe 
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which prevail in different parts of the country; and from 
the extreme ignorance of the common people, who are 


not able to underſtand one of their own countrymen, who 
ſpeaks the language well, without a conſiderable diffi- 


culty. Their pegs alſo obliges them to labour ſrom 


ſun-riſe to ſun-ſet.” But ſtrong attachment to their caſt 
appears to be the moſt heavy chain ever “ forged by the 
devil to hold the Hindoos in ſlavery.” ““ 

Theſe things conſidered, the proſpects of 


it;“ and *© a pretty large aſſembly of natives“ told him, 
that © they wanted inſtruction, and deſired him to inſtruct 
them upon the Lord's day.” A week after, © a conſi- 


derable number of them came of their own will, aud 


deſired to be inſtructed.” They were collected from the 


villages where Mr. Carey had preached before, and from 
ſome where he had not been. Moſt of them were 


even of influence, being mundulls, or heads of villages. 
Their attention was ve y great, their queſtions ſerious 
and pertinent,” \ „% lg Ont . 
It muſt have been very animating to ſee the natives, 


from four to five hundred, after a ſerious attendance on 


the word, retire ſhouting, Alla, O God! and Mr. Carey's 
heart was much comforted” with the fight. This was 
in May, 1795, as mentioned before. The December 
following he ſays, I have not yet ſeen much fruit of 


my labours ; the moſt I can ſay is of a young man about 
eighteen years of age, a Brahman, who has appeared very 


_ thoughtful for ſome time, and frequently converſed with 


much feeling about his eternal concerns. I pray God it 


may end well. His concern has continued now near] 


three months, and appears rather to increaſe than other- 


wiſe, His name is CassinuT MookHURGEE. He 
publicly, and with great boldneſs attacks the ſuperſti- 
tions of his countrymen, and is a great help in explaining 
what I fay in preaching to the capacities of thoſe who 
with difficulty underſtand me.

To the collections in the ſaid London churches for 
1796, making the ſum of C. 674 18d. 25. were added, the 
Norwich collection G. 12 25. 44. and a donation of {.100, 
by Mr. Archer Ward, of Derby. The diſtributions 
were made in March and April, 1797. The miſſion to

amount in your petitions. That in your petition or caſe, 
there be a conciſe repreſentation of the faith of the 
church, and of your paſtor, particularly in regard to the 
perſon of Chriſt, and the doctrine of the Trinity; of 
your paſtor's domeſtic circumſtances, if he have a family; 
of his laſt year's ſalary; and of the [number] and increaſe 

or decreaſe of your members, &c.” _ e
